My DEAR Lord, WimWedon, Aug 1, 1789 

Tins letter is intended for your mfoimation on the subject of 
the China embassy The difficulty of finding such a successor to 
Colonel Cathcart as was altogether satisfactoiy, has occasioned a 
£req[uent change of resolutions on that subject We had determmed 
to commit the whole execution of this busmess to you, and with 
that view the accompanymg papers were piepared, but against 
this resolution a legal doubt was stated by the Chancellor, import- 
ing that the King’s authoiity could not be delegated to any other 
person , but that both the appointment of the person of the ambas- 
sador, and the instructions to be given to him, must flow from the 
King himself In addition to this difficulty, another circumstance 
has recently come to my hnowledge I have discovered that the 
Court of Directors are rather hostile to the expedition, and give out 
that it may be highly prejudicial to their mteiests, if, by creating 
jealousies among the Mandarins and other Chmese at Canton, it 
should suspend m any degree the mtercourse with them, by which 
only, under the present circumstances, their trade can be caiTied on 
I feel so much the importance of estabhshing a commercial con- 
nexion with the great empue of Chma, that I am not disposed to be 
VOL n.

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tliat the Camatick should be administered under an assignment 
similai to that which took place under Lord Macartney At the 
time when the Board of Conti oul gave the older foi restoring 
the Nabob’s country tp him, they had no doubt that every reason 
of expedience founded on consideiations of the due admimstiation 
of the Nabob’s country operated against that order, but when they 
attended to the terms under which Loid Macartney had obtained 
possession of that country, and the importance it was to restore, 
if possible, by every means, the credit of Great Britam with the 
native powers, they felt themselves constramed to view the subject 
merely on the footmg of the obligations imder which they lay 
by the then subsisting treaties with the Nabob They have con- 
tinued hitherto to view the transaction m the same light. We are 
perfectly satisfied of the expediency of the Cainatick bemg under 
the adnurustiation of the Madras Government, but we have never 
seen sufficient means fairly to obtam that object , and if we entei- 
tamed sentiments of that natme before, we aie certainly much 
confirmed m them by the recent conversations we have held with 
Sir Archibald Campbell and Mi Oakeley,^ the late President of the 
Committee of Assigned Kevenue They differ a httle as to the 
progress the country has made in improvement smce the temiina- 
tion of the late war, but they both agree m thinking the country 
IS by no means improved m the degree it ought to have been, and 
they likewise agree that there is httle prospect of its domg so while 
imdei the management of the Nabob. 

Under these circunistances, yom Lordship must be sensible 
how much we concur m the reasonmg of the letter to the Secret 
Committee of the 15th of December, and no thing hut the good 
faith of om transactions with the Nabob stands m the way of resort- 
ing to the conclusion om wishes natmaUy suggest We are, how- 
ever, much encouraged to hope for bemg moie speedily extricated 
from this dilemma, than we were before the death of the Ameer 
ul Omiah , Su Aichibald Campbell has mtimated to us that the 
eldest son has expressed himself to him m terms which imported a 
strong mclmation on his part, that the affairs of the Camatick were 
under a sj'^stem of administration similar to that which took place 
under the Assignment, and this idea is conformable to the geneial 
idea we had formed of his character, and predilection for the British 
Government m India, and we cannot help flattering omselves with

. . I have been hououied until yom Royal Biglmess’s 

letter dated the 9th of August by the Yestal fiigate, and I am m- 
fimtely flattered iii finding that I still hold a place in j’^oui recol- 
lection 

The events of the last year m Em ope have indeed been pai- 
ticularly mterestmg. It is howevei until satisfaction that I see om 
Northern aUiauce make a piogiess m liininess and lespectabflity, 
and I hope that Biitain unll long letam the importance which she 
has now lecoveied amongst liei neighbom-s 

It IS impossible to look unthout compassion upon the uretched 
state of France, but when we considei that the unprovoked and 
unjustifiable part which that nation took agamst us m the late 
American wai, has peihaps gieatly contributed to produce the pre- 
sent convulsions, we cannot say that they are totally unmerited, 
and although it may be natural foi yom Royal Bighness to feel 
disappomted at not havmg the means of improvmg yourself m your 
piofession, I must candidly confess that I reflect with no small 
degree of satisfaction, that om tianqmlhty m Europe is not likely 
to be soon disturbed by that late powerful and lestless neighbour 
The cloud which hung over our domestic prosperity is, thanlc 
God, entuely dissipated by His Majesty’s most happy lecovery, in 
Avhich joyful event no one of his subjects, either from the feelings 
of duty and loyalty oi from those of gratitude and personal attach- 
ment, could have taken a moie smeere paid than myself 

The backwardness of our preparations on the coast, which was 
owing to the shameful conduct of Mr HoUond, and liis disobedience 
of the clear and positive orders of this Government, ivdl I feai 
render it impossible to bnng the contest to an happy issue before 
the settmg m of the periodical rams, which commence m that par t 
of the Mysoie country which is situated beyond the Ghauts, m the 
month of June, so that uuth all the exertious of omselves and om 
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allies, wo can hanlly hope ot soonest for nn hpnonmblt and twlrun 
tagoonfi poacQ before the beginning of the next your

it, might have mduced Imn to open a negotiation foi settling the 
points m dispute if he had received them pieiuous to his having 
actually commenced hostilities. 

It must also be imputed principally to hli. John Hollond, as a 
most culpable neglect, that he gave no communication to the Eesi- 
dents at Il 3 ’'diabad and Poonah, of Tippoo’s having violated the 
treaty with the Compau}’- by attaclang the Eajah of Travancoie’s 
hues on the 29th of December ; but after the above neglect, he is 
still moie reprehensible for the mamier m which he commnmcated 
to Captam Kennaway that pait of Tippoo’s letter dated the 1st of 
January, m which he asserts that the attack was made by accident 
and ivithout any orders fiom him, because Mr. Hollond well knew 
that the repoi-ts of Mi Powney, the Eesident, and accounts through 
different channels, positively said that the attack was not only made 
by Tippoo’s direct orders, but that there was eveiy reason to beheve 
that he actually conducted it m person, and was himself wounded 
or bruised m the action. 

Mr Hollond must also, mdependent of these reasons, have been 
sensible that as the general tenor of that letter was so far from 
bemg concihatory, that it principally consisted of a repetition of the 
offensive and madmissible demands that the Eajah should destroy 
part of his hues, and restore Cranganore and Ayacottah to the 
Dutch, the disavowal which it contamed of an mtention to commit 
hostdities on the 29th of December could on no reasonable ground 
whatevei be entitled to the least attention , and by conveying the 
information of Tippoo’s disavowal to Captam Kennaway, without 
explainmg the notorious cncumstances which rendered the truth 
of his assertion improbable, Mr Hollond could only have mtended 
to impress Captam Kennaway, and Mr Malet through him, with 
a belief that all differences would he amicably adjusted, and con- 
sequently they might have been mduced, by so high an authority, 
to slacken m their zealous endeavours to secuie the fiiendship and 
co-operation of the Kizam and the Mahrattas, m exacting reparation 
from Tippoo for his flagrant breach of the treaty 

In aU the other measmes which either come under the head of 
neglect of duty, or of direct disobedience of om orders, the members 
of the Board participate m culpability with there late Piesident, as 
no dissent or disappiobation of any resolutions of Government have 
been offeied m then vmdication, and the attempt of kli Edwaid 
John Hollond to justify IiunseK for the cinnmal disobedience of oiu 
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orders, in not acting as if ho considopod the Colnpan^ to bo at vnr 
witli Tippoo after that chief had attacked tbo Ilnjah of Tinvnnctfro s 
lines, stating that a considemblo saving had been made by Im 
dolav in making the necessary preparations for carrying on the irnr 
'vNith Tigoiir must impress fho Board with particular indignation, 
when wo reflect that wo havo been during a considerable time ci 
|)o«{h 1 to tho risk of its being rendered impmcticaUe b\ nn incur 
bion of TippooB cavalry, to collect a snflicicnt number of draught

I piopose theiefore that Geneial ]\Iedows should be directed to 
examine the proceedings of the l\Iadias Boaid, from the day on 
which Ml Taylor took his seat until the date on which our oiders 
of the 27th of January arrived at that Piesidency , and if it should 
appear that Mr Taylor during that penod declared no disappioba- 
tion upon recoid of measures winch weie m chrect contiadiction 
both to the letter and spmt of our instructions, I must consider Inni 
as a shaier m the guilt of that Government of which he was then 
a membei, and I trust in that case that the Board will agree ^Ylth 
me m seeing the necessity, m the piesent ciitical situation of the 
Company’s affans in the Carnatic, that ]\Ii Taylor should likewise 
be suspended, and his place at the Board supphed m the same 
manner as Mr Hollond’s 

The woids of the Act of Parhament, as well as the peciiliai le- 
sponsibdity for the affairs of the Government of Fort St Geoige 
which 18 annexed to General Medows’ station, requne that it should 
be left entirely to his discretion to select the peisons who would be 
pioper to succeed to the seats m Council, which -will become vacant 
by the suspension of Messrs Hollond and Taylor but I think it 
right that we should offer to his consideration, whether, m makmg 
this selection, it may not be propei to hesitate m appomtmg any 
person who will not declare upon his honour that he is not, directly 
or mdirectly, a creditor of the Nabob of Aicot oi the Rajah of Tan- 
joie, and that he wiU not become a creditor of either of them, unless 
from a succession by wiU, or some unavoidable cause, so long as he 
shall contmue to be a member of the Government

It mil of course ha\e been lepicsontcd to you that the India 
Company formerly vas sujiportod by its commeico alone, and that 
it vas then ncher than it is at present, and that vlien then 
Directors have no longei any busmess mth go^ eming empires, they 
may again become as thrifty meichants as heietofore I am pei- 
suaded however, that cxpcrionco would give a contradiction to that 
theory, for if they should not have lost their commcicial talents by 
hanng been Empeiors, tlus countr}’’ is totally changed b}’- being 
under their domimon. There arc now so many Euroiieans lesiding 
ui India, and there is such a competition at evoiy aiming of any 
consequence, that m my opinion even an upnght Board of Tiade 
sittmg at Calcutta coidd not make advantageous contiacts, or 
pi event the manufactuies fiom being debased , and therefore that 
unless the Company have able and active Residents at the diffeient 
factories, and unless those Residents ore prevented by the powei of 
Government from cheating tliem as tliey fomieily did, Londou 
would no longei be the pimcipal mart for the choicest commochtics 
of India 

If the proposed separation was to take place, not a man of 
credit or charactei would stay m tlie Comjiany’s seiince if ho could 
avoid it, and those who did remam, or otlieis "who might be here- 
after appomted, would be soon looked upon as an mfeiior class of 
people, to the seiwants acting under appomtments from his Majesty 

The contempt ivith which they would be treated would not pass 
unobserved by the natives, and would preclude the possibihty of 
their bemg of essential use, even if they weie not deficient m 
character or commercial abdities, and upon the supposition that the 
Company could afford to pay them hberoUy for their services. 

"^Tien you add to the evils which I have described, and which 
no man acquamted with this country will think fictitious, the 
jobbmg that must prevail at the India House m a department 
which IS m a manner given up to plunder, you will not, I am sure, 
think that I have gone too far m piophesymg the bankruptcy of 
the Company. 

In answer to this statement of the impossibihty of the Company’s 
carrymg on the trade, when all the other parts of the adminis- 
tration of the country are taken mto the hands of Government, it 
may be said by people who have reflected but httle on the subject , 
If the Company cannot carry on the tiade, throw it open to all 
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odventTirers. To that mode I should have stQl greater objcctionji, 
03 it TTOuld render it very difBcolt for Govemment to proTcnt tlu3 
Tmfortimoto country from being orernm by despomto speculatora 
from all parts of the Bntiah dominions. The manufactures wonid 
soon go to nun, and the exports, Trhich unnld annuallv diminish m 
Tolue, would be sent mdiscrumnotel} to the dilTerent countries of 
Europe 

^though I can see no kind of objection to your opening the 
export trade from Britain to this country os much ns yon please I 
connot bring myself to bebovo that any person well acquamted with 
the manners of the natives, and with the internal state of this 
country would seriously propose to throw the export trade from 
India entirely open, bc^uso it must ncce8snxfl\ come pronously 
nndcr consideration, whether the surplns rovenno could bo remitted 
bv bills of exchange and whether a moro o/llcncioDs niodo ran Ijo 
donned for securing the greatest pcnsiblo advantages from thw 
couutn to the Bntish Covemment and to the nation at large, than 
by transmitting voarly a i*aIaabIo investment of the best good.-* that

' all thmgs avail themselves of any appaient attempt on youi part 
to give an increase of pationage to the Ciowi, which could not be 
justified on the soimdest constitutional pimciples, or on the groimd 
of evident necessity, and vould make use of it to misrepresent 
your intentions and prmciples, and to endeavoui to inflame the 
nnnds of the nation against you 

An addition of pationage to the Crown, to a certam degiee, will 
however in my opimon be not only a justifiable measure, but abso- 
lutely necessary for the future good government of this country 
Put accoiding to my judgment, a lenewal of the Company s 
charter for the management of the territoiial revenues and the 
commerce of India for a limited time (for instance ten oi fifteen 
years), and undei such stipulations as it may be thought propei to 
annex as conditions, would be the wisest foundation for your p an^ 
both for your own sakes as Bluustem, and as being best c^culated 
for securmg the greatest possible advantages to Bntam from her 
Indian possessions, and least likely to mjure the essential prmcip es 
of our own Constitution 

The present Court of Directors is so numerous, and the respon- 
sibrhty for pubhc conduct which falls to the share of each in ^ ^ 

IS so small, that it can have no great weight with any of them, and 
the participation in a profitable contract, or the means o servmj, 
friends or providing for relations, must always more t an com 
pensate to them for the loss that they may sustam by any 
fluctuation that may happen m the market-price of t e oc' 
which constitutes their qualifications I should therefore think tUat 
it would be very useful to the pubhc, to reduce e num 
Directors to twelve, oi to nme , and if handsome salaries co e

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annexed to those Bitnationa, I ahonld bo clear for adopting mean* 
for their being prohibited from having an interest dirwtly or 
indirectly m contracts, or in any commercial transactions whatever 
in Tfhich the CJompany may have tho smallest concern. 

At the same time, however if one or both of these pomts shonld 
bo earned, I wonld not by any means recommend that thov should 
rotam tho power of appointing Governors, Commanders-m-Chicf 
or Members of Conned, at any of the Presidencies the hononr and 
interest of tho nation, the fate of onr fleets and armies, being too 
deeply staked on tho conduct of tho persons holding tho above- 
mentioned olBces, to render it safe to trnst their nominations m any 
other hands but those of tho execntivo Government of Bntam, 
But ns this measure though not in fact donating very widcl) from 
tho existing arrangement by which tho King has the power of 
recalling thoso ofllcers, would at first appear a strong one and 
would bo vohomontly opposed, I would giro it every qnahfirotion 
that tho wolforo and seennty of the counlrv could admit of I 
would cstnbUsli it by law that tho choice of the Cinl 3dcml>ors of 
Council should bo limited to Compam s sormuts of a crrtnm 
standing (at least twelve )cars) which would in tho raind of every 
candid person Icavo very httlo room in respect to them for Tnini+- 
tonal patronage and it should bo left to tbo Court of Diri'ctors to 
framo such general regulations for tho appointment to ofllci'S m 
Indio, os should bo consistent with the s^'lcrtion of misilde men, 
and to estaliluOi tho strictest system that they ran doTi*» of rheek 
and controul upon orerv artfelo of expomhture at tbo dlfTirint 
Presidencies. 

I would likewise rocommoml tlmt it should 1 k> rlcnrir undi r-

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European force m India , tins is a fact so notorious, that no military 
man rrho has been m this coimtiy veutuie to deny it, and I 
do not care how strongly I am quoted as authority foi it 

The circumstances, lion ever, of the native tioops are veiy 
different It is luglily expedient, and mdeed absolutely necessaiy 
for the public good, that the officers who are destined to serve m 
those corps, should come out at an early peiiod of life and devote 
themselves entirely to the Indian Sennee ; a peifect knowledge of 
the language, and a minute attention to tlie customs and rehgious 
piejudices of the sepoys, bemg qualifications for that Ime vlnch 
cannot be dispensed with. Were these officers to make a pait of 
the Kmg’s army, it would soon become a practice to exchange then 
co mmis sions with mimed officers ffom England, who would be held 
m contempt by then* inferior officeis, and m abhorrence by their 
soldiers, and you need not be told how dangeious a disaffection m 
our native troops would be to our existence m this countiy I thmlc 
therefore that as you cannot make laws to bmd the King’s preio- 
gative m the exchanges oi promotions of his army, it would be 
much the safest dete rmin ation to contmue the native troops m the 
Company’s service, and by domg so you would stdl leave to the 
Court of Directors the patronage of cadets, and of course give some 
popularity to the measure 

The ultimate ime to be drawn, would give to the Court of 
Directors the appomtment of wntem to the Civil blanches of the 
service, and of cadets for the native troops, and the power of 
prescnbmg certam general rules undei the descriptions I have 
mentioned, for the disposal of offices by the Governments m India, 
and of callmg the Governors, &c , to an immediate account for every 
deviation from these rules, but they ought to be stnctly prohibited 
from appomtmg or recommending any of their servants to succeed 
to offices m this country, as such appomtments or recommendations 
are more frequently granted to mtngue and solicitation than to a 
due legaxd to real merit or good pretensions, and such mterference 
at home must always tend m some degree to weaken the authority 
of the Government m India 

The mode of choosing the Directors, the term of their con- 
tmuance m office, and the manner m which they should render an 
account of their own conduct, and lay statements of the affairs of 
the Company before the Proprietors of the Stock, with a variety of 
other pomts of that nature, will be subjects of regulation upon the 
present occasion , but upon the supposition of the charter’s bemg 
Renewed, it appears to me highly reqmsite for the public good that 
the right of mspection and controul m the King’s Ministers should 
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be ortendcd to every branch of the Company’s aCairs, Tnthont nnv 
exception ns to their commerce , and as altercations between tlu 
contronllmg power and tho-Conrt of Directors must alimvs U 
detrimental to the public interest whether occasioned by improper 
encroachments on one side or an obstinate orcapnnons resistance 
on the other it seems particalarly dcsimblo that not onlv the 
extent, bnt also the manner in whicli the Ministers are toexera^e 
the nght of inspecbon and controul should bo prescribed so clearly 
as to prevent if possible all grounds formisapprohcnsicmordispnti

Enclosed I send yon a copy of a letter dated tlie 25tli 
ultimo, from tlie Governor m Council at Bombay, m consequence 
of the death of the ISTaboh of Surat,’ m addition to the extract of 
the letter from Colonel Aberciombie, on the same subject, which 
I transmitted to you on the 20th instant. 

You uull observe m the letter now forwarded, that it is thought 
of consequence to the mterests of the Company that the office of 
Eabob should be abolished, and a smmud obtamed from Shah 
Allum to mvest the Company with the entue Government and 
Eevenues of the city of Surat and its dependencies, or if the pre- 
sent system of government should be contmued, that ceitam 
terms should be settled for the Company, on appomting his suc- 
cessor. 

I cannot, however, recommend that the sunnud should be ap- 
plied for m the name of the Company, because the late Nabob’s 
eldest son appears to have a claim to the office by right of inhent- 
ance , and I am likewise imwiUmg to lay much stress on a sunnud 
from the King, as a formal acknowledgment of its validity might 
be turned to the disadvantage of the Company upon some other 
occasion. I should also dislike very much at this time to ask a 
favour of Scmdia, as it might laise expectations m him of obtainmg 
some return for it, which could not be granted 

Should you therefore learn, that the appomtment is to be given 
to the Nabob’s eldest son, without burthening him with any unrea- 
sonable stipulations, you will make no opposition to its takmg 
place , but should you discover it to be the mtention of the Mah- 
rattas either to take it directly or mdirectly to themselves, _^or to 
procure it to be given to any other person than the Nabob’s eldest 
son, I desire that you will mterfere, and require that Scmdia shall 
defer the final determination upon a pomt m which the Com- 
pany’s mterests are so materially concerned, until he can commu- 
mcate with, and obtam the concurrence of this Government.

. . . I liaye received a letter from Captain Kennaway, 
by wbicli I have tbe satisfaction to find that all impediments on 
the part of the Nizam to the final adjustment of the treaty are 
hkely to be removed, as lus Highness, by approvmg of Captam 
Kennaway’s letter to you, dated the 17th ultimo, has m fact 
engaged to accede to whatever the Mimstei and yourself may 
determine upon the alterations wluch he has proposed. 

You are abeady so fully acquamted mth my inchnation to 
Whe almost any sacrifice that could be lequired, for the purpose 
of obtaming an immediate and vigorous co-operation of the Peshwa’s 
government m the piesent wai, that I need not say more upon that 
subject. 

Considermg, however, that the eventual operation of the Con- 
federacy may deprive the Peshwa of the tnbute which he now 
receives from Tippoo, I will freely confess that I do not think it by 
any means umeasonable m him to expect that a tnbute from the 
restored Zemindais, to the amount of tivelve lacs, may be allowed 
to him, exclusive of his shaie m the general partition of the coun- 
tnes that may be conquered by the aims of the aUiance 

Upon the whole, after makmg allowance for the distance of 
the conespondence and the pressure of the tune, I must, m justice 
both to you and Captam Kennaway, say that'everythmg has been 
as well settled as oui most sangume expectations could have led us 
to hope When the treaty is reduced to a proper form and trans- 
mitted to me, I shall ratify it with the greatest pleasure . .

exertions on Ids part to distract and distress the common enemy 

Your uniform accounts of the good disposition of the 
Nizam and his Illmisters give me great satisfaction, the’ for the 
sake of his Higlmess’ own reputation and mteicst, as well as that 
of the other members of the confedeiacy, I cannot but lament that 
the movements of his forces are so exceedingly tardy. 

At the same time I must in candour admit, tliat it was not un-

I have groat satislaction in learning from you, that altho tho 
delay will render tho business more difficult, you aro stfll of opinion 
that the onqmrv if properly conducted, cannot easily bo defeated. 

I can only promwo that it shall not fail for want of any encoumgo- 
mont and support that it may bo m my power to giro, and I fni/1 
that you will omit no opportunity of obtaining such infonuation as 
will bo hTcolj to contribute to Its sueccfls.

Tlie letter •ft-hicli your Eoyol Highness did me tlie honom to 
wnte to me on tlie 31*st of Jlay, 1789, was tlirougli some accident 
omitted to be sent by the Yestal fiigato (winch ivas the only ship 
that sailed m tlie comse of that summer), and consequently I did 
not receive it tdl the Indiamen of the last season liad aU sailed from 
hence This circumstance has mortified me exceedingly, lest your 
Hoyal Highness should thinlc me remiss m repljong to your com- 
mands m regaid to ]\Ir. Treves, about whom I Imow that you take 
an earnest concern. 

The Civil Courts of Justice tliroughout the Company’s piovmces 
have been for many years in the hands of the Company’s servants, 
and it 18 my ^vlsh and mtention, if I can accomphsh it, to place the 
Criminal Courts hkewise under their supermtendence and juris- 
diction. 

This case however has been different m the Province of Benares, 
nor was any judge ever appomted by tins Goveinment foi that 
. district, untd Mr Hastings gave the ofiSce of Judge of the City to 
All Ibiahim Khan after the troubles m 1781 

The great and truly respectable character of that magistrate, 
would have rendered it a very difficult and unpopular measure foi 
any Governor-General to have removed him, even if the plausible 
pretext of preserving an uniformity of system with our other pos- 
sessions m this part of India, by appointing European Judges of 
Adaulet, could with propriety have been admitted. But as not 
only the Court over which Ah Ibrahim Khan presides, but the 
other native Courts which we liave smce instituted m the pnncipal 
towns of that district, are subject to the immediate inspection and 
controul of the Resident, who acts as a coadjutor with the Eajah m 
the government of the country, the measure of removmg Ah Ibra- 
him Khan, which would be m the highest degree disgustmg and 
offensive to the natives, could neither be defended on the prmclples 
of expediency or system. 

I must hkewise add, if Ah Ibrahim Khan was to be turned out, 
or to die to-morrow, and it should then be thought advisable to 
appomt an Enghsh Judge for the city of Benares, the allowances 
to be annexed to that station would necessarily be regulated by 
those which have been granted to the judges of Patna, Moorshe- 
dabad, and Dacca, and, without adverting to the impropnety of

Tippoo has abandoned the rich and extensive country of Coim- 
batore to General Ulcdows without obligiug liim to fire a siugle 
cannon-shot, and without mntenal opposition of any land. Tlieie 
were only a few slunnishes of cavalry, in wliich oui troops Idllcd or 
took about an hundred of Ins IrrcguJnr Horse, without tlie loss on 
their part of a .single man. 

I have bkewise from our last advices great reason to bebevo 
that Medows has by tins tune taken the fortress of Pnlncatcherry, 
whicli from its situation is ver)’’ important., as it opens an immediate 
commumcation foj- Jum with the Sfalabar Coast, and puts it in his 
power to receive any supplies fiom thence, or reinforcements from 
tlie troops of the Bombay establishment 

Our allies are in motion, and have no doubt already cieated 
mucli alaim and embarrassment to Tippoo , but durmg the rams of 
the south-west monsoon, winch prevail at this tune in every part of 
India, except the Carnatic and Coimbatore, it cannot bo expected 
that they should act with much efficacy. But they give the 
strongest assurances that they will adhere to then engagements, 
and mvade Tippoo’s northern dominions m the month of October, 
with numerous and powerful armies 

Tour Eoyal Bighness will easily conceive, that the probability 
of my not havmg it m my power to return next year to England, 
must, at my time of life, he a severe disappomtment But if we 
can bring this war to an honourable and advantageous conclusion, 
and I can have the satisfaction of leaving this country m a state of 
peace and piospenty, I shall think' my labours amply repaid.

My dear Loud, London, March 17, 1790 

"... I Wish it was m my power to send you any mteUi- 
gence that might be useful or mterestmg, but I doubt very much 
whether it is m anybody’s to tell you m what state you find 
things The Ministry contmue the same as you left it, but 
I beheve there is no doubt of their being divided, and that 
prmcipally on account of foreign affairs Prussia complains of 
our tardmess,^ and things are so npe upon the Contment, that I 
imagme you wdl find us either at war, or a general peace con- 
cluded. It IS the fashion, particularly at Court, to suppose Prance 
^ors de combat for several years to come, that their finances are 
irretrievable, and that a bankruptcy and a civd war must ensue 
before their Government can be settled , but I cannot see myself 
any good ground for thinking so 

Our old friend Schleiffen is become a very great Personage, 
and likely, as I am assured, to become a Cabmet Munster m 
Prussia he preserves however his simphcity of manners and his 
philosophical turn. Lord Wycombe tells me that the Duke of 
Brunswick has taken up a Ime of the greatest reserve smce the 
pubhcation of Mirabeau’s book.^ But I hope you have corre- 
spondents who inform you better on all these subjects

DeAH Sir, Calcutta, No\ 12, 1790 

. . . The flatteimg piospect of a speedy and advan- 
tageous termination of the war, which I lield out to you m my 
lettei of the 8th August last, is now a little clouded We have 
lost tune and oiu adveisarj’- has gained reputation, which aie two 
most valuable things m wai ; I am afraid I was too much m the 
light, when I doubted the propiiety of i\Iusgrave’s plan of attaching 
Tippoo’s southern domimons 

It IS vam now to look back, we must only considei how to 
remedy the evd, and to prevent the ill effects which oin delay may 
occasion m the minds of om aUies It immediately occuned to 
me that nothing would be so hkely to keep up then spirits, and to 
convmce them of our determination to act with ngour, as my 
taking the command of the army , I have accordingly dedaxed my 
mtention of embarkmg for Madias m the first week of next month, 
and besides the 73rd Regiment, and a detachment of 12 or 14 
hundred sepoys, I mean to endeavom’ to transpoi't m small vessels 
called dhomes, about the end of next month, our 1st Regiment of 
cavalry, completed to six tioops by diaftmg the men and hoises of 
the 2nd, three or four hundred hoises for remounting the Madras 
cavalry, and one thousand large bullocks for the service of the 
artillery If this attempt should succeed, of which I entertam but 
little doubt, the novelty and vigour of the undeidaknig will un- 
doubtedly have a considerable influence upon our friends and our 
enemies. 

Some mconvemence must necessarily attend my leaving Bengal, 
but the three Counsellors have all promised so fair, and Stuart has 
given me such strong assurances, that he wdl do nothmg without 
consulting 4he official people m whom he knows I prmcipaUy con- 
fide, that I flatter myself no mateiial mischief will happen. 

It will give me great concern if a war with Spam should fake 
place, not to be able to give any assistance, but I do not at present 
see that it will be possible to do it, even m the most hmited degree. 
I shall write more fully to Mr Grrenville on this subject, and m 
the hurry of busmess m which I am now engaged, I must refer you 
to my lettei-s to the Court of Directors, for the busmess of this

We are concerned to mform you that the violent and un- 
authorized conduct of the Committee of the Inh abitants at Chan- 
demagore, has forced us to mterfere m then mtemal dissentions 
m a manner that we were very desnous to avoid. 

On the 3id of September, a letter horn Colonel Bie, the Go- 
vernor of the Danish settlement at Serampore, acquamted us that 
about four o’clock that mommg, the house at Gyretty, at which 
Colonel De Montigny, the Commandant of Chandeinagoie, had 
taken up his residence, had been surrounded by an armed force 
from that place, and that Colonel De Montigny and the other gen- 
tlemen residmg with him, had been made piisoners 

Although we had for some time winked at the breaches of 
treaty committed by the inhabitants of Chandemagoie, m electing 
woiks and mounting cannon at that place, yet we thought we 
could not, consistent with the digmty of this Government, submit 
tamely to the gross msult which they offered to us, m presummg 
to violate the Company’s territory by maichmg aimed men ovei 
part of it, m order to caiTy then plan of seizing then coimtrymen

It has given me great satisfaction to learn smee my amval 
here, that the extiavagant chaiges Avhich have been made by the 
officers vffio have been entrusted ivith the expenditure of the 
public money, inth the detachment that has jomed the Nizam’s 
army, has not only attracted the senous attention of this Govern- 
ment, but that several of the measures Avhich appeared to me to be 
necessary for censurmg and correctmg abuses so rmnous to the 
Company’s mterests, have aheady been adopted, 

I am not Avdling to impute the conduct of the persons con- 
cerned, to the Avorst of the motives from Avhich it may be supposed 
to have proceeded. But if, mstead of dehberate peculation, they 
may have only been guilty of a blameable mattention to pubhc 
economy, I consider them as deservmg of strong marks of dis- 
approbation , and that, although the censure apphes more particu- 
larly m the first instance to the paymaster, Avho, m the different 
dffices of Avhich he performs the duties, has made the greatest part 
of the exorbitant charges, it also Avith the utmost propriety extends 
to the commanding officei of the detachment, Avho, instead of re- 
stiaming, gave a sanction to those charges, and I am sony to 
add, that such charges as have been made by the commanding 
officer of the detachment of artillery, have also had a very unsatis-

I deferred givmg my sentiments on the subject of your 
letter dated tbe 19tb ultimo, addressed to tbe Governor-General m 
Council, until I should see tbe report of tbe Committee which was 
appomted to examme and mvestigate tbe grounds of the complamts 
that weie exhibited by bis Highness tbe Nabob of Ai cot, against tbe 
two Messrs HoUond and their Dubash Paupiah, and which I was 
informed, upon my landing at this place, would soon be piepaied 
Havmg now perused that report, as well as tbe enclosures which 
you transmitted with the above-mentioned letter, I must declare 
that the reasons for believing that the two Messrs. Hollond and 
their agent Paupiah have been guilty of tbe flagrant acts of pecu- 
lation and corruption with which they have been charged, are so 
strong and convmcmg to my mmd, that I consider it to be tbe duty 
of tbe Honourable Company’s Governments m this country to take 
every step m their power to oblige those three persons, or either of 
them, to submit to tbe issue of a tnal for those offences before a 
competent court of justice 

Tbe Court of Directors will take such measures as they may 
think expedient respectmg Mr John Hollond, who is now m Eng- 
land , and it will be proper m you to consult tbe Company’s Law 
officers on tbe most regular and efiectual mode of proceedmg to 
brmg Paupiah to justice m this country, but Mr Edward John 
Hollond can be tned nowhere but m Bntam for tbe crimes of which 
be has been accused, and bis presence at home becomes mdis- 
pensably necessary for that purpose.

As we appear to have full as many troops on this coast as, with 
our means of carriage, we can make use of, I have determined to 
send the 73rd regiment to Abercromby, and if from the evacuation 
of Coimbatoie, and consequent remforcement of Palacatcherry, he 
should get two or three battahons from the latter, I should hope that 
he may be m a condition to give us important assistance, and I 
think that we shall then have brought every man mto active service 
that it has been possible to employ 

I hope you give Medows full credit m England for his 
generous and noble conduct on the trymg occasion of my super- 
seding him in his command. I knew the excellence of his temper 
and of his heart, but he has really m this instance surpassed my 
expectations. It is besides but justice to him to observe, that, owing 
to untoward accidents, the first mtelligence that he received of my 
coming was attended with the most mortifying circumstances, for 
although I had, out of dehcacy, kept my resolution a profound 
secret for three weeks after I h^ written my mtentions to him, it 
unluckily happened, owmg to the mtemiption of the posts, that 
he first heard of it from the Madras Board . . . 

I have not yet read the Eeport of the Committee, appomted 
to mqiure mto the Nabob’s complamts against the HoUonds and 
then Dubash Paupiah but I am told that several of the charges 
are clearly proved against them. The Llditary storekeeper, who 
purchased his oflSce from them, is mchned to speak out, piovided 
that the pumshment for his share of the transactions should 
extend no further than the loss of his present employment, and 
that his pretentions for future preferment should stand upon his 
former good character; and I own that I feel much disposed to 
acqmesce m his terms, as it is of such mfimte importance for the 
pubhc benefit to brmg dehnquent Govemois and Councdlois to 
pumshment, and, m this instance, to substantiate a positive proof 
of this most gross and pernicious species of corruption 

The whole system of this Presidency is founded on the good old

Lord ComR-oUis arrived at Madras Dec 12, 1790, and, in tlie 
words of tlie Supreme Council, “ lus i^resence m tlie scene of action 
was considered by our iiJ lies as a pledge of security and of our con- 
fident holies of suecess against the common enemy ” 

Though the results of the last campaign had fallen short of the 
expectations entertamed at its commencement, some objects of 
great importance had been attained The forts commandmg most 
of the mam roads had been captured, and expenence had pomted 
out the deficiencies which existed m the eqmpments of the army, 
and shown how they might best be remedied 

Durmg the whole of tins campaign Lord Comwalhs wrote only 
two despatches to the Court of Directors on the details of his 
operations These, necessarily of great length, are prmted m the 
Appendix, and it is therefore advisable to give a shght sketch of 
the movements of the army, in order to render mteUigible the 
letters addressed by Lord Cornwallis to his suboidmate officei’s, to 
the Residents at the several Courts, and to the Government at 
Madras 

On the 29th of January Lord Cornwallis assumed the command 
at Vellout, where the army had been assembled a few days before, 
and on February 5th moved towards Yellore His mtention was to 
besiege Bangalore, a place of very considerable strength, about 200 
miles from Madras , but fearing that Tippoo, if he penetrated his 
designs, would take possession- of the passes through which he must 
necessarily ascend the Ghauts, he indicated an mtention of moving 
by the passes of Amboor and BaranrahaL Suddenly turning to the 
North and then to the West, he reached the pass of Moogla, and 
with his whole army took up his ground on the table-land of Mysore 
without losmg a man, or even firing a smgle shot On the 5th of 
March BangMore was mvested, not without some opposition on the 
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employed by Tippoo in intercepting mtcUi^rcnce, that neither when 
at n distance, nor when within a few miles of his camp, did a single 
messenger de<potclied by tho 3ramthft5 orer sneroed In n-nclimg 
Ix>rd Cornwallis. Ilad thev arrived but o few davs fooner Ihi 
fate of tho campaign would probablv Rave been altered. Certainly 
neither artillory nor baggage woold have been dertrovcil. and pos- 
sibly tho nego of Senngapatom miglit not have been rawxi No 
other native power ever equalled tho Srarotha-s in providing foo»l 
and forage for their own troops, and their babilool skill was in this 
instance most nsefnl to tho IJntish. Tlio SfamtliA hazaar amplv 
pronded with food, famished fall supplies to the English nrmv and 
its followers, but accordmg to the ns^ Tncrcantile habits of that 
tribe, ot olmost exorbitant pnees.* After remaimng n few davs 
in their position to cover the large convop n.hicli were follow ing 
the 3raratha army tho Engltsh punmed tlnir march, cnptnnngono 
or two Insulated forts which impede<l their movements.

1791. The smTcnder both of Cajiool ond Darwar was hastened 
by the intelbgeuce of the fall of Bangalore, though even the 
latter u ould have availed notluug, but for the courage and dis- 
cipline of the Enghsh contmgents, on whom fell the whole weight 
of conductmg both these sieges The rapid movements of the 
]\rarathas bi ought under subjection the countrj’- north of the 
Toombuddra, and they joined Lord Cornwalhs, as has already 
been mentioned, near CliercooH. 

General Abercromby encountered no serious impediment in 
his march, and had leached, without loss, the Upper Ghauts, 
when he was ordered by Lord Cornwallis to letrace liis steps. He 
accoidmgly buned his ai'tiUer)’-, and fell back into the British ter- 
ritory. His movements had been matenaUy aided by the Baja 
of Coorg,’ whose lustory would at any time have been considered 
worthy of the age of cluvaliy Tlie whole tale is most romantic, 
and his character stands out in strong lelief, as compared with those 
of other Eastern Prmces Tliroughout the war he was a most 
faithful Ally, and he received his recompense when the treaty of 
peace was signed. 

In the early part of the year Tippoo had, on more than one 
occasion, professed his desue to enter mto negociation, and imme- 
diately after the retreat from before )Sermgapatam, opened fiesh 
commumcations Lord Cornwallis had previously insisted on 
receivmg written propositions from Tippoo, but he yielded to the 
representations of Hurry Punt, and agreed that commissioner’s 
should be appomted by each party. He therefore consented that 
duly authorized Ministers should proceed to Bangalore. Tippoo, m 
accordance with his usual pohey, endeavoured to sow distrust among 
the Allies by opemng a separate commumcation with the English, 
which he accompanied with a Khelaut, and a present of fruit. To the 
mtense dehght of the whole army, who had no wish for peace, they 
saw the following mormng the loads of frmt returning unaccepted. 

Another similar attempt was made m August, and Apaj'ee 
Bam arrived on the part of Tippoo, but Lord Cornwallis, consider- 
ing that his own position placed him on an equahty with Tippoo,

Every foit between the const of Coiomnndel and Bangalore 
was now in the possession of Lord Cornu albs ; a few, and those the 
strongest, on the load towards Seimgapatani, lemained to be sub- 
dued. Of these the most impoitant uns Savendroog, called also 
the “Hill of Death,”' situated upon a gianite mountain, apparently 
maccessible from below. The circumfcienco at the base is eight 
miles, and at about tuo-thiids of its height the lock is divided mto 
two citadels, qiuto mdependent of each othei. The siege began 
December 10, and on the 21st at midday the assault was ordered 
A lodgment had been effected close to the breach, and the troops 
escaladed a precipice on the eastern side, so steep that, when the 
storm was over, they were actually afraid to descend it The 
rapidity and impetuosity of their advance was such, that they 
entered the western citadel along uith the fugitives Not a single 
European soldier or sepoy was lolled on this occasion. Ootiadroog 
was next mvested In it Avere seven distmct hnes of lamparts one 
behmd the other. It was attacked the day foUcAAing the summons, 
some of the gateways were blown open, but most of the hnes weie 
escaladed. A feAv wounded Aveie the only casualties attendmg the 
capture of this important place 

The Marathas had not been as prosperous in their under- 
takings. They had besieged Gorumcoonda for some time, and 
although, with the aid of some British artillery, they had been 
able to captme the pettah, they were afterwards driven out of it 
with severe loss 

The attention of Lord Comwalhs had been so engrossed with 
his military operations, that he had httle tune to devote to civil 
anangements , but it will be seen that he did not neglect that 
part of his duty, though all material questions weie postponed to 
another year.

"Wben I yesterday took leave of yourself and Assud Ab 
Edian, I felt a degree of confidence that my representations bad 
made some impression on you I bave however now the mortifica- 
tion to find that I was totally mistaken, for instead of 3000 men 
under some Cbiefs of cbaiacter, it lias just been reported to me by 
Captam Dallas,^ that there were not thirty more than 200 of your 
troops of mfenor quahty sent to jom bun , and notwitbstandmg 
yom repeated piomises to the contrary, our Ime of march was 
never more ciowded and embarrassed than this day, by your nume- 
rous foiagers and followers of every description, who ought to have 
marched and foraged on the left flank of the cavalry, where the 
country was m many places very open, but who, as usual, were 
hastenmg forwaid to fight with om guards for the few bundles of 
stiaw which they had been able to save from Tippoo’s horse, and 
which aie so necessary to preserve the existence of the bullocks 
that are drawmg the heavy artillery to Sermgapatam 

I have the liighest respect for his Bbghness Nizam Ah Khan, 
your Mastei, and I am convmced of the smcenty of his disposition 
to fulfil his engagements m the most honourable manner so much 
backwaidness therefore on your part to concur with the troops 
undei my command m measmes that are absolutely necessary to 
piomote his Highness’s mterests, as well as those of the other

The desire that you express m the letter to enter mto a 
negotiation for terminatmg the differences between the two Go- 
vernments, was highly satisfactory to me , but at the same tune 
I was equally disappomted at yoiu passing over unnoticed the 
declarations that I have lepeatedly made to you, that I do not 
think myself at hberty to treat for the lestoiation of peace, 
except m concert with Nizam All Khan and the Peshwa, who 
are engaged m a treaty of alliance and confederacy with the 
Company 

Although the present situation of affairs might encourage me to 
hope that the arms of the Allies would contmue to be successful, 
and although my late advices from Europe have informed me 
that the dilutes which had subsisted for a few months between 
England and Spam had been amicably adjusted, which leheves 
me from the apprehension of bemg mteiTupted in the piosecution 
of operations by the mterference of any European powei whatevei, 
yet you may be assured that I am earnestly desuous to put a stop

I had so short notice of the saihng of the Leopard that 
I determmed not to ■write a single line by that conveyance, but 
to trust that the Commodore or Sir C Oakeley would tell you 
that I was well , and I was the more encouraged m this resolution 
as the Swallow Packet, which is to sail m the first week of Sep- 
tember, ■will m my opmion be nearly as soon m England As the 
commumcation, however, is now qmte safe between the army and 
Madras, I ■wish to tell you that my health has not suffered, although 
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my gpmte are almost worn oat, and that if J. cannot soon oTorcomo 
Tippoo, I think the plagnes and mortaflcationa of this most diflacnlt 
war win OTercome me. Ton will have heard that after beatmg 
Txppoo 8 army and dnnng him into the islnod of Senngapatam 
I was obliged, by the famme T^uch prevailed amongst onr followers, 
and especially the bnHock-dnvers, by the sudden and astoniahmg 
mortality amongtt onr cattle, owing to the scarcity of forage and a 
oontogions distemper whidi unlnckily attacked them when they 
were too weak to resist it and by the raiexp©<?ted obstacles to my 
forming a junction with General Aberatimby m tune to attempt 
the enterprise before the nsmgof the nver to destroymy battering 
grins and to relmqoish the attack of Senngapatam until the con 
clnmon of the rams. Had the nmnerons IXaratta army which 
jomed me on the 26th of May nnexpectedly and without my 
having received the smallest prenons notice arrived a fortnight 
sooner onr snccess wonld have been complete, and that event which 
Mr Francis and Mr Hippesley* seem so much to apprehend — 
the destruction, of Tippoo s power — wonld have actnally token place. 
It is however much crippled, and if he should not propose dunng 
the present rams such terms as the Allies con reasonably accept, I 
trust we shall take such precautions as will render onr next move- 
ment to Seimgapatam edectnai The pohtical state of India is so 
much changed smee the date of the orders which wore road relative 
to the power of the Mamttos, and Hyder s forming a bamcr for us, 
that a man might with os much propnety linvo said to tho Elector 
of Saxony m the middle of the ^von 1 oars' War — To bo sure tlio 
Prusainn troofs are domg no greet good to your country but yet 
you are lucky to have such a neighbour os Frodonck, ho forms a 
noble bamoT for yon against the King of Sweden, whoso power was 
very troublesome to your family m tho beginning of tho contur) 

I now come to domestic matters and my own situation. I see 
no proepoct of my leaving this country before January 1701 Tlio 
que^on then is, what is to become of Bromo ? If ho sfiould not 
insiat on being a Soldier I should mclino m the present stato of 
Europe to his going tothoUmvoraity where I sho^d wiph tlmt lie 
might bo induced to give a duo ottontion to books, but in otlier 
respects I do not think that ho should bo too strictly watched from 
miTinjj in the gaieties and levities of those of his own age as I havo

You will sec by my Icttei to the Nizam, that m 
consequence of Tippoo’s compliniico with the condition picsciihed 
to him by Himy Punt, of wiiting sopaintelyto each meinbei of 
the confederacy, I have consented to Apajee Barn’s commg to 
camp to make his proposals. 

I long resisted tins measure, more from an appiehension of its 
creatmg suspicion and jealousy m the mmd of his Highness, than 
from a sense of its bemg m any othei lespect eitliei unproper or 
impohtic But the arguments stated by Hurry Pimt m favom of it 
had great weight He said that if the negotiation Avas to begm 
by the proposal of terms ni writing, it was accoiding to all usage 
the part of the wictors, and not of the vanquished, to make such 
proposals , that the desirable object, m his opimon, was to know as 
soon as possible whethei Tippoo was mchned to make such con- 
cessions as were likely to foim the basis of a treaty, m oidei to pre- 
vent our employing om time and thoughts in sendmg deputies and 
assembhng a congress, when perhaps they ought to be wholly occu- 
pied m the most vigorous preparations foi war, and that as no 
answer was to be given to Apajee Bam, and as the only use to be 
made of his communication was to enable the confederates to detei- 
mme, from a knowledge of Tippoo’s sentiments, whether it was

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worth while to afleenible a congress, he thought there conld be no 
room for jealou^ m either of the parties. 

The earnest desire which Hnrry Pont eiprcssed that I shohld 
agree to the reception, of Apajee Bam, and the confidence I felt 
that the Nizam would be peisoaded that I wotdd fake no step which 
conld be in any manner prejudicial to his interests, mdnced me to 
acquiesce and I have now to request that yon will state the matter 
folly to hia TTighness, and assure brm that no answer BbuTI be gjven 
without hiB approbation, communicated either immediately to my 
sel^ or by lleer AJImn, or some other confidential person ’^om he 
may think proper to depute

hold at the meioy of Trppoo, to tho sohd poaseasion of what they 
may reasonably expect to acquire, m conjunction with, and under 
tho guarantee of the other confedemto Powers. 

I have seen enough of the Mflitary Chiols of both states to bo 
qmto certom of the dread thew have of Tippoo e force, and of their 
consciousness that they could not resist it without our assotance 
I can thoreforo hardly doubt that the pobey of tho conduct wliich I 
have suppoeed tho Courts of Poonah and Hydrabed to adopt would 
occur to themselves without any su^cstion on our port. It may 
not however bo nmiM, that you should tako every favourablo oppor 
tumty in your oonvcreations with tho llinistor of placing it

mterpietation which I then thought, and which I still think, can be 
given to it Nothmg personal was ever meant on my part, and I 
am sure you wdl easily beheve that after the ready and zealous 
assistance which you have afforded me, as well m your official 
capacity as m acts entuely separate from it, and which must have 
been attended with much disagreeable trouble and labour, it cannot 
be my desire that you should meet with any mortification 

We some tune ago gave Tippoo permission to send a Vakeel, 
who has arrived this day, to make some piopositions, but I have 
no leason to hope that they will be such as wdl be smtable to the 
expectations of the Confedeiacy Om preparations for the attack 
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of Seringnpotam, aa aocm as the season mil admit, are m the mean 
time gomg on bnakly and from the general sitnation of onr afiaus 
there seems to be every reasonable ^jpearance, that we bIqII be 
able before long to btmg tbiw bnsmess to an hononrable termination.

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of April you liavo again reverted 1 have seen so many good men 
and so many bad ones produced fiom tlio same s)'stems, that I 
scarcely think any one of all those uluch a rational man could 
clioose for his Son oi ^^’^ardJ vould be cajiable of deprnvmg a good 
mmd or of rendenng a nrtuous youth ntious I do not here mean 
the frailties to ivluch all young men of life and sinrit are hable, and 
vhich cnimot be guaided against without hazarchng uorse conse- 
quences, and mlhout rendering the jierson unfit foi the society and 
circle in uluch lie ought to In e Ilanng said this, you v dl see that 
I shall be tolerably easy and confident imdei any measures that you 
may have ado 2 )ted I doubt only about Mr. na)'’es being a proper 
person to go inth him , he appears to mo by Ins letters to expect 
too much from lum, and I should suspect that he vtII always forget 
that he is out of the fom*th form iVll this however I submit 
entirely to you, well Iniovniig that it is much easier to object to one 
man than to find another 

I certainly cannot leave tins countr)’’till the beginning of 1793, 
and I tnist it cannot be m the iiower of my evil stars to detam 
me longer m it My plan of attaclang Senngapatam before 
the swellmg of the Caveri Riyer did not succeed horn yaiious 
causes, which could neither be foieseen oi avoided The attempt 
however, besides the nctory whicli it gave us ovei Tippoo’s whole 
force imder the walls of his Capital, was attended with many im- 
portant consequences, and m particular it brought forward two 
large !Maratta armies m haste to join me, which would otherwise 
have probably remamed many months at a great distance from the 
scene of action, and employed themselves solely m coUectmg the 
resources of the country they had oveimm 

We are now malnng the most vigorous preparations to pro- 
secute the war after the breakmg up of the monsoon on the Mala- 
bar coast. I have not however been mattentive to proposals of 
peace, and permitted two of Tippoo’s Vakeels {Mtivoys) to come to 
the neighbourhood of our camp, but as they declmed to open any 
negotiation with deputies to be appomted on our part, but insisted 
on transactmg busmess personally with the Maiatta General and 
myself, I have desued them to return immediately to then Master 
T^en Tippoo finds that he cannot hope by mduect means to infuse 
jealousy amongst the members, and to disumte the Confederacy, I 
can hardly doubt that he will offer such terms as we can with 
safety and honour accept , and I can most truly assure you, what- ^ 
ever may be said m Parhament to the contrary, that no man ever 
entered mto a war moie unwillingly, or would be more smeerely 
rejoiced to get out of it, than myself 
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Mr Hippesley, who dnrmg the few years he redded m India woa 
bnsilj employed m making money, Beems to be eqnally mmcqnamted 
with the ge<^raphy of the country as with the facts which he has 
Tentnred to state. Oranganore is not on the eea-coast, if nerer 
was for an instant m the posseesaon either of Hyder or Tippoo it 
has belonged eicluaiTely to tiie Dnt43b, as well as Jacottah, wniv^ the 
beginning of the last century without acknowledging the Bnpremacy 
of any other power whateTer The Eajah made his projwsols for 
the purchase to the Dutch with the approbation and sanction of Sir 
Archibald Campbell m 1788 lii June, 1780, the Beaident at Tin 
Toncore notified to Mr Hollond a Government that the Goremor 
General of Batavia hod consented to the sale, and that the borgam 
was to be immediately oonolnded, to which notification Mr Hoi 
lond made no answer and the Resident naturally concluded that 
he had no objection to the measure. Nerthar Sir Archibald a con 
sent nor the notification to Mr Hollond were oommmucatcd fo me, 
and the first aocounta which I ever received of the transaction, were 
by a letter from the Sladras Board dated in Angnst 1780 which 
misstated all the facts and threw great blame upon the Rajah, 
and which produced the disapprobation of the meosure which the 
Supreme Board declared m their letter dated m September It 
was not from capnee that I afterwards altered my mind, but upon 
discovering the falsehood of Mr Holland’s statements, who was at 
that tune trying to extort money from the Rajah as tho pnoe of his 
consent. The subsequent popere are all before the House. No- 
thing could bo so weak os Oppcwrtion s bnngmg on theeo questions, 
which could not possibly affect Pitt or Dunda^ who wero entirely 
Ignorant of the whole busmoss till some months after tho mir had 
taken place, and which must bring upon the movoiB the ndiculo 
and odium of every mnn who wishes more earnestly for tho honour 
and prospenty of his country than for a place for himself.

■\^ho appeared to have taken them under his protection, and, by an 
unguarded lettei ■which Apaiee Pam UTote, seems to have pro- 
mised to introduce them to me 

I positively declared that it never was my mtention to treat 
■\nth them personally, noi did I think it became any of the prm- 
cipals, such as Hurry Punt, ]\reer AUum, or myself, who possessed 
full powers from our lesjiective Governments, to meet them, until 
they had explamed to confidential persons deputed by us, the out- 
Ime of the terms on winch Tippoo "was •yyillnig to negotiate, and I 
objected to their bemg received "with honoms, or bemg admitted 
mto oui camp, imtil the negotiation should be so far advanced as to 
give a cei-tamty of a speedy accommodation. In the next hne I 
pomted out Oossore as a pioper place foi their piesent residence, 
wheie they would be treated with great cmlity and supphed 
■vnth everythmg they could want, and where our Deputies could 
convemently meet them, to enter upon the busmess of their 
mission. 

In aU this Hurr}’- Punt, after much reasonmg, and, as he de- 
clared, against his O'wn opinion, most unwilhngly acqmesced But 
he was so unguarded m his argument, as to give foi a reason 
why he -wished to see Apajee Pam, that he was an old acquamt- 
ance of his, and would speak more freely to him than to any othei 
person , this reason, as you may suppose, had no great weight 
with me 

The Yakeels remamed longer at Surgepore ^ than I could have 
■wished, and pretended, m order to gam tune, that they would meet 
-svith our deputies there, if I would not insist on their gomg to 
Oossore ; but on finding that I was determined not to relax from 
my first resolution, they aie gone this day to Bangalore, on then 
way to their Master 

Hurry Punt m the mean tune talks to me of lus distress foi 
pro-visions and the nun of his cavalry, and to Meer Allum of the 
necessity of makmg peace He "wiU probably hold the same 
language respecting the distresses of his army m his letters to 
Poonah, but you -will have an opportumty of gi-vmg a complete 
refutation to those complamts, at least as far as any blame can be 
imputed to me, when I tell you that I have often repeated to him, 
that the Carnatic is as ojien to the Marattas as to ourselves, for 
purchasmg all lands of gram and supphes of every descnption, 
or that by sending detachmen-ts mto the BmTamaal and Salem 
coimtnes, they would find the utmost abimdance of forage and

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gram Tntlwnt expending a Bmgle rupee, or withont the smalleet 
haxard of any material mtemqition from the enemy, hxrt that 
I cannot preTail upon them to avail themaelvee of either of 
thoee means to relieve the wants of which they bo constantly 
complain. 

I most however oheerve that the pnces of noe and gram, m 
companson to thoee to which we were long eccnstomed after onr 
junction, are by no means high m then- camp even at thw moment. 

I shall probably m a short time be able to form a more oertam 
judgement than I can at present of their real viewB and sentunents.

Dear Sir, Camp near Bangalore, Sept 3, 1791 

It gave me gieat satisfaction to find that my ideas coiTe- 
sponded so nearly "with your own on the subject of the Charter. I 
can assure you that they were given with the best mtentions, and 
that after much reflection since the time I wrote, I have seen no 
reason to make any mateiial alteration m them 

We do not differ m our estimation of the value of Gimerat, but 
I am well convmced that unless the powei of the Peshwa’s Govern- 
ment should fall to pieces by an mtemal convulsion, we can never 
obtam possession of it but by a Maratta war, which is a price that 
I beheve neither of us at present are mchned to pay foi it 

In the adjustment of the treaty which must terminate the 
present war, it would probably cause gieat embarrassment even to 
hint at such a proposition, for our good Allies want no spur to 
awaken their suspicion and jealousy , and exclusive of their almost 
unconquerable tenaciousness of ancient possessions, I am persuaded 
that the smallest appearance of a -wish on om part to extend our 
temtones, and mcrease our strength so near to the seat of their 
Government, would at the present junctme have the worst effect 
possible 

If contrary to aU probabdity they could be brought to nego- 
tiate for an eqmvalent, I do not think that it would be practicable 
to arrange it with them, and mdeed I fancy horn the earnestness 
which they show to get the management of the negotiation mto 
then own hands, that it is their mtention to take, if they can con- 
tnve it, a great deal more than their share of what we may force 
Tippoo to concede to the Confederacy I shall however be wary 
and guarded, and I trust that steadmess and plam deahng wdl be 
a match for cunnmg 

The Committee for mvestigatmg the complamts against the

You ivill learn fioin the general tenor of Sn Chailes jMalet’s 
coiiespoudence, that, m his opinion, the Poona Government would 
have no scruple in usmg any means that could seeme for them the 
pimcipal management of the negotiation, m the hopes of obtainuig 
by it exclusive advantages to the Slaiatta State 

Hurry Punt, who is artful and able, and has been lately m- 
vested vuth full povers by the Peshva, has plainly discoveied a 
disposition to pursue the same object , but I shall take caie that 
he shall not succeed m it, and indeed I had lately an oppoi-tumty, 
without givmg him anj'- ostensible grounds foi bemg offended, to 
discomage him from makmg any fmther attempt of that natme 

At the time that I agreed to allow Tippoo to send a Vakeel to 
make projiositions to the Confedeiates, I was jieifectly convmced 
that the object of the Vakeel’s mission would be to mtiigue with 
mdividuals, and to cieate jealousies amongst the members of the 
Confederacy, but without the least mtention to negotiate seriously 
for the conclusion of a general peace 

Accordmgly it appeared^ almost immediately after the amval 
of Dehel Diel Khan and Apajee Earn, the two persons whom he 
deputed, withm our posts, that my suspicions had been well- 
founded , for they expressed then expectations of being received 
with pubhc marks of distmction, and of bemg allowed to remam 
with all then followers m our camp, and Apajee Earn, who had 
resided on the part of Tippoo some time at Poona, declaied that 
his Master had addressed him m particular to Hurry Punt, to be 
mtroduced through him to me , and Hurry Punt earnestly sup- 
ported all these proposals 

On the other hand I stated the insidiousness of the declarations 
of the Vakeels m so strong and clear pomts of view to Hurry Punt, 
and the consequent necessity on our part to use the most ngid 
caution m transactmg busmess with them, that he could not deny 
the sohdity of my reasomng, and acqmesced, though reluctantly, 
m my proposal that a confidential person should be sent by each 
of us to the Vakeels, who were requested to repair to Oossoie to 
meet these confidential persons, and to commumcate to them the 
propositions with which they had been entrusted by their Master, 
for our consideration. 

The Vakeels however declared, m answer to the letter which it 
had been concerted to write to them, that their instructions did not 
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ponnit them to desist from rcqirfrmg to bo recoired in camp, nor 
anthonxo them to open their CFoamess mth dopirties , and Hnny 
Pont, admitting that we codd not now withont betraying great 
weakneas and inconsistency comply with the expectations of tho 
Yakeels, agreed that I shonld sgmfy to them onr joint request 
that they would return to their Maker nnlcas they would eom 
mence tho negotiation m the manner that we proposed, and they 
accordingly left us soon alter the receipt of that letter 

Meer AUum, who arrived m camp with full powers from tho 
Nizam, two days before tho departure of tho Vakeels, warmly 
approved m hia Master a name, of all tho steps tlint had been 
token respecting the Vakeels at my recommendation, judiciously 
observing, that if Tippooa desuro to negotiate a genenvl ncrom 
modation on terms proportioned to tlio joit cxpcc(atfons of tho 
Confederates, were not at that time amccre nothing hut disnd 
vantage could have resulted to us from tho residence of tlio 
Vakeels m our camp and that when ho becomes onxious to obtain 
a peace and smcorely willing to make tho necessary concessions 
for it, ho will not scruple to renew his opplicnllon for loavo to send 
tho samo or other Vakeels to moke his propositions. 

Although the ^lzttra s troops, from some of their Chlofij hanng 
been corrupted bv Tippoo, and from their being totalJv destitute 
of disciplino and subordination, were not only usole*w, but oven an 
intolerable burthen uiwn us during tho lak Campaign, I liavo 
never >*01 soon tho least ground to doubt tho sincont) of h» High 
ness 8 or of tho Jluustcrs intentions, to aiDicro stnctly to tho en- 
gagLments of tho treaty and I ora willing to hop© that tlio nuthonty 
of tho Minister and of his Highness s S?n, upon tho spot with me 
will render that cavolrv much more scrviccnblo m future than it 
has lutherto beciL 

Tlio promptness with wluch tho Nuam entered into thotn'atj 
and tho real tliat ho lias hliown in conring on tho war in concert

The Marattas are too watclifiil and cleai -sighted, wheie their 
mterests are concerned, not to have observed the propensity m the 
Nizam that I have mentioned, and I must confess that I cannot 
help appreliendmg some mconvemence to the common cause fiom 
the suspicions they may have conceived on that head, m the course 
of the negotiations m which we shall probably be soon engaged 
Tou may, however, be assured, that I shall not only use the 
greatest circumspection, m avoichng any step which could give 
either of the othei two I\Iembers of the Confederacy just ground of 
complaint agamst us, but that I shall also do the utmost m my 
power to concihate and preserve a good understandmg between

I recoived a feir daya since yonr very kmd and friendly 
letter, dated the 27th of April 

I am it is true engaged, and God knovrs most nnvrillmgly, in a 
scene of trouhle, bnt it has been my consolation ond support that 
my labooTB and yeiations wore mentahle, unless I had after the 
oiamplo of Sir Thomas Enmbold,* deserted my post in time of 
danger for I never entertained the smallest doubt of the obsoluto 
necessity of the ttet Wo might perhaps have obtnmed a short 
respite from hostilities by abandoning our ally and ioaping our 
nose, but that would not long have secured ua from being lacked. 

Tippoo had not the most distant shadow of nght to mterfero m 
the transaction betwoen tho Dutch and tlio Eajah of Tmvoncorc 
for the transfer of Crangnnore and JacoHah nor could it K a 
matter of any consequonco to his own sitnation, unless ho mcdi(ato<I 
on attack upon tho Rajah of Travoncorc, whotljcr ho or tlio Dutch 
were m possession of thom. 

Tho forts, if they dcservo that name were after oil of very littlo 
consequence, and if I had been Infonncd of wliot was going forward, 
I should bavo adnsod tbo Rajah not to purcha^ tbora. But 
although tho Rajah was cncoura^ to make the proposition to the 
Dutch, by Captain Banncrman, tho Rc^ideut at hw Durbar from 
tho Government of Madras, with tho knowledge and cou'cqOLUtly 
not against tlio consent of Sir A- Camj>boTl and HFr Holloud, tho 
first intimation that I received of the busmen was convoyed in tho 
letter from the Government of Fort 6L George, dated In Augnd

Tlie whole and real motives of my actions aie fully and freely 
explamed m my pubhc letters, and I peisuade myself that they 
will satisfy erevy candid and impartial man in the nation , and as 
I have no ground of coinjilamt agamst your Administration, who 
have behaved to me since I have been m this country m a most fan 
and honourable maimer, and as they have to my knowledge acted, 
on this quarter of the globe, an honest part towards their country, 
I certairdy shall never give them any just reason to comiilam- 

To the judgement of my countrymen at large shall I most 
cheerfully submit the pomts of my government , the more minutely 
every measure is mvestigated the more clearly will it appear that I 
have been a faithful, zealous, and economical servant to them. 
They will see that I have neither taken then money myself nor 
suffered others to take it, that my cheap contracts have been as 
usefully executed for the pubhc service as the former extravagant 
ones, and that I most carefully avoided mvolvmg them m a war 
until the preservation of their honour and credit, and mdeed the 
security of their existence m this country, rendered it absolutely 
necessary j ^

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letter tliat I have TTirttea to Sir Cliarles JIalet on that snbjoct 
vhicli Trill apply equally to the apprehensiona entortamed by Arim 
ul Ominb and Nana Fumaveae. 

If the Minister should obstinately poisovere in his intention of 
bringing Aasud All uith him to tho army and of suffering Tcigo 
Wunt to remam with it, I wish you to toll him that I shall not 
thmk it worth my while to prot^ formally to tho Isixom against 
that resolution. 

You will ho wev er repeat to him foun mo, that nothing could 
be more disagreeable to mo thnn tboir presonco witl\ tbis annv 
as I look upon them to be tmfaithfnl and treflchorous servants to 
their own Master and, after the infemons manner in which they 
behaved to mo lost soasou, they are men m whom I never can 
place the smallest confidence, and with whom I should wish m

bare given me, as you will easily conceive, tbe most senous 
concern 

It IS, however, now of no use to look back Tins is the favoui- 
able season foi tbe execution of tbe gieat object of tbe Campaign, 
on tbe issue of Avbicb tbe fate of tbe wai must necessaiily dejiend 
and, whilst oiu preparations are m such foiwaidness, and om late 
important acqmsitions have so completely paved tbe ivay foi om 
success, we must on no account let tbe opportumty escape us by 
turnm^ our attention to matters of far infeiioi moment 

It is undoubtedly essential, as well for tbe bonom of tbe 
Nizam’s Government as to bis weight and consequence m tbe Con- 
federacy, that bis Son and bis Minister should accompany tbe army 
to tbe attack of Sermgapatam It would have been desirable that 
they should have been attended by a consideiable force, according 
to bis Highness’s first mtention Circumstances, however, have 
lendered tbe latter impossible , and I have too much rebance on 
tbe firmness and fiTendsbip of tbe Nizam, and tbe good disposition 
and zeal of tbe Ministei foi tbe mterests of tbe Confedeiacy, to 
suppose foi a moment that they would snSer consideiations of 
punctibo, to mterfere with tbe plan which has been so long agieed 
upon and approved by tbe three Powers m aUiance respectively, 
and which alone can lead to a safe and honourable peace 

I shall not therefore hesitate to piopose that tbe Prmce and

The campaign of 1792 opened undei very favourable ciicumstances 
Besides the other detachments which had been bi ought up, the 
corps attached to the Nizam had, aftei puttmg his troops m pos- 
session of the Pettah of Guonimconda, rejoined tlie army The 
commissanat had been put upon a pioper footing, and the Bm- 
james had collected upwards of 80,000 men, and piovided an 
ample supply of gram It was important that while food was 
plentifully furnished to the bazaars, the pnce should not be too 
low, or else the merchants would have little mducement to exert 
themselves m providmg the necessary quantities of giam 

General Abercromby had moved m January from Bombay with 
8400 men , Loid Cornwallis had a force of 22,000 men, with 44 
field-guns, and a battermg-tram of 42 pieces It was mtended that 
Purseiam Bhow should at once advance upon Sera, but he de- 
layed, prmcipally from political motives, m carrymg out this plan 
He had in fact vague hopes of gaimng Ohittledroog by treachery, 
and was occupied m plundermg the country for his own benefit 
B!is exertions durmg the last campaign had fallen very far short of 
his piomises, and Lord Cornwallis was greatly disappomted How- 
ever the mere presence of his army, and that of the Nizam, pre- 
vented Tippoo from collecting his whole force agamst the English, 
and was thus productive of considerable advantage 

On the 25tli of January, Lord Coinwallis, accompamed by 
Secunder Jah.^ at the head of a considerable force, and by Hurry 
Punt with a small corps of Marathas, commenced his march from 
the vicimty of Sevemdroog, where the various armies had umted 
In ten days they came ivithin sight of Sermgapatam, and encamped

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about SIX mil* to the northward of that town, mthont haTing fired 
a shot 

The defences of Senngapatam, though unfinished, wero for 
midable , there were three lines, the Inost odTunccd consisting of 
two, and the second of seren, strong redoubts. Tho third com 
pnsed the fort itself and tho lines on the island in tho Given, a 
nver fordable hut m fow place*. Those earthen works wore further 
covered by a bound hedge, consisting of wide bolts of thorny plants, 
almost impenetrable by man or beast, the whole being defended 
by 800 pieces of artillery Undismayed by these difficulties, Lord 
Cornwallis, after reconnoitring the lincfl on tho morning of Fcbm 
ary 0 determined to storm them that night Is o orders were issued 
till sunset lest some tronchcrv might disclose them to tho enemy 
and about ci^t o clock under a brilliant moonlight thb throe 
columns moved to tho attack. Not the slightest mtimaticm of tlio 
plan had been given to tho Alhes, who were in niter ostomslimcnt 
when they hcaid of a night attack witliout camion and, to use 
tho words of Colonel ^ ilks, “in groat consternation at wbat the) 
called Lord Cornwallis s ondigriin^ arrangement of going oat luni 
self to fight like a common soldier 

Tlie force omplovcd was nbontfiOOO mtn and tho dctailsof tlio 
orrnngomonta are give n m lAjrd Cornwallis s Cencrol Orders.

Just before Lord Coinwallis began his maich, Tippoo hadinatle 
a ficsli pioposal to send an emoy to his camp; but it was indig- 
nantly re]cctcd, on the ground that no ovei-tuies could be icceived 
fiom a Piiiico who had so systematically disregarded capitulations, 
until the pn^'Oueis taken at Coimbatoic should be liberated To 
this intimation Tippoo at the time paid no attention , but, when his 
overtliiow' seemed imminent, he sent Lieutenant Clialmei-s and 
Lieutenant Nash, wuth most of the piisoneis then in his possession, 
to the Biitish camp denying howevei that there had been any 
breach of caxntulations, but expiessiiig a ivibh to leopen negocia- 
tions Loid Comw albs, w'hile accepting the i elease of the piisonei-s 
as some proof of a wash to make atonement, stated m distinct teims 
that Tippoo’s assertions had no foundation in truth 

Befoie the envoys Avhom Tippoo w^as alloAved to send could reach 
the camp, he had made an attempt to i eh eve himself from his dif- 
ficulties, by the assassination of Loid Cornwallis A small numbei 
of his hoi’semen contrived to get access to the mteiioi of the camp, 
w^here they wme supposed to belong to the Nizam’s aimy Wlule 
nding along, appaiently m a careless mannei, they inqmied foi 
the tent of the commandei, and the native artiUeiymen, of ivhom 
the question ivas asked, pomted out that of then oAvn officer. 
Colonel Duff The hoisemen immediately dashed at the tent, 
enttmg doAvn the feAV soldiers they met , but the pickets turning 
out and fiimg upon them, they were obhged to fly ivith some loss ’

Thou^ the possibility of TnaVing peace was under ditfcusnon, 
Ixjrd Cornwallis pereeTered in his hostile operations. General 
Abercromby advanced to Eratora, where ho crossed the Cavori on 
February 11 on the IGth he was joined by Colonel Floyd, with 
the English and some of the alhed cavalry On the 22nd, Gonoml 
Abercromby, who operated to the northward, pnshed hla advanced 
poets very forward and m the mean time Colonel Stuart occupied 
a position on the island, where the bcantifnl gardens of Loll Baugh 
had been destroyed to furnish matenals for the works. It is un 
noceeeaiy to enter into the mmor details of the siege which was 
earned on with great energy and with little senous opposition. By 
the 22nd the breaching battenefl wore so for odvunotHl that it Ix*- 
camo certain that they could bo opened by the 1st of March withm 
500 yards of tho wuIL 

Tbo alarm in Senngapatam liad now become cxecssivo. On 
February 28 Tippoo assembled all his pnnapal officers in tbo great 
moequo, and adjorod them by tho sacred contents of tbo Koran, 
whici ho Ixud before them, to say whether they would adnso him 
to assent to tho toims donmnded by tho Confedomlos os prolinii 
nancs of a treaty Theso terms mvolvcd tho cesaon of half his 
dommions, tho poyment of three crorcs and surty lacs (3 COO 0004) 
tho rclcttso of all prisoners, and tho delivery of two of liJs sons ns 
hostages. The unammems opinion of tho nssombly was, that no 
further rclianeo could bo placed on tbo troops, ond that submis'fon 
was inevitable. 

Tlie diecnssions between (ho A ntecis of Tippoo, Sir John Ken 
nsway on tho part of Lord Cornwallis, and deputies on tho port of 
the jVIIjcs, when reduced to writing extended to a rao>ft cxtmordi 
nary length. They occupy npimrds of 800 pages of close wnllng 
PrneticaU) speaking tho whole cose of tho Allies was left in tho 
hands of Sir John Kenuawav ns tlwngh niinuftors were present 
both from tho K imm and the I’esliwa, their JlnsterH dosircnl to lean 
the nrmngi-racDts cntirelj to I^rd Cornwallis, sucli confidence dnl 
they npo^ m llio integntj of his rharartor tho honesty of Ids 
jxdicy, ond the justice and mo«hTn(ion of his news. Tl:e only mg* 
gestion made b> Ilnirv Punt wni*, lluit o sura should Iiedorrundrtl 
for Isitar cxpon«es that is for pfta In tin |>er>ous concfroe*! in 
making till tnwtif^ He pmjwv-sl f/) lor- TIip arm tint I til ml 
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the lustice of the claim, i\as icsisted by Gholaiim All, and it nab 
reduced by oiic-half 

From papeis found in Seringapatam on its capture in 1799, it 
IS evident that although the Allies ncrc ically Milling to leave the 
question of peace or Mor and the settlement of tenns solely to Lord 
Conivallis, then Ministeis, yhilc professing a similar readmess, 
More engaged in traitorous communication Mitli Tippoo But the 
firmness and decision of Lord Cornnalhs baflled all theii intrigues, 
and on Fcbmar)* 23 the preliminaries m ere signed, and on the 25th the 
hostages Avere suiTendered. Those vho a\ ere piesont on this occasion 
desenbed the scone as highly iiiterosling ' Tlie coolness and self- 
possession of the tvo boys tlie eldest only ten veal's old. More most 
strilaug, and the moi c than paternal kindness of Loi dCornM^allis, not 
only impiesscd hisown Euro2iean and natn e attendants iMth admua- 
tiou, but pioduced m the nuuds of Tqipoo’s Vakeels, and the other 
Mysorean siiectators, feehngs of regard ivlucli weie nevei efiheed 

Vnien the iiortioiis of terntory Mhich Aveie to be eeded came 
imder discussion, most vehemeut opposition Aias made b)’- Tippoo 
The conduct of the Baja of Cooig has already been mentioned, and 
Tippoo flatteied himself that Avlien peace vith the Engbsh was con- 
cluded, he shoidd have fidl leisure and poMor to punish a cluef 
vhom he called a refractor)^ vassal. But Loid Coniwalbs V'as de- 
termined not to abandon a faitliful ally, and therefore claimed, as 
part of the Company’s sliaie, a belt of teiritoiy, the possession of 
M'hich protected the Baja from Tqipoo The latter was so mdig- 
nant, that although he had already paid a ciore, and that his sons 
were m Lord Cornwallis’ camp, he threatened to break off the 
negociations Without an hour’s hesitation Lord Cornwallis ordered 
the siege works to be resumed, and the hostages were actually on 
their march towards Bangaloie, Avhen Tippoo yielded and the de- 
fimtive treaty was signed. Lord Cornwallis set out on his return 
to Madras as soon as possible, but the excessive numbei of the 
sick, especially among the Emopeans, greatly retarded his march, 
and a considerable tune elapsed befoie he had finally evacuated the 
Mysorean territories 

The pohey of Lord Cornwallis was assaded by two very opiio- 
site parties — ^the one thinlnng that Tippoo had been too lemently 
dealt with, the other that he had been ill-tieated and oppressed 
The views of Lord Comwalbs, and the reasons which guided his 
conduct, aie so distmctly given in his despatches, tliat it is unne- 
cessary to mention them here 

* The Editor has often heal'd tlie details from his father General Koss, and from Sir John 
Keiinnwiiy, who were Iioth present 
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Lord Cornwallis had scarcely rotumed to Sladras, when ho fotmd 
hnnsolf engaged m a discnsnon with tho Isabob of tho Carnatic, 
Ihznng the war, the Qoremment of Port St Georgo had assumed 
the management of his temtones, bat that interference necessarily 
ceased with the cloee of hostilities. Some dofinitiye armngonicnt, 
however was unpemtive, yet the Nabob was very reluctant to 
accede to the British propositions. This dilDcnlt qncstion is tlib 
subject of several despatches, and was not finally settled at the de- 
parture of Lord Comwalltfl from India, ^or was tho conclusion of 
a permanent treaty with tho PesUwa and tho Nixani a less cmlor 
masing matter By tho 13th orticlo of tlio Ofiensivo and Dcfensii o

My dear Lord, Grosvenor Square, June 16, 1791

have given my sentiments more explicitly on the subject at large, 
m Older to prevent that favourable opimon, which is so higMy 
flattermg to me, fiom bemg the cause of tiouble and embarrass- 
ment to you on a future occasion. 

I will freely own to you that if anythmg could mduce me to 
come forward m a station of busmess and responsibility at home, it 
would be the allurement that would be held out to my vamty by 
bemg emoUed as a member ^ of an administiation, the uprightness 
of whose prmciples, and the wisdom and vigour of whose conduct, 
I so truly respect 

I have, howevei, always been of opmion that no man who has 
a regard for the consideration m which he is to stand with his 
country, should produce himself, even m the House of Lords, as 
an efficient member of Administration, without possessing such 
powers and habits of Parhamentary debate as would enable him to 
do justice to a good cause, and defend his measures as well as those 
of his colleagues 

This maxim of otator jit, which has produced so much bad 
speakmg and so much mnui m this world, may be true m some 
instances, but he is not to be made e quovis ligno, and I should 
doubt whether the timber ought to undeigo the seasomng of above 
half a centmy 

"We can talk more fully upon this subject when we meet, and 
m any event you may be assured that I shall at all tunes be ready 
to commumcate any local knowledge I may possess, and to give 
my opmions both of Indian men and measures, m the most unie- 
served manner to yourself and Mr Dundas, and to those who act 
with you. 

I think, notwithstandmg all that has been said to the con- 
trary, that the destruction of Tippoo’s power would be very de- 
sirable, but peace upon safe and honourable terms is still the first 
and greatest object, and the most encouraging prospects shall not 
mduce me to neglect an apportmuty of obtaining it

Eakl Cornwallis to Sir Charles Oakelet, Bart. 

Sir, Camp near Senngapatam, Feb 8, 1792 

On the 5th instant I encamped about seven miles to the 
northward of Senngapatam, from whence I saw that Tippoo had, 
according to my information, taken a position on the north bank of 
the nver, with its front and flanks covered by a bound hedge and 
a number of ravmes, swamps, and watercourses, and likewise 
fortified by a cham of strong redoubts full of cannon, as well ns by 
the artillery of the fort and of the works on the island. 

It would have cost us a great many men to have attacked tliis

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Some guides Ailio imdeitook to lead his division to jom mine 
by a direct load, conducted him to the Kaiegat Pagoda vithout 
his meetmg mth me, and daylight was too near to admit of his

These untowaid circumstances did not deprive us of any of the 
solid advantages of our victoiy, for we are m possession of the 
whole of the enemy’s ledoiibts, of all the ground on the north side 
of the river, and of great pait of the island, but as the force vith 
which I remamed in the enemy’s camp, did not much exceed thiee 
battalions, and as I found from parties that I sent out, that the left 
wmg of Tippoo’s army kept their ground all mght, I could not 
bring off any trophies from the field except those that were very 
neai to the spot wheie our impression was made. 

I have not yet been able to ascertain with precision the numbei 
of guns that have fallen mto our hands, but I understand that of 
brass and iron it amounts to upwards of sixty of different cahbres 
I shall take up my ground to-morrow as neai to the chain of 
redoubts as possible, without bemg exposed to the fire of the fort, 
and, as our posts upon the island are now neaily secured against 
any attempt of the enemy, I shall soon be ready to proceed with 
vigom upon the operations of the siege 

It has been hitherto impossible to collect the returns of the 
killed and wounded, but I have every reason to hope that our loss 
m Europeans will be under two hundred I wrll send a hst of the 
officers that were killed, m order to prevent the anxious alaim of 
the fnends of the smwivors j am, &c ,

1 One crore and sixty-five lacs shall be paid immediately 
m pagodas, or gold moburs, or rupees, of full weight and 
standard, or m gold or silver bulbon. 

2 Tbe remamder, one crore and sixty-five lacs, at three m- 
stalments, not exceedmg four months each, m tbe three 
corns before menboned. 

3 AH subiects of tbe fom seveial Powei-s, who may bave been 
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Lieutenant OhalmeiB, and four other pereons who formed part of 
late gnmson of Coimbatore, are arrived with me. 

I have perfectly understood the contents of the papers bearmg 
the eeol of Cummur-ud Been,' which was brought by Lieutenant 
Ohalmers, and which contain b a reference for your approbation of 
its purport. But I was eorry to learn from that oflB^ who doee 
not undoiHtand the Persian language, that another paper written 
m Hindoo and English, signed by hnuflelf and likewise under the 
BGftl of Cummur ud Been, by which it was agreed that the gamson 
of Connbotore ahonld be permitted to march mmolest^ with 
their private property to Palgnucheiry (without waitmg for any 
reference to yon) was taken from him by force a few days before 
he was releas^ and it grres me concern to add, that I have heard 
throng vanoua channels that the remainder of that gamson, which 
ought to have been set at liberty when they surrendered the fort, 
ore not only at this tune m confinement, but that many of them 
are actually m rrons.

I have very great satisfaction in transmitting to you the 
enclosed copy of the Prelimmanes of Peace, that were settled on the 
mght ot the 23rd February between the three confederate Powers 
and Tippoo Sultaun, to be laid before His Majesty 

Although some circumstances delayed the delivery of the 
hostages until the 26th, I was mduced, by the earnest desire of 
Tippoo, to consent to a cessation of hostihties on the 24th ultimo , 
and I trust that not only the Prelimmary Articles will soon be com- 
pletely executed, but also that those of the Defimtive Treaty will 
without much delay be adjusted and concluded 

Havmg given a detail of the mihtary operations that preceded 
the cessation of arms, and of several particulars of the negotiation, 
m a lettei of this date addressed to the Honourable Com-t of 
Directors, which will be officially commumcated to you for His 
Majesty’s information, it becomes unnecessary to trouble you with 
a repetition of the contents of that lettei But I request that you 
will be pleased to assure His Majesty, that although the formidable 
power of Tippoo has been so much reduced by the event of a wai 
mto which we were forced by the ungovernable ambition and vio- 
lence of his chaiacter, as to lendei it impiobable that he can be 
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able, for many years to com^ to give any material disturbance to 
the Bntiflli poaseeaiona in India yet that m the selection of the 
countnee that ore to be ceded to ua, my primary object Hh^ ll be to 
fix upon those distncts, to the extent of onr rights by the present 
treaty that may be from local artnation best calonlated for gmng 
ns a strong defensiTe fronbar against the foture attacks of any 
Power whatever from above the Ghauts. 

I must beg that yon will olao inform the "King, that, gaHantly 
as His Majesty a troops on this service have behaved on ah other 
occaaionfl, their courage and diaaplme were never more emment, 
or their servioea more valuable to their csountry than m the attack 
of the enemy s fortified camp on the night of the 0th ultimo. 

Ify warmest acknowledgments were therefore due to the officers 
and soldiers m general for their behavionrm that action and I am 
persuaded, when proper opportunities offer it will likewise prove 
the most effectual reoommendoticm for them to Hm iTajestys 
favour General Medows, who had some tune ago resolved to 
return to Europe aa soon as the war should be concluded, mtends,

Lorn the variety of ciicumstances of which it is impossible for us 
to be suJBScienliy informed beforehand, we do not feel it m om’ 
power to give any piecise instmctions for your Lordship’s gmdance 
with respect to the terms on which it may be proper to insist we 
have the fullest confidence m your Lordship’s discretion m the 
completion of this important work, and we know that you are 
impressed as deeply as ourselves vuth a sense how essential it is 
to the finances and mterests of the Company, that the war should 
be brought to a speedy termination We have, therefore, only to 
state m conformity to this idea, that although m the event of as 
successful an issue of the war as we have gioimd to expect, we 
certainly feel ourselves entitled to look to such advantageous 
conditions as may m some measure mdemmfy us for our expense, 
and give additional security m future, — we are nevertheless par- 
ticularly desirous that we should rather forego even some portion 
of the advantages which we might justly expect, than iisk the

upon it. But I must not miss this opportunity of assuring you no 
one can be more devoted to you, or more annouB for your honor 
and credit. Ton ore too wise and honourable to wish me to eacnfice 
prmciples on which I stand comnutted to aU deecnptions, but as 
far os I can consistently you may depend upon it there is no length 
to which I am not ready to go m your semceu Xiet me beseech 
you not to take too much upon youTBelf but to remember that it 
belongs to hlinisters to plan, to Ooremoa and Oenorals only to 
execute. Ministers are re^nsOble not only for what they plan, 
but what they omit, eepeoally where a change of syst^ was 
expedient, as I conceive was the case m India, '^ere the mterests 
of the Ckinrt and Bengal are so irreconcilable^ You know how 
loose this country is, and it is becoming every day looser and more 
difficult to be governed- I am most apprehensive about your peace, 
for I do not see m your situation, all things conaidared, that it is 
in the wit of man to aatisfy your allies, and meet the expectations 
at home. Ton know I had no albee to deal with. 

As to France it is difficult to tell what may happen th^re, but 
I imagme thingB will settle. The Republican party are qmet for 
the present and determined to remam so, and the Emigrants are 
divided among themaelvee all manner of ways, mterests, paaaiona, 
habit^ and connections of those that are at Cohlenti, fttim those at 
Bruffiels, which last have the confidence of the Court. 

What passed at Pfimts remains as yet an impenetrable secret 
but I am QSBured from what I conceive good authonty that tho 
alliance between Austria and Prussia is smcere, and calculated to 
produce on entire change of system upon the Continent* 

You win hear from others that s renewal of the India Charter 
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IS meditated, but I cannot tlunL: it will take place this yeai, for 
whenevei it does it antlU produce a gieat source of faction which it 
IS the obvious inteiest of Slinisters to defer

attack upon my Borough,^ in ess my return to England, you may 
be assured that all these considerations could not at any time pre- 
vent my remammg a few months, when I should think such a sacri- 
fice essential foi the real mterests of my country 

There is one passage m your letter which I must confess alarms 
me, where you say — “We of course cannot wish to make a new 
appomtment of a Governor-General till the arrangement of India 
affairs and the settlement with the India Company takes place ” 
ThismustnaturaUy defer the appomtment of a new Governor-General 
tdl after the next Session of Parbament, and I do not see any good 
reason why the appomtment might not just as well take place as 
soon as you know the war to be concluded, as the new anangement 
can make very bttle difference m the Governoi-General’s situation 
But this letter will be too late to alter any resolution you may have 
taken, and I can only hope that my lettei by the Swallow will 
have mduced you to make the appomtment immediately upon 
Madan’s amval 

I have no opimon to give about a successor, except to say that 
no such thmg is to be found m Milar’s bst, nor mdeed a tolerable 
Commander-m-Ohief, amongst those who would probably consent 
to come out You must select for the former, some man of abibty 
and earnest appbcation, who positively wdl not job, and who can 
say no, without an appearance of want of feeling ^ 

It IS impossible for me to speak with precision of the costs of

. . Our impatience and anxiety aie at the utmost 

stretch, and though your Lordship’s last letters to the Illmistry do 
not allow us to be so sangmne m our expectations of good news as 
we might otherwise have been, we do not however by any means ' 
give up the hopes of receiving the joyful news of the captme of 
Sermgapatam, and of your having i educed Tippoo to come mto 
your own terms , there are however unpleasant reports circulatmg 
per vi^ France, that your Lordship had been obhged to give up aU 
thoughts of attacking Sermgapatam, as the rams had set m earlier 
than were expected, and that you had retired to Bangalore I do 
not find that much credit is given to this account, as no one can 
tell with certamty from what quarter it comes 

The whole town at present is taken up with the arrival of the 
Duke and Duchess of York , His Royal !&ghness went ovei m the 
sprmg to offer his services to the TCmg of Prussia to act as volun- 
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teer with the army in case the war had taken place ogamrt AuBtna. 
and BuBEia, soemed determmed at one tune to Tefaao all me- 
diation in regard of their making peace with the Turks. But as 
both poweia have thought better of it, His Eoyal Highne* laid 
aside all thoughts of war and with equal ardour offered his semces 
to the Prnrcess Fredenque, only dau^ter of the preeent FTn^r by 
his first wife. I believe your Lordship must recolleot having seen 
her when you was at Bculm, she is little, hut prettily made and 
very acoomphshed the match has been concluded m a very great 
hurry insomuch that they have been obliged to have a second 
marriage ceremony performed m pnvate at the Queen s house, os 
I beheve the nuptnala were celebrated at Berhn before the R'TTig a 
ooneent « form ngned our ChamseHoT oould arrive at Beriim 
Ton will be surpn^ to hear that the Xing of Prussia has only 
given 18 OOOZ. with this lavoante daughter, which, consadermg tire 
wretched state of our finances, is absolutely a no thing I imder 
stand that Parliament mean to do handsomely it is proposed to 
give H. E. H. in addition to his preeent allowance 12,0004, 
25 0004, which with the emoluments of his regiment, which they 
leckon at S0004, wiU make his income a clear 40 0004 exclosire 
of Oanaburgh. This sum would and should be sufficient to enable 
us with economy to Ino as a Pnneei, but unfcotoaately onr debts, 
if they are not clear^ will prove such an incranbrunoe, that I do 
not see how we shall be able to hold our heads above water In 
ehort, my dear Lord, c eat une mer h bone, and we must make what 
sail we can. As to any politiGal news, I have scarce any to com 
mumcate. The French afiarrs are still it great oonfanan, notwith- 
that they have got the Xing not only to accept the new 
eonsUtutioa, but to nmke it His voloutary act and deod m tlie 
mean, tmin the Pnnoes remam absent, and do not seem inclined, to 
pay any^Dbedienoe to His Jlajeety e late peremptory mjanction to 
return to their native country How it is to end Gkd only knows, 
there is hardly any money m orcalation, and the taxes not forth- 
coming, on or great peiH of their West India islands m a state of 
rebellion and warlkre, and many plantations totally destroyed. 
The reet of Europe seems inolmed to remam m peace and gmot, 
and I hope before this reaches yon (if it over docs on the other side 
of the water) that you will have concluded a firm and lasting

I am sure I should never have undertalcen the government.

Sir Ohariee Oakeley, thongli not a rery capable man, la I 
bebeve the beet of all the OmI aarrantB of tbia estabhahment that 
conld haye been selected to flU the Btation of Goyemor and yet 
yon may bo assured that he never will poaseas safflaent authority 
or make any radical refonm 

It ifl very difficult for a man to diveet himself of the prejudicea 
which the habits of twenty years have confirmed, and to gorem 
people who have hyed with him so long on a footing of eguah^ 
But the Company’s servants have still greater obstacles to en 
counter when they become Qovemors, for the wretched pohcy of 
the Company hnw, till the late alterabons took place m Bengal, m 
vanahly driven all their servanta to the altematiye of starving or 
of taking what was not their own and although some have been 
mfimtely less guilty m this respect than others, the world will not 
tamely submit to be reformed by those who have practised it in 
the smalleet degree. 

It IS not the mtention of this letter to enter mto the defects of 
the system that pTevails from Gonjam to Cape Oomonn, but I 
shall only repeat what I have so said, as being the most im* 
portant point of aD, that unless you can fed good Governors no 
system whatever can succeed. A man of upnght mtentions, with 
ability and apphcation, that would undertake tins Government for 
ffiT CEP seven years, might do greet things for the puhho and save a 
considerable fortune for himnflTf. If you cannot tempt such a man 
with these prospects, I have no effectual remedy to propose. 

What I have wud about Governors is equally apphcable to 
Bombay and still more to the Supreme Government, which I hope 
never agam to see m the hands of a Company s servant. 

I enclose an extract of a letter which Eoes received lately from 
one of the most able and most honourable men m Bengal, who 
never was spoken to upon the sidyect, but who was led to turn ha 
thoughts to It from the observations he had made on the condnct 
of the Council duniig my absenca As hia opmion comcides per 
fectly with my own, and as he cannot have a pnvnte mterest ra 
(nroumflcribing the limits of promotion for the Company s servants, 
it must give additional weight to what I have soid. 

I have purposely confined myself in this letter to the subject 
of Governors, and have given you opinions that you will porceivo 
ere pretty free, and consequently mtended to be porfodly confl 
dential between ua , I menu always including hfr Pitt

the spot , but there are numerous animosities and jealousies sub- 
sistmg, -wluch yould burst forth immediately were that restrauung 
influence to be entirely withdrawn, and no pther sufficiently power- 
ful to be substituted in its place Such is human nature that it 
does not readily brook the authority of pemons suddenly raised

Ha-vung long clearly seen that Hyder Beg’s talents for busmess 
ivere much superior to those of most men of his rebgion m this 
country (ivho are, m general^ indolent and dissipated), and having 
had reason to believe that he was smcerely desuous to cement the 
connexion between his Excellency and the Company, his deatli 
gave me much concern, and I regretted him the more as I do not 
know any person' that I could have, with propriety, recommended 
to the Vizier to succeed him, who is nearly equal to Inm m 
abihties . . . 

Bbs Excellency had made a temporary nomination of Hussein 
Eeza Ehan to act as the efficient Minister, and of Kajah Ticket 
Roy to contmue m the management of the revenue department , 
and although Hussem Eeza does not possess all the qualifications 
that I could wish for a Mmister, yet, as I have an exceedmgly 
good opmion both of his prmciples and of his disposition to jiromote 
cordiahty between his Master and the Company, and I have great 
confidence m the expenence and abihty of the Eajah m the hue m 
which he was employed, I did not see that a better choice could be 
made, and accordingly I signified to the Vizier my entire approba- 
tion of their being permanently appomted . . 

I lay my account with havmg occasion to combat much chicane 
and evasion on the part of Tippoo, but I trust that I shall be able 
m the end to bring these pomts to a satisfactory adjustment 

I have likewise been called upon, both by Tippoo and the 
Nizam, to mterfere m exacting a fidl execution of some of the 
articles of the late treaty by the former, to procure the release 
of Budder-ul-Zamaun Khan and the possession of the district of 
Soondoor, which, he says, the Mahrattas have not yet restored to 
him, and by the Nizam, to require of Tippoo the surrender of the 
fortress of Balkan, which he had stdl retamed , and I have httle 
doubt that the representations which I have made to the Peshwa 
and to Tippoo will have the effect of removing all these different 
grounds of complamt 

A number of Mahrattas of different descnptions having pre- 
sumed on several occasions during the last twelve months, to 
behave with great disrespect both to the Resident and the Court 
of Adawlut at Benares, I have thought it necessary to direct Sir 
Charles Malet and Major Palmer to signify my dissatisfaction on 
that head to the Court of Poona and to Scmdia, and to declare my 
determination to punish m an exemplary manner, all persons (let

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tbcir rank bo what it mny) wKo, during their visits in tho Com 
pany 8 dominions, shall dare to disregard onr laws and courts of

I have also been obliged to wnto in strong terras to Scindo 
concerning some Into insulting condnet of his Aumil at Brooch 
towards our Resident and factory, and a shocking mnrdcr that wa^ 
commitfed bysoraoPutan sepoys belonging foZum ujKm one of flio 
Company s sepoys at that place tmd I am inclined to behcTe 
that both the Peahwa and Scindw will bo sufHcicntlv di*prT*od to 
mnko every repartition m their power for tho mjanca that I hare 
mentioned. 

I have rcpcfttodly expressed my high opinion of the gallant 
bchavionrof tho offlcors and fioldicis who compose^l the nnnvtmdi r 
my command in tho Into war and whilst tho oHlcerswho wire jior 
ticulorly attached to my family have m common with the others, 
a strong claim upon thoir country fortho moat di<tmgnuhc<l notice 
I feel myself under personal obligations to them for the able ami 
loalous nMistanco that thev aObrded mo dunng llic whole cours* 
of timt service.

. . . I shall be very impatient for the amval of the 
packet which I conclude you will have despatched m the course of 
last month, when I shall hope to hear that you have proAuded a 
good successor for my office, that you have got the better of the 
Associators and Reformers, aud that the Indian peace meets "with 
thorough approbation. 

You will see by our letter to the Court of Directors, tliat I have 
had favourable opporiumties of sending persons mto Nepaul and 
Assam ; and as I understand that the Rajah of Nepaul has just 
made peace with the Climese, I am m good hopes that Kulqiatnck 
vtII oj)en a commumcation vith their chiefs, for whom he is pio- 
vided with letters and presents. 

I enclose, m the form of a imnute, a rough outhne of a plan for 
separating the judicial authority from the collection of the revenue, 
and for the improvement of the administration of justice, which, 
God knows, is much wanted My reasons are so fully detailed m 
the Mmute,^ and the Minute is so long, that it would be equally 
useless and unreasonable to repeat them m this letter. I know 
that it would have been more regular to have referred this busmess 
m the first instance to the Court of Directors, but a considerable 
time must have elapsed before my successor could have formed a 
clear comprehension of the nature of it, and you might have felt 
an unwillingness to have imposed so delicate a task upon him early 
m his administration. Mr Pitt and yourself will therefore, I am 
sure, do me the justice to beheve that if I had not considered this 
measure to be of the utmost importance for the honour of the 
British Government and for the futme prosperity of this country, 

I would not have undertaken the labom and responsibihty of car- 
r}nng it mto execution .

time, AAith those unfavomable s-^mptoms at home, the ebb began, 
and those speculators, afi-aid of Avaitmg to the lowest of it, hastened 
to save themselves, so that there has been a rout m the Stock 
Exchange, and this fact ought, I imagme, to be regaided as 
operating considerably to the present depressed state of the funds, 
which after all can only be deemed temporary With respect to 
om mtemal discontents, I humbly conceive that they sprmg chiefly 
from hcentiousness, and that even where the matter of complamt 
may be founded, the spirit that brmgs it forward is not good.

But as he cannot hope 
to recover the young hostages without makmg good all his 
payments, unless some senous difference should arise between 
the confederate Powers, I trust that when matters are settled at 
Poona, and he sees no prospect of creating disunion amongst us, 
his delusive hopes wdl vamsh, and he will lose no time in fulfillmg 
the terms of the treaty.

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I mentioned m a former letter my readmess, on certain con- 
ditions, to aclmowledge Kistnaram m the Eaje of Deringh but 
the whole countiy of Assam seems to he so completely convulsed, 
that I doubt much whether an accommodation with Kistiavera 
alone, would restore order and tranqmlhty I wish, therefoie, that 
you would mvite him and the Berge Eajah,® and aU the Chiefs who 
have any power or followers, to meet you, m ordei to concert the 
best means to prevent the country from bemg totally rmned, as- 
suring them that it is not the wish of our Government to subdue 
any part of Assam, and that the objects of your deputation were 
only to free the countiy from the Bengal plunderers, and to en- 
deavour to compose the civil feuds m Assam by the amicable m- 
terposition of our good offices 

I cannot at present tell, nor perhaps may you have yet been 
able to judge, what stipulations it would be proper to make in 
favour of Surga Deo,^ but at all events, he must previously be 
requued to dismiss the mmisters, whose misconduct and treachery 
have brought upon him the misfortunes which he at present suffers.

VATUOua nttompta had been made to open commcrcml intcreour>a' 
with Nepaul, but they had all foiled. At length a disputo haring 
omen between the bopQuleso and the liima of Thibet, the latter 
whoso troops had boon ropulaed, colled In tho Chinese who U fon 
long advanced to witlun a short distance of Catmondoo.

^q)anle*o then invoked Dntuh raflltary assistance which Lonl

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judged of by one fact , seven are said to have reigned upwards of 
eighty years each, and forty-five more upwards of fifty each Wb6n 
the transactions above mentioned took place, the reigmng dynasty 
was called Groorkba Kan Bebauder Shab,^ bom m 1774, was on 
tbe tbrone, but bis uncle Bebauder Sbab was Eegent, and seemed 
to exeicise tbe prmcipal authority. Tbe limits of their temtones, 
'which late acquisitions had largely mcreased, appear to have been 
nearly conterminous with those now existmg At one tune the 
Nepaulese possessed complete mdependence, but after the close of 
the war with Thibet they acknowledged the Emperor of Chma as 
their lord paramount 

The events which occurred m 1793, previous to the departure 
of Lord Cornwallis from India, were few, and generally of no 
importance. Indeed, the declaration of war with France was almost 
the only mcident which mterfered with the routme busmess of the 
country Lord Comwalhs hastened to Madras as soon as he heard 
that hostdities had commenced, but they had already been ter- 
mmated by the capture of Pondicherry, almost without resistance 
He did not return to Bengal, but sailed from Madras to England 
m October, 1793. 

In the early part of the year, besides opening a commumcation 
with Nepaul, he had revised his opinion about the Tanjore succes- 
sion, and had endeavoured to press upon Tippoo the necessity of 
an honourable and peaceful conduct. But the great subject which 
engaged his attention, was the piomulgation of the regulations 
lespectmg the land settlement, the judicial establishments, and the 
pohce of the country , all of which, having been several years undei 
discussion, weie now finally completed. 

Of these the first, by far the most important, was the one to 
which he had devoted most tune and labour His attention had 
been called to it before he left England, and so anxious was he to 
arrive at a pioper conclusion, that he had delayed tdl now to issue 
the final regulations In the mean time he had contmued to make 
annual settlements, which were avowedly only provisional 

Almost umversaUy m the East, and nowhere more generally 
than m Hindustan, from the Himalaya to Cape Comonn, (except 
in a few districts, such as Canara,) the sod is held to be vested m 
the Sovereign, who allots to the inhabitants such portions as he 
may tlunk advisable, clogged with any conditions he may choose 
to impose Such at least is the opmion of a large majority of the 
most competent judges, though Colonel Wilks and some otliers

The energy of Lord Clive enforced an appearance at least of 
justice and moderation, and he letmned to Calcutta for the third 
tune, solely vnth the view of lemedymg the e’snls caused by the 
corrupt and -weak conduct of precedmg Governors “ I do declare,” 
he said m a private letter, “ by that great Being who is the 
searcher of aU hearts, and to whom we must be accountable, if there 
be an hereafter, that I am come out -oath a mind supeiior to all 
corruption, and that I am determined to destroy those great and 
g] owing evils, 01 perish m the attempt” Before such a man, the 
spirit of every native quailed, and when they saw him boldly 
encounter and defeat the conspiracy which had been formed 
agamst him by a large majority of the Company’s Emopean 
Officers, they felt qmte certam he would never pardon any •violation 
of the rules he had laid do-wn for the honest collection of the 
revenue But to him succeeded men, as bad if not worse than 
his predecessors The abuses he had suppressed began to revive, 
and the Court of Directors, compelled to take some steps, nonu- 
nated m 1769 supervisors to overlook the immediate collectors 
In 1770, local Councils, to whom considerable powers were entrusted, 
were established at Moorshadabad and Patna Their mqmries 
brought to light a mass of miqmty They stated that the Nazims 
exacted what they could from the Zemmdais and great farmers of 
the revenue, "to whom they left full hberty to plunder to any 
extent, subject however to be m their turn plundered, when they 
had ennched themselves sufficiently to make their spoil valuable 
Thus the whole system resolved itself mto habitual extortion and 
mjustice on the part of the officers of Government, with the neces- 
sary concomitants — ^habitual evasion and concealment on the part 
of the cultivators, mvolvmg a senous loss of revenue 

In 1772, Mr Hastmgs was appomted Governor -General of 
Bengal The Company, by his ad-vice, determined to collect the 
revenue through the agency of their o'wn seiwants The President 
and his Council were to become, for revenue matters, a new 
department, under the title of the Board of Eevenue, with proper 
officers attached, The Khalsa, or Exchequer, was removed from 
Moorshadabad "to Calcutta, the super ‘vusors were made collectors, 
and four Members of Council were sent mto the pro-vmces, to 
mstitute the necessary mquines, before an assessment, to last for 
five years, was fixed 

The regulations fiamed for the gmdance of the various officers

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were jrabliahed m the langungeg of the conutry niony of the 
injnncms practices formerly existing were prohibited, and tho first 
step was thoB token towards the rntroductioii of on eqmtablo 
Gorermnent But the results did not correspond with the mtcn- 
tiona. 

The Tonous district*, generally one Pergramah in each, had 
been put up to auction, and the highest bidder often a mcro 
adTenturer was entrusted with the collection- Perhaps tho excite- 
ment of competition had produced ofibre unreasonably high — 
perhaps the cnpabilitiefl of the country had been overrated but 
practically the farmers could seldom fulfil their contracts, and 
great loss of revenue ensued. To any one who has read with 
attention the history of Mr Hastings administration, tho fact is 
potent, that the Court of Directora thought only of mcome, and 
were not very sedulous m their mqmncs as to how it wn* raisod. 
Hastings, whoso talents os a financier rank very high, might 
possibly have found means to mcrease the rovenno equitably Bat 
he was hampered by circumstances, and tbo only remedy ho could 
devise m 1774 was to recall the European coUectorw, substitute 
native aumils, and establish ConnciU m each of the six districts 
mto which the country was divided- 

Towards tho close of the five years during which tho sottlnncnt 
was to last, fresh attempts wore made to obtain ocenrato infor 
mntion, and Hastings was then able to carry lus own plans into 
execution. In tho new sottlemcnt of 1777 tlio Zemindar had tho 
pTofenmeo in tendering for tho coUection, and tho power retained 
over the land* m his own posscaaon was hold to bo sufllcient 
security for tho porformanco of his contract. Annual settlements 
on this pnnciplo wero made m 1778 177fi and 1780 

Yet tho revenue still fell short of its previous amount, and in 
1781 another schemo was adopted. A Committoo of Povenoe 
totally distinct from tho Counal was formed tho six provincial 
Councils wore abolWiod, and, in addition to the e*tablishe<l salaries, 
a percentage was given to the coUccIotr. "What was tho result of 
tlus arrongemont, maybe conjectured from tho instance mentioafnl 
bj Lord Comwaliia m his despatch of August 14 1787, wIjcto he 
states, than one collector with a salary of only 1000 rupeoR a month 
(about 1200L a year) had an income of at lenstdOOOOZ.! Thu 
new Board Imt httio altonxl the plan of their prodccossow some 
of tho previous errors wore detected, and a few abuses correcteiL 
iVll persons m tbo semci of ctcit rank, wero irtnctly forbidden to 
rcctiTo nuKcrs — a regulation little nltcndid to llio large majoniy 
of tbo Poroponv s servants, wlK»se tmavowed emnlnmonts still e«a- 
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tinned enoimons Several Committees of the House of Commons 
meantime sat on Indian aflau's, and vaiions bills weie fonndcd on 
then lepoits 

In 1781: an Act -svas passed, by winch tlie Company wcie 
specially ducctcd “ to mqmie into the alleged grievances of the 
landholders, and, if fonndcd in iinth, to affoid them ledress, and to 
estabhsh permanent rales for the settlement and collection of the 
levenne, and for the admimstmtion of justice foimded on the 
ancient laws and local usages of the connti y ” The pai-ty disputes 
on the affairs of India having been biought to a conclusion by 
the decisive triumph of ]\Ir Pitt at the general election of 1784, 
he was able, vnthont fear of serious opposition, to turn his mind to 
the affairs of that countiy Extensive powers were confened on 
the Grovemoi -General, and Lord Cornwallis was the first to whom 
they were entrusted He went to India detennmed to use them 
to the fullest extent m order to put down peculation and extortion, 
and to restoie, if possible, to Emoiieans that good fame vhich for 
many years they had ceased to enjoy He did both, and m the 
woids of one well competent to judge, “ his measures, and above 
aU the spirit with which he moculated administiation, eventually 
purified it — ^he was the first honest and mcomiptible Governor 
India ever saw, and after his example, haidly any Governor has 
dared to contemplate corruption Other men were conqueroi-s, so 
was he , but his victories m the field, and they weie brilliant, aie 
dim beside his victory ovel conuption.” . 

Lord Cornwallis well knew that nowhere did greater abuses exist 
than m the Bevenue Department, but he felt that the mtroduction of 
premature reforms might be productive of moie mjury than benefit, 
and therefore on his first amval he deteraimed to contmue the 
existmg system of an annual assessment, very shghtly modified, 
untd he could make himself thoroughly acquamted with the 
subject, and it was not until 1793, a few months befoie his 
departure for England, that he put the last stroke to his work, by 
embodying mto codes of regulations, the administrative reforms 
which he had mtroduced, after mature and caieful revision of the 
whole system His mquines were duected to the past history of 
each dikrict, and of its landholders , to the rights of the different 
orders among the latter — the Zemmdars, Talookdais, Chowdrys, 
Munduls, and Mokudduns, as recognised by the native Governments , 
to the existmg rules for collecting the revenue , to the ancient 
usages , to the amount which could properly be demanded , and to 
the regulations to be enforced for the protection of the under- 
tenants and cultivators

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On ft foil congidomtion of the answera made to these mqmrjcs, 
it was evident, that althongh when the Company sncceeded to the 
Dewnnny gross abuses prevafled, yet m the best tunes of the 3Iognl 
Government, the rights and pnviloges of the people were seemed 
by institutions mainly derived from the onginnl Hindoo possessors 
of tho country and it woa thought advisable by some of the meet 
intelligent servants of tho Company to continue that system under 
cartam modifications, Xiord Comw^is however nnd those m whom 
he principally confided — Ifr Shore (Lord Teignmonth) 3Ir Duncan, 
Mr (Sir George) Barlow and others, were convmct^ that it iras 
best to consider the 2ieinindftr as the owner of the soil — whether 
or not such had before been hia admitted poeitioiL 

The next question was, the amount of the assessment As 
both the Conrt of IhrectorB and Lord Cornwallis had from tho 
flirst been of opinion, that a moderate Jumma punctually col 
lected was more likely to unite the happineae of the natives, tho 
secunty of the landholders, and the interests of tho Company than 
ony coUoctum of an narcaaonable assessment which could only 
be levied by seventy and exaction,'* it was thought that the 
arcTQge of fonner ycarB might bo a fair guide in making this 
now assessment. But as a preUminary it was noccwiry to oscor 
tarn what had been the ngbts and pnvDegre of tho /cmindars, 
nndor either Mc^ul or Hindoo role end wliat scmces thoj were 
bound to perform. 

An accurate and laborious investigation ebcitod much inforraa 
tion. It appeared that tho system adopted by tho ^Tognls, if fairlr 
corned out, was calculated to afford substantial ju*tieo to bodi 
parties. In Bahor there was sufliciont ondcnco to sliow wliat the 
old system had been, but m Bengal vnnous causes had occnaioncfl 
great alterations, and those alterations liad opened a door to much 
falsification of revenue occounts, and had placed tho i^raimlar in a 
position moro nearly resembling an Fnglish proprietor of tho soil 
tlian in tho otlicr prorinces. 

2sotwitlmtanding tho unccrtointv which still remained as to 
rights and usages m regard to the vantraa clashes from nlKun the 
revenue was to bo ooltected, and although it was evident tliat in 
different distncts different rights enjitod,thoindn<trynndcjerfttnn 
of “Mr Shore collected such a iuam of mfoiTDotion tlint toward^ 
the end of 1780 temporon directions were given to the eolith tors in 
Bengal andOn«a, and in 1700 to tho^o m Balmr but it wn< rt^ 
till Alarch 22, 1703 that tlie regulations wi n rom]>lctelv rmnw*!. 
and finally I'lsucd to en rypronnee By thw it was dfvlnrrd tjkSt 
the settlements were to l>e iterpctual and irrevomlle ami tlmt 
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all Zemindars, mdependent Talookdars, and other actual proprie- 
tors of land, and tlieir liens and lawful successors, weie to hold 
their estates subject only to the fixed amount of tax then settled. 
To this there weie but two exceptions Uncultivated land, when 
brought mto cultivation, was to become subject to a charge then to 
he fixed, and if any Zemmdary was sold oi forfeited foi' non- 
pajunent of lent, the Government were not to he hound by the 
previously existmg anangement If it was escheated by the 
failure of issue of a Zemindar, the Government held the land only 
on the same terms as the last possessor 

In making these arrangements, there was httle or no difference 
of opunon among all the persons consulted, except on one pomt 
By ^ it was admitted, that, unless m cases of gross mcapacity, or 
occasionally of nonage, the Zemindar was the only person with 
whom the settlement, under certain well-defined terms, could be 
made It was as muveisaUy agreed, that a moderate tax only 
should he imposed But the apphcation of this latter prmciple 
was open to debate What was a moderate tax ? Mr James 
Giant, a civd. servant of great experience and talent, who was in 
charge of the Khalsa, endeavoured from ancient records m that 
department, to show that great frauds had been committed against 
the Government, and that the lands aie fairly capable of render- 
ing a much mci eased revenue 

From this view Mr Shore entirely dissented, and after a very 
minute examination mto the resources of each district, the final 
assessment was settled, namely on the average mcome received by 
Government m several precedmg years The whole land revenue 
ohtamed m the yeai 1790-1 (corresponding with the year 1197 
Fussily) from Bengal, Bahar, and Orissa, was Sicca Eupees 
2,68,00,000 or 3,109,000? and from Benares, S. E 34,53,000 
or 400,000? 

One pomt gave nse to seiaous discussion whether the settlement 
should he decennial or perpetuaL Mr Shore strongly advocated 
the first proposition. He thought that even after all the investi- 
gation that had been entered mto, many questions had been 
decided on imperfect grounds , that, m some cases, mjustice might 
have been done, by ignoring rights which had not been fully 
explamed , and that m others the Government might have suffered 
thiough concealment or fraud. For these, and many other reasons, 
he urged the advantage of leaving everything open to revision, 
after ten yeais’ experience should have thrown fresh light on many 
obscure questions On the other hand, Lord ComwaUis was deeply 
impressed vuth the miqmtous conduct of a vast number of the 
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Enropean collectors, and Tnth the oppreaeiou -which had been 
exercised He anticipated that great evilj! would arise, if an 
armngement shonld be fixed for ton years only as at the expiration 
of that time, fresh diacosmons must have anseiu Even dimiig its 
contimmnce one par^ wonld have endeavoured to show he hud 
been over-nseewed 'while the other would be eqnnlly anxions to 
prove the reverse. He therefore resolved, with the full and 
deh^berato concurrence of Mr Pitt and Mr Dundos, to establish a 
permanent assessment. Thia was the only material point of 
difference between Lord ComwalliB and iH Shore, who stood 
almost alone, among all the civil servants who were consulted, m 
hifl opimon on this branch of the ijnestiDii. 

The arguments on both sides ore most ably stated by Lord 
Cornwallis and Mj Shore m their Mmutes.’ 

"Whether this system was the one best adapted to obtain 
the greatest income with the least pressnio-— whothor m icino 
respects it has not proved injnnous to tho Zemmdars, whoso 
interests it was intended to protect — and whether a tomporary 
instead of a permanent settlement would not have been more 
ndvantageoin to all parties, — ore questions which have given n*o 
to much discussion. That it received the unqualified approbation 
of Lord Welieeloy is notonoos, and os long as tJio sj^em was 
administered by the same persons who had framed tho regulations 
on which it was based, it appears to have worked with rcgnlonty 
and advantage 

It must bo recollected that when this settlement was made tho 
evfls which existed in the collection of the revenue wore enorracros 
and anything was prcforablo to a continuanco of such abases. 
Evan if sonio mjostico had boon committed, sotno iircgulantie* 
created, tho linppiness and prosperity of tho mas^ and therefore 
tho real udvontago of tho country were dafly perilled by hesitation 
and delay 

At that time Lord ComwalliB possessed no instruments to 
enable him to make a sdontiflo and nccanito survey of every 
villago, and of all tho boldmgB in each village, os has sul»^ 
qnently been done In tho biortliwcst Pronnees, at an onorracsn 
cxpcndituro of time and money and by on cfUcicnt stafT alrocHt 
unlimited in numbers, of Civil and Military officers. Tlie Civil 
servants in bis time hod not mifllcicnt aequainfoneo with the 
country nor were the\ numerous onougli, to do it and trust could 
not be placed in tho natives. It thus bceamo nico^ary to ruloj-t • 
scheme upon an extensive plan and then, fore cm the J^mirnbrs 
* Sm Aiv«»Li. 
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•was tluo'^Ti tlie omis of paying tlie leveuiie It was cousideiecl 
tliat they -weiepei-soiis of pioperty, and if an occasional bad season 
prevented them fiom collecting foi a time the under-payments 
from the rjmts, they could afford to grant that delay 

The punctuabty of pa}Tnent fiom the Zemindam was enforced 
by the penalty of confiscation of tbeir estates m case of delay. Of 
course powers were given to the Zemnidai to coUect from tlie ryot, 
but Lord Cornwallis cbrected the Com-ts m each pio-raice to settle 
details, wlncb be necessarily left open, according to tbe law and 
usages of tbe country, meainug that in no case sbould tbe ryot 
pay more than tbe peigimnab rate He could not anticipate 
that tbe business of these Courts would mciease so rapidly, nor 
that they would, as they ceitamly did, neglect to discbaige tbeir 
duties He meant to protect all parties from tbe oppression exei- 
cised by former collectors, to encom-age tbe Zemindar to pro- 
mote cultivation, by claiming only a fixed tax ; and to enable tbe 
Courts to see justice done to tbe lyots But m too many cases tbe 
rigid exactions of tbe tax-gatbeiei, unmodified by any of tbe pro- 
positions mtioduced by Lord ComwaUis, were earned out , and it 
undoubtedly happened, that tbe sales of estates for non-jiayment of 
revenue were much more frequent than bad been an-facipated. 
Some portion of this evil must m justice be attributed to tbe 
Zemindars themselves, who often mdulged m reckless extravagance, 
and largely exceeded tbeir mcomes In other instances, certainly, 
large properties were sacrificed and famibes rumed, •from not allow- 
ing sufficient tune for tbe Zemmdai to made arrangements with 
tbe ryot 

These e-vils were of course not felt foi some time after tbe 
departure of Lord Cornwallis from India There can be no doubt 
that, bad be remamed there, be would have taken caie that bis 
plans sbould have been executed accordmg to "the spurt, and not 
tbe letter of tbe regulations But bis successors were ngid m tbeir 
appbcation of tbe iniles, and the distress which this occasioned 
brought undeserved blame on tbe system ^

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The ohjecbons to o permonent system are very plausible, but 
the reasons which mduced Lord Cornwallis to adopt tlm course will 
best be understood a perusal of his Mmutes. 

Some modem wntere, who hare taken a rely superficial now 
both of 'RnglaTid and of India, hare asserted that any European 
Btateaman would be thought mad, who imposed a permanent land- 
tax. They forget that the Zemipdar settlement closely resembles 
the land tax m England, which was originally ’fixed at 4a in tho 
pound on the then value of land, and is mmnahle in its gross 
amount Tho result is, that no impediment has been thrown in 
the wav of improvement, and m those distncts where buildings, or 
great agncultnral improvements have augmented the nnnnftl vnluo 
of the land, the tax is hardly felt For instance, m tho ponsh of 
St Slarylebonei a fraction of ^ in the pound is tho limit whilo in 
some other places, it reaches ^ Cd or 8s m the pound. 

Other syitema have been adopted m other ports of India. Up 
to 1802, when the Comatio was annexed, the bmd rovcnucs of tho 
Idadraa Preadoncy were formed. Then an attempt was made to 
put it on a different footing but all the echemes, and botctbI were 
tned, foilW. ^Tien Sir Thomas Slunro' became Governor ho in 
troduced tho Eyotwar 8^•stom, which os yet has not boon replaced 
by any other Under it on annual vnlnation is made of every 
parcel of laud held b} an oocupior and ho is assessed for on aseumed 
portion of tho rovonuo to be raised m his district. But tho os- 
gossoTB who dischorgo this duty oro natives, and it has long been 
known that hardly m a single instance liavo they shown themselves 
inacccssiblo to temptabons to offlcas tho tax unduly and thus great 
expense is meurred and no proportional income obtamod. Tho 
revonno also is gradually diminislung 

In the North western Provinces tho Yillago system is pursued, 
whicli m one respect at least olosoly rostnnblos tho Zemindar 
systom, sinco in eo^ instance o fixed sum is raised, but that sum is 
assessed m one caso upon tho villngi in tho other on tho Zemindar 
in botli tho propc^t^ may bo sold to mako up any deficicnn 
Under tbo ^ illago system, tho share of tho Goiemmcnt is botwivn 
one-half and two-tlurds of tlic jiroducc Laltorlv this s\btcm has 
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been made almost perpetual, as it Las been fixed foi 30 yearn In 
all tliese anangements there aie many details, modes of mei easing 
or dimmislung assessments, &c , &c , mto which it would be supei- 
fluous heie to entei 

The Judicial legulations, promulgated about the same time, 
come next m impoidance 

The first real authority acquired by tlie Company m Bengal 
was, as has been already stated, in 1765, when Shah Alem con- 
ferred on them in pei*petmty the Dewanny authonty, and anange- 
ments were made with the Nabob, Nazim ud Dowlah, the son of 
IVEeer Jatfier, for intrustmg the administration of the Subahdaii to 
a Naib, or Deputy, appomted by the advice of the Governor m 
Conned Under this poivei all the pemons concerned m admmis- 
termg justice, except in Calcutta, were natives 

In 1772, some alterations were made Two Courts weie esta- 
bhshed m each coUectorate the Dewanny foi the cognizance of 
Civd cases, presided ovei by the coUectoi as actmg for the Dewan , 
and the Foujdariy, or ciimmal courts, wheie natives piesided, whde 
the collector attended, to see that justice was done to all parties 
Appeals lay from these to two Supenoi Courts at Calcutta — the 
Dewanny Sudder Adawlut, and the Nizamut Sudder Adawlut 

]\Ir Hastings, finding the duties press too heavdy upon him, 
removed the latter Court to Moorshadabad, where Mahomed Eeza 
Klian, already mentioned, presided as Naib Nazim For pohee 
pm-poses, native officers called Foujedars, with a proper estabhsh- 
ment of armed men, were appomted to each of the fourteen districts 
mto which Bengal was divided 

No material alterations were made until 1780, when a judge 
(Su E Impey) was permanently put at the head of the Sudder 
Dewanny In 1781, ,the Foujedars weie abolished, and pohee 
authority conferred on the judges of the Dewanny Adawlut, and m 
some cases on the Zemindar and the collector, as well as upon the 
darogah of the Nizamut Adawlut. 

Such was the state of the judicial department when Lord Corn- 
wallis arrived m India m 1786 The evils which arose from this 
system are easy to conceive In those days few Europeans had 
sufficient knowledge of the language or the habits of the natives 
to be competent judges, and when natives were the sole judges 
corruption generally prevailed to an unlimited extent. It was 
easier to perceive the objections to this system than to obviate 
them, and it was not tall Lord Cornwallis had been some tune m 
India, that he attempted to remodel the whole The establish- 
ment of a new system of pohee for Calcutta itself was his first 
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step. Hifl next yna the abahtion, in 1790, of the office of Naib 
N arrm, and the Company then assumed the cnminnl, ns they had 
preTioualy done the aTil, jurisdiction over the whole country 
Ixiid Cornwallis a plans were matured before the commence- 
ment of 1790, and promnlgated early in that year 

First, m regard to the Girfl Courts, he began by depriving all 
persons engaged in collecting the revenue of anv judicial autho- 
rity considering that, in quesbons where the Government was con- 
cerned, they conid never be looted upon as impartial, and that 
the discharge of judicial functions must occupy much of the tune 
which ought to be devoted to revenue afiairs. The Courts of the 
lowest class were those of native commissionors , these were ex 
ceedmgiy numerous, but though they might hear cases under 50 
rupees, thev could enforce no decree wiSiout tlio authority of a 
Superior Court * Next above these were the ^tllah Con^t^ m 
which a European preaided, assisted by a European registrar and 
by a Hindoo and a Mahommedan aase^or who advised on questions 
of Bucceaaion, mamagee, caste, and other institutiona afTectmg tho 
law of thear respective religions. 

This Court hoard all avil srats of a local nature ns well as 
thoso in which the defendant resided withm tho limits of tho idllah 
or aty From those lay on appeal to tho Provincial Courts, which 
were also Courts of primary jurisdiction. Three covenanted scr 
vants sat in each thoir bnainew was to hear appeals, to try all 
causes remitted to them by Government, or by tho Sadder Dowunn) 
Adawlut to receive such complamts of corruption, Ac., as might 
be brou^t against the infcnor judges, and to report ujion them to 
tho Sadder Dewaony Adawlut This was tho Supremo Court, and 
consisted of tho Gorernor-Gcncral and jrembers of Council, and to 
them laj tho final appeal, hut only when tho amount cireedfd 
1000 rupees. An ultimato appeol lay to tho King in Council, bat 
tho limit of tho amount was not sottlcd. In 17D7 it was fixed at 
50 000 rupees. 

Tho Criminal Courts were composed proctleally of tho some 
persons tho Govornor-Gcneml and Council, for tlio Sudder 
mmut Adawlut the provincial courts made two annual circuits 
withm thoir jurisdictions and Iho rflloli and city judges octo<l 
mogistmtes, both in inflicting punidiment for tnfUng ofiVnees, and 
• in taking preliminary proceedings m ctimmal co*o?<. 

But tho greatest altcrotion in the ndminirtmtioa of cmoiasl 
justico was cfic'ctcd by discanhng nod obnipating stvcnil 3Wa«i 
me<lan laws hitlicrto oded njioQ.

English habits Rehgious disabilities, and circumstances connected 
Avith caste and other causes, Aveie held to rendei AAutnesses mca- 
pable of giAung evidence Such difficulties Avere noAV disiegaided , 
the AAitnesses Avere obhged to attend, and the assessoi AAas called 
upon to say Avhat the decision Avould have been, if no objection to 
receivmg then eAudence had existed 

Many minor regulations Aveie made, to avoid offending, as far as 
possible, the feelings and prejudices of tlie natives, especially m cases 
concemmg females , and the Avhole plan shoAved an anxious desire 
to remove all the evils of the former s)’'stems, and to substitute for 
them only such portions of the European laAv as might be abso- 
lutely necessary 

At this tune no Europeans, except mihtary officers and cove- 
nanted servants, Avere alloAred to leside out of Calcutta, AAothout 
a special hcense AU natives and foreigners Avere amenable to the 
Zdlah and other Comts, and Biitish subjects themseNes AAnre 
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bonnd under lieayj penalfaea; to lubnut to thefe courtu of jndi 
cature, m cases under 500 rupees. In c rimin al cases, Europeans 
Trero always sent for tnal to Calcutta- Calcutta, and a small sur 
rounding district, had a junadiction of its own, both citA and 
c nmin al and all cases, whether Europeans or nntrres were con 
oemed, were tried in the Supreme Court, before judges nominated 
by the Crown. 

The strong objechons whndiLord ComwnUis cntertamedtotlio 
administration of Tndm by natives of influence and rank made him 
anxious to extend to the Zemindary of Baiarcs the system mtro- 
duced m Bengal Bahor and Onsea. But it was first necewnry that 
the Eajah of Benares should relinquish cerfain functions (almoct 
regal) which the Company had allowed him to exerciso, although 
they demed that ho had any nght to claim thorn- The task of 
obtaining this renunciation was confided to Ur Duncan, who^ after 
a long and difficult negociation, succeeded m his object, hut the 
arrangement was not finally concluded till October 27, 1704 

Such 18 a brief outline of the judicial system orgnnised by Lord 
Comwallxs, and which, with alight modifications, still exists, ^o 
people ore moro litigious than tho inhabitants of India, and the 
fccility afforded to ^ persons to epply at very tnllmg expense 
to the Courts, m support of claims rial or nnaginaiy occasioned 
such on enormous number of amts, that the judges wore over 
whelmed with labour In a congle distnct 80 000 cases wore in 
170ii brought before one judgi^ and tho delay m giving judgment 
was in fact almost a denioJ of justice. An incrcoso of tho nuraber 
especially of native judges, has mitigated tins oril but it w to ho 
feared, that considcnng tho chametor and disposition of the nindocH, 
the system may hnvo encouraged chicane and fulso claims, and thus 
liavo m fact rather impeded tho course of real justice , hut no better 
plan has over been proposed. 

Similar remarks, but In a mmor degree, may bo applied to tho 
cnmmal Courts. Thero tho delay occurs mainlv in tho prclimb 
nary stage of investigation, and arises from tho difficult) of giring 
any crcdenco to witnesses, in a country where events stated 
facts wQl bo supported by tho most dircrt and positivo terfimoav 
though no such orents liavo ever occurred, and tho whole trstlmony 
IS tliercforo utter!) fitlse. Under such circurastnnees, no nfjnlaUom 
con bo perfectly efficacious for securing the dno admlniriratHm of 
justice 

Tho state of tlio pohco * is closely connccte<l with the odmiaf** 
tration of jnstice

This s^^tem Mas ^er}’ plausible, and 
at first perhaps efficacious, but like most Oiiental institutions, it 
had fallen into decay and disordei. 

"With a yiCM to restore cfiicacy to the police. Lord CoinMallis 
dmded the mIioIc countiy into disiiicts of about tMcnty miles 
square In each Mas a Uarogjih, Mitli an establishment of aiTued 
men, appointed by the magistrate of the Zillah The Parogah 
had poMer to accept bail in certain cases and in some classes of 
2)etf\’^ offences he Mas empoMcred to decide at once, but, as a 
general rule, he sent all pri'^oncrs to the magistrates 

The pasbaiis, pykes, and other Milage guards, were placed 
under Ins autlionty, but Aacancies in then numbers Mere to be 
filled up by the Zenundars In large toMiis such as Patna, Dacca, 
and Mooi'shadabad, a similai plan Mas adopted, Mith modifications 
smted to the difference behieen niral and toMii populations Li 
Benares, i\rr Duncan bebeved that he could maintain a more 
efficient police tlirough the assistance of the Zemindar, and accord- 
mgly that provmce was exempted from the general airangement, 
which extended only to Bengal, Bahar, and Onssa 

This system lasted till 1807, Mhen it M^ns foimd advisable to 
call for more assistance bom the Zemmdars The lallage guaids had 
been all (hsmissed, and it does apjiear that the officers of pohee, 
appomted m their room, were not only very inferior in numbei to 
those they had superseded, but weie qmte unequal to the task 
imposed upon them. Other changes have bem time to bme been 
mtroduced, but the pobce of Bengal even now is fai bom bemg m 
a satisfactory state.

Nepanl smce Captam Erkpotnck s deputation was first proposed, 
I think it IS still advisable to allow hrm to proceed, and as the 
differences between the Eajah of Nepenl and the Chmese appear to 
be compromised, hia instructions upon that head may now bo limited 
to his endeavonnng to odcertom what were the causes of the war 
in order that we may be able to judge of the beet mode of acting as 
mediators m case of a revival of the quarrel on any future occasion. 

The other objects of the deputation I think shonld bo — let to 
assure the Rajah of the friendly disposition of this Govemmont 
towards him, and of our desire to encourage a free commercial 
mtercourse between the two cotmtnes 2ndly to induce the Go* 
remment of Nepanl to pay the stnetest attention to the late com 
mercial treaty Srdly to effect, if poaaible, a final scttloment of all 
boundary disputes 4thly to make general observations on tho 
form of Government, and on the religion, manners, and custoras of 
the inhabitants Sthly to mquire mto tho nature of tbo trodo 
which the people of Nopnul carry on with Thibet and Tartory and 
whether any articles of Rntish export could find a rent in tlioM 
channels Cthly to endeavour to ascertain what articles of Rritudi 
or Bengal monufiicture are most suitable to tho consumption of 
Nepanl, and to obtam a knowledge of tho manufactures and tlio 
intomal productions of that country 7thly to acquire as much 
information ns may bo practicablo of tho roods ond goc^raphy of 
Nepaul and tho noighbountig countnea.

HoNOTJEABLE Sir and Sirs, Madras, Jan 27, 1793 

When I heard that the Honourable Board was resolved to 
proclaim Serfojee, the adopted son of the late Bajah of Tanjore, 

* Berkendosses were little else than bands of plunderers, with some mUitaiy organization 
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presnmptive hen of the present Eajoh, and that he mis to succeed 
hnn m cose the present Rajah should die ■without having a son 
bom of hifl lawfully mamed wife (for that seems to bo the meaning 
of the word presmnptiTe heir) the following thoughts occurrcil to 
my mind, which I beg leave to disclose to your Honour. 

I thought if Serfojee is proclaimed presumptive success or 
heir to the throne of Tanjore, then he stands a poor, or perhaps no 
chance at all, of inheriting the country for — 

His ExoeTlency the present Rajah is hut 43 years old, and is 
now marrying one, or as some eay two wives — he may thcroforo 
have a 00 m 

But if he does not have a son, he may take an iniant, declaring 
hrtg to be hifl own son, bom of hia wife his hatred and jcolousr 
of Serfojee makes this conjecture very probable. The sumo has 
been done at Tanjore by Aperoop the lawful but barren wifo of 
Serfojee Rajah. 

Or the present Rajah may adopt another man s son. This is 
moro than a conjecture ho has already declared it to bo his m 
tanbon, being resolved to adopt Nonah Sohebs son. TIus hanah 
Sahob IS the son of a concuhioo. 

^loreorer I thought that the present Rnjah, liaving, as many 
people well versed m tho Shastcr of tho Hindoos think, and os 
(tomo of those very pmubts who formerly gavo their opimon m 
favour of the present Rajah allow no legal right to tho throne 
of Tanjore, he could not lawfully make it over to his ion (if bo 
had a eon) as long as tlie lawful heir was ahvo. Can )io giro 
away that which is not his own ? and shall on error once com 
mittcd to tho prejudico of the lawful heir bo conhnncil, so 
to supersede tlie true and lawful heir for over or annfliilnto hn 
nght? 

It may be said that it would reflect on tho decision formerly 
made m favour of tho present Rajnh but in my humble ojanion 
that decision was conditional supposing tho justice of tho opinion^ 
given by the pundits bnt as their opinion la found to U iU 
grounded, tho decision built upon it, ono might tlunk, would cfa*" 
to bo valid. 

Those few thoughts'! beg leave to submit to 'vour mature coo- 
sidemtHra.

You uoie ficquninted in oui lellcr b} tlic Pitt Hint 
ue slionld inforni you lu our next despatches of our nnswci to 
those from IMndms, m ulucli they gjne us notice of then intention 
to delay the exccntion of tlie tieaty nitli tlic Pajnh of Tanjoie, 
and the dehvciT of the Eajali’s countr}* to linn, until the} should 
receive our fiutlier authority for that purjioso It appeared to us 
that his conduct touards Seifo]ee and the uidous of the late 
Eaiah, as veil as the orders he gaie for putting to death the 
Paicany ‘ on the strange susincioirs that he stated, might be m 
some measure attnbuted to piofligacy and baibniity of chsposition, 
but pnncipally to dei'nngement of mind, and, iiudei these im- 
pressions, ne thought that it would at present be highly imad- 
Ansable to entnist lum -with the management of so laliinble a 
county*, even if the season had not been so fai ad^allccd, and he 
had acceded to the tenns of the new agieement pioposed to him 
by the Ghivemment of Madras 

"We theiefore approved of their letaming the maungement of 
the coimtiy of Tanjoie m the hands of then officers to tlie end of 
the current revenue-year, and w'e obseiTed that, before its ex- 
puation, the Eajali and Ins advisei's w oiild not only have time to 
reconsider the grounds upon winch he refused to agiee to the 
terms of the treaty, but the Government w'ould be able to judge 
whether he had so far recovered a pioper temper of mind as to 
render it safe, m the event of his acqmescmg m the conditions that 
were offered to him, to put the affairs of his countiy under Ins own 
control and authority 

The humane attention and assistance that Mi Swartz had 
given to the distresses of Seifojee and the widows, afforded us the 
greatest satisfaction, and we requested that our sentiments of his 
conduct might be communicated to him. 

We have the pleasure to acquamt you that Serfojee and the 
widows, accompamed by Mi Swartz, aie arrived at Madras

I have accordingly notified to the Cfiuef of tlxat nation at Blohc the 
reply Tyhich yon Imve made to my application, and have desired 
the Goremment of Bombay not to molest the three villages which 
yon have named in yonr letter 

On the subject of the Talooks, which yon represent to be rtfll 
dotamed by tbe Peahwn and by tbe Nimm, I am compelled to 
observe tbat tbe accoonta which I receive from those Powers on 
the situation of the Talooki, many of which they state still to bo 
in the poeseesian of yonr ofiSeerB, notwithstondmg that they are 
porticnlaily expressed m tho schednlo to the Treaty of Senngopo 
tarn ofl ceded to them, differ so widely from the ropresontationa 
which I receive from yon, that I cannot protend to form any 
decision on tho subject It la my earnest wish, as I am confldeat 
it is the deeiro of the Peshwu, tho Nuam, end yonrselt that these 
boftmdary arrangements should be settled m an amicaUo manner 
and as rt can answer no nsefol purpose to contmno a corrcspondenco 
replete with unpleasant altercations, on subjects which in many 
mstoncea owe theu nae to tho htigions disposibon of annuls and 
subordinate offiloers on both sidea, and which until tho bonndoncs 
are finally settled must occur I recommend, os the most hT^cly 
mode by which theso nneertmn Talooks can bo decided on, tbat in 
yonr correspondence with either of those powers on such subjects, 
yon adopt the mcosuro which I have suggested in m) fonnor letter* 
to yon relative to the Ixmndancs at Canvenpoor of deputing mtcl 
ligont and expenencod anmoons to tho spot who will make tlio 
necessary mvestigations, and will conform to tho article of tho 
Treaty of Seringnpatom expressly insortod to answer tho end of 
deciding the claim* of tho rei^iectTvo powers to tho Talooks on tho 
boimdanes. 

I am surprised at tho request contamod in yonr letter rolativo 
to tho garrison stationed in the fort of Sudoscoghar, on tho pert of 
the people of Goa yon oro doubtless well informed that tto 
English Goremments have no authonty over tho Government of 
Goo, wluch Is a settlement bclongmg to tho Portngneso (and lie 
fort of Sndasooghnr was not token by cither of tho power* In 
allinuco). It IS thoreforo a subject m which I cannot intcrfi'n 
and I can only obsonro that your opplieotion for the porticuUn 
of this transaction should bo made to tho Government of Goo, ea 
wIkjso port you state that tho garrison is placed in tlmt fort 

With respect to tho subject contained m yonr U ttor rilsbre to 
tho pesheush fnnn Knmool I have alrcadj commnnicntfd ror 
timcnts to Sir John Kennaway for tho Nixnms informntjon and* 
IwTo no (Innht that this matter will l»o adjusted in a manner thi 
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sliall be consistent nitli tlie justice due to nil pnities, and confonn- 
nbly to tlic fncndly system exi'^ting between cncli other 

I tnist thnt Golaum jVlly IGiaii* nnd Ally Ueza- ImTO tmns- 
nutted to you the copy of n letfer nlnch I directed should bo 
MTitton to them, stating the intelligence mIiicIi I have icccived of 
piisonei'S still detained vithm your dominions, contiaiy to the 
treatj' which sti])ulatcs that they shall bo iclcased I have not 
yet leceived any rejily to it, but should consider myself deficient 
on my part if I did not inform you of such accoimts as I have 
received of pnsoners still detained, and of some thnt are even at 
Seimgapatam A person named Beechei was taken pnsonei on 
the sea-coast, and was sent to Bednoic near tliree years ago, and 
from thence to Seringapatam, fiom n hence he made Ins escape in 
November last, nnd arrived at TeUichony, Avheie he infoimed 
General Abercromby that theie are stdl several Englislnnen and 
some women, as well as native tradesmen, vho were taken pri- 
soners with General j\Iathens I will not trouble yon mth the 
examination of the names of the people who have made then 
escape, aftei the repeated assurances nluch veie made to me 
on youi part tliat there weie no persons detamed natlun youi 
dominions, but their escape tends to confirm tlie appiehension in 
my mmd thnt this article of the Trent}’’ of Seimgapatam has not 
been executed, I request that you will give mimediate oiders on 
this subject, that the doubts wliich from these cucmustances must 
anse m the mind of the Peshwa, the Nizam, and m my oini, 
of yom mtentions to execute the treaty m tins lespect^ may be 
removed. 

The conduct of the Aumildar of Ave-acomchy, who has, as he 
represents, by your orders, taken possession of villages belougmg 
for fifty years and upwards to the Pohgar of Yeiepatchee, a subject 
of the Company, has been commumcated to me, and has been 
made known to yom Yakeels at Madras It is not possible that 
his conduct m this respect can have been m consequence of yom 
oiders, for while faendship subsists between us, how can sucfi 
hostile measmes be adopted m pursuance of the oixlers of eithei 
Govemment. I have that confidence m your fiiendly disposition 
as to hojie that you wdl apply the necessary remedy to this evd,

I have received your letter dated the 13th instant, inclosing 
the letters from Colonel Bmitlnvaite and Colonel Bruce’ and the 
ansivei from the Boaid , and I mil most readily, at yoiii request, 
give you my sentiments freely on the line vliich Government ought 
to observe in the tmnsmission of militar}" orders 

In all cases ■where secrecy and de'qiatch are not reqiusite, they 
should be sent tiu-ough the Coinmanchng Otlicer of the army, both 
because men accustomed to military biismess mil anange the 
details necessar}'- for their execution wnth more piecision, and be- 
cause it ■wtU tend to suppoit, the consequence and authority of the 
Commander-m-Chief 

In circumstances ■where despatch alone is lequired, Government 
should m the first mstance trammut the orders to the officer -who is 
to execute them , but should lose no tune m forw'arding copies of 
them to the Commandmg Officer, that he may not be exposed to the 
ndicule and consequent contempt ■w'^hich must attend lus appearing 
ignorant of ■what is passmg m the army ivluch he is supposed to 
command, and that he may have an opportumty of suggesting any 
addition or improvement m the final execution. But, if the service 
should like'wise be of a secret nature, the commumcation should be 
limited to a bare notification that orders have been sent to certam 
officers or corps, until Government are of opinion that more full 
information may mth propriety be given to him 

The subdi-vision of the troops, under officers commanding sepa- 
rate distracts, must tend to simplify the pubhc busmess, and to 
render the management of so un-wieldy a machme as an army 
much less compheated, when ordei-s are conveyed m the manner I 
have lecommended , and it has besides the additional advantage,

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that on oEBcer of rank, and wlio is clinrged mth a considcrnWo 
degree of rc^nsibility la constanfly at hand to atop the bcgumings 
of ony disturbances tiat miglit onse either amongst the troops, or 
m the country The authority of Government and of the Com 
mander m Chieli will easily prevent those oflSceis from embamiffling, 
instead of promoting, the public eemce, by their tronblesome and 
ill founded jeolousiee, or by mistaken ideas of their own importonco 

"What I have said is parfacnloriy applicable to the cose of your 
having only a temporary Commanding Officer of the troops. But 
the farms that I have recommended should be mvariably observed 
even when the Commander m Chief is a Member of ConncD and 
Government, by avoiding detafla m that deportment, vrfll bo m its 
proper place as a gopermtendmg and general controlling power m 
the same manner os is practised with regard to the deportments of 
Revenue and Commerce. 

It may be considered as a general truth, that all armies have a 
propensity to relaxation and that stnet habits of sabordmation, 
which constitute the essence of military discipline, can only bo 
maintained m any army by the strong and oipcncnced hand of a 
mflitnry commander 

The Governments m this country shonld always keqj a watch 
fnl oy© npon their rospootiTo Conunanders-m-Chief and oxorciso a 
completo authority over them. And when they see reason to 
disapprove of therr conduct, it will bo their duty to endeavour by 
representation to effect their remoTak But until they can be 
removed, and portiouhitiy m cases where Coramandci»-in-Cliief arc 
evidently deserving of confldcncc, thoir consoqnenco with the troofH 
under thoir command should, in order to render them ustful in 
therr stations, bo decidedly suf^iorted.

In yonr letter you nlludo to tbo important qucjrtJon of the 
porpetmty of the Decennial Settlement and I linvo tJio very prrot 
satisfaction to inform yon tlint the snmo conveMin<*e which 
this, comes out an approbotion ond eonfirrantion of vonrj-entimrnt* 
on that pubjecL It lia^ been lonp rd<lavo<l llian J oApect*-’! I'^t 
the delay was nnavoidabtt Knowing tliat tlu Dinetor^moul I net 
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be induced to take it up so as to consider it witb any degiee of 
attention, and knowing that some of tlie most leadmg ones among 
them beld an opinion different botk from your Lordslnp and me on 
tlie question of perpetmty, and feelmg that there was much lespect 
due to the opmion and authority of Sir Shoie, I thought it m- 
dispensahly necessary both that the measme must ongmate with 
the Board of Control, and likewise that I should mduce Mi Pitt to 
become my partner m the final consideration of so imj)ortant and 
controverted a measme He accordmgly agreed to shut himself 
up vuth me foi ten days at Wimbledon, and attend to that business 
only Charles Grant staid with us a great jiart of the tune After 
a most mmute and attentive consideration of the whole subject, I 
had the satisfaction to find Mr Pitt entuely of the same opmion 
with us We theiefoie settled a despatch upon the ideas we had 
formed, and sent it down to the Coml; of Duectors 'V\Tiat I 
expected, hap2)ened, the subject was too laige for the consideration 
of the Duectoi-s m general, and the few who knew anythmg con- 
ceimng it, understandmg from me that Mr Pitt and I were decided 
m om opmions, thought it best to acqmesce, so that they came to 
a lesolution to adopt entuely the despatch as transmitted by me 
The subject I have just wrote upon, naturally leads nie to 
advert to what your Loidship has so often urged me upon — the 
finding a proper successor to you. I can assure your Lordship, 
you have never imposed any task upon me that I have found more 
difficult to accomplish. The truth is, that I had almost despaired 
of it, and it is not a month smce I had determmed to write to you 
entreating you to lemam a few months more, and piomismg that, if 
we did not find a successor m the course of the wmtei to our mmd, 
I would come out to India myself, the moment the charter of the 
East India Company should be settled, sooner than which tune it 
was impossible foi me to leave this country I trust, however, that 
what we have now resolved upon, will, under all circumstances, 
meet with your approbation In considermg the proceedings of 
yom Government oh the Decermial Settlement, although Mv Shore 
differed from you on the question of perpetmty, it was impossible 
to consider the whole of that subject without admmng his talents, 
mdustry, and candour Mr Pitt and I theiefore agreed to recom- 
mend bun to the Coiud of Directors as provisional successor to you. 
He had some difficulties on account of domestic circumstances — 
Mrs Shore, ^ to whom he is much attached, not bemg m a condition 
to attend lum immediately He is willing either to remam for a 
few yeai^s at the head of the Government, oi to become second m 
' Jlre, Shoic, b 17C1, <1 July 13, 1S31 
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Hiinncn, if wo think it nglit, upon further mquliy to send out any 
other person from this countrv or to como home ngnin, if that suits 
our omingcmontB best "U o hare got grout credit by recommend 
mg hnn for this appointment, and from the high opimon you 
entertain of him, I tiust you will bo satisfled with it. 

I wrote to the King who is at Wovmonth, gmng hnn my 
rwisons for adopting this mcftsuro, and I send you a copy* of tho 
letter ho wrote in answer to mina Ho is in perfect health and 
delighted beyond description with nil tho recent orents of India. 
I know not which he admires most your conduct of the war or tho 
pence hr which yon hare concluded it Tho King wishes Aber- 
crombie to succeed ron ns Commander in Olucf with a seat m tho

I sliall lihowi«o have time to explain fuUv to Sir Shore tho 
prinaph's of the j)lan whicli lias been adopted by tlu^ Govemment 
at mv rcconimiTidatton, for tlio future collection of the revenars, 
and for a regular and cfilcicnt odimnistmtion of justico m tlio 
lU ngal Provinces and to amil myself of tho suggestions whicli lus 
nal and obilitj may enable lum to give rao for establishing tho 
sjTrtcm npon a solid and permanent foundation.

Havmg promised m my letter to you by the ]\ranslup that I 
would not leave India befoie a successor arrived, and bemg so 
deeply mteiested in the success •of our affairs in this coiujtiy, that 

I woidd suffer anything rathei than contribute to put mto 

the Chau even foi a month, I was im-wilbng to give any notice of 
my mtended resignation to the country Powers, oi to make any 
pubhc prepaiations foi it, previous to the arrival of the packet 
The very long passage which the Tartai made, has now reduced me 
to the necessity of decidmg whetlier I ivould hazard the ill 
consequences to the pubhc affairs of a sudden and abrupt departure, 
01 contmue some months longer m Bengal ; and, although the 
chmate of the appioachmg season is not veiy mvitmg, I have not 
hesitated to piefer the latter. . . . 

I shall be very anxious to hear how y6u have settled the 
business of the Charter, of which I think the mihtaiy part the most 
difficult, although perhaps it may not be so immediately troublesome 
to you as that which relates to the Comi; of Directors I have 
nevei yet been able to form any satisfactory plan for the Indian 
army, but I am fully persuaded that it cannot go on long on its 
present footmg 

I transmit to the Court of Duectoi-s by this opportumty a copy 
of my Mmute on the subject of the separation of the collection of 
the revenue from the judicial authority, which has obtained the 
sanction of the Board , you will perceive that I have made a few 
alterations smce I sent it to you, they were suggested by some of 
the most able men m this settlement, and when I have completely 
earned the plan mto execution, I shall feel not only that I have 
secured the most important advantages to the natives, but that I 
have struck at the root of the abuses which so long disgraced the

tions, the revenue ■wdl be nearly equal to the amount at which it 
was stated m Tippoo’s schedules 

Indian pohtics contmue much the same Scmdia is still at 
Poona, and there is at present no appearance of his leavmg that 
place , the Nizam’s Government is as feeble and disjomted as evei 
Tippoo’s first klust is paid to both those Powers, and his Vakeels 
have notified that a second may be soon expected. Ca^itam Kirk- 
patrick has been i eceived ■with great civihty by the Eojah of Nepaul , 
and Welsh remains at Gwahatty, where he is endeavommg (but

I observe that the consideration of the military establishment of

Some time ago I communicated to you my intention 
of returmng to Europe at the expuation of a feiv montlis, and I 
represented the chief motive for defeiimg my depaitme, which m 
consideration of the assiuances tliat I made to you at Seiinga- 
patam on receivmg charge fiom you of the young Piinces, is 
almost wholly coniined to the expectation that before the tune 
which I have fixed for my departure shall arrive, I shall he enabled 
to return them to you After the repeated declarations which I 
have received from you that there aie no prisoners confined withm 
your domuubns, and after the solemn attestation of Heaven to all 
acts and m particulai to this of releasmg all that shall be alive, 
which was pm-posely mserted m the treaty relative to the prisoners, 
I cannot but be surprised at the frequent information which I have 
received imder many corroboiatmg cucnm stances, of several Eu- 
ropeans bemg stdl detamed withm yom tenitones, and which I 
have regularly transmitted to you It cannot now be necessary 
for me to assure you that my earnest desne to live m harmony 
and to cultivate a smcere fnendship with your state, -will never 
permit me to attend to the desigmng conduct of mterested persons, 
who may be desuous to disturb the tranquillity and goodwill that 
prevails, nor am I ready to pay attention to the repoids wluch 
men who may have made their escape, may make to me under 
the unpulse of revenge for the suffermgs which they may have 
undergone, unless I may be mduced to give them credit from the 
crrcumstantial detad of corroboratmg facts , and it has been with 
the view of defeatmg the pernicious tendency of too easy a behef, 
that I have informed you of every pomt winch has come to my 
knowledge, that you might duect the release of those who "“on 
enquiry you might have found to be m confinement, and that you 
might by means of the same enquiry have obtamed a knowledge 
of the fate of those who once your prisoners may be no more, par- 
ticularly of the fate of two officers of cavalry who were taken at 
Oanvenpatam, and of a surgeon who was taken m the vicmity of 
Bangalore I can therefore only repeat my earnest requests on tins 
pomt, and my rehance on your friendship and on the personal regard 
subsistmg between us, that you will renew your positive orders foi 
a mmute report on the fate of all who may be dead, and for the 
release of those who may be still alive 

Impressed by the eamastness which you display m your lettei 
to accommodate all matters still imadjusted, it will afford me an 
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inGiprcffiiblo happiness to meet yonr wiflhee, and thoso which tho 
Pnnccs have notified in their letters to me, that I will call at 
Jladraa on my way to Enropo and see them set ont, m a mann er 
consistent with our cordial mtimocy to retnm to yonu But inde- 
pendent of this motive tho personal regard which I have imbibed 
for them m discovering their good manners and disposition during 
tho penod that I had the happmesa of being in thoir company will 
always make mo anxious to soo them and to bo personally present 
at tlio happy time when, m pursnance to the engagements subsist 
ing with the Allied Powers, they shall commonco their jonmej to 
voo.

and before the v’orlcs had suffered any mateiial damage, to sur- 
render, by capitulation on the 23id ultimo. 

The particulars of the transactions of the siege, and the terms 
of the capitulation, will be fuUy detailed m the despatches of this 
Government 

It was confidently reported that a 40-gun frigate called the 
“ Sybile ” with thiee other fngates, and a convoy of troops and 
stores, were daily expected at Pondicherry from the Isle of Prance, 
and the master of a pnvateer that was taken declared that he 
sailed m company with them The " Sybile,” howevei, alone made 
its appearance during the siege with a detachment of artiUeiymen 
on boaid which were mtended to have been landed, but stood out 
to sea upon being chased by the Admnal, and after touching foi a 
few horn’s next day at Tranquebar, left the coast and has not smce 
been heard of 

I shall not enter mto any details of the state of your affairs 
m this country, but it is highly gratifying to me to know that 
you will be informed by ’the despatches from all the Presi- 
dencies, that they are m every respect m a most flourishing con- 
dition. 

As a ship of war cannot be spared to cany me to England, and 
no pubhc reason renders it necessary to postpone any longer my 
lesignation of the Supreme Government, it is my mtention to

Yonr Lordship’s sentunents witli respect to tiie appointment of 
Governors for India, I tnist have been duly attended to, with 
respect to the appomtment of Loid Hobart to the Government of 
Madras A similar attention, as far as cucumstaiices vtU admit, 
will be paid to yom* Loidship’s sentiments ivith lespect to futme 
appomtments And though I have already fully stated the leasons 
winch led to the appomtment of Sir Jolm Shore, I must obseiwe 
that your Lordship’s letter on the subject of Governors for India, 
was not received till seveial months after that appomtment took 
place, and I could not, of course, avail myself of yom Lordship’s 
sentiments on that subject. . . . 

Tour letter on the tax on spirituous liquors bemg likely to prove 
a full compensation for the abohtion of the Sayer duties, cannot but 
be satisfactory, more especially as we have already given our sanc- 
tion to that measure . . . 

I have not had tune to attend with that accmacy I wished to 
the papers relative to your Lordship’s plan for ‘‘separatmg the 
judicial authority from the collection of the revenue,” and though 
I have the highest confidence in the propnety of all your Lordship’s 
measures, yet as legal objections may arise on a subject of such 
infimte importance, I have thought it right, as the several papers 
with your Lordship’s last corrections are now officially before us, 
to submit them to the consideration of our Standmg Counsel, pre- 
vious to giving any directions thereon, . . . 

The arrangements for the renewal of the Company’s Charter 
have been made, and received the sanction of the legislature with 
an unanimity almost unexampled. My private and confidential 
sentiments on that subject were conveyed to your Lordship through 
Sir John Shore, and, as therem mtunated, the arrangement of the 
Indian army has been left till your Loidship’s return, and on that 
important subject your sentunents and recommendations will have 
that due weight and attention which they must necessarily ment.

On hi3 Totnrn to England, Lord Comwallis fernnd that n con 
mdomblo English army under tho command of tho Dnho of York, 
wna engngod, m conjunction with tho Anstnans, Pmssinns, and 
Dutch, m tho dofonco of FlandctB. Their con_)oint ojioratjonj! m 
1703 had been saocoasfol, but tho jealousy folt by tho two great 
German perwoTB towards each other threatened to mar tho prospects 
of 1701 

Tho Duko of Brunswick had thrown up tho comraand, and 
Pnma had employed tho Comto do Knlkronth' to canN on secret 
negoemtions wi^ hranco. To remedy this oril m porno degree it 
wni settled that tho Emperor of Germany should haro tho nominal 
command, tho Duko of lork nud iho Pnneo of Baxo Coburg^ 
octing under him at tho head of tbeir respective contingents. For 
a short timo success nttonded their exertions, but tho scale soon

coahtion would have been a disastrous event, and eveiy exeition 
was made by the othei aUied powem to avert this calamity Umty 
of action was essential to success, but umty could not exist if each 
army acted mdependently Yet the objeetions to assigmng an 
undivided command to any one General weie almost msnpeiable 
The Pnissians weie ready so fai to submit to a supeimtendmg 
authonty as to consent to seive undei the Emperoi of Germany, 
whenever he should be actually present , but should he withdraw 
from the camp, they would not obey an Austrian General The 
Austnans, on the other hand, would not serve under a Prussian 
General Eecipiocal commumcations as to their mtended opera- 
tions, mth mutual requests foi assistance, were, it is true, mter- 
changed between the Pnissians, the Austnans, and the Enghsh, 
especially by the tivo latter powers, the Duke of York bemg at all 
times the most ready to act coidiaUy mth the other Allies. But 
no plan of operations was settled, and the heartburmngs and 
jealousies daily augmented. Under these cucumstances it was 
thought advisable to send to the Contment some person of high 
reputation and eminent charactei, who might ascertam the real 
position of affaus, and whose advice would be hstened to mth 
respect Lord Cornwallis was selected to f ulfil this mission He 
had been for some time in close commumcation mth the Govern- 
ment on all matters connected mth the Low Countries, and it 
was finally arranged that he should proceed to Flanders mthout 
any ostensible command, and there discuss the subject mth the 
Duke of York, mth Marshal MuUendorf^ for the Prussians, and

Ho failed to induce the Emperor to remain m Elondcre, and before 
hifl return to England he had the mortification of hearing of tho 
batUo of Flonros, and tho fnll of Charleroi and Tprea. A Bcnes of 
similar events followed, and the increasing bad feeling between 
tho Doko of York and the Anstnon Genemls (especially Gonornl 
Clorfiut) diminished tho hope of tho Alhes redeeming thoir mis- 
fortunes by aomo bold and umtod movement Tho Anstnnns them 
selves bcf^in to feel the incapacity of their Genemls for condncting 
operations on a largo scale, and to bo sensible that their militar) 
ntnll was insnfficient to cope with tho talents of tho French Com 
mandcra and tho oathusiosm of their troops. A hint was theroforo 
thrown out from Vienna, that if tho locd rank of Field Srarahnl, 
which would place him nbovo oU tho German Genemls in tho Low 
Coantners worn conferred npon Lord Cornwallis, tl>o Emperor 
would not bo indisposed to place Iub armies under Ins command, 
and hopes wore entertained that tho Pms'nans might follow tlio 
example Cerate Sterej d jVrgcntoaa ' wos to bo sent to England 
with FOTdO definite proposilKm of this nature and Lord Spencer* 
and Mr Thomas Oronvillo* were appointed to proceed on n similar 
mission to \ icnna.

at such conduct, and convinced of the incapacity of the Prince of

Although the strong remonstrances of the Enghsh Goyem- 
ment could not be entirely disiegaided, they were but coldly 
receiyed , and as the complete ascendancy gamed by M. de Thugut 
oyer the Emperor’s nimd had by this time become apparent, by 
the withdrawal of Comte Mercy’s proposals and the eyident dis- 
mclmation to act any longer m concert with England, Lord Spencer 
and J\Ir Gienydle sohcited then recall Then request was imme- 
diately comphed with, and all further idea of confening the com- 
mand on Lord Cornwallis was abandoned.

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]\lAEQraS CoHNWALLIS TO SiR JOHN SHORE 

Dear Sir, Brome, March 12, 1794 

I intended to defer wnting to you till my letmn to toTvn, 
but on a report that the fleet is to sail immediately, I cannot run 
the risk of then not carrymg a bne from me 

I have been so much mdisiiosed smce my arrival by a trouble- 
some complamt, that I have been able to see very little of Minis- 
terial people, especially Pitt and Dundas, the latter of whom has 
likewise been m a bad state of healtL 

Ton will, I thmk, be pleased at Lord Hobart’s gomg out to 
Madras, with the provisional appomtment to succeed you m 
Bengal, whieh leaves you at perfect liberty to stay oi to come 
home according to the state of your health, or your mchnation, or 
convemence m othei respects I have had much conversation 
with Lord H, who professes the most determined lesolution to be 
perfectly correct, and wlio, from his abdities and habits of busmess, 
will I trust render important services, especially if he should lemam 
long enough at Madras, where improvement is, to my knowledge, 
much wanted. I have pomted out some persons there on whom 
I thought he could rely, and I have advised him to visit the 
Circars m person, which is, I think, the only means of obtaining 
complete information The judicial regulations aie universally 
approved, and I am assured that it will be recommended by these 
ships to extend them to Benares if possible. Duncan will, I 
believe, be made Governor of Bombay, but he must first lay the 
foundation of the judicial system at Benaies As however I am 
not sure of Duncan’s appomtment to Bombay, I should not wish it 
to be talked of 

I have given to Ministers my ideas on the future plan for the 
military establishment m India, but I have not yet had an oppor- 
tunity of talking to them about it, and I conclude it cannot be 
taken up this Session. 

I have not tune to enter on domestic affaus, our success has 
hitherto not been answerable to the exertions of Ministers However, 
the Portland Party, and mdeed everybody but Fox, Lord Lands- 
downe, and the thorough-paced Jacobins, are strenuous m support- 
mg the war 

I wish myself to remam qmet, but do not feel qmte confident 
that it wfil be so 

My disorder (which is now nearly removed) prevented my 
attendmg as an evidence on Hastings’s trial, and he has now very 
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1 t rae olT to ravno wfufoctlon.* I mn, mth

as m a subsequent one which I had with the Pnnce of AValdeck,^ it 
appears to me to have been wholly contiived by M de Thugut and 
General KoUin, Avho has the gieatest weight with the Emperoi 
and IS a tool of Thiigut’s 

General Mack acquamted me that the very day before His 
Majesty declaied his mtention of letmmng to Vienna, he sent foi 
him and oideied him to explam m the piesence of Count Merci 
and Monsiem de Thugut the whole of his plan foi the campaign, 
os well as what he thought most advisable to be done m the 
present situation of affau’s General Mack added that, durmg 
tins conference, there had been a veiy warm dispute between 
Monsieur de Thugut and himself concemmg the number of troops 
which are necessary foi caiTymg on offensive operations m this 
country, m which llie Emperor agreed thoroughly with him, and 
declaied with some degree of warmth to Monsieur de Thugut that 
he was now convmced fiom his own knowledge of what General 
Mack said, and which had been demed by all the Ministers, that 
he had not sufficient troops m this country, and that, therefore, he 
meant to •bring part of the troops now acting on the Rhine to 
jom hun 

This unexpected declaration of His Imperial Majesty com- 
pletely silenced Monsieur de Thugut for the moment, but at the 
same tune showed him that it was not Im interest that the Emperoi 
skould contmue any longei with his army, as he was able to judge 
for himself, and would not listen so unphcitly to his advice as he 
had done tdl then. 

AVhat makes me think that this surmise of General Mack may

According to the mtentaons expressed m my letter of the 
5th instant from Tomnay, I arrived heie on the 6th, and was 
honoured yesterday with an audience of PCis Imperial Majesty, to 
whom I dehvered His Eoyal Highness’s letter, and had some long 
conversations with his Ministers , but I am sorry to add that neither 
the contents of that letter, noi the earnest representations which I 
made m person to Hrs Imperial Majesty, as well as to his Muusters, 
of the mischievous effects which his departme at this critical period 
must have upon the general mterests of the alliance, appeared to 
make any material impression, nor to ajffoid me any hopes that he 
would alter his determination

Sir, Mnjcncc, June 21, 1794 

In pnrsnance of the lesolntion winch I commnmcated to 
you m my letter dated the 11th instant, I pioceeded to this place, 
and yesterday Loid JHalmeshuiy, Baron Kinlcel ^ (the Dutch llli- 
mster), and myself, met Field Marshal jMoUeudoi’f by appointment 
about ten leagues from hence on the road to his head-quarters 

I had reason, by a lettei from the Maishal, winch I found heie 
on my amyal, to expect a stiting opposition on his part to the 
requisition for the march of the Prussian troops into Flanders, and 
I was well awaie how much he would be able to strengthen Ins 
arguments against the pioposed moyeiueut, from the ciicumstance 
of Ins being actually engaged in mditarj’^ operations m tins quarter, 
and was therefore not sangume m my hopes that an}i;lnug that I 
could say would mduce him to relmqmsh the plan of opeiations m 
which he had already engaged 

He began by stating that the enemy opposed to him consisted 
of 110,000 men, and that he expected every day to be attacked by 
them. That if he should evacuate the posts he now held, the force 
under the Prmce of Saxe Teschen would not be strong enough to 
occupy them, nor even to remam on the westem bank of the 
Ehme, and that, consequently, as soon as he began his maich, the 
enemy would harass and attack his rear, he said that nothing 
should make him alter his piesent plan and pioceed to Flanders, 
but a positive oidei from the King of Pmssia to that effect , that if 
Ins Prussian Majesty should order his army to march through the 
Duchy of Luxembeig, he saw so much difficulty and danger m 
effecting it, from the numerous enemy which he should ceiiamly 
have m his rear and his flankB, and perhaps m his front, that he 
should be under the necessity of requestmg his Majesty to send 
some General who was able to conduct it, for that he felt himself 
totally unequal to such an undertaking, but that, if the King 
ordered him, he would move doivn the Ehme to Cologne, and 
proceed to Liege, or Maestncht, although he foresaw that, even by 
that route, his rear-guard would suffer consideiably , he added at 
the same time that he could not possibly be m a condition to begm 
his march m less than six weeks, and that it would take at least 
four weeks more before he could reach Liege, or Maestncht He

ho had already made and should still maho in favonr of our army 
m Flanders, by contmumg to act m this quarter upon tho plan 
which ho had commenced. IIo dwelt much on tho danger to 
which tho ompiro would bo exposed by tho removal of tho Pms- 
man-s who had lutherto been able not only to afford comploto pro- 
tection, but to act with credit and advnntago to tho common canso 
and insisted tliat when ho amvod in tho Low Countnes, thoro 
would neither bo time, nor diould ho bo in a condition, to nndor 
tako anything of sufficient importance to compensate for tho im 
TOcdiato mischief with which tho proposed mensuro would certainly 
bo attended. 

IIo then enlarged on sovctal pomis, such as tho force of tlio 
enemy tho difficulty of quitting his present situation, Ac., Ao., 
which wo wore not either by mfonnntion or local knowledge pre- 
pared to controvert nor circumstanced as wo wore could wo per 
haps properly hnro entered into a mmuto discussion of them witJi 
n Coramnndcr in Chief of a ma(di cooler disposition than Marslial 
^lollcmlorf and aHcr a very long con'vorsntion on his port to tho 
bIjoto effect ho delivered two popens’ of which tho cnclo^ aro

well performed by another person, — Mi Gienvdle was named to 
go to Vienna, and Lord Spencei was afterwaids pi evaded ujion to 
accompany him, as it was conceived that the piesence of a member 
of the Cabmet would give more weight to our piopositions and 
mduce the Court of Vienna to use moie than ordinary despatch 
Of this I was informed by liL Pitt when Colonel Boss and myself 
dmed with him on his return from the Cabmet ; and he then added, 
that Lord Spencei had desired that a mditary man should go with 
him, to assist him m combatmg any mditaiy objections which might 
be started by the Austnans, and that it had been agreed by his 
Majesty’s Mmisters, and waimly approved by Lord Spencer, that, 
from the knowledge which he must have acquired of the temper 
and disposition of our Alhes, by havmg attended me to the Cou- 
tment, as well as from his general chaiactei and habits of busmess.

Colonel Boss, who was on the pomt of settmg out for Scotland, 
remonstrated most vehemently agamst this nommation, and urged 
Ins want of fluency m speakmg French, and eveiy other aigument 
that could be suggested , but as ]\L Pitt and I\Ir Dundas stated 
the iTimous consequences of delay, and piessed his gomg m the 
strongest terms, he was at length so far oveiTuled as to consent to 
go, if no other expedient could be adopted m eight-and-foiiy hom-s, 
winch he most earnestly requested Mr Pitt and Mi Dundas to 
attempt The mission proceeded m a few days, as you know,

I was in hopes’ that your Loidship’s plan for new-modeUmg 
the Indian army Aiould liave been brought forward in the last 
Session of Parliament, as I should have been happy to have seen 
it carried into effect before my departure fioni this countiy Your 
Lordsliip IS Avell aware of the ATolencc of many of the officei’s on 
tins establisliilient, and lioiv difficult it -wtII be to satisfy them. 
But a State is not to give w^ay to the unreasonable demands of its 
servants And I have no doubt that the aiTangement to be foiraed 
at your Lordship’s recommendation will give satisfaction to aU 
moderate men. 

Some time after my departure Horn Calcutta, the death of 
FyzuUah Khan,® Jaghindar ofEampore, gave nse to a most daring ' 


^ The celebrated retreat of Admiral Corn- 
wallis He was overtaken on June Ifa by a

nnd the whole of the Native Cavalry (then 
foi the first time brought into action) were 
cut to pieces, owing^ to some injudicious move- 
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BSTirpatiOE and rebellion agamrt the Ymera government and 
anthonty by Qolam Mabomed Khan when a yonngejr son of 
FyzuUah TOmn, -wbo^ after having mnrdered hiB elder brother 
Mahomed All y Khan, uanrped the Jaghire, and afleembled a very 
considemble army of Affgana. The Governor-General resolved to 
rapport the Nabob and to pnmah Golam Mahomed. As I hap- 
pened to be near the scene of aobon. Sir John Shore eipreesed a 
Tviah that I wold take upon myaelf the immediate command ofthe 
two brigades stationed at Cawnpore and Futtyghirr m order to 
bnng the matter to a ^>eedy conclnmon, and, if poeeible, without 
the effoaon of blood. 

I accordingly lost no time m osBembling the troops, and croes- 
ing the Ganges near Futtyghur proceeded towards Borflly, which 
town and country were threatened by the army of Golam Ma 
homed. 

Early m the mommg of the 22nd Od I reached Barflly and 
on the 23rd I took a position seven miles m firont m order to 
cover it 

I was extremely annous to bring the BobiUas to a sense of 
thou duty but after every endeavour to avoid boetiljties, I was 
forced to engage the army of Golam Mahomed (conipgting of abcn]( 
25 000 men) who advanced to attack me on the morning of the 
2Gth. The result was os bonoorable to the Entish name os I could 
have vnshod though not without a vary considerablB Ices on our 
aide, os your Lordship will perceive from tho pnbbo accounts trans- 
mitted by Government to "which I beg leave to refer for par 
ticulara. The slanghtor mode by the enemy on onr right was 
pnnapally owing to a most dwgrecefbl retrogmdo movomont of 
tho Company s two regiments of cavalry led by Oaptam Kainsay 
who was posted on that flank. Goptaio Itamsay has sinco reaignod 
tlio command of the 2nd regiment and has solicited tho pormiasion 
of Government to resign the somce rather than stand a court 
martial 

After tho action Golam SEahomed Khun and his adherents fled 
with tho greatest preapitabon to Itamporo, and from thonco, with 
their families, treasuro and effects, to tho fort of the Tangly 
ilountoins, ton miles beyond lUuicr AA o pursued, and on tho Gth 
ult took a position near tho Jangh. On the Cth Golam Jlahoraod 
came mto my camp upon no other condition thnn tlint of personal 
safety I was m great hopes that Iho Bohillna would have rab-

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mitted on tlieir cluefs leaving them I was, liowever, disappomted , 
they did not choose to lay do^vn their aims nuconditioually. 

I knew too most cei tainly that the result of an attack on them 
must have been the massacre of an inchsciiminato multitude of 
men, women, and childreu, pent up uutlnn a small space, peifectly 
accessible to us, but irom whence there vas no letieat for them, 
and wlieie no bounds could iiavo been piescnbed to the licentious- 
ness of tlie undisciplmed rabble of tlie Nabob (who joined us three 
days after the action of the 26th Oct ), whetted as it must have 
been by the temptation of the treasure, jewels, &c, of aU the 
Bolulla famihes 

I was convinced at the same tune that the Eohillas would have 
submitted to their fate rather than have lost all hold of Eampoie, 
the only place of refuge left to them in Hmdostan 

I theiefore, from motives of hiimamty, proposed that the Nabob 
should grant a jaghrre to the son of the late ]\rahomed iUly Khan 
as a provision for him and the family, old seiwants and adherents 
of Fynallet Khan, excluding Golam Mahomed Khan from all con- 
cern -with or residence in the country. The Nabob consented, and 
a jaghire, limited to ten lacs, has been gratefully accepted by the 
Kohillas, under the guarantee of the Company I am of opimon 
that their power has been so far reduced that it is not likely that 
they will ever agam aim at independence 

FyzuUah Khan, by prudent management and economy, had 
accumulated a large sum of money, which has been dissipated on 
this occasion The Nabob has received between forty and fifty 
lacs of it. 

Knowing your Lordship’s anxiety to be mfoimed of every cir- 
cumstance that matenally concerns our affaus m India, I have 
troubled you with this long letter, and I tiust that the very un- 
pleasant service m which I have been engaged will not be classed 
with former Eohdla wars, nor the conductor of it be charged with 
mean, selfish, or mteiested motives

otherwise ensue we now want 7000 men to complete 

I am greatly mortified and disappomted at not receiving the 
much wanted arrangement for the Indian army 

Mr Dundas has favoured me with a copy of your Lordship’s 
letter to him, conveymg your sentiments on that subject , and he 
informs me that the Court of Directors have given a decided opmion 
against the transfer of the army horn the Company to the Kmg 
the basis of your Lordship’s plan, which is hbeial, removes more 
difficulties and affords greater security to the British mterests m 
this country, than any other that has yet been suggested 

It IS full time that the army should be taken out of the hands 
of a set of men m no way qualified for the management of such a 
machine 

I am so thoroughly convmced that your Lordship’s plan ought

In my letter of the 18th !Marcb, I mentioned to your Lordalup 
that the native bottalionfl on this establishment ^Te^e dispersed oil 
over the coimtry to the utter rum of their disciplme and that I 
was going to consult mth Srr John Shore about a Eeeidenoy It 
has amce been resolved that the establishment of peons, pikes, 
burfandoeses, now under the magistrates, collectors, resi 
dents, should be converted mto a better-armed mflitia, eijnal 
to oil the mtemal duties, and thereby reheve the r^ular Sepoys 
from that destructive somce.

Smce I had last the honour of vnting to youi Loidship, I 
received your lettei, in which you declaie your mtention of letmmng 
to England in January next, if you find that Sir Jolm is to contmue 
for another year Governor-General, and you mtmiate that you shall 
not think yourself well treated by Mi. Dundas 

It IS a dehcEte pomt for me to give an opmion where your 
personal feehngs are concerned, but as you have put it a little 
strongly to me and seem to expect my concurrence, I think it my 
duty, fiom my personal esteem for your Lordslup and my earnest 
concern for the pubhc welfare, not to be perfectly silent 

It leaUy then appeals to me that m foimmg yom resolution 
you have fully considered all the disagreeable circumstances of your 
own situation, without paying the smallest attention to the diffi- 
culties under which you wished to place Mr Dundas 

I know not what answei he means to make to you, oi what step 
he mtends to take, but I am very ceitam that m his place I should 
feel exceedingly embarrassed He must either abruptly and, 
consequently disgracefully, recal a man from a station which he 
has himself forced upon him, and whose conduct m his Goveimnent 
has imdoubtedly, on tins side of the globe at least, appeared more 
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dc«omii" of pnii50 tlmn of ccnsnro, cmly becanjo ho wiahcs to pnt

My Lord, Cnloutta, Maich 10, 1796 

. . . Your Lordship Avdl have heard that thoie is a good 

deal of dissatisfaction among the officers of the Bengal army, and 
that they have appomted some of then number agents to repre- 
sent them m England. The sloivness of promotion is then prmcipal 
grievance. 

They have, without a shadow of reason, taken the alarm at 
the quenes ^ which your Lordship wisely put (confidentially) to the 
best informed officers of the army ; one of whom has shamefully 
betrayed the trust reposed in Imn and has pubhshed the quenes . 
who he IS I know not But surely the quenes would not give any 
just cause of alarm , foi good and not evil is mtended by them. The 
most sensible part of the army think so, and wait the lesult with 
patience, bemg convinced that the plan utU be well digested and 
calculated so as to give satisfaction to all reasonable men 

The Malabar Commissioners have fimshed their report, and then

Kespecting the jurisdiction of the Court 

From having been a witness of the very great abuses and cruel 
oppressions to which the natives of India have been subjected, 
by their liavmg been made amenable to laws which they do not 
understand, and which aie administered m a language of which 
they are ignorant, I must ever give my decided opmion, that 
no natives should be lendercd amenable to the King’s Coui’ts of 
Justice either with or without their oum consent 

There can be no objection to such witnesses being compelled to 
attend the King’s Courts, as would be hable (consistent ivith the 
rehgion and customs of the natives) to be obliged to attend the 
native Couits NB Women m certain stations of life ought 
not to be called upon to quit then own apartments 

The Courts of Bequest at the different Presidencies should be con- 
stituted by the respective Governments, and no suit from thence 
should be removeable to the King’s Courts N B. I consider 
this as a most matenal point. 

I cannot help most earnestly recommending that you should 
take the opportumty of this apphcation to Parhament, to propose 
that the 41st Article of the Judicial Begulations of Bengal of 1793 
should be part of this Act.

3id That aU promotions should go by seniorit}^, and that no 
General officer should be selected for a command. 

4th That no King’s Generals should have staff appointments 

5th That no distinction should be made between the Emopeau 
and native corps m the Company’s semce, as legaided employ- 
ment, pay, 01 emoluments 

6th That aU allowances, at any time granted, mcludiug double 
batta, slioidd be contmued. 

7th That a brevet, retrospective to 1783, should be issued. 

Alarmed at tins state of affaiis, it was settled that Sir Eobert 
Abercromby should pioceed to the Upper Piovmces, and tiy what 
his personal mfluence could effect Accordingly he went witli 
hardly a dav’s delay to Cavmpoie, and to other of the large can- 
tonments, where his unexpected presence produced some impres- 
sion, but did not put an end to the conspuacy So great were the 
apprehensions of the Government, that Su John Shore requested 
General Craig at the Cape of Good Hope, and Lord Hobart at 
Madias, to hold troops in readmess to send to Bengal, and he 
called upon Sir George Elphmstone’ (Lord Keith), to bring, if 
required, his whole squadron to Calcutta. He even accepted from 
M. de Boigne,® who was m the service of Smdia, an offer of cavalry 
commanded by European ofScera 

A great length of tune elapsed before the knowledge of these 
events reached England, and ivith them came the mtelhgence that 
the exertions of the Moderates, as the loyal officers were called, 
had checked, though not stemmed, the torrent of sedition Hopes

armies, and last on the Madras establishment, 
which he quitted for Sindia’s service, under 
whom he organized a well-disciplmed army 
(with many European officers) of nearly 
50,000 men and 500 guns, hut was always 
attached to the English interest He returned 
home with a very large fortnne early in this 
century, and settled near his native town, at 
Villa Bnibson, where the Editor once dined 
with him 
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wero also entertained that tlie neir Eegnlations, already eent out, 
ivonld prove aatiafactOTy, and the home Government therefore 
delayed taVing any active stepe. These regnlabona fired the 
Enrepean regnnentB hi Bengal at three, mth 5 field ofiBcere, 
8 captains, 20 sabeltema, and 050 rank and file m each, besides 
8 battalions of artiHery The natrre regimaitB 'were to be con- 
sohdated mto 12, 1800 strong each, with one subaltern more per 
raiment thwn m the European regiments and there wero also to 
be, for the first time, 4 regmenta of native cavalry Ton colonels 
were to be made major-generals half batta m all cases, whole 
batta m some, was to be given, but all liQsaar allowances to he dono 
away witK Some new advantages as to finlongh were granted- 
Thcie orders, which did not reach Calcntta till nearly tho close of 
1796 thcragh, m some respects they gratifled the offlcent did not 
meet with approbation from the Indian Government. On the 
contrary, in a mmnte dated December 1, 1796 tho Governor- 
General in Oonnofl. states, that they do not consider them “founded 
on solid principles, or framed with any knowledge of the country " 
As an instance of the delay in tho transmasion of despatchea, it 
may be mentoned that this minute was not reodved m England 
tin December 15 1707 

Meantmo Sir John Shore hod found his difficulties mercasc. 
Early in 1796 a Brevet which had been mode in Enghmd reached 
Calcutta, with diroctiona to put it in Orders. By this sovoral 
King 8 officers would have be^ promoted over the beads of Com 
pony 0 officers of older standings and so afraid was tho Bengal 
Government of doing anything which might oflend the officers, 
that tlioy protested, January 19 ognmst this Brovot being made 
pubhc, and Sn* Ih Abcrcroml^ agreed to euppress iL On Feb- 
ruary 1, the Governor-General wrote to say, that if tho Bogulations 
did not nmro soon, ho must frame some hunsolll Some portion 
of these despatches reached England overland, August 13 but tho 
wholo did not amvo till December 6 Five days later, another 
letter dated Juno 80, camo to hand. In it Sir J Shore said 
that tlio pressure upon lum was so great, that ho must, partially 
at least, give wav and m a minute (which l>o had made public) 
forwarded by the same ship, ho expressed a hope that tho Gcncriil 
Orders then lately issued would bo neceptablo to the officers. 
The English Government upon the receipt of tliis intclligonco 
were greatly olnnncd both at wliat tho Bengal officers Itad dono 
and at wlint tho Bengal Goveromont seemod inclined to do. 
Tlwiy conceived that Sir John Shore Iiod not shown sufllcicnt 
flntinejw and dcri’<ion, and tlioy determined to rejdaco him hy 
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Lord Cornwallis, wbo was sworn into office on tlie 1st of February 
But for the reasons assigned m his letters, his departuie was 
postponed. 

The Board of Contiol and the Court of Directors were in the 
mean tune discussing the mattei with a committee of Bengal 
officers sittmg m London, and though they did not accede to all 
the- demands made, they, contiaiy to the opinion of Lord Com- 
walhs, made such concessions,^ that he consideied it unnecessary to 
proceed on his voyage, and accordingly lesigned lus appointment 
on the 2nd of August, 1797. 

These concessions weie so far successful, that the officers of the 
Bengal army returned to their duty, but there can be no doubt 
that the encouragement thus given to mutmous proceedmgs was 
the primary cause of the Madras disturbances m 1809

George Abercrombie Robinson, Esq , to the Marquis Cornwallis 

[Recencd Feb 1797 ] 

My LoED, Calcutta, Sept 3, 1796 

Smce my last letters to you I liave had the satisfaction to 
receive two letters from-youi Lordship, and feel much giatified by 
these proofs of your lememhrance and regard. My last closed, I 
heheve, with the mteUigenco of the heads of the mtended Mihtary 
Eegulations havmg been received from the Committee m England, 
and shortly after an overland despatch brought an official copy of 
them to Government Although the prepositions ongmally given 
m by you might seem to he the basis of them, it was obvious to 
every mihtary man that the superstnicture, which others had 
raised upon it, had no connexion with your plan In short it 
proved to be an imperfect, undigested code, worthy of its parents, 
and such as might have been expected from the jomt efforts of 
Mr Dundas, the Committee of Officers, and the .Court of Directoi’s, 
all of whom appear to have had different objects, and neither of 
them understandmg the subject The Duectors, jealous of their 
own patronage, but ready to grant rank, provided they could get it 
accepted without the pay usually attached to it. The Officers 
dnvmg to extort rank with the pay annexed, and Mr Dundas 
trunming between the two parties 

The promulgation of the Eegulations no sooner took place m 
Bengal, than remonstrances poured m from every station Of the 
style, as weU as of the grounds of them, you will be able to j’udge 
from the enclosed specimen, which I assure you, compared with 
one from Dmapore, is a pattern of moderation and submission, 
and the upshot of the busmess has been exactly of a piece with 
the weakness which the Government has shown throughout In 
short they have smaendered everything up to a factious army, and 
by the mode m which the arrangements have been earned mto 
effect here, I see no feature of the Eegulations preserved, except as 
to the number and strength of the corps, which I am afraid will be 
found too unwieldy for service, and are certainly of an mcon- 
vement estabhshment for the ordmaiy duties of detachment m 
Bengal, unless the battahons are again divided. The arrears of 
batta, of brevet rank, which came, I beheve, as unthought of by 
the Officers, as they will be matters of surprise to the Court of 
Directors, proved a sop of such powerful influence, and so extensive 
in its operations, that the ferment m all ranks from the Captains 
upwards seemed all at once to subside, and this being followed up

Mt Loud, Dublm CasUe, May 23, 1797 

I have received a letter from the Duke of PoiiJand, m which 
I am informed that it is not impossible yom Lordship may be pie- 
vailed upon to accept the command of the aimy m Leland, “ pro- 
vided I see no objection ” to its bemg proposed to your Lordship. 

I can hardly foigive the Duke of Portland foi even expressmg 
the possibdity that I could entertain any objection to a measure 
which, if it is practicable, must be so eminently advantageous 
to the King’s seivice. Smce however I am placed under circum- 
stances m which I am called upon to dehver an opimon, that ready 
and thankful assent which I give, being called for as a duty, pre- 
cludes what my own judgment would otherwise construe mto an 
impeitmence towards a person of your most distmguished station. 

I must ever considei your Lordship’s mclmation to act with me 
m this country as the most flattermg cncumstance of my life, and 
I should ill deserve that good opmion I should ever hope to letain 
from you, if I did not candidly' and openly express all my feehng 
upon it. 

I think m the first place most truly and most smcerely, that 
although your Lordship has shown a patriotism pecuhar to yourself 
m not bemg unwilling to undertake the command of the army m 
Ireland,' that that patriotism would be still more extended if you 
could be prevailed upon to accept the Lord Lieutenancy of this 
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kingdom- I skonld feel I did my duty m imploring tko measnrO, 
and that yonr Lordship would deserve, if poasible still better of 
your country by accepting it but smco I understand your Lord 
ship has paid that no conadenition should induce you to accept the 
Goiomnient of Ireland, I should be trespassing on your tnno and 
urging that which I am informed is impossible:, were I to contmue 
to address >on upon that part of the subject. If therefore His 
ilajciity contmues to require my semcee in Ireland, I can only say 
that no measure could inspire so much conddence, or be so useful 
to the King B service m t^ kingdom, os your Lordahip s under 
taking the command of his army withm it. 

The extent of our force and the danger of attack makes it a 
command of the utmost importance, and not unworthy even of your 
Lordships mflitory character The commission which I hold 
renders my name and aseent necessary to the official ibnns of 
busincsa. If I knew m what manner consistent with that com 
mission to divest myielf of that port of my duty I should immo- 
diately adopt it, but if I am constrained to keep it, I beg to dehver 
over to your LonUhip every nubtory regulation, and to put that 
part of my office mto )our hands. As I Hatter myself 1 may bo 
permitted to say that we oxo both actuated by tho aamo moUvo, 
our duty to the lung and to our country, I cannot conceive it to bo 
powhlty yonr Lordship and I cod Imvo any diiTcnmco of opinion upon 
any of the subjects upon which wo shall have to confer and very 
improbable wo shall evor have it upon any others. I have ex 
pliuncd to the Duke of Portland how desirous I am of Lord 
Carluimptou retiring with satisfacUon to his own feelmgs, and I 
should do him great mjustico if I did not express his opiidoD of tho 
odvantugo of )our Lordships appomtraent to bo os decided os tliat 
of onv ono to whom it has been communicatcd.

A FEW days aftei the date of the last letter, Loid CointvaUis 
accepted, at the earnest request of Mr Pitt, the offices of Loid- 
Lieuteuant of Ii eland and Commander-m-Ohief The state of that 
country had become most alannmg, and the Government weie 
compelled to place at the head of affaus some pei’son of undoubted 
firmness and acknowledged judgment, who could umte both the 
civil and military authoiity 

A long course of neglect and misgovemment had brought 
Ireland mto this dangeious position. Poimeily the Iiish Paiha- 
ment met but once m two yearn, and was only necessarily dissolved 
by the death of the Sovereign. The grossest conniption prevailed, 
and Ministers, almost always able to carry any question about 
which they were leally anxious, were very mdiffeient to the real 
mteiests of the country A perpetual Mutmy Bill leheved them 
fiom all difficulty on that subject. Little by little some points weie 
gamed by the populai party An Octenmal Bdl was pEissed, and 
when, owmg to the difficulties of England, the legulai tioops weie 
nearly all withdrawn fiom Ireland, a general flame burst forth 
which led m 1778 to the formation of the Volunteer corps Poity- 
two thousand men were gradually em oiled — the officers, rejectmg 
royal commissions, weie chosen by the membei-s of each coiqis, by 
whom also Lord Ohailemont^ was nommated the Geneial Eoi a 
tune they were most assiduous m discharging then militaiy duties,

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bat politica soon engoged tlieir attention, and Delegates^ from 
each corps, calling themselves a ConvniitiDn, assembled m Doblm, 
where, while aping the forma of Poriiataent, they endeavoured to 
establish on hostile authority They were pnnapally guided by 
two men, very dissnuilar m character, but both actuated by inor 
diuate vanity and great anibrtioii— the Bishop of Derry* and 
Sir Flood.* Eefotm in Fachoment was then* nominal object, and 
their avowed military intmmifltion. Mr Flood came down 

to the House of Commons in ftiU nnifonn, Noveinber 20, 1783 to 
propose a scheme framed by the Convention, which hod declared 
its sitting permanent till the fata of the motion should be known 
the House bft/l however sufficient flrmneea to reject thia motion by 
a nuijonty of 158 to 49 

Though after thin the Convention grodnally sank mto msignifl- 
canco, the spirit of resistoncb to Government was not esxtmguiBhed, 
and the mort ardent of the Delegates persevered m encouraging 
agitabon- In 1791 they succeeded in forming at Belfast the 
“Society of United Inshmen,” nominaUy to obtam Poriiamentory 
Befonn, but really to promote the separation of Ireland from Great 
Bntam, to establish a repoUio m the fonnor country 

An Executive Council managed tbenr oflairs To thrd body was 
intrusted tho chaigo of gaming to tlmir cause men of induouce and 
talent— of preparing the lower classes to pay obedience to thoir 
appomted loaders — and of woAing upon tho paaaiona of tbo multi 
tude by tho distrilmtioa of seditious publications As early os 1792, 
onussonos were sent to different regiments to try to sedneo tho non 
comnusaioQod officeis and pnrafes. Itinerant Committees travollod 
through the country to prondo pnsonere with pecuniary moons for 
their dcfcnco — to endearoor to bnbe or intnmdato witaeasos — to 
induce Undor-Shenfls to rotura disloyal panels, and to tomfy any 
woll-Hliipodod juiyTuon who might happen to bo sworn, llony of 
the Presbyterian clergy m Belfast onlontly promoted these schemes, 
and some were rash enough to display thoir hostibty to England 
by praying m their pulpits for tho success of tho llopubhcan armies.

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The leaders, however, conscious that many of their adherents 
were timid, mthheld horn them the knowledge of then ultimate 
plans But a document, containing a detailed account of the 
state of Ii eland, was diawn up foi the information of the French 
Duectory, by Mi\ Hamilton Eowan^ and Mi Theobald Wolfe 
Tone" (the lattei of whom had framed the constitution of the United 
Irishmen), and transmitted to Paris By the summer of 1796 laige 
numbers were sworn m as United Irish, the test oath havmg been 
alteied the year before, to induce the moderate reformers to mute 
more cordially with the leal lepubhcans Encouiaged by this 
accession of strength, the leaders moie openly avowed then mten- 
tions, and they eagerly embraced an offer of the French Directory 
to place a sufScient force at their disposal, to enable Ireland to cast 
off her dependence on England Lord Edward Fitzgerald^ and 
Ml. Ai-thur O’Connor ^ were despatched to make the necessary 
arrangements. 

In the same summer, a lawless banditti, calling themselves 
Defenders, and actmg with the knowledge, if not under the direc- 
tion, of the Executive Committee, committed the grossest outrages, 
pimcipaUy m the counties of Boscommon, Leitrim, Longford, Meath, 
' Westmeath, and Efldaie. This outbreak, and the religious feuds 
lagmg in Ai-magh, produced the Insurrection Act, rmdei which the 
Lord-Lieutenant m Council might proclaim the whole or any part

of a connty Imawised powers were vested in the jUhgistrates 
and shortly after yeomanry corps were fanned, and the Habeas 
CorpoB Act suspended. STeantimo an accredited agent from the 
French Directory visited Ireland, and promised a great supply of 
arms, of ommnmbon, and on army of 16 000 men. These pledges 
seem to have brought about a formal alliance between France and 
the Executave Committee, who then devoted all their energies to 
the military orgommtioa of the oountry 

Late in the year General Hoche ' soiled from Brest, in com 
mond of a very considerabla army but the fleet was dispersed by 
bod weather and only a portion of it reached Bontry Bay December 
22 the vessel in which Hocho himself wns, bemg one of the missing 
siupa Gronchy • who Tms naxi m common^ much diacouragod 
to find that, during the week ho remained at anchor, none of tho 
Irish seemed mclmed to join, and he accordingly returnod to France 
without haying disembarked his men. 

During the wmter the TJmtod Iruhmen repeatedly urged the 
French to repeat tlioir attempt, and thmloDg tho Diroctoiy were vary 
dilatory they sent Mr Lowias* about tho end of May to France 
with renewed and urgent sohcitationa. The eogemeas of some of 
the EsocutiTO Committeo would brook no delay and they preasod 
for an immediate rising, without waiting for foreign naTurf^nry!., but 
tho plan was abandoned on tho opposition of tho Leinster delegates. 

The measures hitherto adopted for the repression of outrages 
having proved msufflcient, Qononil Lako, who comnumdod m tho 
north issued, March 13, under the authority of tho Lord Lioutenant, 
another proclamation, diroctiog q goueral search for arms. Bot 
this scorch was not very successful — tho quantity scixod boro but a 
small proportion to that rotamed, for if tho robd returns wore 
correct there wero m April in Ulster alono, upwards of 100000 
men ready to toko tho OUd well provided with muskets or pikes, 
and to a great extent discipimcd and rcgimontod. An ondcavour 
to rc tore tninquilhty by clemency was equally a fuiluro By 
another proc l a m ation ^fay 17 pardon was promised, with certain

secmity for then fntuie conduct Yery few accepted the offer, and 
a paitial outbieak took place m Ulster, which was easily put down, 
and the leadeis fled to Fiance 

The Eebels had by this tune added largely to their numbers in 
the metiopohs and some of the adjoining counties. To excite the 
Eoman Cathohcs to jom, the most unfounded reports weie cucu- 
Tated, and the old tithe grievances levived. The midland and 
southern counties weie thus thrown mto a state of ferment, and the 
same scenes of violence which had previously disgraced Ulster weie 
enacted there All who mcuried the lesentment of the Umted 
Eish were either murdeied, or punished by the bmning of them 
stacks and buildmgs, or by the houghmg of theu cattle, and 
wherever arms could be found they were iinhesitatmgly seized. 

Notwithstandmg this accession to then stiength, the Executive 
weie afraid that their hopes would be destioyed if a piemature 
rismg took place befoie the amval of the French, and they theie- 
foie despatched then Secretary to urge the Duectory to immediate 
action. Di, M'Niven^ proceeded first to Hambmgh, and from 
thence transmitted one memonal to Pans, and afterwaids pre- 
sented a second m person These documents avowed the most 
desperate purposes , exaggerated the resources of the Umted Lish , 
and entreated the Directory at once to send then piomised aid ; 
repiesentmg that not only would delay enable Government to 
frnstiate their piojects, but that it might also check the favourable 
disposition of the Lish people, and thus lendei the establishment 
of a repubhc infinitely less easy. 

While endeavommg to promote lebellion and treason, the 
Executive Committee did not overlook the advantage of havmg a 
poition at least of the pubhc pi ess under then cLuect control. 
Early rn 1797 the ‘ Eoithern Star ’ commenced its careei of 
sedition at Belfast, but it was soon put down m a mannei moie 
summary than legal A party of men, some mflitaiy, some 
civihans, attacked and gutted the house in which it was pimted, 
and destioyed the types and presses The shareholders, who were 
few m number, and far from wealthy, weie unable to meet this

It not only 
recommended, generally deeds of violence, bnt pomted ont by 
name the magistrates or other persons whose consoentions di^ 
charge of their duty hod rendered them obnoxious to the Eebel^ 
as fit objects for vengeance. Later m the year the ‘Preas was 
commenced, which was conducted with more talent, and, if possible 
with more mahgnity than its predecesBors. The original editors, 
among whom was Peter Fmnerty ' an often-oonvicted libeller were 
soon obliged to leave the country, gr^d they were replaced by 
Arthur 0 Connor who seems to have been always willing to sfimd 
forward aa the champion of troosou. 

The battle of Comperdown, October 11, put a stop to tho 
mtended invasion of Ireland. It is well known that Admiral 
Do Winter* was very reluctant to put to see, as he anticipated his 
defeat, which was a very severe blow to the Irmh Bebels, and pro- 
duced a most salutary effect m tho country Numbers who had 
been mialed were now periiape because they thought their cause 
vros iailmg, anxious to avail themselves of the i^ers of pardon 
which bod been hold out Eagnint acts of violonco become loss 
*&oquent, the meetings of tho infenor classes of the Umtod Iruh 
ViCTo generally discontinued, the people resumed them usual pur 
suit^ and the well-disposed wero no longor o&oid to display their 
loyalty 

The civil power was therefor© found sulBcient for tho aininis- 
tration of justice during tho circmt of July and August This 
state of affiurg was for from satufoctory to tho rebel leaders , for, 
although the pnnapal committees still sat m Ulster, many of tho 
counties reihsed to send dologatcs and tho provinco subscribed 
very httlo to tho funds of tho Soaety Another cause for this 
lukowonunesa m tho north oroso from rchgious differences. Tho 
inhabitants of UUtor woro mostly Preabyterums, and though tho 
republican notoro of their tonoU disposed thorn cagocly to jom tho 
United Iruh, they hated tho Bomnn Catholics, and woro no odvo 
cutes for their emancipation.

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mittee, the Presbytenans joined heartily in the conspiracy , but 
when the population of the east and south em oiled themselves, and 
emancipation became an open and leading object, the hatred of 
Popery diminished the zeal of the IJlster peasantry The Executive 
Committee laboured energetically to re-excite the spint of disaffec- 
tion in the north , but as some months passed before their efforts 
were m any degree successful, their position at the close of 1797 
was one of great perplexity 

The TJmted Irish now began to propagate their doctrmes m 
England, where societies were formed to advocate paihamentary 
reform, annual paihaments, and universal suffrage , but even these 
pomts soon ceased to be mentioned, and meetmgs were held to 
contrive means for piocmmg arms with the avowed object of formmg 
a repubhc by the assistance of Erance. 

In January, 1798, Arthur O’Connor went to London m order 
to carry on a regular correspondence between the Emted Irish and 
the “London Correspondmg Society,” the leadmg members of which 
were m the habit of meetmg m a cellar m Eurmval’s Inn to dis- 
cuss projects considered too dangerous to be brought forward at 
the more pubhc meetmgs O’Connor and an Lish pnest named 
O’Coigley^ were constant attendants at these assembhes, where, 
amongst other schemes, a general rising m the metropolis and 
throughout the country was contemplated, mvolvmg the murder of 
the T^n g, the Loyal Eamily, and of many members of both Houses 
of Parhament 

Meantime the system of violence and outrage revived, and 
though several counties m Leinster and Ulster were proclaimed, 
the intimidation contmued So darmg were the Rebels, that, in 
open day, a body of 200 took possession of Calm, while a search 
for arms and ammumtion was regularly carried on from house to 
house 

- The crisis was now approaching, and the Government havmg 
got accurate information of their proceedmgs, aiiested, March 12, 
the Leinster Piovmcial Committee, and some other leadmg mem- 
bers of the society, m the house of Ohver Pond ^ Lord Edward

But the energy of the Government, and the hopes of pardon held 
out, materially mterfered with his schemes, and before the end of 
April it was evident that there was no alternative between mme- 
dmte msurrection and the relinquishment of those guilty designs. 
Lord Edward and hia associatea determmed to follow the first 
course, and as most of the members of the old Directory were m 
prison, a new one was formed, and the plan of a general rising was 
drawn np by the BHlrtary Committee. The vonoua barracks and 
posts of the gornson of Doblin, the camp at Laughhnstown, and 
the artillery station at Chapelizod, wore to be snnultaneousiy 
attacked the signal for tho provmcea to nso, was to be the 
stoppage of the nmil-coachea, and the 28rd of May was fixed upon 
for tho attempt. The Government were, however aware of their 
dft<gg nn, and on the 19th seized several of the leaders, among whom 
was Lord Edward Fitigerald. He made a desperate resistance, 
and mortally wounded Captain Bynn,* who had tried to arrest hnn 
but ha received aevoral wounds hnnsolh of which he died in prison 
a fow days later Tho Sbeares* and somo others were coptu^ on 
tho 21st That ovenlng a letter from tho Lord Lieutenant warned 
the Lord Mayor of the approaching ontbreok, ami a messogo to tho 
Bomo ofibet was sent to Parhamont next day 

Tho projoctod rising nerorthelocs took placa The disaiToctod 
writhm tho metropolis made every effort to co-operato with thoeo 
outside but tho Goverumeot woro too well prepared, and tho 
tiunquflhty of Dublin was scarcely disturbed. Tho mail-coachoa, 
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however, on the northern and sonthem roads were stopped, and the 
provincial leaders, obedient to the signal, brought their forces into 
the field, and much violence and some bloodshed ensued But the 
only considerable success of the Eebels was at Prosperous, a town 
m Ehldaie. Led by Dr Esmonde,^ a yeomanry officer, they took 
the place on the 24th of May, and murdeied almost to a man the 
few soldiers who defended it. Martial law was then proclaimed, 
but hbeial offers of pardon were also made, m the hope of yet 
mducmg the people to return to their allegiance, and thus pre- 
venting further mischief 

Unfortunately a body of 600 men, assembled as they declared 
for the purpose of laymg down then arms, were met by a detach- 
ment under Sn James Duff,^ who was ignorant of then mtention. 
Which party first fired is a matter of doubt, but a conflict took 
place, which put an end to all hopes of pacification. The Eoman 
Cathohcs of Wexford, hitherto considered loyal, now showed them- 
selves deeply imbued with revolutionaiy prmciples On the 27th 
of May, 5000 men, led by John Murphy,® curate of Bouvalogue, 
encounteied at Oulart about 110 of the Noiih Coik Mditia, of 
whom the commandmg officer and four privates alone survived. 
Emuscorthy was taken , Wexford was next attacked, and occupied 
on the 30th, the garrison having abandoned it New leaders were 
then brought forward, Some of them men of importance, as Coi- 
nehus Grogan^ of Johnstown, Bagenal Beauchamp 'Harvey® of

Lord Cornwallis had been armed with most extensive powers, 
and was authorised to grant an amnesty, almost upon any terms 
he chose, and especially ho was to endeavour to repress, as far as 
possible, the spuit of vengeance, so geneially engendered by civil 
w ai The foUowmg correspondence will show how anxious lie was to 
caiTyout instructions so much in consonance wuth his own feelmgs.

I not only wiab to take the earliest opportnmty of givmg 
every light to Hin Majesty s con^dential semmta on the present 
state of onr ofDurs, but to put them m poaseataon of the best opmions 
ivluch I have yet been able to form for ertncatmg this country 
from the immediate danger with whmh it is threatened 

Ko actual force at this moment exists m aims ogomst ua, except 
in the county of Wicklow and the northern boundary of Wexfo^ 
and m the county of Kildare, and borders of the counties of Meath 
npd Dublin. 

In the former the Bebels act sometimes in small parties, but 
often in a considerable body amounting, I believe (after duo 
allowance for exoggoration) to at least five thousand men, tho 
greater part of whom are armed only with pikes tho difilcnlty of 
coming np with an army of this kind inthout ortiUory and baggage 
m that >vfld and mountainous country, has hitherto prevented 
OUT striking any senous blow and the ignorance of our ofilccra 
who havo commanded small detachments, has afforded tho Itobols 
some encouraging edrontages I am however at present arranging 
a plan of attacking them which 1 hope will succeed so for as to 
disperse them and to mtimidato them so much os to prorent 
their nsflombbiig ogam m great numbers, which will to a certxun 
degree havo its effect m encoomgmg our Ihends and disheartening 
our oncmicfl throughout tho wholo countr) but I am not so 
sangmno as to hope to reduce tho county of Wicklow to a peace* 
ablo state m a short timo by foivo of arms. 

Tho warfaro m Ivildoro and tho adjoining border of Meath u 
condactod on tho part of tho enemy entirely by wmnll parties, 
ulnch attack escorts and detachments, burn houses, murder thoeo 
who wQJ not jom them, and retire to tho toga. 

Tho rest of Ireland may I am afraid, be rather said to bo hi o 
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atito of 2}r<:i,c>it iiuictiMty tlinii of any fiioiidly oi o\ ou peuceiiblo 
mteutioiis towiudb ut.. 

The Irish luilitui aio totally \\ithout dibcipLiue, conteinptiblo 
before the enemy when any feorioiis resistance is made to them, bnt 
feioeioiis and cruel in the extieme nheu any pool wictches eitlicr 
i\ith or \\ithoiit arms come ^\^thln their powei , in short muider 
a^ipeais to bo then lavouiito pastime. 

Under these cucimistances I conccne it to be of the utmost 
ad\ outage that ne should put an end to hostilities, piovided that 
measure con be clVected b} tlie submission, delneiy of arms, and 
apparent penitence of the llebels, who ha\e been defeated in every 
action of consequence, who ha\e lost many leadeis by the hands of 
the executioner, and who, fiom all aecoimts, arc ui genoial heartily 
tued of the business in winch they aio engaged. 

The proclamation^ ciiculated by the Generals commanding in 
those distiicts which either aie or ha\o been m a state of insiu- 
rection, has, by the icpoits which I hu^o leccned, been attended 
with cousidemble eheet, but it has been repiesented to me that the 
greatoi muuber dare not desert tlieir Icadcis, w'ho have it in then 
power to destioy them if they should icturn to then houses, and 
these leadei-s aie rendered dcspci ate, by not having a hope held out 
to them that cion then lives would bo spared 

The teim leader is mdeiiuite, and it would not bo easy to 
substitute any other deuonunatiou of pei&ons lor pioscription, that 
would not, at least to the feelings of a guilty conscience, mclude 
eveiy factious agitatoi of the jnescut times 

In the proclamation of geneial pardon tluoughout the countiy, 
w Inch I have now asked leave from His Hlajesty to issue (ivith the 
full approbation and concmience of the Chancellor) I propose to 
exclude fiom secmity of life, only those who have been gudty of 
cool and dehbeiate miudei, and to leave the leaders liable to 
banishment foi such term as the safety of the state may lequne, to 
be extended m some instances to banishment for life , and it is 
proposed, after the lepoi-t of a Secret Committee shall have been 
received, to lequne the surrendei of three or fom of the most 


^ This pioclamaCon set forth, that al- 
though His Majesty’s Generals had it m 
then- power entirely to destroy all who had 
risen m rebellion, it was tlie wish of Govern- 
ment to leceive into His Majesty’s peace and

reasonalde attendance, which the nuhtary duty of the llembeta 
renders impoeaible, that they are not at present in a temper to 
conduct a business of that nature with credit to themselves or 
utihty to the state. 

The principal pereons of this country and the hlembers of both 
Houses ^Parliament, are, m general, averse to all acts of clemency 
and although they do not express, and perhaps ore too much heated 
to see the ultimate effecte-whioh their violence must produce, would 
pursue measures that could only terminate m the extirpation of the 
grater number of tho mhabitanti^ and in tbe utteo* destruction of 
the country The words Papists and Pneste are for over m their 
mouths, and by their nnaccoun table policy they would dnro four- 
fifths of the community mto irreconcilable rebelbon and in their 
wonnth they lose sight of the real cause of the preeont mischief of 
that deep-laid conspiracy to revolotionixe Ireland on the principles 
of Franco, which was originally formed, and by wonderful aaodmty 
brought nearly to maturity hymen who had no thought of religion 
but to destroy it, and who Imew how to turn the passions and 
prejudices of tho difibrent sects to the advancement ofthoirhomblo 
plot for the mtroductian of that most dreadful of oU ovds, a Jacobin 
ro volution,

munication of yom reply , at the expuation of which time it is his 
Excellency’s pleasme that you do pubhsh a reward of 1000?. for 
the appiehension of Aylmer, and 300? for each of the other per- 
sons above named.” 

This detemuned conduct of Lord Comwalhs produced the 
desued effect, and the distmbed counties weie reheved horn most 
of the despeiadoes who had infested those districts Two bands of 
mere robbers, alone remamed m aims m the neighbourhood of 
Enniscoithy, and m the woods eight miles m circumference about 
Kdaughan, whence they acqmred the name of “ the Babes m the

July 2‘L Sir Dobbs was accompaiuod by Hr Archer* the Sheriff 
of Dublin, and they then in the name of the prisoners, made the 
propositions referr^ to but whether those for whom they acted, 
on^nally honestly to carry out their port of the engage* 

mont, is more than doubtfUL They attempted at first to nppross 
many facts, and it was only when they became aware how extensive 
was the information possessed by Qovemmont that they mode any 
very important disclosures.

When the tioops weie sent about a month ago mto the 
county of Wicklow, the countiy appealed a desei-t, foi though the 
inhabitants were not aU m aims they fled eveiy where on the 
appioach of the army — old men and teiiified women were alone to 
be found m the cottages 

The good conduct of the tioops, who were kept fiom maiaudmg, 
made to pay foi everything they got, and not permitted to molest 
the people, together with kmd tieatment and encomagmg language 
from the ofBcers, gradually brought back the inhabitants to then 
houses The proclamation and humane mtentions of Government 
were then explained and cuculated; and protection offered to such 
as would bring m then aims 

At this tune a considerable body of Eebels m aims still haunted 
the mountains who threatened death and destruction to all who 
should take protections, and "the people o’wned that they weie 
afraid to take them, lest the troops should be "withdrawn and leave 
them afteiwaids to the meicy of the mob This feai diminished 
daily, and at last when the mob was dispersed and began to sur-

This gubmission on the port of the people, is a submifision to a 
necessity undoubtedly ^fen a Bcntimenta or prejudices aro not to bo 
changed m an instant — I believe it however to bo Bincera They 
find themselves tho wealccst and have sufiered so much by the 
rebellion, that they wish now to bo quiet It is by kind treatment 
that these sentnnenta are to bo cnconragcd. If their intention was 
to nse m the winter it can hardly be supposed that thoy would be 
at tho troublo to get m tho harvest and collect it whore it will bo 
still more m the power of the troops, either to nso or to destroy it.

My dear Sir, DuUm Castle, Aug 21, 1798 

I was convinced that there could be only one sentiment on 
the subject of Lord Cornwallis’s lettei to the Duke of Leinster, 
and fiom that conviction I felt anxious that it should be commu- 
mcated to you, although not absolutely necessary Eveiy day 
confirms me m the idea I had formed of the peiiection of Lord 
0 ’s chaiactei, and I am persuaded that he is fully equal to the 
execution of any enterprise, and that no difficulty, howevei great, 
will ever detei him Lorn it 

It was impossible not to suppose that the French would make 
some efEbi’t m favom of the disaffected m this countiy, and we had 
long been prepared foi the receipt of the piivate mtelligence you 
have lately sent In the new distribution of quarters now arrangmg, 
and which will take place immediately, Lord Cornwallis has, as 
far as the state of the mterior would admit, consulted pimcipaUy 
the secmity of the southern coast, which appears most exposed, 
although the north and west will also be well protected The 
Fencible regiments and those of the hue will, with such of the 
mihtia as can be most depended upon, be placed nearest the coast, 
or at the stations that must be considered as a reserve, and the 
General Officer's on the coast will be duected to keep on permanent 
establishment such yeomanry corps as they may tbmir useful 

As soon as the regiments shall have taken then new stations, 
strict mspections will be ordered, particulaily of the mihtia regi- 
ments, where I fear they are often much required, and m which it 
is very essential that every man should be satisfied that every 
justice IS done to him by his Colonel, and that nothing is due to 
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hinL A spint of disaffoction baa lately sbown itself m some of the 
TTiili fift regimcnta conspiracy and desertion have even gono to great 
lengths. The circumstonoe of its being confined m great measure 
to the northom regiments, confirms mo m the idea I have long 
entertained, that the rebellion is more deeply rooted m tho north 
f imn anywhere else although they havo hitherto appeared better 
disposed than was expected, or rather more prud^t than their 
partisans m tho eonth. 

Although the people in tho counties that have boon tho scat of 
rebelhon contmuo coming in, I fuir their submission at yet proceeds 
entirely from nocoasity, that it is by no means smeoro, and that tho 
first prospect they have of foreign assistance, or tho first thought 
tho} indulge of success with impumty would Icsad them ogam to 
nso.

The captme of the whole of Humbert’s corps havmg put an

During our short but very active ftjid fatiguing campaign, 
I was obliged to desire Lord Castlereegh to make ^ necessary 
communications to your Grace on the conduct of the civil afiairs 
of this country by which you will have seen tJiAt our parliamentary 
busmeas is nearly concluded, and that although th^ have been 
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many alarms, no seiious using has talten place ui the mterioi of 
the coimtry 

Tlie le-exammation of the three state-prisoners appears to me 
to be very satisfactory , and I hope that I do not decerve myself 
m thmlang that the measures pursued by this Goverarment m 
regard to them, ^vrU be attended wrth the most beneficial conse- 
quences both in Ireland and m Great Bntam 

In order that the matter may be fairly suhmrtted to the judg- 
ment of your Grace and His Majesty’s other confidential servants, 
I enclose a statement of the whole transaction, which, if I can 
place any trust m my memory, is most perfectly coiiect, and 
now, after havmg proved the treason by the most mcontrovei-tible 
evidence, we have still the power of detaming the whole of the 
state prisoners m custody as long as the war lasts, or as it shall be 
thought necessary, which coidd with difficulty have been effected 
by the suspension of the Habeas Corpus Act alone, and we have 
besides the additional advantage of being afteiv'ards enabled to 
banish them for life, instead of tin rung them loose on the public to 
pursue then treasonable practices. 

It is undoubtedly desirable that they should be sent as soon 
as possible out of this country, where, unless then confinement was 
so ngid as to preclude all commumcations with persons who are 
not m custody, they might yet do some mischief, but there are 
difficulties at present attendmg the banishment, and even if we 
could trust to any security for their lemammg in America, there 
would be a doubt, if they went m a body, whether imdei the 
present circumstances that country would receive such a cargo of 
sedition 

It has occurred to me that perhaps they might be safely sta- 
tioned at Port George and other of the foi*te m the Highlands of 
Scotland, with libei-ty of walkmg withm a mile or two of the fort, 
but such a measure might perhaps alarm the people, and I throw

whatever to those who opposed the formei Government I have 
at all tunes received the greatest assistance horn Lord Castleieagh, 
whose prudence, talents, and temper I cannot sufficiently com- 
mend. 

No man wdl, I beheve, be so sangume as to think that any 
measures which Government can adopt would have an immediate 
elfect on the mmds of the people, and I am by no means prepared 
to say Avhat those should be, which slowly and progressively tend to 
that most desuable object 

I have hitherto been chiefly occupied m checkmg the growing 
evil, but so peiweise and ungovernable are the tempers here, that 
I cannot flatter myself that I have been very successful. 

With regard to futme plans I can only say that some mode 
must be adopted to soften the hatred of the Cathohcs to om* 
Government. ’Whether this can be done by advantages held out 
to them ftom an umon mth Great Britam, by some provision for 
then clergy, or by some modification oftythe, which is the grievance 
of which they complam, I will not presume to deteimme The 
first of these propositions is undoubtedly the most desirable, if the 
dangers with which we are smiounded will admit of our malnng the 
attempt, but the dispositions of the people at large, and especially 
of the North, must be previously felt 

The Chancellor, who is much disposed to this measure, will go 
soon to Hanowgate, and will letm-n by the way of London, where 
he will have an oppoitumty of tallnng the subject over with your 
Grace, and by that time I shall piobably be better able to judge 
how it will go down in this country j

of force. The spirit of parfy naturally finds ite -way amongst the 
privates, and it is much to be lamented that the officea ore not 
more ftfiTunhlg of the necesaity of represamg it than they have yet 
shown themselvea As for as I can presume to give an opinion, 
there la little to fear from disaffection— mnch from insubordination 
and religions distmction , a disposition to plunder has grown out of 
the unfortunate warfare in which they have been engaged, which 
the principle of free-quartering, however well regulated was colcu 
lated to countenance. I have no doubt the Lord Lieutenant will 
speedily bring them bock to a respect for property , it is more 
difflcult to make them respect the infenor offlcers who have 
suffered authority to pass from their handa 

I can eaaQy conceive tho Guards have suffered from the abund- 
ance of spints at Waterford the English regiments gcnorally on 
their landing indulgo m the use of whiskey for a time , it does not 
however appear to mo that dronkennoss is by any means tho pn> 
vailmg Vico of tho Irish army In the Insb HHitia regiments by 
no means so bod oiHcers, perpetually soliciting Icavo of absence 
and a total ignorance and mexpcneace of every military duty 
beyond that ofa common parado, oro our weak points. Tho troops 
on tho late expedition I am told, viaibly unproved, a repetition of 
such attacks wlxild not mjuro ua. 3Iy Lord Cornwallis is dttcr 
mined to cuforco tho strictest disaplmo, and his Grace may bo 
assured I shall lose no opportumty of impressing on tho mmds of 
thoso with whom I communicalo, how much tho safety of tho 
country is at present exposed from tho mdisciplino of its Militia.

Statement by the Hon IMajor-General Hutchinson with reference to 

THE Action at Castlebar 

Sept 31, 1798 

At rune in the morning of Thm-sday August 23, Major- 
Geneial Hutchinson, then commanding m Comiaught, leceived a 
repoi-t that the enemy had landed m the Bay of Ejllala 

Sn Thomas Chapman' mentioned m the letter that there were 
seven oi eight ships, without specifying whethei they weie men of 
war, frigates oi transports As eight ships of a large size might 
have contamed a consideiable force, the General thought it his 
duty to lemam at Galway until he had leceived hettei infonnation 
of the movement, and the leal stiength of the enemy, and that 
moimng, shoitly aftei nine o’clock, repoifed his mtention of conti- 
nmng there, until he should leceive fuithei advices — givmg oiders 
at the same tune to the tioops undei his command to hold them- 
selves m leadmess to move on the shoi-test notice 
. About two o’clock of the mormng of the 24th, General Taylor 
reported the landmg of the troops at Kdlala, horn three ships, and 
giving the vaiious accounts he received of then foice, makmg 
then amount from 600 to 1200 or 1600 men, and piessmg foi 
immediate suppoi*t and assistance 

At the same time, or lathei before, the General was informed 
that the Carbmeeis and the Teomamy had moved forward toward 
Ballma and Kill ala. Krom those different accounts, the General, 
judgmg that the force of the enemy was probably not above 1000 
men, and knowmg wrth that number their object must be either to 
plimdei property, or to organize a civd war m the country, and he 
having a force rmder his command of near 4000 men, thought it 
his duty to move forward on the enemy, in order to prevent, by the 
qmckness of his movements, the possibility of their succeedi^ m 
either design He reported this his mtention to Dubhn, and left 
Galway about ten o’clock on Friday and arrived at Castlebar that 
mght, from whence he communicated to the Lord-Lieutenant all 
the intelhgence which he had received of the probable strength 
and inovements of the enemy. 

Dmmg the course of Saturday and Sunday he commumcated 
all the mtelhgence which it was m his power to coUect, particu- 
larly the information brought by Lieutenant Grey of the Cai- 
bmeers, who had been sent with a flag of truce to the enemy, and 
returned about two o’clock on Saturday, repoi-tmg the stiength of 
the enemy to be by no means so considerable

Sib, Dublin Castle, Sept 23, 1798 

I have received yom lettei dated 20th instant, desirmg 
to retue from the Staff of this country, and I am sorry to find you 
feel yom-self under the necessity of taking this step in consequence 
of my having expressed a disappiobation of yom conduct, m moving 
so hastily forwaid with your whole force to Castlebai, without 
waitmg for any communication fiom me on a matter of so great 
importance 

Your zeal to prevent a gieat part of the country from bemg 
plundered by the enemy, was highly meiitonous, and yom* 
behaviom m the action, accordmg to Geneial Lake’s report, was 
such as to do you the greatest credit , but still I thought it my 
duty, as Commander-m-Chief, to pomt out to you what appeared 
to me to be an error of judgment on yom part, and especially as it 
IS one of that kmd which is likely to pioduce the most fatal conse- 
quences, and which a General Officer, who has more zeal and 
comage than expenence m the practical part of his profession, is 
very hable to commit 

You state the force under yom command to have amounted to 
near 4000 men , but I have understood that you had not more 
than 1000 infantry with you at the time that you exposed yom-self 
to be attacked by the French , and, considermg that yom troops 
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had noTcr yet seen a regular enemy I think it would not have 
bct^ prudent or adnsablo to place that corps in such a situation os 
to bo subject to receive an attack, or make a precipitate retreat 
oven if yon had seen no necessity for waiting for any communica-

I feel the measure 
of so much importance that it is woith caiiying anyhow, but I am 
determined not to submit to the mseition of any clause, that shall 
malce the exclusion of the Cathohcs a fundamental paii; of the 
TJmon, as I am fully convinced that until the Cathohcs aie admitted 
mto a geneial paiticipation of rights, (which when incorporated 
with the Biitish Government they cannot abuse,) there will be no 
peace or safety m Ireland.

Excellency entirely disapproves of the sentence of the above Court- 
Martial, acqmttmg Hugh WhoUaghan of a cruel and dehberate 
murder, of which, by the clearest evidence, he appears to have been 
guilty 

Lord Comwalhs orders the Court-Martial to be immediately 
dissolved, and directs that Hugh WhoUaghan shaU be dismi^ed 
from the corps of yeomanry m which he served, and that he shall 
not be received mto any other corps of yeomanry m this kmgdom.

The facta connected with this case were shortly these. A party 
of the Mount Kennedy coipe of yeomanry one of whom was "Whol 
Ift ghnn, were patroUmg at night They entered a cabm occupied 
by a woman named Dogherty and her son, who was at that time 
ftftiiTig hiB supper ^Vhdlaghan charged him with haying been a 
rebel, and declared be would kill him. The young man begged 
the aoldior to spore hia Ufa, and eipreased Ina rwuliness to go before 
a magistrate. 'WboUagbau howeyer twice snapped his piece at 
bim^ and one of lus comndcs coming in flrod and broke Doherty s 
arm, although the poor mother seeing their murdorous intontioDs 
endeayoored to seize the muxxle of his gun. MlioUaghan m spito 
of her prayers and entreotiee, deliberately loToUed at Doghorty 
who was lying on the floor and shot him deed. A permanent 
Court-Martial, comdsting of Lord Enniskillen President a Major 
and three Captains of the 5Ui Dragoons, ono officer of tlio Eennn 
nngh militia, and one of tho G8th, was sitting at Dublin, and 
^VhollngIlan was brought before them. Tho facts abovo stated 
were not doniixb but tho doftmeo woiv that Dc^hwty Imd been a 
rebel, though nenv pronded with a protection and that MTiollaghan 
was a >ciy loyal subject To prove this some oviJuico was 
tendered, and, as it was moatlj hearsay very improperly admitted. 
Tho Bonteneo pronounced on tho pribontr was, that ^ tins Court do 
find that ho did slnxit and kill TJiomus Dogherty a rebel but du 
ncqmt bun of anj malicious or wilful lutoution of murder Ixard 
ConiwulIIs, natuniUy indignant nt such jK.n oreiou of justice ordered 
tbo prccoding letter to bo written for which ho \>us mueh blomenl 
by tbo ultra lojahsts botJi m Ireland and England. Put udiflerent 
opunua miglit perhaps huTO bes.n fonui'd, bod tbo pubim known 
what tbo conduct of a largo proportion of tbo troops (pnncipallj of 
tho Iruii mibtia anil }e‘omaary) had bexu. Vmung tho»o cor)>s on 
imprcfiiion exuted thot it uas periectK jUAtiflahlo to put to deatl^ 
without cTun tho formality of a tnol nnv man wliu uus known or 
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Avas even suspected to have been a Eebel — an impression too often 
confirmed by the conduct of their officers, who sometimes joined m, 
and hequently defended, these atrocious proceedmgs This ren- 
dered it very difficult to check the evils aiismg from such feehngs, 
the more so, as the feiocity of the Eebels had at times afforded a 
pretext for the violence of the military 

WhoUaghan’s was by no means a sohtary case Many other 
trials took place m which the members of the com-ts-martial, influ- 
enced by similar feelmgs, availed themselves of every subterfuge , 
sometimes admittmg illegal, sometimes rejecting legal, evidence, 
to avoid giving a just and honest decision Among such cases may 

be mentioned the trial of Lieutenant of the militia, 

who, at the head of a party of his men, had committed a crime as 
nearly similar as possible to WhoUaghan’s Though the murder 
took place m June, 1798, the trial was postponed to May, 1799, 

when Lieutenant was acquitted, but some of his men were 

convicted, the sentence being — guilty, death “ But it appearmg 
that the deceased had belonged to a yeomanry corps which had 
been disbanded, and that he had not jomed any other, the Court 
are of opmion that at the time the crime was committed the pri- 
soners did not think they were domg an improper act m puttmg a 
person that they thought a Behel to death, and horn their former 
good conduct, the Comt submit to his Excellency whether they are 
not fit objects for mercy, and be sent to serve m a legiment abroad 
for hfe ” 

Lord Oomwalhs took the opmion of the Attoiiiey-General, as 
to the possibihty of trying by another court-martial Lieutenant 

, who was evidently the most culpable, as the party acted 

under his orders, but receiving an answer m the negative, he 
recommended that the Lieutenant should be dismissed from the 
service These instances piove that Lord Coinwalhs had ample 
grounds' for the strong expressions often used m his private 
letters 

A cucumstance, m some degree connected with this trial, must 
not be passed over m silence It will be observed that fom officers 
of the 5th Dragoons served upon this Com't-Martial, and one at 
least of them must have concmred in that verdict of acqmttal 
which Lord Cornwallis so strongly condemned Some persons 
have therefore chosen to imagme that Lord Cornwallis on this 
account afterwards recommended the regiment to be disbanded, 
and, impressed Avith tins view, they have withm these last feiv years 
pubhshed some violent attacks upon him m the pubhc press 
Nothing can be more unfounded than such an idea The real 
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facts are tliese. In tlie latter part of this year, the General ‘ oom 
manding the district m which ttus r^^ment was qiiartered, officially 
reported on their insabordinabon and want of disaplme, Btatmg 
that many of the soldiers were United Inshmen, and were* in the 
habit of dnnlmuT most seditioas toasts. Upwards of twenty had 
been tried for high treason, desertion to the enemy arson, &o. , 
almost all of them were conTicted, and seyeml shot or hung It 
further appeared that the condoct of the officers, with the excep- 
tion of the LienL-Cdlonel * (whose very mentonous exertions had 
been little assisted by the oAere^ had been rery blomeahle, and 
that much of the diMrder preToiling m the regiment was to be 
attributed to their n^lect of doty Many reasons, one of which 
was the name of the regiment — the Eoynl Irish Dragoons — mode 
Lord Oomwallia very unwilling to recommend that it ahonld be 
didianded bat he at length receiTed positire orders from the 
Ooremment to take that step. As it was not adnsoblo to dismiss 
from the service, whfle quartered m Ireland, men so connected 
with secret floaetica, the regiment was sent to England nndar con- 
voy of a nmn-of war lest it shonld nse while on the passage and 
it was dually disbanded April, 1700

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Many communications on this subject took place between the 
Secretary of State and Mi Eufus Kmg, the American Minister, of 
which the lesult is given m the following extract fiom Mr Wick- 
ham’s letter to Lord Castlereagh. 

“ I had some conversation with Mr. King yesterday, when he 
assured me that undei the powers given him by the Act lately 
passed m America, the President would not suffei any of the 
traitors from Ireland to land m America, and that if they set foot 
on shoie he would instantly have them sent back to Europe 

“ This determmation of the President, which Mr King told me 
I might consider as official, seems to furnish a conclusive answer to 
any complamt that may be made by these people, when the Govern- 
ment shall signify to them the rmpossibdity of their bemg suffered 
to go to America ” 

In a subsequent despatch Lord Castlereagh reverts to the sub- 
ject, repeating that about 80 were banished by Act of Parliament, 
many others m consequence of the arrangement of July, and nearly 
300 more sentenced by comds-martial, and there were no means, 
recognised by law, of disposmg of any of them Ultimately a 
proposal was made, and partially carried mto effect, to allow them 
to enter the Prussian service 


Marquis Cornwallis to the Duke of Portland 

My LoKD, Dublin Castle, Oct 29, 1798 

The embanassment m which we aie placed by His Majesty’s 
late orders respectmg the state-pnsoneis who are to go mto banish- 
ment, makes it necessary that I should call yom Grace’s serious 
attention to that subject 

When Government acceded to their proposition of submittmg 
to perpetual exile on condition that Mr Ohver Bond’s hfe should 
be spared, no tune was fixed for theu leavmg Ireland, and it was 
understood that it must depend on the pleasme of Government. 
But still I cannot help thmkmg that it would be considered as a 
vutual breach of faith on the part of Government, if no piospect 
was held out of a term foi them imprisonment, and, mdependent 
of this consideration, the State would be subjected to much mcon-' 
vemence and some danger from theu confinement m th is countiy, 
as it would be exceedmgly harsh, and mdeed almost unjustifiable, 
to prevent theu havmg communication ^\lth many pemons on tiic 
settlemeut of theu private afiairs and vaiious othei pretexts 

Before I leceived fiom yom Giace the orders prohibitmg their

From the prejudices and the various mteiests of people in this 
country, a considerable opposition to the Umon must be expected 
in the Irish Paihament, in whatevei shape that busmess may be 
submitted to their consideration. 

As soon, therefore, as some of the leadmg pimciples are settled, 
it would be expedient that we should have authority to commu- 
nicate them to our friends, to canvass m some degree the public 
opmion, and to endeavoui to countemct any evil impiessions by 
winch the unwaiy may be mduced to engage themselves to oppose 
a measure ivliich, on its being fauly lepiesented to them, they 
might feel it then mterest to support. 

I have most carefully avoided to give offence to any man, or 
set of men, and I have gieat reason to beheve that no peison of 
consequence is hostile to my government except the Speakei, and 
I know no method by which I could have seemed his pohtical 
fiiendship unless I had placed myself entnely undei his gmdance, 
and peiseveied m a system which I disappioved, and which I was 
convinced horn experience must end m the utter rum of the 
country. 

I have, howevei, let no opportumty pass of showmg my dispo- 
sition to obhge him personally , and I trust that you will do me 
the justice to beheve that no humours or feehngs of my own, will 
ever make me neglect any means that may be useful to His

I have just received a letter from Mr Pelham, notifymg to 
me his deteimination, in consequence of the state of his health, to 
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Talents, liabits of business, fidelity, and cb'scretion aie not easily 
to be loiind united in the same pei-son, and in the piesent state 
of Iieland it is almost necessaiy tbat Tayloi’s successoi should be 
eitliei a militaiy man, or one Avell acquainted ^ntb the usages and 
civil busmess of the aimy. If, however, the othei requisites could 
be found, I might peihaps, with the assistance of Hemtt,^ make 
shift with a piivate secietary who had no militaiy knowledge 
I wish you would make mqimies, and let me know if you should 
hear of any peison that you may think may smt me The Duke 
IS so good as to say that he will allow me tune to look out foi a 
peison to fill Tayloi’s place. 

The Speaker came to me at my request befoie he embaiked 
for England, and aftei an amicable explanation we parted good 
fiiends. He is ill disposed to tlie gieat measuie now m agitation, 
but I doubt whethei he has made up his mind to oppose it, and 
indeed I should tiunk it would be earned heie without much 
difficulty 

Pelham has notified to me his deteimmation to lesign on 
account of his health, and I have mitten in stiong terms both to 
Ml- Pitt and the Duke of Portland m favom of Lord Castleieagh 
The French seem determined, by the best mtelhgence we leceive, 
to contmue then* attacks on this country, but this resolution was, 
I believe, taken before they heard of then late discomfituie, and 
will piobably be abandoned.

the Coiiit Maitial would not allow him to lead the passage which 
follows, it has never been made pubhc — 

“ I have laboured in consequence to cieate a people m Ireland, 
by raismg tliiee millions of my countiymen to the rank of citizens 
I have laboured to abolish the infernal spirit of lehgious peise- 
cution by uniting the Cathohcs and Dissenteis. To the formei I 
owe moio than can evei be lepaid, the services I was so fortunate 
as to render them they rewarded mumficently , but they did moie * 
when the public ciy was raised against me, when the friends of 
my youth swaimed otf and left me alone, the Cathohcs did not 
deseit me — they had the vutue even to saciifice then ownmteiests 
to a rigid pimciple of honour ; they refused, though strongly urged, 
to disgrace a man who, whatever his conduct towards the Govern- 
ment imght have been, had faithfully and conscientiously dis-

seen before this letter ruicbes you the sulwtanco of thoir conversa 
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tion, wlucli Lord Biiclunglmin' tiansmitted to Mr. Dimdas, and 
Loid Castleieagli to Mi'. 'VVickliam. 

I found tliat an impiession has been made on some of the 
ofiScers of the Warwickshue and South Lincoln, hut I flatter 
myself that I have convinced the latter of then* eiTor, and I 
beheve that Loid Heitfoid has met with some success with the 
former. The officers of the Leicestei'shue legiment have taken no 
part, and I cannot on this occasion too much commend the 
exertions of the Dulce of Rutland * to prevent their bemg led mto 
measures which might piove so ruinous to the mterests of their 
country.

The preceding is one of many letters relatmg to the contmu- 
ance of the Enghsh mihtia m Ireland Government had no 
authority to order the mflitia of one counti’y mto another, and the 
regiments which volunteered for service, themselves fixed the 
duration of then absence fiom England.

I feel myself justified m stating to your Grace that as lar os 
I have yet gone, there appears to me no general repugnance to the 
moasixro of on Union. Some perBons, os might natumlly bo ox 
pected, aro at prosout more strongly impreesed inth its difflcultics 
tlmn its advanhigcs, and there are individuals of very great con 
aiderahoa whose support it may not bo m my power nldinatelf to 
obtain hot upon the whole there seems a (hspoation to consider 
the qnostion coolly and many notwithstanding their roluctanco to 
make on obsoluto decIarutioQ of their mtontmus at so early a stogo 
of tho bnsmoes, have not hesitated to asKUio mo of their readiness 
to give it a decided support. 

As yonr Grace maj wish to be mfemned of tho parhoular sen-

I UAVE considered Mr Shore’s mmiitcs ' on the proposed Settlement of the 
Eeienue, which were recorded on tlie proccedmgs of the 18th September, and 
21st December last, wth all the attention which the importance of the subject 
deserves, and which is due to the opmions of a man who is so distinguished for 
his knowledge of the revenue system of this country, and for whoso pubhc-spuitcd

After havmg oxpenencod so much advantage from tlio able and almost uni- 
form support that I have received from Mr Shore, during a period of near three 
jears, it would have been particularly gratifymg to me, if wo could have avoided

public business 

The interests of the nation, as well as the Company, and the happmess and 
piosperity of our subjects m this country, are deeply concerned m the pomts on 
which we differ , and as the public good is our only object, I am persuaded, that 
it 13 equally our wish, that the final decision may be such as will most effectually 
promote it 

Mr Shore, m his propositions for makmg the Bahar settlement, objected to 
our notifymg to the landholders the intention of the Court of Directors to 
declare the decenmal settlement permanent and unalterable, provided that it 
meets ivith their approbation , and, m his two last minutes, he goes further, and 
endeavours to prove that a permanent assessment of the lands of these provmces 
would, at any time, be unadvisable He also contends, that the takmg mto the 
hands of Government the collection of all mtemal duties on commerce, and 
allowmg the zemindars and others, by whom these duties have been hitherto 
levied, a deduction equal to the amount which they now realize firom them, will 
not be productive of the expected advantages to the pubhc at large , and that it 
13 moreover an unjustifiable mvasion of private property 

Had I entertained a doubt of the expediency of fixin g the demand of Govem-

hi^iea were held oat to them, it become my indlspensabla duty to propose that tho 
of the Conrt of Dirccton ahonld bo publUhed. 

The Dotidcnlioo. bos been occordhiglj ma^ in the aoreml ooUcctonhipa of 
TUbar and in the oolkotonhlp of MIdnapore in Orissa tho final orders for the 
soUlement of which hare been Ismed, and the somo rcaaons will induce mo to 
rcoommond Its being pmhlishod tbroughout Bengal 

Tbo accompanying extracts from the corrcspcndcnoo of tho Colkctor of 
Shahabod in the prorinoo of Bohar with tho Board of Itorenuc will prove that 
my axpcctatkms regarding the effect of this notldcalion were wdl fotmdcvL 

I now cume to tho two remaining points cn which I havo differed with Ur 
Shore, and tha dual deacon regarding which mnsi rest with the Ilonoamble 
Court of Directors, tIx^ the expedient of declaring tho decennial acttlmicDt 
pi^nmocnt, and appointing ofBoers on tbo port of Qomnmeni to collect the 
iDtemol duties on commerce. 

The following appears to mo to bo Ur Bboro s prindjnl oljcoUoua to a per 
manent uecssment —That wo do not possess a snflkicnt knowledge of tho 
actual ouUeclhms mado from the serciTd districts to enable us to diitribote tbo 
oucssment u[i>n them with the roqQislto equality that tho demands of tho 
scmindani upon tbo tolookdars and ryots oro undefined } and oven if 'wo did poa* 
schs a conj(M.teot koowlcdgo of tho above points, there are peculiar drcamstniiccs 
attending this ooantiy which most over render It bod policy in tho QovcnmKnt 
to Ox their demand a|ou tho lanls. 

I shall DOW offer such remarks os oocar to me cq tho Cuts and arguments 
oddoced by Ur Bhoro in suppwt of the above oljrctkns. 

Mr Shore oUerres, that we I'vofiws to take from the ■i^mlni^ara ninc-tenths of 
their reedpts, and, under these orcumslanccs, allowing Ibr the cccunoo rariatluos 
In tho state of sodety in tho lm;4UTaDCDt oial in the dedino of agricalturc, and 
lalmitdng the probable oltemlioas In tbo value of diver it Is c&talo that tho 
cooiUncy of t^ as*cacneiit may bo of great Incoovcnknco, and oven ruinous to 
many of the ccQtnbutoni i and, In this case that thcro will bo a nrocasity of botno 
futoro olUratloQ, which must alws^w Uko plocu to the dlmlvontago of Oorun* 
nuat.

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Equally fwourable to tlie contributors is tlic piobablo altcmtion iii the value 
of silver , for there is little doubt, but that it wll contiuue to fall, as it has done 
for centuries jxist, in proportion to the quantity drawn from the mines, and 
throivn into tlie general eirculation, increases If this be admitted, the assess- 
ment will become gradually lighter, because, is the value of silvei diuunishes the 
landliolder will bo able, uixin an average, to procure the quantity which ho may 
engage to ^uy annually to Goiernmcnt, with a proportionably smaller pait of the 
produce of his lands, than he can at present 

The circumstance of tlio coimtrj' being occasionally liable to diought and 
inundation, winch Mr Shore adduces as an argument against a permanent assess- 
ment, appears to me strongly in favour of it The losses arising from drought 
and inundation are partial and temixirary , the crops only are damaged or de- 
stiojed, tlie land is neither swept away by inundation, nor rendered barien by 
drought, but, m the ensumg j ear, produces crops as plentiful as those w’hich it 
would havej’ielded had itnot been visited by those calamities 

Now, if Mr Shore’s calculation of the proportion winch the zemmdars m 
general receive of the produce of their lands bo accurate, it is obvious that e\ ery 
temporary loss must fall ujxm Goieniment, for so long as wo profess to leave 
the zemmdars no more than that pro^iortion, and chum a right to appropnate the 
excess to the pubhc use, from w’hat funds are they to make then losses good ? 
But when the demand of Government is fixed, an opix»rtumty is aflorded to the 
landholder of mcreasmg his profits by the improvement of his lands , and we may 
reasonably expect that he will prov idc for occasional losses from the profits of 
favourable seasons 

The necessity, therefore, of grantmg remissions to the landholders foi tempo- 
rary losses wiU dimmish m proportion as the produce of the lands mcieases and 
exceeds the demand of Government 

But let us suppose that hereafter it should be found necessary to grant remis- 
sions m distncts which may suffer from drought or mundation , this is no argu- 
ment against a permanent assessment , for, under the present system of variable 
assessments, we are frequently obliged to grant considerable deductions on these 
accoimts, and there is no prospect of our bemg able to discontmue them so long 
as the country is assessed at its full value, and no more is left to the landholder 
than 13 barely suflScient for his subsistence, and for defraymg the charges of col- 
lecting the rents from his lands 

There is this further advantage to be expected from a fixed assessment m a 
country subject to drought and mundation, that it affords a strong mducement to 
the landholder to exert himself to repair as speedily as possible the damages 
which his lands may have sustamed from these calamities , for it is to be expected 
that when the pubhc demand upon his lands is hmited to a specific sum he will 
employ eveiy means m his power to render them capable of agam paymg that 
sum, and as large a surplus as possible, for his own use His abihty to raise 
money to make ^ese exertions will be proportionably mcreased by the additional 
value which the limitation of the pubhc demand will stamp upon his landed 
property the reverse of this is to be expected, when the pubhc assessment is 
subjected to unlimited mcrease 

I am of opinion, therefore, that there is no reason to apprehend a greater defi- 
ciency m the pubhc revenues from drought and mundation, when the assessment 
13 fixed, than we have hitherto sustamed imder the system of vanable assess- 
ments , on the contrary, that we have very sufficient grounds for supposmg that 
the necessity for granting remissions on these accounts wiU become gradually less 
It further appeals to me, that the practice of heapmg up the pubhc revenue by

Ur Shore oheerres, that the xenundors ore ignorant of their true interests, 
and of all that relates to their estate* that the details of bosmcsi ^th their 
tenants Is ln iT j^ ular nrvd pooftised, oxhibitiQg on Intrlcato scene of ooQnskfi 
opposed to cxoctlcin, and of unlkcnscd dtonand snhetltnted for methodised 
i-JnhTT that the roles, by which the rents are donanded from the ryots, are 
nnmeroos, arbltroiy and indeflmtoi that the officers of Government pooKMing 
local control ire imperfectly ooqnalntcd with whilst their snpeTion, further 

removed from tho detail, have still lets InformotioD i that the ngbts of the 
toloohdars dqiendent on the semlndars, as well m of the ryots, ore bdperlcctly 
naderstood and dpfineil i that tn oonunoD cues wo often wont snffldcnt data and 
experience to enable oi to dec^ with Jnstlce and policy upon to exemp* 

lion from taxMi^ 01^ that a deemen erraneonaly mode may be followed by one or 
other of theso coneoqoeaoea, — a duninotlon of the revennes of Government, or a 
oonflrmatkia of opprtssire «TTflt^rifm thnt no one ia oo sanguine as tp expect that 
the perpetuatlGa of the temindorry aseesnnent will at onco provide a remedy for 
these evQs, that must be aQowed for tho growth of roufldenco, and the 
acquisition of knowledge that we know from ezpeiienco what tho icmindon 
oro, and that he Is not Inclined, In oppoaitlcin to that expenence, to suppeae that 
thc7 will at OQCO osruma new priodpk* of action, and beoesne coanomlcal land 
lords and prudent trustees of the public interusU. 

With regard to the ignorance and ineapDdty of the armlndsra, admitting 
tTv*ii detects to exist tn that doss of pco[de to the extimt supposed, I have olrcndy 
given it as my opmloo, that they ore to bo attributed greatly to tho system of 
collecting the publio revenue from thdr lands which has loog prevailed In this 
country To keep them In a state of tutelage, and to prohibit them frum borrow 
ing money or dispooing of thdr tandm without the knowledge of Government, os 
wo do at tnvscnt, with a view to prorent them sufibring tho couscqucnocs of thdr 
prutUgocy and incapacity will perpetuate theso defects. If laws oro enacted 
which secure to them the fruits of industry and ccoocony and at the ■nmw time 
leove them to experience the cemsequeDoe of idiencoi and extravagance, they must 
cither render UKunaelvcs capable of transacting thdr own bnunea, or thdr 
necessities will oblige them to dispose of their lande to others who will coIUvate 
and Improve 'lids I conceive to bo tho only cUcctuol mode which this or 

any other OoTcrnmcnt could adopt to render the propricteis of tho tenite ccooo- 
landlords end prudent trustees of the public bterests. 

I most hero obsme, however that the charge of inenpadty con ho applied 
only to the proprieion of tho largest zemindarrics. The proprietors of the 
omalicT lemlniUrries, and tolooks in general, condoct their own business and I 
nuke no douU would Improve thdr lauds, were they exempted from tbeonthority 
of the zemindars, and allowed to pay their rerenoo ImmalhtJ) to the public 
tmunries of the coUcctoro. 

Admitting the ditoil of business bctnvcu tho zemindars and their nnder 
tenants and ryots, to In in tbo Intricate state deticribed by Mr hbore docs it not 
ITuve that the various attuni>ts hitherto made hy succc»rse admlnUtratious to 
smi{ilify this intricacy hare been defretho in ]<incli>le and conscqucnily iota 
UUh the nrce&sity of haring rtcomw to other measures lor that pui^cse ? * 

have founil that the noDvrous praluUl ry orders a,’aln.t iLe living of new 
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taxes, accompnuietl uitli threats of fine and punishment for the disobedience 
of them, have proved lueflcctual, and, indeed, how could it bo exiiected, that 
whilst the GoNeriimeiit were inciLasing their demands upon tho zemmdars, that 
they in their turn would not oppress tho rjota, or that a farmer, whoso luteiest 
extended httlo further than to the crops upon tho gromid, would not endcavoui 
to exact, by every means m liis power, as largo a siun as jxissiblc, over and above 
tho amount of his engagements wuth tho pijblic? 

If tho officers of Go^ornmcnt possessing local control are imperfectly ac- 
quainted with tho niles by which the rents are demanded from tho ryots, and 
their supenors, further removed from the detail, have still less mformation of 
them, at what period arc we to hopo that Government and its officers will obtam 
a more perfect knowledge of them? Tho collectors have now been three years 
acting imder iwsitivo mstructions to obtam tho necessary information for con- 
cluding a permanent settlement They hav e transmitted their reports, and if the 
mformation contained m them, and tho numerous discussions on the same points, 
recorded on tho proceedings of former administrations, are insufficient for us to 
act upon, at what penod and from whom are wo to exi>ect to procure more jierfect 
matenals ? Most of the collectors, w’ho have furnished the last reports, are now 
upon the spot, and are the best persons qualified for carr} mg into execution the 
system which we may adopt. It is to be supposed that they have communicated 
all the mformation which they possessed, and no further hghts are therefore to be 
expected from them Shall wc act upon this information, or shall we wait for 
other collectors and fiesh reports, or shall wc calmly sit down discouraged by tho 
difficulties which are supiiosed to exist, and leave the revenue affairs of this 
country in the singular state of confusion m which they are represented to be by 
Mr Shore? 

In order to simphfy tho demand of the landholder upon the ryot, or cultivator 
of the sod, we must begin with fixing the demand of Government upon the 
former, this done, I have little doubt but that the landholders will without 
difficulty be made to grant pottahs to the ryots upon the prmciples proposed by 
]Mr Shore in his propositions for the Bengal settlement The value of the produce 
of the land is well known to the proprietor or his officers, and to tho ryot who cul- 
tivates it , and IS a standard which can always be reverted to by both parties, for 
fixin g equitable rates 

Mr Shore, m his mjnute prefixed to his propositions for the Bengal settle- 
ment, has furnished the most satisfactory arguments, to prove the incompetency of 
the officers of Government to enter into this detail, with any prospect of success 
He observes, “ that it would be endless to attempt tbe subordinate variations m the 
tenures or conditions of the rydts that it is evident, m a country where discretion 
has so long been the measure of exaction, where the quahties of the soil, and the 
nature of the produce, suggest the rates of the rents , where the standmg of mea- 
sunng the land vanes, and where endless and often contradictory customs exist m 
the same distnct and village, the task must be nearly impossible , that tbe collector 
of Eajeshahy observes upon tbe subject, that tbe mfimte varieties of soil, and the 
further vanations of value, from local circumstances, are absolutely beyond tbe in- 
vestigation, or almost comprehension, not merely of a collector, but of any man 
who has not made it tbe busmess of his hfe ” 

It IS evident therefore, that the only mode of remedying these evils which is 
likely to be attended with success, is to estabbsh such rules as shall obbge tbe 
propnetors of the soil, and their ryots, who alone possess the requisite mformation 
for this purpose, to come to a fair adjustment of the rates to be paid for the 
different kmds of lands oi piodnce m their lespective distiicts Mr Shore’s pro- 
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porirtoTit that tha rent* of tlia by whatorer rule or caitom they may bo do* 
trmTM^iir^, t>in1l bo ipeolfio u to tboir omoont, — that the londholdcn ihall be 
obliged, within a oertam bme, to grant potiahf or writnigi to their lyoti, in 
which thu amount ihall be tuerted and that no ryot ihnll be liable to pay moro 
tbftn the ynm actually ^jedflod in hii pottah If duly enforced by the oollcctora, — 
win aocm obriata the ol^ectlon to a fixed OMcasneat, founded upon the unde^ 
flnpil atatfi of tlu of the landboldera npoo the ryota. 

When a spirit of improvement te diffused throughout the country the lyota 
wlU fiiv< a fmther security in the oompetltion of the landholiinn to add to the 
number of thar tenanta. 

It is DO objection to the perpetuation of the xemlndarry otsenment, that It 
will Dot at onm pToride a remedy for thoae erlla it la auffiaent If It opeiatea pro 
greaslToly to that end. 

Hr Blvre observea, that we havo oxpeilence of what the tnmIndaTi axe ; but 
tlM exporicDoe of what they are, or hare bean, under ono ayatem, is by no mcana 
the proper criterion to detormina what they would be under the Infiocnce of 
snnthpT foonded upon very different pmudpl^ Wo hare no experience of what 
the xemindsrs would be nndjT the ^wtem which I itccanru ended to he adopted. 

I agree with Ur Shore, thst Krme Interference on the part of Qoremment ia 
undoubtedly aeocaanry Ox effecting sn odlostment of the dgrnanda of the ccmindaia 
upon the ryota nor do I ooocclve that the former will toko alarm at the rcscrva> 
tim of thia right of Intcrienmoe, when canrincod that Ooremment can bars do 
I nterest hi eiercltrng It, but fee the poipcaca of pubUe Juatioo. Woo the Go* 
Tomment itself to bo a party in the canac they ml^t have acme gnnnda for ap* 
prebcnduig the reaolt of its dcciskica. 

Mr Shore obeorroa that thla Interihrence la Innonriitect with prrqsietaiy 
n^t { that It la an encroachment upon It to pohlNt a landlad from imposing 
taxes upon Ida Unont, for it la saying to him that bo ahaR not raise tho rents of 
his estates s and tlmt If tho lojod Is the xanlndar’a, it will only bo partially 
hla pc oim t y whlUt wo p rca o ibo the quantum which be ia to coRc^ or tho modo 
by whidi the adjustmeut la to toko pl^ between the parties rn«Q»n iiH^. 

If Mr Sboro means that after having dedarod the lymlrMinr piuprietor of tho 
soQ In cnlcr to be consUtent, we have no right to prevent his imposing now 
ahwabs or taxes cm the lands in coltirstlon, I mnii differ with hhn tn ofdnkm, 
uidcsa wo supioee the ryota to he shbolato alarca of tho xemlndan i evoy hegsh 
of land possessed by them must have been cultlvalcd nndor an expresa or Implied 
agreement thst a certain sum should be pohl for each begoh of produce and no 
moro Every sbvab or tax Imposed by the zemindar over and above mm U 
not ooly a breach of that oga-ement, bat a direct violation of the cstablhhcd laws 
of the country Tbo colUTotor thcrefore^hai In such iq undoubted right to 
sp^Jy to OoTcnuncnt for the i^otccUon of hla property and Oovemment la at sU 
tirucs bound to afford him mlrcss. I do not besitate therefore, to pivo it as my 
o^nnloo that the zemindars, nnlhcr now nor over could potscu a ri^t to ImpukO 
taxes or shwaU upon tho ryota t end iffromtheconfiuionswhlchproTtLJlcil towarls 
the close of the Mogul Qorimmcnt, or neglect, or want of iofonnatlou since so 
hare had the pcMc^don of the country now abaobs have hcen impcttcd by the zc* 
mlndan or that OoverTunent has an undoubted ri,.bt to sboiUh such is

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lights of the zeiiiiudars "Whoever cultivates the land, the zemindars can receive 
no more than the established rent, which in most places is fully equal to what the 
ciiltu ator can aflord to pay To permit him to disj^iossess one cultivator, for the 
sole purpose of giving the land to another, would bo vestmg him vnth a power to 
commit a wanton act of oppression, from which ho could denve no benefit The 
practice that prevailed under the Mogul Government of unitmg many distncts 
into one zemiudarry, and thereby subjecting a largo body of people to the control of 
one pnncipal zemindar, rendcied some restriction of this nature absolutely neces- 
sarj’- TJie zemindar, however, may sell the land, and the cultivators must pay 
the rent to the purchaser. 

Neither is prohibiting the landholder to mipose new abwabs or taxes on the 
Lmds m cultivation tantamount to saying to him that ho shall not raise the rents 
of Ins estates The rents of an estate aie not to be raised by the imposition of 
new abwabs or taxes on evei’y begah of land m cultivation , on the contrary, they 
will m the end be lowered by such impositions, for when the rate of assessment 
becomes so oppressive as not to leave the rjmt a sufficient share of the produce for 
the mamtenance of his fanuly and the expenses of cultivation, he must at length 
desert the land No zemindai claims a nght to impose new taxes on the land in 
cultivation, although it is obvious that they have clandestmely levied them when 
pressed to answer demands upon themselves, and that these taxes have, from 
various causes, been perpetuated, to the ultimate detriment of the proprietor who 
imposed them 

The rents of an estate can only be raised by inducmg the ryots to cultivate the 
more valuable articles of produce, and to clear the extensive tracts of waste land 
which are to be found m almost every zomindarry in Bengal It requires no local 
knowledge of the revenues of this country to decide whether fixmg the assessment 
or leavmg it liable to further mcreaso, at the disci etion of Government or its 
oflScers, will afford the greatest encouragement to the landholder to have recourse 
to these means for the improvement of his estate 

In support of the opimon which I expressed upon a former occasion respectmg 
the large proportion of waste land m the Company’s temtones, I have annexed 
some extracts from the correspondence of the collector in the Dacca province, &c , 
and whoever will take the tiouble to consult the public proceedmgs will find there 
are many distncts, both m Bengal and Behar, which are not better cidtivated than 
those alluded to in letters of the above-mentioned collectors 

It does not appear to me that the regulations for the new settlement confinn all 
existing taxes if, upon mquiry, they shall appear to be unauthorised, and of 
recent imposition, noi that the zemmdars will be entitled to deductions upon the 
abohtion of them 

With regard to the rates at which landed propeiiy transferred by pubhc sale, 
in hqmdation of arreara, and, it may be added, by pnvate sale or gift, are to ba 
assessed, I conceive that the new propnetor has a nght to collect no more than 
what his predecessor was legally entitled to, for the act of transfer certamly gives 
no sanction to illegal impositions I trust, however, that the due enforcement of 
the regulations for obligmg the zemindars to grant pottahs to their ryots, as pro- 
posed by Mr Shore, will soon remove this objection to a permanent settlement 
For whoever becomes a proprietoi of land after these pottahs have been issued 
will succeed to the tenure under the condition and with the knowledge that these 
pottahs are to bo the rules by which the rents are to be collected from the ryots 

With respect to the talookdars, I could have wished that they had been 
separated entirely from the authority of the zemindars, and that they had been 
allowed to remit the public levenue assessed upon then lands immediately to the 
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officcn of OoTonnneQt, koteod of paying it tlmmgh the fj^mhuUr to whoM jnrit- 
dlctiod they an The laat cUnae in the 16th Article of Hr Sbcm'i 

p nptrihrmm vhich diiecti that the ianda of the taiookdan ahall he aepaiated iram 
the (mthority of the mmindm, and their nnta be paid Immediately to GoTem> 
ment, in the event of the xemindan hmng oonrioted of demanding more £rom 
them than they ought to pzy will ailbrd them aome aeoaiity from opprcarion,

remitting them immediately to the pobUo treoaory Ihe pemicioaa oooaeqacncea 
which must recall from adbrding to one tndividnal an opporttmlty of TOiaing the 
pnbho rev en oo aiae»etl upon the laoda of another at hla own diacretloc, and fcff 
hla own advantage, are evidoot i and oo tht» account I woa dedrooi that all pro- 
prleton of whether agmiwlftrm, OT choodilea, thoold pay thdr 

renta ImmedlatHy to the Roropean ooUector of the dlatrlci, <7 other officer of 
Oovemment, and be cob^eirt to the Kune genond lawa. 

The ntmibcr of Tiam^a npoa the rent roll will add little to the bnalncai of the 
collector of a dlatrlot, provided {hat the aom to be paid by each proprietor of land 
ia fixed. 

In ffopport of thla opinion I have annexed aocoe oxtraota from the proceodinga 
of the Committee of drcolt, the membenof which mnat have bom wdlaoqaalnled 
with the enatofna and peuetkea of the Hogol Oovemment. 

Tbeae extracta afib^ convincing prwla of the proprietary ilghla of the inieilor 
xemindan and tatooVdan, and that their being made to poy thdr rent throogh the 
uperlor tinmfndaf of the Uiatrlct woa aolely for the convenlcDco of the Oomnunent, 
which found it Insa dHTlmlt to the rcnla from pdoclpol xcmhidar than 
from a ntnnber of potty proprletaca. 

They farther prove that the xemladan who aold thdr knda to mlao money for 
the Ikintdatioo of the pobllo KitaTinn* dlapoaed of all the rl^da which they poa< 
acasod in them aa indlvldaala and that whatever oathority they might cicrciae 
over them after the aolo moat have boon virtoally delected to thwn by the 
Oovemment, and not derivod from tbomaelvea i and conaeqaently that, in eeporatlng 
mch tainokiJara from the Joriadfetion of tfio irmlndari, we thmld not ^ref^rfngcd 
the ri^ta of the latter bat only deviated from a practice of the Hogal Oovem 
ment, from which (hot i1mlnl«tr^L« itaelf freqaenUy deported, and wboeo 
conduct, In cnaca of this ootare, aboold not, 1 coacrive, bo mi^ the rule of oora 
when bond to be incooalstent with the good of the commonity 

Tbo temparary rcductloa of the tribute of the Rajah of IWaurca, adduced by 
Mr Shore to prove that tha lotenud airangesunta which wo may find it ncceaoary 
to moke afta frxlxtg the joinma payable by each emtrular nuy bcreaflcr ohllgo 
ua to grant rcmiaalooa, and thoreby dlmlnUh the publlo rcvenuca, doca not appear 
to mo a COM In point. 

Tho revenno received from Bcnorca woa at once raiacd from 22 to 40 lacka of 
nji«ea. The Rajah bdng Incapahle of tnniactiDg hla own affain, the manage* 
ment of them mj veated in a noib or depot/ wh^ rapacity and mil-admlnU* 
trarion, together with that of bia ofQccia, occarioned a gounl decline in the 
colUratlon of the coootry and coaacqocnUy dlminiihcd Ita rootutca. The late 
reform of the cmforoi and Internal doUca gave rise to a further temporary 
dlmiuuiluu of them. 

lie above ore the prindpal cautca which hare oocoiionpl the ndactxm In tho 
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revenues m Benares , but as it is obvious that similar causes ivill not exist either 
in Bengal or Boliar, no arguments against fixing tlie assessment in these provmces 
can bo founded upon tins tempomr}'' deficiency in tbo revenues of Benares 

Still less can any just conclusions bo drawn agamst fixmg the demand of 
Government upon tbo lands from the instance of tlie settlement made last year m 
ilidnapore by the present collectors Mr Shore observes, that if this assessment, 
formed upon documents of tlie greatest piobablo authenticity, had been declared 
permanent, the collection of it, if enforced, would have reduced many of the 
talookdars to distress, and some to nun , that, are we not as likely, oi more so, to 
eir in the distribution of the assessment upon collectorships as upon the sub- 
divisions of a pecuhar distnct ’ 

How far tins reasomug is applicable to the settlement which we are about to 
conclude m the districts of Bengal will appear from a relerence to our proceedmgs 
regarding Midnapore 

The canongoe of that district delivered m accounts m which the gross produce 
of the country was estimated to be nearly double the amount of the revenue 
collected from it on the account of Government The supposed profits of the land- 
holders, after making allowance for their charges in coUectmg the rents, were 
thought larger than what they were entitled to, and measures were taken to 
appropnate a part of them to the public use 

A considerable mcrease was accordingly imposed on the country, and the 
canongoe, through whom the accounts of the produce were obtamed, pledged himself 
to become responsible, should the produce of any distnct fall short of his estimates 

It appeals from the collector’s report, refeiTed to m Mr Shore’s mmute of the 
26th November last, that the collection of this settlement was made with much 
difficulty, and that it was attended with great distress, entaihng mdigence on the 
renters of Mmeehourah, Kookulpour, and Boccamootah , and that m the two last 
distncts, after the mofussd assets had been completely collected, there remained a 
balance due from those mehals, which it was pretty well known was discharged by 
the sale of effects and the mortgaging of rent-free lands 

The collector further represented that the canongoe’s estimates had m many 
places proved fallacious, that the assessment was too high, and that there was an 
absolute necessity for lowenng it m the ensuing year , he was accordingly directed 
to repair to Calcutta, and after the accounts which he brought with him were 
carefully exammed, we judged it expedient to grant him a general authority to 
propose such remissions m the assessment as might appear to him necessary 
, I confess my expectations were never saugume that this settlement would be 
reahsed without distress to the numerous zemmdars and talookdars who are pro- 
prietors of the lands m Midnapore, and it is my opmion that every attempt of this 
nature to appropnate to the use of Government the profits of the landholders, 
allowing them only what, upon an arbitrary average estimate, is deemed suflScient 
for their mamtenance, and defraymg the necessary charges of collectmg the rents 
of their estates, will end m disappomtment to Government, nun to the propnetors 
of the soil, and m the estabhshment of mutual distrust 

The history of tin a settlement may be traced upon the pubhc proceedmgs, and 
I trust that the state to which it has reduced many of the landholders will suggest 
to the Court of Directors very stlong arguments m favour of a permanent assess- 
ment, and prove to them the justness of Mr Shore’s own observation — “ That the 
mere admission of the rights of the zemmdars, unless followed by the measures 
that will give value to it, will operate but httle towards the improvement of the 
country , that the demands of a foreign dominion like ours ought certainly to be 
more moderate than the impositions of the native rulers, and that to render the 
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Tshio of what we poaoi pennaoent, our dmandi oci^t to be fixed ( that, 
raaored ihxB the cootrol of our own Ooremment the dietmee of half the ^obe, 
ererf practicable rectriction ahould bo hnpoud npoa the odminittxation of India 
witboQt dmmucribhig Iti ui'rr— rr power and tL) prupeitj of the inbabitaota bo 
iccorod ogalnat the fioctnatioDa of caprice or the Ikcnoe of imratnjned caotroh* 

The pdndpleB which the ocmchukti of thli eettlemeot, I am bappj 

to uy lare not foond admlaalan thoee which ore to rcgolate the ibnnatloQ 

of the fatnre eetUemeDt of the diatriota in ft-mgnl j and ooneeqtiently I tnist that 
we tbril not bo aubjected to the Eune duappointmect which we bare expenenoed 
in Mldnapore. 

Hr Siore admit* the general principle of the inexpodiancy of tho total of the 
fioHio aaaesenent being increojcd at any ftitnre eettlement j bot tho adoptloo of 
hie propoutioQ to ooireot periodically the ineqnalitiea that may appear in tho pro 
portioni which are paid by the (ndirldoal landowner* would, in my opinion, be 
attended with almoat every diKoangemcDt and ndaobleTcma effect that the ormoal 
fiumlng ■yitem conld be snppoeed to prodneo. 

No prerlona aaftminoea, bowerer aotrmn, oonM cemrince the jcemlndari that 
OoTcmmcnt would at tho explratianof their Icaaca be oentonted with lea* than the 
rent oonld bo enctod from their even if experlonoo ihould 

prove to th/m that the Intention of laying an additkmal iiiLiin'iCDtopon the moat 
wtnUhy went no farther than to indemnify the pnbllo treamry for the kaac* that 
bad been roitalnod by ckfidenctoa in tho rent* of other*, it would be vain to 
expect t y™ to admit the Joitlce of the prlndj^ that the i^aatrlooj man ahould 
be taxed In propovtioo to the IdlcDoa of hi* nri^boo-ra or 

if they admitted it, to pervuede them that the ah|iRi of thoae dofidcnck* had bees 
freely and iapartiolly diatrfbatod and I moat irmCfM that 1 do not tblnh that a 
OorenimoAt or a act of ooUectora will ever oxiat In tbia counby that would be 
qualified, at the <ayd of a ten year* Icaae, to dlacrimlnato tho aoqniaiUciaa of 
fortune whldi had triacn from adrantagDOoj ogreanesU from thoeo that had been 
prodoced by the lapcrior ccooomy and indua^ of other proprioton, and oouto- 
qnently that to proportion a gcDcml oiaeamcnt upon that principle would be 
abaolotely improeticaUe. 

Althnrrgh the xemlodara and other londboldera in tbla country are in general 
extneiDcly Improridcat, and from their Itarfog br<m hitherto horpaecd with annnai 
aMecamenta, would no doubt receive a ton yean acUlcmtut with much aoty 
fiction, yet abort-alghtcd as they arc, I cannot by any nw^ana admit tbni they 
would not cleoriy ace a wide dlfTereDOO between a traore of a cbort dniatioa and a 
pcrfvtaity But ahould it ever hapicn, in the fint momenta of thdr joy that 
th^ could lay aside all apprebctuiocu of meeting with vexotioos In fUture acUle- 
mcnti, they would tn&Uibly rcooUccl themadrea when tbeir approached 

within three or four year* of a coocioaloo and as the pemicioas cfltxla 
would tbco follow that ore now exfwrieocol annually they would endeavour to 
give ihcnueivca an appearance of poverty by mncmling the wealth that they 
might have acquired, and to depridate the voloe of their by neglecting tbeir 
culUvatloQ, In hope* of obtaining by tboao means more oJvantagixias tenna at an 
muing actUmicnt ; and tbew cooaequeocca, by withdrawing tho apjjlcatko of 
cutoin portfona of tt o ch and foduaUy must operate for a time to tho general 
detriment of tho State 

I trust, however that It cannot ho imagined that I would recommend that tho

Tha Iit tfT part of ilr Shore « mlnuto, recorded on tbe 2lit Decem b er oom 
nwnong from tha 27th jamgrmph, *nd flom thence to the ooncluiioo, relate* to 
a iettlcinent of four or fire pa^rmimhfi in the ooUectonhlp of Bebar proper 
oonclodod by tha collector atkd confirmed by thu Doord in December 1788, 
from year to year mitfl plrttc ini nf the Coart of Dirccton regardhigltihall be 

1 baeufter record my aentimcDta on 3fr Shore i ramatt* cn thii sotile- 
mect. I mnat obaoTfl, henrerer that thqy are not a|^ihcahlo to tlie genoal 
qnettioa now under diawiiiimi. The parta of that acttlament which 3Ir Shore 
♦htnW exceptionable, hare not bean adopted in the irmaindar of the coUeotor’a 
diatrlct* nor in tbo other ooUeotonblp In Bohar nor U it propoeed to mtrodoce 
thi»Tp in tha aettlement of Bengal. 

1 hare thnti ght it nec<*Mry to aay thru mnoh, leat, from the anbjecta being ao 
much V«rwtpH in Ur Shore i minute, (t ^hngti! be nppoaed that his otjectiona to 
tha aettlement of pergunnoha in the coUectonhlp of Behar ptopor are equally 
afpUcable to tho general pt«n of aetdemeot for the Ccmpnny'a dondukoa at large. 

I readily agree, bovrerer that the ooUector of Behar be called upon to anarer 
the querlea pr o poaod by Ur Shore, and that bia reply be tnnimjtted to tho Coort 
of Directon with such romarka open Uaa we may hmaAer thbJc ncoeaauy 

I now oome to the remainiog pciot upon which I hare difibred with Ur Shore, 
tIz., the expodlesoy of taking Into the bmda of GoTenmoest the ooUecdoa of the 
intecnal datiea od coouncrce, and aHowtog to the zeminda r s and otheri, by whom 
these doUca here been Llthe^ leried, a deduction adequate to tha amount which 
they now nalUo from (hem. 

Ur Shcrea propoaidcLaj lor thj aettlement of Bengal will point out hJa aenli 
menta rcgonlmg tbe ooUccUoci of tha intcmal dutica, and I bdlore it was ptincl 
pally at my inatonco that be acquicsoed in the resoludcxi bt taking the coUoction 
of theso duties Into tho hands ^ Ooremnuait, in Behar aa entered oa our pro 
ccedinga of the 16lh SoptcmlKT 

It was by mj dciuu, also, that aimOar inalruodona wero issued to tho collector 
of MUnaicra. 

To those who hare adopted the Idea that the zmindora haro no pr op er ty in 
tho soil, and that Gorerrunent la tha landlord, and fbnt the zemindars are 

oflkera of Oorerument rcmorohle at pleasurd, tho queadoct regarding the right 
of the zemindars to collect the intonial dados on commerce would appear mine* 
ccuory Tbo oommiuing the ohargo of the land-rerenoea to officer the 
collcctloa of the internal duties to another woold to them appimr only a deriotlofl 
fnan the fractico of tie ilogul Oorannient, and not an /nfrfn^wrwmt of tlw 
rights of i^Tidools ; but what I hare already sold will be sufficient to show 
thcM are not the grounds upoo which I hare recommended the pin juti-i of the 
tnemure. 

1 admit tho proprietory rights of the zemindars, and that they bars hitherto 
held the coUcclloa of the loUrtul duties but *bi» pririlego appears to mo ao 
IncompaliUo with the general prosperity of the country that boworer it may l># 
ionctiooed by kog usage I conaJTe there are few who will not think oa jusUfi* 
aUe in rtsomlng iL 

It is almost unnecessary to obserre how much tho prosperity of this country 
deprods ujon the mnoral of all cleUuctioas, both to Its inUrual and ibrclga 
grrunerce. U is from Ihcw} rcswuxccs only that it can sapf4y the large paii)r* 
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tious of its xvcaltb, wbicb are annually (Iramcd from it, by tbe Company and by 
indiv iduals 

The rates by winch the internal duties are lc\ieil, and the amount of them 
collected m each zemmdarry, have, ns far as I have been able to trace, never been 
aacer tamed , when the lands of the zemindars have been leased out to farmers, 
these duties ha\ c been collected b}’ them 

It Is, I bclie\ c, generally allowetl that no mdn idual in a state can possess an 
inherent nght to levy a duty on goods or merchandise purchased or sold within 
the limits of Ins estate, and much less upon gowls passing along the public roads 
which lead through it This is a prinlcge which the sovereign power alone is 
entitled to exercise, and nowhere else can it be lodged with safety Every 
unauthorised exaction levied on the goods of a merchant, and every detention of 
them m their progress through the country, is a great public injury nie mipor- 
tation of foreign commodities, and the exiiortation of our owm, are alike obstructed , 
for accumulated exactions, by raising the price, dimmish the consumption of the 
commodity, and the merchant is under the necessity cither to give up his trade, 
or to go to other coimtncs, in se irch of the same gootls 

It cannot be expected that a zemindar will bo influenced by these considera- 
tions, and much less a temporary farmer, whose only object can be to exact from 
the cultivators of the soil, as well as from merchants and traders, as much as he 
can compel them to pay. 

The Court of Directors themselves appear to have been of this opimon from 
the followmg paragraph of their letter of the 10th April, 1771 — 

“ As we ha\ e reason to believe that many bazars are held m the provinces 
without the authority of Goiemmcnt, and w’hich must be an mfringement of its 
nght, a great detnment to the public collection, and a burden and oppression on 
the mhabitants , you will take care that no bazars or gunges be kept up, but such 
as particularly belong to the Government But m such bazars and gunges the 
duties arc to bo rated in such manner as their situations, and the flonnslung state 
of the respective districts will admit ” 

And m the same letter they observe — “ Persuaded as we are that the mtemal 
traffic of Bengal has received further checks from the duties winch are levied and 
the exactions which are imposed at petty chokies, we positively direct that no 
such. chokie§ be suffered to continue, on any pretence whatever, to impede tbe 
course of commerce from one part of the province to the other It is necessary, 
however, that the nine general chokies which have been established for collectmg 
the duties payable to the circar, should remam, and these only ” 

The chokies stationed upon the banks of tbe nvers to collect duties on boats, 
on the part of the zemindars, were directed to he abolished, m consequence of the 
Company’s orders, and adequate deductions were granted to the zemmdars , but 
the duties levied at the bants, gunges, and inland chokies, were ordered to be 
continned in tbe bauds of the zemindars as formerly The zemindars were also 
prohibited from collecting inland rahdany duties, fiat is, duties upon goods not 
bought or sold -withm tbeir zemmdames, but only passing through them Not- 
ivithstanding this prohibition has been frequently repeated, our proceedmgs exhibit 
numerous instances of rahdarry^duties bemg levied by zemmdars and farmers , 
and from opportumties which, are afforded them by having tbe collection of the 
authorised mland duties m their hand, I have every reason to believe that the 
practice is but too general I understand that the collector of Nnddea has lately 
abohshed a very considerable number Of chokies, at which unauthorised duties 
were collected on the mtemal trade, by the officers of the zemindar, m defiance of 
the repeated orders of Government If these interruptions to commerce aie found 
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TL 0 oaojequmco* of tba htary diains of wealth from the aboro oauaea, with 
the addition of that which haa been occaaioned bj the remittance of the prirate 
fortnnea, hare been ibr manj jeara paat^ and are ncrw aererely felt by the great 
dJtnlnutkn of the cmrent ipeae, and by the langonr which haa thereby been 
thrown open the cnltiration and the general commerce of the ooantry 

A Tory material alteration In the principle! of onr ayatem of manageinent baa 
therefore becoma ind%tenaahlj neceoary m order to reatore thia coontry to a 
■tote of proaperity and to enable it to contfame to be a aolld anpport to tba ^tiah 
Intereata and power m thia part of the world. 

We can only acoompUah this deahnUe object by derialng meaanrea to ronaa 
and inerrate indtutry of the Inhabilants and it would be in rain to bc^ 
that any meana bnt thoae of holding forth pioapecta of prirate adrantage to them 
■elm conld poaiibly aacoecd to animate them to exertiaa. 

I amaorry to be obliged to acknowledge it bat itia a troth too erident to deny 
that the land propneton throoghoat the whole of the Company^a luorinces are in 
a general state of porerty and depreslon. 

I cannot eron except the pnndpal Zemindan from thia ohaerration { and it 
waa not withoat coocem I aaw it reiidcd rery lately in cne Inatance, by the 
Rajah of Bordwan who payi a yearly rent of opwarda of £400,000 to Gorem' 
inent, haring allowed eome of hia moatvaloable lands to be aold for the diacharge 
of an Inoooaiderable balanoe dne to Qoremmenk 

The indolant and debased character of many of tho Zemindara moat no doaU 
hare contrfbated to the niin of thdr oircomatancea and thongh 1 am afraid the 
coaea are bnt few yet I oanodro it to bo poaiible that there may be acane Inatancni 
in which the inrorty that la pleaded may be cmly pretended. 

Either soppoalUoa must, however r^cct some discredit npoo oor ayitcm of 
management for it would imply that we haro been deficient b taking prop er 
moaaarcs to Indte the Zemindars to a Ibe of coodnet, which would prodoee adran* 
tags to tbeznaelTci or that, If they hare acquired wealth, thdr apprehenaioa of 
our npadty Indooea them to conceal It. 

We art theRfore called upon to endearour to remedy erlla by which the 
public bterests aro essentially bjorcdi and by granting perpe t ual Icaaca of the 
lamia at a fixed aaacssmeni, we shall render our snbjccta the happiest people b 
lufia ( and we shall hare reason to rejoice at the bcrcose of thdr w^th and 
ptoaperity aa it will Iniallibly add to t^ atreogth and reaonrecs of tho itate. 

I thmfore propoao, that tho Letter from the Boord of Rertaiue with the 
reporta of the oolleetora b Bengal rcapccting the ten ycari lettlcment, and 
Ur Shore a ^Rnute and Fiopositioa delircitd b for record b Jono ^■ Tt, be now 
entered npoo the procecdbgs. 

That a copy of Mr Shore a Pro pool ticna (the orticka relating to the guogca 
cxceptedX with inch of the alterati^ contalDcd In our Resolutiooi of the 2£th 
horemtu last, tbo settlement of Midnapcco, as are applicable to tba Jlstricta 
b general, be tranamillcd to the Doanl of liercnae and rlrt. they may be 
tliiX'ded to proceed, withoat delay to fbnn the ten year^ aettlcment b Bengal 
agrcosbto to the rules and prcscriptiona thereb laid down. 

That tho Board of Rerenoo bo directed to notify to the landholders that the 
settlemcDt if approvi.'d by the Court of Ihrectoci, will become permanent, and 
no altenUbn take place at the ext4rmtlon of tha ten years. 

That the Board of llorcnoe le fortiicr directed to U*aa the tame bstructueia 
to tho ooUectors in Bengal for the sepiraUco of the gungrs, baiari, sod hanU, 
held wiihb them, as hare been tranamlttcd to the collectors of Dehar snd the col 
lector of illdrujort

Tub Govfiinoh-Glxeraij iv Couxcil to the Court of Directors 

[Extract ] 

Hoxourable Sirs, Feb is, 1790 

Wo beg Iwvo to refer you to your Secret Committee for extracts of our 
letters to them, and copies of the papers with which they have been furnished 
relative to a purchase made hy the Rajah of Travancoro from tlie Dutch, of 
Cranganore and Jycottah From tlieso you wall observe, that, after the purchase 
had been concluded, it was stated by Tippoo, that the Rajah had no right to make 
It without consulting him, as the two places were subject to a quit- rent, and held 
as dependencies of his tributary the Rajah of Cochin, while on the other hand, it 
was declared both by the Rajah and the Dutch, that these two forts had been 
conquered by the latter from the Portuguese, and, after they came into the posses- 
sion of the Dutch Company, had never acknowledged a dependence on any native 
power in India. You will further observe that in order to furnish the most com- 
vmcing proofs on our pare of a spirit of conciliation, a letter was -written to 
Tippoo m consequence of our directions by the Governor of Fort St George, to 
acquaint him that if he could produce evidence of the forts having either paid 
tribute to the Pajah of Cochin, or been held by the Dutch under any dependence 
on that Rajah, since the period at which ho became tributary to the Mysore 
Government, our ally should bo obliged to restore the places to the Dutch, or, in 
case of his refusal, the Company’s protection should bo withdrawn from him To 
determine this question it was proposed to Tippoo that the matter should be 
examined by Commissioners appomted on the part of his Government and ours 
for that purpose It was also -written to Tippoo upon another matter of com- 
plaint, that, if It appeared that any of his rebellious subjects had taken refuge in 
the Travancore country, the Rajah should be obhged to dismiss them Dunng this 
disposition shown on the part of the English Government to redress any real 
gnevance that Tippoo might have reason to complain of, his vakeel, who had been 
expected for some time by the Rajah of Travancore, arrived and dehvered a letter 
-with complaints which we shall specify, because, however weak the motives, we 
know of none other that he could bring forward for the war, which he has 
actually commenced against your ally the Rajah of Travancore 

Ist That the Rajah had given protection to the Rajahs of Calicut, Cootin- 
gherry, &c , who were indebted to Tippoo’s Circar 

2nd That he had purchased Cranganore from the Dutch 
3rd That he had erected Imes on a part of Cochm dependent on Caheut 
Tippoo required of the Rajah that he should -withdraw his troops from Cranga- 
nore, destroy the Imes he had erected, and deliver up the rebellious subject of the 
Circar, the vakeel further mtimating from Tippoo, that, if the troops were not 
-withdrawn from Cranganore, and the lines destroyed, he would brmg his army 
agamst the Rajah of Travancore 

To the first of Tippoo’s complaints the Rajah rephed that the Rajahs of Caheut, 
Cootmgherry, &c , were his relations, and had been long in his country, during 
which no demand had been till then made for them , but as Tippoo asserted that 
they were indebted to him, they should be ordered to depart from the Rajah’s 
dommions The Rajah also declared that he had not, as was stated, ever given 
protection to thieves, or to Tippoo’s refractory subjects 

To the second complaint the Rajah rephed that he had purchased Cranganore, 
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after baring that the Datch had an Indlapatablo to aell it, and 

tlmi thla woold be bj the Qoretnar of Cochin. 

UpoQ the third complaint the Eajali obeerred that that port of tho ooontry 
where the linea were erected waa g^ron to faun before the Oochm Kajah paid 
tribute to Uppoo, and that the linea had been erected twenty fire ycora, during 
which DO had been made omoeniiDg them. 

But after dellTering three anaTren to the demanda of Tippoo the E^th of 
TmTonoore exprcaaed his wish to hare them understood as explanaikna, reaerrmg 
hit nltimate dcciiioa on the re^nlaUlonj n>aib> of him nntE he had recelrod tho 
adrlce of the falngUab Goremment for the rcgnlabon of hla oandnot. 

It appeors that at that time Uppoo waa encamped with a large army at the

Hm answer to the Eajah a explonatiotia, which waa e:tpreaacd in teima that 
an intention to support the requlaltlona he had made by force, waa soon 
gncceeded by actual boatilitiea. On the 29th of December be attacked In poison 
the Rajah a hniw the head of constierahle port of hla army and after carrying 
and pwii»*«lng them to the ertent of two or threo mEea for aereral faonri, bo 
waa forced to abandon them with great loss, by a ajdrlted exertion of the Eojoh^ 
own troopa, lar beyond what ooald bare been expected Eton people so deBdeat In 
mllitaiy ai^ and dladpUne. 

The account which we have reectredmentiona Uppoo a army at the attack of 
the Uniw to have consisted of about 34,000 men, including regulars, IrrognUrs, 
and caroliy boaidea ten piooea of oonooc. We have no accopht that stales exactly 
tho nomber of killed upon that occoskmi bnt we are Infonned gcserull^ that on 
tho sjdc of the Bajah It waa about 200 and on that of l^ppoo about 1000 man 
Qof ifiitlEgcaoB aoqoalnta us that among the latter were Jamaul Bcq tho Com 
moodcr of a IHviato of about 1600 mon, and 'Uppoo a son in>law Meet Camur 
ud<dio Cavn. Itia undentood thatUffiooaborso wushotondeTblffi. Ihereis 
also Bome reason to auppoee that be r^red acme hurt. One report toenticiu 
that be waa wounded In the aboolder by a mnakot-ball, another that in looping 
from the ramjiart he had been modi bruised, and tom by a homhoo hedge which 
grows in tho ditch, where hU palankeen waa afterwarda found with a illTer box 
(containing somo dlamood linga and other jewels)^ hla large scul with hla titles, 
hla fusee and ptatola, with hii name upco them, and Ukewlao hla sword. 

Immediately on the S[>pcamncs of Tlppooa being dstennined to attack tho 
Trarancore lines the Eajah mode appIIcoUm to your Bealdcnt for tho aaiUtance 
of tho Company’s troops In the deiimeo of Ida counliy and orders were giren in 
compliance with it to Captain Knox the ivnnmTiiling ofQccr who was jrspared 
to od ai emergency might require.

Orders were lent to your Resident at Pooua to negodaU for an ailUnce with 
the Uahratta state against Uppoo, with authority to ennrtii^n aa agreement with 
it under the Laslmctkna ginn to him for that purpewe, and wo directed your 
IfoiJdent with ^tahajee Scinilia, tocpdcaTonr ta and 

IIokaT to CM their inkrrst at Poona for tho 

Orders were aho sent to your Kekldent at Jlydnhad to lake lb* nrcetoary 
steps for securing tho co-oi<ralioa of Nlxam Aliy in the war igaJaat Tlji-w. 

\\ e likewise directed the notuloy Oorenuncot to comply with pirh jT>juIiI 
tfons as might Ic made of them by Mr Malet, the Resident at Pixsu, for a 
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detaclimont of tho Company’s troops to act with tho Mahrattas, In case they 
should insist upon it as an iiidispensablo condition of their entering into an 
alliance ivith tho Company They were also instructed to make a poiverful 
diversion by attacking Tippoo’s dominions, and by exciting his subjects and tribu- 
taries to revolt on tho Coast of !Malabar To enable them to effect these pur- 
jxises w e directed that they should immediately ruse and add two companies to 
each of their t\\ eh o battalions of regular native troops, and we requested their 
opinion whether any further augmentation of their army would be neecssaiy, 
as well as a commuiucation, as soon as they might find it convenient, of the plan 
they intended to pursue for executing oiir orders. 

In writing to Fort St George npon reccumg tho intelligence of Tippoo’s 
attack on the lines at Tmvancore, wc could not allow ourselves to doubt, that 
ujou the firat information they had of it, thej^ had considered the Company as at 
war with him, and had proceeded to take measures to cairy it on wuth vigoui, 
aceoiding to tho terms of oui instiuctious, dated tho 29th of August last, a eopy 
of which we have tho honour to enclose, and consequently that, amongst other 
precautions, all inymcnts to tho Nabob of Arcot’s private creditors, and all steps 
for providing an iinestmeut had immcdiatelj’’ ceased, so that the w'hole of their 
pccumaiy resouices might bo applied to tho mainteuanee of tho interests and 
honour of tho Company and the British nation We aequaiuted them with the 
orders sent to Mr ilalet and Captain Kennaway, and to the Governor m Council 
at Bomlxiy, as already mentioned, and assured them that wo should take every 
other means in our power to exact a full reparation from Tippoo for his wanton 
and unprovoked violation of his treaty wnth the Company 

On the day after tho account arrived from ^ladras that Tippoo had actually 
commenced hostilities against your ally the Eajah of Travancore, the members of 
the Board -were apprised that in tho critical situation m which your affairs 
appeared to be in tho Carnatic, tile Governor-General looked upon it as a duty 
which he owed to his country, to lay aside all considerations of his own personal 
ease or responsibihty, or even of what the existing laws might specifically au- 
thorise, and to dotennine on proceeding to the const, as soon as might he possible, 
to take a temixirary charge of the cinl and military at the Presidency of Port 
St Geoige Exclusive of other reasous his Lordship thought himself called upon 

to take so decided a step from itshemg consistent with his knowledge that there 
w'os not a sufiScient harmony and mutual confidence between the civil and mili- 
tary departments at hladras, and that there was an evident backwardness on the 
part of the Government to consult the officer commauding the troops, or make 
any use of his expenence and opinion m making preparations and arrangements 
for carrying on a war It w'as further observed by the Govemoi -General that the 
mattention, amounting in appearance to disregard, which had been shown by the 
hladras Government to some of our late mstructions, on points of great impoit- 
ance, was higblydeservmg of our severe reprehension, and could not fail to operate 
as an additional reason in his mind foi entertaming gieat doubts of the good 
disposition or abihty of that Government to support and maintam the public 
mterests and honour at this cntical penod , rmder these impressions his Lordship 
thought himself required by a sense of duty to the Company, as well as by an 
attention to the general interests of the nation, to stand forth and endeavour 
to avert the misfortunes with which negligence and misconduct or jealousies 
between the civil and militaiy departments might be attended , with that view and 
upon the ground of state necessity, it'was the mtention of Loid Cornwallis to 
take the responsibility of an irregular measure upon himself, and to propose that 
the Board should invest him with full powers to assume a temporary charge of 
VOL.

ComwTLUls to have reached Uadraa hia Lordship ohsorved that the grounds, on 
which he bad formed his drtt rcnlutum wera In a greet mcosuro, or perhaps 
entirely done away For as it roold havo been inoompatihle with the statioo 
which ho held in this oountry that his Lordship should have rendered , him self In 
any degree sahordinate to the OoTorumenl of hladras, and as General Kodows is 
a man of acknowledged ability and character and regularly invested by yonr 
lIoDourable Ooort with the ofira of Governor and Onrnmnndcr in Chief at the 
Presidancy of Fort 8L Gearge, bo could not vtoture to say that by reUnqulshiug 
the inunediate dlrectkn of the Supreme Goverumest after a knowlodgo of the 
appointment of Oenml Medows, bis Lordabip would not bo Justly ojpoKid to 
blame and ocosuro lot executing a dctoimlDatlon taken a few days boibre, under 
hoUof of the exbteocs of drcnmstances very difi'erent.

Gentlemen, Calcutta, Feb 20, noo 

The Go\crnor and Council of Madias liave submitted to us copies of your 
letters addressed to them, dated tho Otli nml 12th ultimo, and uo think it incum- 
bent ui^m us to assure jou that we entertain a projicr sense of the concern wliicb 
you have evpresswl alxiut tho interest of the English East India Company, and of 
its all^ the Itajah of 'Imrancoio 

Although tho Gth Article of tho late treaty of alliance, which has been entered 
into by tlie Crown of Gi eat Britain and the Stxtes-General of the United Pro- 
vinces, only contains specifically a mutual defensne stipulation against the hostile 
attempts of au} othei European lower in India, j'ct we aro so much convinced 
of its being our mutual interest tli it the strictest cordiality sliould subsist between 
us, that w'c <;hain )0 hapi»y to embrace every opportunity that oflors, to manifest 
our uunest inclination to promote an inteichmgo of good offices, and to cultivate 
and cement the ancient friendship which has been so happily restored between 
our respective nations 

We think ourselves much obliged to you for the clear and satisfactory mfor- 
mahon with which you fumishcd the Government of Madras of the nature of 
the tenure by which the Dutch East India Company held the foit of Cranga- 
nore, previous to its being ceded to the Ilajah of Travancorc , and as we agiee 
entirely m opinion with you that tho Nabob Tippoo Sultaun had no right what- 
ever to interfere with the tiausaction by W'hich the Ilajah obtained possession of 
that fort from youi nation, wo should not have looked on with indilference even 
if he had confined himself solely to an attempt of wresting Cranganore from the 
Ilajah by force of arms 

The violent and ambitious spirit of that Prince seems, however, to have much 
more important objects m view, and his total disregard of the faith of treaties, 
and his designs upon the country of Tmvaucore, having appeared in the most 
unequivocal shape by his daimg attack on the Ilajah ’s Imes on the 29fh of De- 
cember last, we consider oui selves bound in honour not to abandon an ally m 
such imminent danger, and have accordingly determined to give him our decided 
support, as well as to resent the outrage that has been committed upon him in 
the same manner as if it had been offered to oui selves 

It gave us particular satisfaction to learn that you also take a warm concern 
about the Bajah, and upon a supposition that you may be inclined to assist 
him upon this occasion, we shall direct the Government of Madras to inform 
you of the nature of the operations which will be undertaken foi the protection 
of Travancore by the troops of that Presidency, and to take the hberty of pointing 
out to you from time to tune the mode m which, according to the best of their 
judgment, the aid which it may be m your power to grant from Cochin or Ceylon, 
may be applied most efficaciously for promoting the success of the common cause 

Wo have been informed of some late instances of Tippoo’s msulting behaviom 
to the Governor of Cochm, and of the designs which he seems to entertain agamst 
that fort and settlement , and should he proceed so far as to attack that fortress 
in resentment for the proofs which you may give of your fnendship for us, or for 
our ally the Eajah, we will engage tn exert our utmost endeav ours to force him to 
desist from the enterprise, and also to obtain for you, at a negotiation for peace, a 
full reparation for any mjunes that you may have sustained 

As Tippoo has become the aggressor by the most wanton violation of the late

the late President and Members of that Board, which hav e appeared to bo parti- 
cularly culpable, shall bo exiosed to yoiii notice, and pumshed as far as it is m 
the ixivver of this Govenimeut . . 

It may also be unnecessary to remark to you, that to show signs of timidity 
and indecision, or to submit tamely to injuries or insults from an avowed and 
insolent enemy, instead of averting, would tend to invite and bring on a war in 
any jiart of the world But iii this country in particular, I may safely venture to 
jironounce, that, if ever the native Princes can sec grounds to despise the force of 
our arms, and to lose conhdenco m our honour and fidelity as allies, the existence 
of our jKiwer and influence among them will not aftei wauls be of long duration 
It h.is, therefore, been with no small degree of mortification that I have seen your 
reputation tarnished and your inteiebls ciidingered by a tram of conduct in the 
late Gov crnnient of Fort St George, which has been no less calculated to dishearten 
an old and faithful friend than to encourage a powerful and implacable enemy 
The late President, IMr John Holloud, having thought proper to leave India 
without giving any notice of his intention to this Goveniment, Mr Edward 
John Hollond entered two ilinutes m answer to our letters (dated February the 
8th and February 11th), in which we required of the Board to give explanations 
of several parts of their conduct, and their reasons for disobeying the explicit 
orders of this Government, which directed that Tippoo should be considered as at 
w'ar with the Company if he should attack any pait of the dominions of the 
Nabob of Aicot or the Pajah of Travancore, which were in their possession at the 
period of the late treaty of peace, and consequently guaranteed to them by the 
Company, and in that event that no time should be lost in makmg the necessary 
prejiarations for carrymg on the wai with efficacy and vigour 

The culpability of part of the neglect that we mmuted to that Government, 
rested no doubt principally with the late President , out as Mr Edward HoUond 
entered no dissent upon record to the measiue, he, as a member of the Board, 
participates in the blame of having disobeyed our positive oiders to consider 
Tippoo as at war with the Company, in the event of his committmg hostihties as 
above stated, and I must acknowledge that the credit which he takes for economy 
by delaying the preparations for enabhng the army to take the field, has only 
excited-my warmest indignation The Company may not only pay dear for that 
temporary piece of economy, by its occasioning a prolongation of the war, but the 
delay has already furmshed great advantage to an im eterate enemy, by giving 
him time to employ his whole foice m endeavouring to enrich himself at the 
expense, and by the rum, of one of our faithful allies Should he unfortunately 
succeed m those endeavours, he will be enabled to prosecute his designs against 
ourselves with great increase of strength, whilst, m addition to the pernicious 
effects which may probably follow from the tardmess of our operations, we have 
been exposed in the eyes of all the powers m India, to the imputation of want of 
honour and fidelity m adliermg to our engagements with an ally, when in the 
most urgent danger and distrass

whidh have been so rmnous to the honest and industrious inhabitants of this 
country, and so disgraceful to our Government . . .

[Extract J Secret 

GeNTLEJIEK, Fort Wulloni, April 12, 1'lGO 

. . I am persuaded that you will observe with satisfaction that by 
the means of the powerful preparations which we have made on our own part, and 
by the apparent hearty dispositiop of the Nizam and the Marattas to co-operate 
with us m this war, there is very reasonable ground to expect that we shall be 
able to exact ample reparation from Tippoo for his msolent and flagrant violation 
of the late treaty of peace 

Every peisonal consideration rendered it pecuharly desirable foi me to take all 
means that were honourable to prevent an mterniption of the pubhc tranquilhty, 
because many of the effects of my earnest endeavours smce my arrival m India to 
restore order to the Company’s finances, must be counteracted by the xmavoidable 
expenses of a war, and it may likewise be the cause of detammg me another year 
m this country, which I shall feel as a seveie disappomtment But at a crisis 
when Tippoo’s enmity and ambition prompted him to commit a decided act of 
hostility agamst one of our allies, I should have deservedly mcurred the contempt 
and censure of my country, if a pusillanimous anxiety for the contmnance of peace 
had induced me to endeavour to delay an open rupture with him by abandonmg 
the dommions of that ally to rum and devastation, or if I had even hesitated in 
resenting so danng an insult, according to the clear dictates of sound pohcy, 
honour, and justice 

The coidial reception which the Nizam and the Marattas gave to the pro- 
positions that I have made to them to avail themselves of this opportimity to 
revenge the many mjunes that they have suffered at different times from Tippoo 
or his father, by joming with us m the war, have been highly gmtifymg to me, 
and you will see from my correspondence with Mr Malet and Captam Kennaway, 
that we have good grounds to expect that we shall obtain an early and vigorous 
co-operation from both these powers upon very advantageous terms 

You will bo mformed by the despatches to the Court of Directors that I have 
been extremely dissatisfied with the conduct of the late Government of Fort 
St George, and I am still under great apprehension that many fatal consequences 
may follow from their cnmuial disobedience of our orders, which diiected them to 
consider Tippoo as at war with the Company, if he should attack any part of the 
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utcieDt piUB'MfiTi ot ibo Rijth of TnvsiiCOTe, uid to innlrft ^Tcpa r artota 
aooordlngiy for aurjlng It oa with rigour 

I tniit that U ii Dot yet entirely liDpo»ble that Tippoo may he deterred from 
proaccotiDg hla agiiiut TniTancon% by the account* which he must coo- 

•taotly rectdre of oor EDflitary prepmalkm*, or at least if ha ihould penetrate iato 
Tranmoore, that ha will be ohllg^ to erncaato that ooimtr} and to employ hi* 
troop* in the dofenoo of hi* own domlnloiii^ when General Ifedow^ eccordmg to 
hi* present pl««i, ihsTl he enabled to oomiz>ence offenalTO oi'eratian* oga ln at the 
country of Coimbetoor 

There are hardly any ctrcomatancea that ocmld bo snppoeed under which an 
expendve and a dxuigeroa* war wonld not be to a certain degroo a dl*trt**lng

Uoo* to the Nixam and the UarattBs to Join in a league with hini to subrert oor 
power there 1 * at this moment an embony from him at Hydrohad for the 
eipren purpoee of soUatiog hi* tUglmess to join with him In attacking our 
dominloQ*, or of our alllci, and ootueqoeotly that we mn*t hare looked opoa 
a war with oontlanUy Impeztdingorer ns, if it could hare been avoided 

at present, aheolutely certain at oomo fatore and perhapa early jorlod, I do not 
think It unroofonable to expect that It ntay ultfanatrly prove /ortunato both for 
the Company and theNadroa, thotbyamost Sagrant brmnh ofa solemntrmty 
hare bc^ forced by adhering to the prindplos^f bcDODr justice, and good filth 
to oor allies, to cotne to a rupture with him at a junclnre which olTen lo u* to 
many ooatideraUe and erident adranUgea. 

Sboold the war proro fncoerefol, wo shall hare a variety of lotercats and 
politicsil armngomQQU to adjust with oar coDfcdcrates andUxnldtbal^ixsm and 
the UaraUos coodane to act aftb the tonae (aJrnras and optDDCXs that they bare 
hitherto manifested In the prelimloary nei,otialJoDs, they wDl Itaro the itrougtat 
claims to a liberal share of the advantages that can bo secured for the Ccsifodrraoy 
hj a treaty of pcoco.

Me think it proper to meotioo in this place some days oiler the attack 
made by Tippoo oo the lines of TraraDcore oo Uis 2 Qlh of December letter* were 
writua to the Oovenunent of 3 tsdnis by theCovernev sed Council si CoJumbo, 
sod cuaman l catcd to os, In which a sai>poaiUoQ was expressed that if Tliiioo 
should laccccd In bis eojearonrs to sobdoo Cruganoro against this pU^ do 
stiempt that wo are advised of baa yet tecu made) he Would proceed to attack 
Ccchin 
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They there take notice that, “ although this does not come nithin the letter of 
the 6th Article of the Treaty hetw ecu England and tho llepublic, itisnc\crthcles3 
very clear tli it it Mould ho contrary to the spirit and real intention of that tieaty, 
if tho two nations m India, m a case like the present, were not to ha\c in view 
tho welfare of cacli other, and reciprocally promote it as much os 1 0 ‘'i>ihle ” 

UlKin this ground the Dutch were {lersnadcd that (during tho niicortainty they 
were in how fai Tippoo's designs might c\tond) the necessary measures had been 
taken by tho Goiernnicut of Fort St George most conformable to tho spirit and 
intention of tho States-General 

Tho subject of these des^iatchcs from Colombo being of considerable importance, 
we thought it proper to couniiumcato oiu sentiments upon it to tlio Governor and 
Council ot that settlenioiit, aiul to tho Goierumcnt of JIadras 

The terms ol the letter from tho former expressing a zealous concern for tho 
interests of the llajah of Tniancoro, and mdiicmg us to think that they were 
inclined to assist him iii tho w ar, tho Government of Jladris w'erc mstructed to 
inform them of the nature of the operations intended for the protection of Tm- 
vancore by tho Com^iany’s troops, and to point out to them from time to time 
the mode m which the aid that it might bo in tho power of the Dutch to grant 
from Cochin or Ceylon, might bo applied most eflicaciously for promoting tho 
success of tlic common cause , and wo acquainted tho Dutch, in answer to their 
applmition relatue to Cochin, tint if Tippoo should proceed so far as to attack 
that fortress, in resentment for tho proofs they may gi\e of their friendship for 
Us or for our ally tho Hajah of Travancore, w'e would engage to exert our utmost 
endeavours to force him to desist, from the enterprise, and to obtain for them 
at a negotiation for peace, a full reparation for any injuries they may ha\o 
sustamed 

The intention of Mr Powney (signified in our advices by the Bemngton) 
to send a Hag of truce to Tipiioo w'as followed on the loth January, and a letter 
was written to bun desinng him in the name of the Company, to desist fiom 
proceeding m further acts of hostility against tlie possessions of the Eajah of 
Travancoie It w'as at the time mentioned to him that, if he were desirous of 
settlmg the points in contest by the mvestigation of commissioners, the Govern- 
ment of Madras would appoint one or more to meet such peisons as might be 
appointed by Tippoo, at any convenient place on tho boi ders of the respective 
countnes belonging to him and the Company , Tippoo, m his ansxver, recited tho 
three subjects of demand on the Eajab, and acquainted Mr Poivney that he 
had ivntten to the Governor of Madras concerning them What he observed 
respecting the appointment of commissioners was similar to the reply which he 
sent to Madras upon this subject, and will be noticed m the course of our narrative 
In our adviced by the Bemngton we mentioned that two letters had been 
received by the Governor of Fort St Geoige from Tippoo, dated the 24th of 
December and 1st of January We related their contents, but were not able to 
inform you of the answer that had been sent to them Tour Honourable Court 
will recollect that his letter of the 1st of January was written after his attack on 
the Travancore Imes, and that his account of tho circumstances attending it was 
not entitled to the smallest credit, while on the other hand it was a matter of 
important consideration, that he had committed an act of hostibty for ■yvhich a 
suitable reparation was absolutely .and indispensably necessary, but none was 
offered. Yet the Goveiaior of Madiiis, Mr Hollond, without paying the least 
regard to ours dated August 29th and tSthof November, was entirely silent in his 
answers to Tippoo’s letters conceimng the ittack upon the bnes of Travancore, and 
with the same composuie that might have suited^a different state of affairs, he 
repeated his offer to have the causes of complamt investigated by commissioners 
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to bo appohitcd for that porpoM cod open the uuno prioclplo of forboanoce, bat 
at tbe hazard of matcriaUv oiTcotiog tho oo^odotiona at I'ccim and Ej^rahod, bo 
DoUdeJ ubot bedoemeda diaarotraloThoatOitkaly Ti] poo toCoptaio KennaTray 
vho Qotcmill) cxuurumdcated tho Inromutioo to iSi Malrt at Foooa, which cooJd 
ooly tend to impede tho aocccM of the n}«aaorej we hod taboo to obtain tbe 
allioDce of tbo Nizam and tho Kahrattaa. 

Under the« ood other droomatances, wo could not but bo happy to bau" of 
the oiriTal of Geuoral ilcdowi at Hadraa with your commianoo oppoiotmg him to 
tobe charge of tho Govomincnt. In a abort bme after tbia happened lettcra came 
from Tipi'oo (in an wer to tboae of 21r HoUond doted the 2Qd and 9th January), 
In which upon the lobjoct of appointing cotnmiaioocra, he obterred tbotifthis 
wore yet wiahod, one or two tmaty penona ahoold bo sent to the iVeanuo, that, 
haring arTi\‘cd in tho iVeance, they might aottle the boalnesa.

General iledows may haic piojccted on the coast of Corromandel, and he mteuded 
to employ the inten al inmalung the necessary le\ les to stiengthcn your battalions, 
and in ionuing a system to abridge that evtraordinary expense w'lth which tho 
amiamcnts equipped from Lomlny have hecn commonly attended 

On a supposition that tho Nairs and Tippoo’s other subjects and tributaries 
adjoiuiug to Tellichorrj, are desirous of making vigoious ellorts to relieve tliem- 
sches lioni the cruel oppressions of his GoTermnent, and that tlio Goieimment of 
Bombay may Cud it practicable to send a leinforcement to that settlement, of 
sufiicieut strength to enable the commanding officer of the troops to give eflectual 
support and assistance to the exertions of the inhabitants of tho country against 
sucli of Tippoo’s forces ns may he stationed in that part of his domimons, wo ha\ e 
authonzed tho Governor in Coimcil to eiicouiage these people to shake off all 
dcpendeuce upon him, and to engage on the part of the Company, on condition 
that they will act heartily, and submit to be directed by us in carrying on tie 
piesent war against him, that our utmost endeaiours shall be used to lender them 
in future entirely independent of him, and at tho conclusion of the war to retain 
them upon reasonable terms undci tho protection of the Company 

On the 2()th of February we wnote to his Excellency to let him know that 
hostilities had been committed by Tippoo against our ally tho Eajah of Travancore, 
and that although wa could not then determine how far any military opeiations 
that must be undci taken in consequence would stand in need of his Majesty’s 
squadron, we Avero avoU assured that, if the Government of Fort St Geoige or 
Bombay should make application to his Excellency for such aid as he may tbiulc 
it in his pow'er to affoid, he w ould be perfectly Avell disposed to comply with then- 
request * 

We observed to his Excellency that we had every reason to believe that the 
French Government m this country Avould not be disposed to coimtenance the 
rm warrantable conduct of Tippoo, bulrif, contrary to our expectations, his cruizers 
should fall m with any vessels of that nation with a considerable number of 
troops on board, or with a large quantity of military stores on the Malabar coast, 
the commanders pretending that they Avere gomg to the small factory possessed 
by the French at Mahe, Ave submitted our opinion to his Excellency that they ought 
to be informed that, if they jilease, they may proceed to PondicheiTy, but that they 
cannot be permitted to land their troops oi stores either at Mahe or at any port on 
the coast of klalahar, as Ave are convmced that m that case they must be intended 
for the use of our enemy Tippoo Sultaun -^q

tion, and fiom these consideiations we should perhaps on any common occasion 
conceive that we should not comput a verj’' unwanantable breach of our public 
duty, by exposing the Company’s interests to the risk of suffering some moderate 
pecuniary loss, rathei than give a sanction to any measure whicli ue liad reason to 
believe would violently shock the private feelmgs of a respectable old Prmce, who 
has probably now but a few years to live 

Forced, however, as we have been, mto an expensive and dangerous war, with 
the most inveterate, as well as the most powerful enemy that the Bntish nation 
and the Nabob have ever had to contend with in India, and in the event of which 
the future safety of his Highness’s own dommions is as deeply staked as the 
essential interests of the Honourable Company, we plainly perceive that we could 
not gratify the Nabob’s pnvate sensation by forbearing to take efficient steps to 
exact the peifonnance of his engagements to the Company, uithout being guilty 
of a flagrant neglect of the attention which is due to the honour and mterests of 
our country, and no less to the secunty of his Highness’s own dominions 

We need not conceal from you that the resources of Bengal, exhausted as they 
aie by drams of various kinds during a long senes of successive years, could not, 
even with the aid of the utmost punctuality in his Highness’s payments, either 
according to the terms of the treaty concluded with Sir Archibald Campbell, or of 
those of the propositions made to him by the Court of Directors to which he has 
lately acceded, long support such expenses as those with which the present vnr 
must unavoidably be attended, without being reduced to great extremity of 
distress But we must freely declare that unless the whole oi a great part of 
the heavy arrears which are at piesent due by the Nabob of Arcot and the 
Kajah of Tanjore can be recovered, and a punctual discharge of the stipulated 
proportions of their revenues can be secuied in future for the general good, we 
not only foresee great embarrassment to the Company’s finances, but also much 
ground for apprehension that the ultimate success of the wai may be greatly 
endangered 

Under these impressions, and being at the same time perfectly persuaded that 
in giving your opinions you are actuated solely by a regard to the substantial 
interests both of his Highness and the Company, as well as convmced that your 
judgment cannot be erroneous on the impossibility of obtaimng in future the 
stipulated proportion of the Nabob’s revenue through the medium of his High- 
ness’s own managers, which must also preclude all hopes of your being able to 
recover by these means the immense amount of his present balance, we tlunk it 
our indispensable duty to authorise and direct you to take effectual measures, in as 
delicate a manner as may be possible, to put the Company mto immediate posses- 
sion of his Higlmess’s revenues and country, in order that the total amoimt of the 
collections may be applied with fidelity and economy, m the proportions that have 
been already settled to defray the exigencies of the war for the general benefit of 
the parties, and to support his Highne'^s’s own family and dignity 

We sincerelj lament that your endeavours to prevail upon the Nabob by argu- 
ment and persuasion, to sacrifice his ideas and private feelings respecting his own 
personal digmty and importance to the real and substantial good of bw subiects, 
and for that puipose to make a voluutaiy sunendci to the Company of the 
management of his countiy during the piesent war, ha\e proicd so fruitless and 
ineffectual, because it has been with the utmost leluctanco that we could bnng 
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CHUMlrcs to loitmct 700 to tota any ctap vbidi would gire hli lIIfduMBi tlw

some time to bi\c dcwotcd them, by a coinbnntiou of circumstances that have 
ojx* rated with more success th iii could reasonably Iia\c been cKi«cted m their 
fivour , amongst those ire to be reekouod the well-jiiduedevertioiisof the Bombay 
Goienimcnt, our own militiry prej iritioiis at Tricbuiopoly, but above alia want 
of Mgour uid activity for sever iliiiontlis on the part ol 'lippoo m carrying on Ins 
approaches afterwards aguiist the lines, which by no means corresponds with his 
former character, and I think is not sunicicntly accounted for by’ any of the causes 
to vvhicb I 111' e liitlicrto heard it ascribed 

iluch time was necessarily’ required to make the numerous arrangements that 
are indispensable foi enabling a considerable anny to undertake active fiold-opera- 
tious in this country , and alter General Medows took the command of the aimy 
at Inchiuopoly and put it in motion towards the enemy’s country, several defects 
were disco v’cred m some of those ariaiigemcuts that were supposed to have been 
completed, which occisioned a little delay 

I have likewise had the greatest reason to bo satisfied with the liberal and 
explicit declaration winch was made by the Comte do Conway, the Governor- 
General of the French possessions m India, that France bad no treaty with 
Tippoo, and that according to the instructions winch lie has uniformly received 
from his own Court, he is determined to observ e the strictest neutrality m the 
pieseut war 

TTiere is no circumstance that I am acquainted with cither m the public or 
pnvatc character of the Eaj di of Tanjorc, which m my opmion gives him the 
least claim to forbearance fiom the Company m exacting the performance of his 
public engagements, and 1 theieforo felt no reluctance at proposing the resolution 
to the Board that related to him , but I cannot help viewing the old Nabob of 
Arcot m a very different light, and it was tberefoie, I must aclcnowledge, with 
great concern that I gave my’ sanction to a measure which I knew would occasion 
pam and mortification to a Prince so far advanced in yearn, and whose interests 
have long been so closely connected with those of the Bntish nation, hut I was 
impelled to the determination by the strongest considerations of humamty, justice, 
and puhhc necessity 

The flagrant failure on his part in the performance of the stipulations of the 
treaty with the Company, ought long ago to have awakened the Government of 
Fort St George to a sense of then public duty’, and would, in stiictuess, at any 
time havemented theseiious interference of this Government , hut at a dangerous 
juncture when the resources of Peugal aie totally inadequate alone to support the 
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expenae of tbe wtr into which wt) htro bem forced bj ooo of tho moat inrotertte 
enemica of bia Highnraa a faniflj aad of the Brituh name, I cotUd not giro way to

and omel opproarioo<i are nowbere in India more openlytind generally committed 
with impQ^ty npoa the mata of tba mfaerable inbabitanta, than by bia Hi{^ 
neaaa ofBcera in the intenml managcfueot of bia country end it will therefore not 
only be felt oa a relief by the body of the people to be put under tbe autbori^ of 
ibeCompeny’a aervaota, bat we aboil prolnbly be able by mild and Joat treatment 
to coodLlato on tbia critical occaatoo tbe attachment of the Sonthem Polygiira, 
who, fiom being haroiaed by tbe tmreaaooahle evarriona of the Nabob 1 rentora, 
bare almoat olwaya been ripe for diatorbance and revolt.

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^sional, should he taken from the landholdeis of eveiy description, to whom they 
conceived the rents of the lands and lakes alone should be left, which opimon 
they observed was founded on the consideration of its being particularly incum- 
bent on Government when the proprietary nght of zemindars to the soil is ad- 
mitted, and the land-tax fixed eventually for ever, to asseit and secure then sole 
right to impose, collect, and modify all duties, customs, and taxes of every de- 
scription, — we finally determined, with the reserve of youi approbation, not to 
restore those collections to the landholders 

In consequence of the mfonnation and accounts furmshed by the collectors 
subsequent to the above determination on the 28th of July, we at length resolved 
to abolish all internal duties and impositions whatever, levied throughout the pro- 
vinces under the denomination of Sayer, with the exception of the Government 
and Calcutta customs, the duties levied on pilgrims at Gya and other places of 
pilgrimage, the abkaiiy or tax on spirituous liquors, the collections made m the 
gunges, bazars, and hauts situated within the limits of Calcutta, and such collec- 
tions as are confirmed to the landholders by our resolutions of the 11th of June 
last, VIZ rents paid for the use of land, or for houses, shops, or other buildings 
erected thereon, oi for orchards, pasture-ground, and fisheries, sometimes mcluded 
under the denomination of Sayer 

The duties at Gya have been long estahhshed, and similar exactions are levied 
at most of the places of pilgiimage in Hmdostan The collections at Gya are 
now made chiefiy from subjects of the Mahiatta States, numbers of whom resort 
annually to that place for the purposes of devotion We are aware of the objec- 
tions to contmumg these duties, but political consideiations have induced us to 
defer the abolition of them imtil a futme opportunity 

From the accounts of the Sayei collections m Burdwan, Dinagepore, Beerbhoom, 
and Jessore, recorded on our proceedings of the 7th of July, you will perceive that 
the probable loss arising from the abolition of these imposts will be inconsiderable, 
when compared with the great benefits which the countiy xvill denve from the 
abohtion of all the numeious impositions that appear to have been levied upon 
every article of commerce and necessary of life, and from the various classes of 
manufacturers and lower orders of people being exempted from the variety of 
personal and professional taxes hitherto collected from them by the landholders.

We have received your letter dated the 1st instant, and have perused 
with great attention the extract which you transmitted of your minutes of con- 
sultation regarding the charge exhibited by the Nabob against Paupiah, dubash 
to your late president, Mr John Hollond, which has been extended to Mr John 
Hollond himself as well as to his brother, Mr Edward John Hollond, late a member 
of your Board, with the letter addressed to you by Mr Popham, the Company’s 
solicitor, which you enclosed , and in addition to the further instructions which 
our duty requires from us on this important subject, we thmk that it may be 
satisfactory to you, and proper and expedient m every other respect on account of 
the violent protests of Paupiah himself againsr our orders, and the language which

addrened to yonr Boards to taka thii opportmut 7 to give pm an axplonalion of 
the grotmdi cm which onr orden raqMCting Fanpiah bare been iieacd and Iran 
which we trnst it will appear that, far ftem having anted in regard to >iim with 
croeltp, opfrcaaloo, or Injnrtice, he haa been treated with every degree of lenl^ 
which was compatibls with a regard to an hcmcmrahle dlacharge ofonrpabliodnty 
or of yocra. 

The Nabob of Arooti representation, dated the 5th of Angoit laat, having 
atated that nuna of money to a v e r y great amonnt, which were destinod ibr the 
Company! treaanry had been detained by Panpiah the dnhaah of Hr John 
HoUond, yon were impreaaed with a proper aaiae of the noceadty of aDCoring 
Panplah’i peraon nntil yon oonld tcoolTe inatmctioDa from ni, and we not ocdy 
conflnpod what yon had done, bat we judged it indlipeniahly inonmbent upon ns 
to direct that farther stepa ihcmld he taken to aeoore both the person and pro 
perty of Panpish, pending the inveatigatlon of the ohorgea which his 
has proferrecL 

Onr object In ^rlng these orders must have been no leas obvkma than tboy 
were Important by accniing Panpiah s pem, onr inlentlon was not only to Infore 
his ■tf ryTAni^ to the committee daring the progrtM of the Invoati^tion, bnt 

to prevent him fhjcn olndlng the pnrpoaes of jaadee by flight, in the event of 
its appearing by the roaolt of the tnveatJgatlnii that there were good groimdi to 
ana him at law Ibr the coma of pablle mooey that had been detained by him for 
bis own use or to prosamte him criminally foe the embezslomcnt of pohlio 
money or fora comiptand franduleot cocobinatkci with others tojjalat thorn la 
abusing the power they poasciaed In virtne of their ofliccs and it wu do 
loss necesaaryfor the rcasona shore mentioned that his property ihcnld bosecarod 
tmtn the rwilt of the inroidgatlcn oonld be known, as he might otherwise havo 
had it in his power to hare secretly assigned It away or to have dispoecd of it In 
SQch a manoer os to hare pnt It ont of the reach of any ozoontlon which the law 
might alUmotely award his eflects.

Government to proceed upon sure grounds, and to take those steps which may 
promise to be most effectual for recovering to the Nabob, oi to the Company, 
the money that may have been fraudulently and suiieptitiously obtained fiom 
either of them, and for bunging the oliendmg parties otherwise to condign 
punishment 

The pubhc charge which the Nabob in his letter addressed to you, dated 
the 27th ultimo, has brought against Mr Edward John Hollond, for having been 
equally implicated with his brother and Paupiah in detaimng the money which 
w as destmed for the Company’s treasury’-, has attracted our senous attention, and 
we conceive that it ivill be incumbent upon you to take as early measmes as 
circumstances may render advisable, to secure both his peison and his property 
m such a manner as to render him amenable to the consequences of any civil 
or criminal prosecution which it may eventually become necessary to mstitiite 
against him 

If it has not yet appeared in the proceedings of the Committee that evidence 
could be brought of Mr E J Hollond havmg been guilty of appropiiating to his 
own use any sums of money belongmg to the Nabob, oi to the Company, or of aiding 
and abettmg his brother and Paupiah m any such criminal acts, it could answer 
no purpose to file a Bill in Equity agamst him, because he could demur to the 
discovery, on the ground of its relating to facts which if confessed w’ould subject 
him to a criminal prosecution and conviction It is therefore of great moment 
that the committee should proceed with as much dispatch as possible in the mves- 
tigation of the charges that have been prefeiTed by the Nabob, and if it shall ap- 
pear from then proceedings that Mr E J Hollond has been concerned m diverting 
to his own private use any sum of money w Inch had been mtended by his High- 
ness to be paid into the Company’s treasury, or obtamed any sum from the Nabob 
as a present under the colour of a loan, or under any other unlawful pretext 
whatever, we recommend that a BiU m Equity may be filed upon those grounds, 
according to the real truth of the transactions, agamst Mr Edward J Hollond, 
m order to obhge him to restore the money that he may have received m the 
above manner, either to the Nabob or to the Company’s treasury, as may be 
judged most eqmtable, and at the same tune that a cnmmal prosecution may be 
instituted against him upon the grounds that may be justified by the result of the 
mvestigation 

We apprehend, however, that the Company may carry on those prosecutions 
agamst Paupiah and the two Messrs Hollond, or either of them, without givmg 
credit to the Nabob for the sums which he charges them with havmg detamed 
from the Company’s treasury and appropriated to their own use, untd the amount 
of those sums shall be proved by the evidence furnished by his Highness, and 
until that amount shall have been recovered by a decree agamst them Foi 
unless the Nabob can show by such proof as will satisfy a court of justice, that , 
the money which he charges them with havmg devoted to their own use was 
actually paid to them for the use of the Company, and thereby enable the Com-

EauL CoBNW ALLIS TO THE COUBT OF DlBECTOBS 
HoNOUBABLG SiBS, Fort WilUanj, Nov 17, 1790 

I entertain too high an opmion of General Medows’ professional 
abilities, and feel too great a confidence m his zeal to promote the pubhc good, to 
imagine that the war will bo conducted with more success imder my own imme- 
diate direction , but as Tippoo may have it m his power, durmg a temporary 
mactivity ou our part, to turn his whole force agamst our allies, and unless coun- 
teracted by us may mtimidate or otherwise prevail upon them to treat for a 
separate peace, I have thought it incumbent upon mo on this occasion to step 
bej ond the line of regular official duty, upon the supposition that my presence on 
the coast may operate m some degree to convince them of our being determmed 
to persevere in a vigorous prosecution of the war, and by that means encourage 
them to resist the common enemy wth firmness until the north-east monsoon 
shall break up, and we shall m other respects be prepared to act with efficacy in 
co-operation with them 

I shall beg leave to refer you to the letters from the Board for the particulars 
of many of the resolutions and transactions of this Government But I cannot 
omit to solicit your peculiar attention to the ^olurmnolls corresiiondence beti\cen 
this Board and the Government of Madras on the subject of the complaints which 
have been preferred by the Nabob of Arcot agamst the two Messrs Ilollond and 
Paupiab, the dubash of the elder brother, for diverting very largo sums ot money 
to their own use, ulucH are said to have been mtended by his Iliglmcts to bo 
paid into the Company’s treasury 

I should consider it as highly improper in me to attempt by a pn\ato opmion 
ot my own, to anticipate the re^iort of the Committee uhich lias been appointed to 
inquire into the grounds of those and other complaints of a similar nature uhidi. 
ha\ 0 been brought agamst the jiersons that I have mentioned, but as not only

bo transmitted in the public despatches, that, whilst some isdividoals hats 
profited from the prind^ of hom^ty which dictated our interference no persem 
whatever has tnlTored the leut vlolcoco or lojury from It.

As Tippoo has on all occasions since the commencement of the war carofdlJy 
aroldod an action with SHtisb armies of very Inconsiderable nnmbcii, and In 
portleulir would not attack this army wboo a large part of it was employed In 
carrying 00 tho slego of Dongolore, there is not tho least probohlUty that be will 
DOW haxard a bottle with the strongest army that was orcr brought Into the field 
against him it therefore faJli to the share of the Infantry to proceed with tbe 
artillery according to the pltm which has been settled to atto^ Sej^gapotom and 
it Is the duty of the caralry to orermn tbo ooontry to cut off Tippoo s cum 
mankalion with his cojatol, and to preront tbo appro^ of his crmll detachments 
of li;d»t horse to disturb tbo troops that will be employed in tbe siege. 

To answer tbcw purposes I cl^re (hat yoa will Immediately detach a body of 
his Highness s caralry of any number that yum may Jodge adrlsable and under 
the ci aa m anJ of such chiels as you may think qualified for executing the service, 
into tbo open country to tbe nortb-west of tbo present encampment, with orders 
to drire the enemy s smalt parties from the neighbourhood of tho army and to 
btenxpt cTcrj thing going to or coming out of Scringapatom on tho roodi IcruHng 
to it from Cufa;Qtam and Treagungo. 

TIf]oo w^ by tbo last socuunts at a great distance from hence with tho 
main loly of his army and Ibcro U no rcasoa to IcUoro that tbero Is at jircscnl 
any coiuulcrahlo LoJy of hU caralry near oof front tutwhalovcr tho sitaatluo 
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of the enemy may he, the detached corps should leave its heavy baggage with the 
aiTuy and move into the country as lightly equipped as possible, which -will 
enable it cither to avoid with facility any detachments of the enemy that may be 
furnished with mfantry and guns, oi to attack them ivith success if a favourable 
opportunity should oiler, and if it should at any time be pressed by supenor 
numbers it will find perfect secunty in falling back to the anny 

I shall order further detachments to bo made as the army advances, and 
I think it nght at the same time to state to you that it is only by their own 
activity and exertions, that it will bo possible for the cavalry imder your com- 
mand to procure forage for their horses or subsistence for themselves, and that to 
continue, as has hitherto been the practice, to encamp with their followers in the 
rear of the lino of infantry, would certainly occasion great distress to the ivhole 
army, and rum to the cause m which wo are engaged 

I must hkewise request that you will tako eflectual measures to restrain the 
troops under your command from insultmg oi foremg sentnes belongmg to the 
Eughsh regiments, and to obhge, not only the cavalry, but also the baggage and 
followers to remain m the situations which are allotted to them by the general 
order of march 

I am persuaded you will see the necessity for using your utmost authonty to 
prevent a repetition of both these irregularities, when I mform you that by the 
rules of the Enghsh disciphne it is the duty of a scntiy to put any man to death 
who attempts to force him upon his post , and that exclusive of the great in- 
convenience which has been expcnenced from the multitudes of the cavalry and 
then: followers, who have broken in upon the hne of march of the columns of our 
infantry and artillery, the Enghsh tioops are exposed to great danger, and have 
already sufiered considerable loss by the similarity of appearance of his Highness’s 
and the enemy’s cavalry, which renders it impossible for the ofiBcers and soldiers 
of our army to distinguish the one from the other, and which enables the enemy 
to mix with the stragglers of the Nizam’s cavalry, and to watch for favourable 
opportunities to attack mdividuals on the hne of march, oi upon their arrival at 
the new encampments - I am &c

Comp 8 miles north of Seringapatam, May 31, 1791 
The different enclosures of this despatch, consisting of copies of letters to 
Sir Charles Oakeley, and to Mr Malet, and of my late correspondence with 
Tippoo, wdl give you the fullest information of all the matenal circumstances 
that have occurred smee the date of my last letter, and of the influence which 
they have had upon my decisions, and will also convey to you a general outhne 
of my future intentions 

You will dehver a copy of the correspondence with Tippoo, and commumcate 
the substance of the othei papers, to the Nizam and the Munster , and you wiU, 
accoidmg to the directions contamed m my letter to Mr Malet, avail yourself of 
that opportunity to assuie his Highness of my detemunation to persevere m a 
vigorous prosecution of the war until the objects of the confederacy can be 
obtained, and of drawmg their particulai attention to the jiressmg advances that 
- 'Pippoo has repeatedly made to me on account of the Company, and of the um- 
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fona fftfiAdiDen Tlth which 1 hare oooiStaDtly declared to him I opold Ilften 
to DO propoaltioiia for opening a negotlatioD except hi concert and with the ooit> 
amt of the other membcra of the coufddenu 7 

I <k) not at present aee any great reaeoa to beliere that Tippoo a power ii In 
hie own opinion rednced k low aa to render it Decenary ibr him to mnVa the 
aaorihcea fbr peace which the alllea wfl] think tbemselrei entitled to donand 
bat as I bare engaged to hhn to recommend to the Nlsam and the Feabwa to 
send depatlea with fhll powen to Bangalore to meet pervma that may be named 
by him for the pnrpoae of oponing a negotiallan for the re-catoUiibrncnt of 
peaoe, I trait that hu TTigt>nft«^ wOi Iom no time in tvwnfnftfing hli depatifia, and 
ahould the proposed meeting aotoally tabs place he may depend upon me for 
showing a dao r^ard to hla Intoreata 

Although I hare been imwllling to expreaa myielf to bla TTlghnitm in harah 
tenni nspeotlng hla caralry it it right th^ yon ahonid know that erer tinoe the 
flmt ten or twelre days after tbdr Jonotion they hare glren me numberlcaa 
reaaona to be dlisatiaded wi'th ihtdr cODduot^ a nd that oar late (ffaliiTi for 
forage and proriiiaoa, which have had ao matedal an indnence on the eporationi 
of t^ anny art principally to be attrlbated to them 

The unoertoin state of polidoal aflalra in Soropo majV me anxioaa to aae 
every meiLca in my power to bring tho war with Tlppoo to a apoedy tenninatJoo j 
bat I ahould not hare rentored to bare nndertaten tho enterpriae against 
Serin gapotam so Late in tho aeoaon, if 1 had not expooted that ao nameroaa and 
powerful a body of cavalry would hare been aafOdenUy able to bare procured 
forago for oar cattle, and to bare accoted nippUca of proviaiccis for the troopa. 

They prorod, however regirdleei In alm^ every initanco of my orders, and 
(loaf to my repfeaeotationa, after my near approach to the enemy a capital { and, 
ioateoJ of iproodhig thenselrca in the country to aeccre our i-'iTr.Tnnpt^^t'^f 
to out off those of the (memy they cculd hjudly oven be prorollod upon to go 
be^ ood oar pioiuets even in scorch of forage and prortaions for themaelres bat 
penUted in remaining cIqm In our roar in an unwieldy mass and in a atxde of the 
most unacooun table Inicdrity and apathy until they were reduced to the greateit 
want and miaeiy whHst they at the mne Httiw consumed great quandtia of 
fongo and pnurisioaswhich would have properly folloi to the abaro of this army 
aa being within its power and reach and eren In a great measure actually within 
the bounds of its own crrcampmcnt. 

I can hardly allow myself to auppoao (hat this behariour of the cavalry 
which has given mo so much ground for complaint, has proccedod lixan a prO' 
meditated criminal design In any of the chiefs but it may perhaps, more 
icoperiy ascribed to the incaiwcity of Bajah Telge Wont for inch a command, 
and to the discooteated and unmanageahte disposition of AssoJ All Kban, who 
appeira to engross his entlra coufidenos. 

Having kug relinquished all hopes of deriving any advantage to tha common 
cause frotn the services of that cavalry end tho lUJah and the other chiefs haring 
aUo frequently applied to me for pennl salon to qolt tho army I had alxut a 
Week ago agr^ that the whole body ahould retuiu to their master but the 
Jlsjah having since the Junctloa of tha Mahratta annks earnestly requested to be 
oUoned to rrnuio with a few thousand of those tMt are in the most smkuihle 
cuoditlon I have from an unwOIiDgacsa to do anything that mJ^t be (Lis' 
a Tixable to the hlzam, as well as from other |joliticd ocodderatlocLB, cooscnUd 
to it ; and Vsiod All Khan with tho tick and buno borua of the whole and with 
his own troeqe and thove of severnt of the inferkw chiefs, has this Isy com 
OKnord lU Diarch to the northward Iisrlo,, with the Rajah, Mahouuned tmcco 
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of whom I must m justice say that I have always had reason, as far as I 
could judge, to he satisfied with Ins conduct 

It is only necessary to add, that, as the Eajah appears at present to he m a 
tractable temper of mind, and as I think he may profit fiom the advice of 
Mahommed Ameen, I do not desire that he should be removed from the com- 
mand, but that in case his Highness should send a reinforcement of cavalry, my 
wish IS that Assud Ah Elhan shall never again be of the party 

You may take proper occasions to convey to his Highness and the Mmister, 
in the most moderate terms, part of my sentiments of dissatisfaction mth the 
cavalry , but in justice to my own conviction of the Nizam’s intention to give 
me a powerful support, you will always in such conversations give the strongest 
assurances that, far from looking upon the misconduct of the cavalry as in any 
degree imputable to him, I remain perfectly persuaded of his earnest desire to 
fulfil his engagements, and to do evoiything in his power to promote the success 
of the alhance against the common enemy. j

The Caven nver has nsen very considerably, but by our last accounts is 
still fordable As Tippoo, however, has not only brought his whole force to this 
side, but a considerable quantity of artillery and stores, I cannot doubt of his 
intention to give us every disturbance m his power, to interrupt our supplies, and 
m particular to prevent as much as possible the equipment of oui part of the 
army, from which he well knows he has the most serious misfortunes to fear 
The necessity of our regulating our movements m concert with the Mahrattas, 
and protectmg their supplies, will keep us so much to the westward (although 
they have agreed to depend only upon the Sera commimication) that it wdl cer- 
tainly be possible, and I by no means think improbable, that Tippoo, who can now 
have no apprehension for Sermgapatam for these next four months, may make 
a rapid march to Oussoor, and from thence pass mto the Barramaul and Carnatic 
You may be assured that I wall give you the earliest intelhgence of such an 
event, but I must desire you m the mean time to be upon your guard, and 
amongst other precautions to reinforce the gamson of Amee, and take every 
means m your power to transport the stores and provisions that are not wanted 
for the use of the gamson, from thence to Vellore, and if possible to Amboor.

against the displeasure of his raastei, when the heavy complaints that I had to 
make against lum wore fully stated to the Nizam I must now withdraw the 
request which I made to you in my letter, dated the 31st of May, that you would 
convey m the most moderate terms part of my sentiments of dissatisfaction ivith 
the car ally, m refutation of so much misrepresentation and falsehood it is 
necessary that you should tell the w hole truth 

I shall noiv only think it necessary that you should toll the whole truth, and 
take notice of a few of the most stnking points in the hajah’s letter, to show that 
I felt much more concern thau ho did, for securing supplies of provisions for his 
Highness’s troops I pressed him in the most earnest manner (when we were 
encamjicd at Yencatagherry, 24 miles from Amboor) to send aU his Brmjames to 
that fortress, where I assured him they would be supphed with as much nee from 
our magazine as they could cany away, on the most reasonable terms, and that 
the payment of it should not be required until it suited the Eajah’s convenience 
I likewise explamed to him that if he missed that opportumty it would bo 
impossible for me afterwards to aflord him any assistance A^en the army 
halted in my camp, I recommended, what is I believe practised by all cavalry, 
that the Eajah "would send detachments of Ins troops to cover his foragers in 
procunng forage and gram from the villages m the rear of our position, where no 
force of the enemy could be apprehended except some parties of his looty horse , 
and m marchmg days, instead of requirmg him to send his cavalry four or five 
coss for forage after they came to their ground, I requested of him, but m vam, 
that he would order his numerous foragera to forage in the villages on his flank 
durmg the march, where they would be protected by our lino which always 
moved between them and the enemy, and where they would find much more 
forage and gram than m the villages adjoining to the road, instead of pursumg 
their constant practice of pressmg forward between the head of our column and 
our advanced guard, and before our hne amved m camp, stnppmg the milages 
that were withm its hmits of the only forage that it was possible foi us to pio- 
cure for the support of our numerous cattle, and specially of the bullocks that 
were employed m dragging the battenng train, and by that means most 
effectually defeatmg the great object of the march, which was the attack of the 
enemy’s capital In answer to his ridiculous complamt of marchmg double the 
distance that I did, I would submit it to his Highness’s decision whether it would 
have been practicable, if I had been capable of wishing it, to have given them so 
unreasonable a degree of fatigue, and m cases where it became necessary to march 
by different routes whether the cavalry or the four-and-twenty pounders should 
have taken the shortest road 

The very cucumstance, which the Eajah describes so bttle to his own credit 
at the head of twenty thousand horse, “ that the enemy’s looties patrolled round 
our camp,” mduced me to give orders, which after the first few days were either 
directly disobeyed or almost totally eluded, for detachments of his Highness’s 
cavalry to extend duiing our marches a few miles on our flank that was next to 
the enemy , and the Eajah well knows that on the particulai occasion to which 
I conceive he aUudes, when knowing that the body of the enemy’s army was at 
a considerable distance I directed him to send three thousand horse four or five 
coss into the country, m order to assert that supenority which so large a body of 
cavalry ought to have mamtamed, the small corps, which accompamed them 
under Captain Dallas, was not meant as a proportional force that was to-be given 
by our troops for that service, but merely to prevent their bemg mistaken for the 
enemy on then return to the army 

The Eajah’s ihodomontade, respecting his behaviour m the action of the 
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15th, i« realij ao ibourd that I amnot bring myaelf to enter into a aeriooi 
refutation of it. The truth Is the cavali^ showed on that occasian a better 
oonatenanco and more gooiL-wfll than I had expected from them, and I was 
tnitnced to exprcss mjT satis/aotioii, in the hope that it would opemte as an 
incitement to their acting with more aplrit In fntnre than they had prerkmsly 
bot it ao happened that the riotory was oompl^ly decided and 
gained before his caralry oama up, and. Instead of his contributing to render it 
more oomplete, be plac^ his troops directly in front of a body of our infkntry 
that I was exceedingly anxious to posh forwards on a piece of broken ground iu 
which caralry oould not hare acted with adrantage, and prerented their preolog 
the enemy In their retreat at a orisia when it would hare been moat parthmlarly 
deairahle. Tlie Rajah cannot pocribly forget Chat just at that time I seat Captain 
Dallas to him to desire that be weald make a movement with his camlry to the 
left, that be might not impede the advanoe of oar infantry 

After haring been drirm to the nccesnty of deslnng ym to lay the above 
statemoit of the Rajahs condoct before the NIxam and the Miniater yoa will 
easily coooelva that I cannot by any means approve of hii bring coorinacd in his 
present command. Altboogh I have long known him deshtato of every mlUtaiy 
qualidcatioG that was reqnislta for the stadon in which he was placed, yet bring 
in hopes when I wrote my letter of the 31it of Uay that he would in Ihtnre he 
troctiblo, and prohablj fill into the hands of better adviseia aftor the departure of 
AMnd All Kh^, I was anwUUog to be the immediate came of his bring pablicly 
dugnuxd bot having now found bim to be capable of acting lo DsMy and 
treschcTously towards me In his represm tat tons to his master I must desire that 
you wRl request his Hi|^ess !q zdj name to recall him. I wish that I could 
acoempany this toqaott with a recommendatioo of a incoeasor hut I freely oou- 
tem tlttt I do not upon any of thoae that hare been with us, qualified to fill 
a ftirioQ of ao great importaocc. I have a very good opinion of R^um Tfhsn, 
but his bad health renders him tocapoble of oxertiou of any kind. Mahomed 
Amcon sppoara to hare seTeral good qualities but bo is by no moms a fit 
person for the chief commaiwl, and yxm aio to recollect that if by any accident 
Assad All TThan ■bould be thought of I pot the strongest mgatlro upon hU 
appointment for very substantial roasoos, which perhaps 1 shall explain to you 
more pordculariy hereaflcr

in the selection of a succciaar to Rajah Tdgo Wont, endeavour to send mo a

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Earl Cornwallis to the Court op Directors 
Honourable Sirs, Camp near Bangalore, Sept 1, 1191 

I had the honour, m my letter dated at Vencatagherry on the 20th of 
Apnl last, to give your Honourable Court an account of the pnncipal operations 
of the army under my command prior to that period, and to communicate my 
mtention to attack Sermgapatam, if it should he found practicable, with a view 
to leave no means untned to bnng this war to a speedy temiination , and although 
the multiplicity of objects which perpetually break m ujxin my time, and press 
for immediate attention in my present situation, will not permit me to enter into 
many details, I shall now proceed to explam to you the manner in which the 
premature setting m of the monsoon rams, the difficulty of passing the Caven 
river, and the inactivity of the Nizam’s ca\ airy, operated as irresistible reasons 
to force me to desist at that time from undertaking the siege of the enemy's 
capital, and to acquaint jouwith the occurrences that have materially contnbuted 
to reduce Tippoo’s strength and resources, and to give a very fa\ ourable prospect 
of success to the plan of operations avhich has been adopted by all the members 
of the confederacy for the ensuing campaign 

Prenous to the commencement of my march to Senngapatam, Tippoo, in addi- 
tion to the mortification which he suffered from the loss of Bangalore, had also 
felt the consequences of that blow at a great distance, and our allies had from its 
efiects gamed very decisive advantages 

The strong fortresses of Dunvar and Gopaul had long been invested and 
besieged by the Marattas and the Nizam, and with so Uttle prospect of success 
tint it had been more than once under the consideration of the Courts of Poona 
and Hydrabad whether they should not con%ert these sieges into blockades to set 
their armies at liberty for more actne operations But the ncus of the fall of 
Hingalore, uhicli seemed to ln\e been unexjiected bj' the garrisons of tin. so 
places, so eflectiiallj intimidated them, that, although in no shape reduced to 
extremity or c\ eii distress, thej agreed to snrruider Large m igozincs of mili- 
tary stores, which hail been ainasscd m those phces at a \ ist exieiise bj fiii'ioo, 
fell into the lunils of the captors , and during the time tli it I was iinplojeil m 
foiming a junction with iho }sia.im’s ca\alr\, and m drawmg supjilks and riiu-

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ioxtomentf from the Canmdo, they also obUlned cocDj£et« poMeadoa of the vbolo 
of the enemy I ezteniiTe end Telneble terrltoriee laying between ihe THirlitna md 
Tumbuddix. 

Nothing of odneeqaaDce oocnrred oa the meroh from VennafagWry to Baogi 
lore, and after haring taken ont of that place heary gone md tnppliea of mUItaiy 
ftores and prorlalon* to the ntmoet extent that conld be txanaported by the 
general zealooa aMittanni that I received from the oSoen of the anny and hy 
all the dran^t and carriage cattle m the poneanonof the pnbtld, and after haring 
mslred information that Oeneial Abenaomby with a battering train which, in 
addition to my own, I waa in bopea wonld be inffident for the acoompUahment 
of onr object, mu at the head of the PoodicheTTim Ghant, and in rcadineaa to 
co-operate with me, 1 moved on the Srd of Hay from the neighbonrbood of 
Bangalore with a lespeotable and anffident oorpa of artmery the Nizama Horse, 
Hia MAje*ty*i 19th B^ment of Drtgoona, five rtgimenta of native, caralry six 
Hmg’i reghnenti, and ana of the Company^a Enropefin regiments, and serenteoi 
fentfatlK ma of notire in^try 

Uppoo, after calling in all lui detach men ts, had ahoat that time encamped 
near Hagrl, and aeon after rocelvlng information of my moremsnt, he marched by 
one of the moit direct roads to hia capital, where ho anired cm 6th or &th of 
Hay 

I knew that be before g^ren orders to bum the rillagta and to 

destroy the provlilona and forage on all the renda by which we conld march to 
Berlngapatam, and therefore no rood waa in thtiae respocta prefbmble to another 
bot after the moat matore conaldan,tioo I detemjlned to take the moat easterly 
rooie which peasea throngh Cankanelly though it is not the ihorteat, 
because It woold lead oa oaar the banka of the Careri for many mnoa before we 
aboold natfh Serin gapatam and oa there la no place of strength near the capital 
on the north aVk of tbs river In which I ocmld lodge the bsavy artiUoy and stores 
in security for a few dayi with a moderate garriaon, I waa In bopea that I might 
be abio to cross that river with tho whole anny and to ed’ect a Junction with 
General Aborcromby before I should find It nccesiary to approach near to tho 
ultimate object of the movement. 

It soon appoored that only a small namber of the enemy^a irrognlar bom bad 
been appointed to attend to that rood but by an extraordinary activity oo tbeir 
pert, ind a most unsccountoble sopuieneas and want of Qicrtkm oo the part of the 
Klaams cavalry whidi neither my rcqalsltkiis nor orders could overcocDe, we 
snfTcrod somo loss both in tnd followers oo the march, and not only the 

vDlages were laid In ashes, but all the Inhabltanla of the country oo the wb^ of 
tho toad to Bertngapatam, wero alao with the most unrehuUng barbarity carried 
oS, and more completely moored beyond our reach than could have been sop* 
pukol to be practicaUe 

These severe rrwasnrea of the enemy and the inicilvlty of tho Nizams 
cavalry who conld not bo prevailed upon to forage at a dutnnry^ frequenUy occa 
liuDcd a scardly In the camp both of forogo for tbg calUo and isorislonj for the 
fidlowcrat and in a country of which no mlnnte or comet descrlptlou has hitherto 
bwn j ablhhcd, or till now been obtained by any European, 1 experienced the 
greatest bconvcnkncca In many shapes by the removal of the inhabitants. 

The Caveri U never I believe lover tl>an it ns during the greatest part of 
last May ; sad as none of the people who preteoded to be aequalnUd with lU 
ODUTK* anil *bo were repeatedly fxsialncil upon that point, hil ever startol a 
doobt of Its being la^ nbl s for an anny with beavy artillery below fleringapatam 
I was mx a little snrinsrd aitd dLsajf tinted at finding from my own prTW>ftaJ 
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inspection, or from tbe reports of int^lhgent officeis who were sent with detach- 
ments m search of fords at different places, that from its bed hemg rocky and dif5- 
ciilt beyond what I have ever seen for so great a tract in any other nver, it 
appeared nearly, if not utterly, impracticable to pass our heaviest guns over at 
any ford that could be discovered below Seringapatam 

After several disappointments at other places,. I was for a short time encou- 
laged to hope that a ford might, by considerable labour, be rendered practicable 
near the large village of Arrakerry, which lay upon our road, and about 9 or 
10 miles distant from the capital , and if it could have been accomplished, my 
mtention was to have possessed myself of the new fort of Mysore, which is only 
distant about 12 or 14 miles from that part of the nver, and was described to me 
to be m so unfimshed a state as to bo incapable of making a considerable resistance 
agamst our army, though suflBciently advanced to be easily rendered with a gar- 
rison of ours, a safe depot for a few days for our stores and heavy artillery, and to 
make two or three marches with the army lightly eqmpped towards Penapatam, 
m order to put myself between Tippoo and General Abercromby, and by that 
means render our junction easy and secure 

The army arrived at Arrakerry on the 13th, and a particular exammation of 
that ford, as weU as of the nver for a considerable distance above and below it, 
obhged me early m the forenoon of the 14th to rehnquish all idea of being able to 
execute that plan , and after minutely re-examimng every person m the army who 
was acquainted with the river, my expectations of being able to form an early 
junction with General Abercromby lested solely on assuiunces that the ford near 
the village of Kannambaddy, about 8 or 9 miles above Senngapatam, over which 
it was positively asserted that Hyder Ah had frequently passed 12-pounders, and 
sometimes heavier guns, would he practicable 

In the mean time, however, I conceived that Tippoo had furnished an openmg 
which would enable me to force him to nsk an action, and I resolved not to let 
shp so favourable an opportunity to endeavour to obtain the reputation to our 
arms which must necessanly result from a victory m the sight of his capital, and 
in the event of my being able to cut off the greatest part of his army, to be pre- 
pared to follow up the advantage to the greatest extent that might be possible 
Upon my amval on the ground which was marked for the encampment at 
Arrakerry, I saw a considerable body of the enemy at tbe distance of about six 
miles m our front, who were drawn up with their nght to the nver, and their left 
to a mountain of a very rugged and maccessible appearance , but I considered them 
m no other hght at that time than as a large detachment sent to observe our 
motions, without any design to wait for our approach 

My mtention to pass the nver at that place, if the ford could be rendered 
practicable, and the hopes that were at first held out of the success of our working 
parties, occasioned my halting on the 14th in the camp at Arrakerry, and I then 
obtained certain mtelhgence, that although only a small part of the enemy’s force 
could be seen from the ground m our possession, yet that Tippoo with his whole 
army had encamped between us and Senngapatam, his right covered by the 
Caven, and his left extended along the front of a high mountain, with a deep 
swampy ravine, the passage of which was defended by batteries running along the 
whole of his front , and that being encouraged by the advantage of this position, 
as well as those of the mteimediate groimd, which by the nver on our side, and 
a steep ndge of hills on the other, was narrowed to a space non here between the 
two encampments exceeding a mile and a half, and within cannon-shot of his 
line not above one mile in breadth, he had determined, at the hazard of the exent 
of a battle, to endeavour to prevent our nearer approach to his capital 
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In ccai*eq;aaiio 0 of thU inforomtlon, and (ioin my liaTing aacertalnod from tlw 
finr peopie In camp who had any knowledee of the adjoining coimtiy aa wdl as 
from the o'bMrratioQi of Intelligent penona vho irere employed for the poxpoae, 
that It waa praotlcahle, though dlQlc^t, to crtas the ridge on onr right fnxn the 
great round cc trhlch we were encamped to a road which leada from Cenapatam 
to Seringapatam, I raolTed upon that knowledge to attempt, hy a night march, 
to turn the onemy'a left flank and hy gaining hli rear before dayll^t to cut off 
the retreat of the iruun body of hia army to the ialand and fort of Serin gapotam. 

Ordera woe accordingly given with the utnmat se creay to the prindpal ofOcera 
who were to be employed, that the 19th Dragoona, tbo three atrongeat of the 
native regnnenta of cavalry Hia Uajea^ a dx regimenta, and twelve battalioaa 
of native infantry with field plecoa only ahonld bo In rendlneai to march at 
11 o at night, leaving their piqneta ontl camp-gnarda behind, and their tenta 
atanding nnrl Colonel Duff with tViwuft detachmenta nn/l the remainder of the 
army (except theNiaun’a Horae, who were directed to follow mo at dayh^t), waa 
left In charge of the encampment, provlalana, atores, and heavy artUlcuy 

We had mffered greatly darmg the preceding week by mini nncommccly fre- 
qnent and heavy ao early in the aeaaoo { bat anlnckily od that portlenlor night 
we had for leTenU houra the moat violent thander lightning and rain, that I hare 
aoen in thla part of India. 

The grormd of our encampment having been Inteiioctod by aomo mined vD 
logea and Incloaurei, and Mvenl doep ravli^ much mlnablo Ume waa loatbefcrro 
it waa poadUa to form the troopa in the order of march which wna directed t and 
owing to the heavy rain aikd esceaxive darknw of the ni^t, I waa o b lig ed to bait 
10 fraqnenUy after 1 had be gun to more forward, either on aoooont of many of 
the roglmentx loalng at different timea the Ibm of mar^ or of the wookneas of 
the gon bnllocki, which were and oxhanated by the acvcilty of the atoim, 
that I had ooly advanood a Cow mitea when the day b»g»n to dawn. 

All hopee were then at on end of being able to execrate my original plan, but 
having acccxnpllahod the port of the marcb thni been deocribed to me aa tho 
moat difficult, and having the ntmoat ooofldence in tho valour and dladpline of 
tho Kings and Compuy’a troopa, I determined to persevere in endeavouring to 
force Tlppoo to hazard an action on ground which 1 hoped would be lets odran- 
tagooui to him than that which he had with the expectotloa that a com- 

plete victory might not only roUoro many of our tempomiy diatrcaca, but tend 
to bring the war to a very speedy concluaion 

The army tberefero cootinued ita march, and tbo movement hod b een to en- 
tirely unexpected by tbo enemy that we had begun to deacend the bd^ta on tho 
tnatward of the deep ranne that I have mentloiKd, and at tho distanoe of four or 
file miles from the left of tbdr camp, before Uiey took tho alarm 

After some movemcota, tbo object of which could not for a short tlmo be 
clearly aacertalncil, it appeared that Tlppoo, notwllhitanding that wo were ad- 
vandog by a route for which ho waa iwt pre[4n.'d, did not decline to risk the 
event of a battle In a new poaldocu lie detached Immediately from Ids main 
body a largo corps of InCiulry and cavalry with cii^ht guns, to occupy the summit 
of a rUing grerand about two miles from the extremity of bis left which tcnnl- 
natis to the northward in an abrupt prcdplce In the middle of a plain and though 
the a*cent U hfoken by Lar’o rodu, and some Intermediate lesser heights rue 
grsilually for about a mile and a half or two miles from a valley that was In oor 
front and which continued to the Caveri and divided the rldgo of bills that wt 
had crossed during U,e night from another sterp ridge consisting rrindioHy <>f 
two large mountains (oq a projecting point of t^ southemuKi^ of which stawls 
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the Kanghaut Pagoda), running neaily at right angles to the former at the distance 
of about a mile and a half, and extendmg very near to the Caven, opposite to 
the island of Sermgapatam 

Whilst the corps was on its march to possess itself of the summit that I have 
mentioned, Tippoo was employed m changmg the front of his army to the left, 
covering his left flank with the steep hiU which had been m his rear, and his 
light flank with the ravine which i^an along his foimer front 

The disposition on our side for action could only be made on the ascent of the 
heights, to the summit of which the enemy’s detachment was then niovmg, and 
from which it was absolutely necessaiy to dislodge it before I could attack their 
mam body Our march was therefore contmued in that direction across the 
valley, through which ran a continuation of theravme which coveiedthe enemy’s 
right , but Giving to the depth of that ravme, the weak state of the gun-bullocks, 
and the near approach of a large body of the enemy’s horse, that, though re- 
pulsed m several attempts, appeared to be prepaied to take advantage of the least 
disorder m any of our battalioris, it was upwards of tii o hours after the passage of 
the head of the column, befoie the whole mfantry could cross to the same side of 
the ravine with the enemy, and consequently befoie the disposition for action 
could be completed , and durmg that time we suffeied some loss from the guns 
on the heights opposite to the head of the column, and were severely galled by a 
well-directed though distant fire from the artillery of the enemy’s mam body, 
which had formed nearly parallel to the direction of our march 

Under these difficulties, and under the disadvantage of the want of all satis- 
factory local mformation, beyond what could be seen, of the mtended field of 
battle and of the adjoinmg countiy, mne battalions were formed opposite to the 
enemy’s mam body, in a first line under the command of Major -General Medows 
and Lieut -Colonel Stuart, four battalions m a second line under Lieut -Colonel 
Harris, and five under Lieut -Colonel Maxwell were destined for the attack of the 
enemy’s corps on the summit of the hill upon our nght This attack had been 
unavoidably postponed until the other parts of the disposition could be made, and 
by that means Tippoo should be effectually awed, and prevented fiom making 
any attempt on the flank or rear of those troops whilst they were movmg forward 
to drive his detachment from their post Our own cavalry and the Nizam’s Horse 
were left out of the reach of the cannonade, on the descent of the nsing ground 
on the opposite side of the ravme, in readmess to take advantage of any confusion 
they might observe m the enemy’s army , and orders were given to Lieut - 
Colonel Maxwell, after succeeding m his attack, to leave only a sufficient force to 
retain possession of the summit of the hill, and to advance immediately with the 
remainder of his corps, and endeavour to possess himself of the moiintams which 
covered the left flank of the mam army of the enemy 

A rocky height afforded considerable protection to the troops from the enfilade 
from the hill on our right, durmg the time that was necessarily employed m 
making the disposition and formmg the Imes , which being accomplished, I began 
the action by ordering Lieut -Colonel Maxwell’s corps to attack the hill on our 
right, and upon observmg that he had without much loss or difficulty completely 
succeeded, I moved forward with the mam body of the army, and the action soon 
became general along the whole front 

The enemy’s cavalry that had harassed us, and frequently attempted to break 
m upon the mfantry whilst the column was passing the ravine, made no stand 
after we were prepared to advance, part of it retreating to the westw'ard of the ndge 
on which the Kanghaut Pagoda stands, with the mfantry that had been driven 
from the hill bj Lieut -Colonel Maxwell, and tlio icniamdci falhug into the rear 
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of the main $ivaj Thetr iniantiy oa this ocouion ibowed & mnch better cmm- 
tcnainw than Tuoal, vUob perbape may be pr tnd pall y attiibated to TIppoo i own 
proKOce and excrticD amongat them but in a ijiort tnns they began to warer 
and aooQ after npon the camliy moring towanii their right, and three bottahans 
of lienL^OoIoosl hlaxwell a oorpa advancing tapdij to gain the hei^ti on thdr 
kR; tiny oatliely gave way 

At thii moment oar own cnTnliy mad* a gallant charge, bat after diipersing 
and almoat daatrojlng a tmall body of inkntry that made a Tcry detennmed 
rcalftance, were toon obliged to fiU book from a mors oocildorable body of Intantry 
that had rallied and mad* a itand cm a ipaoe of hrohen rocky groond, extremely 
dixadTontageoni ibr caralry and at the momemt of their retreat, and whRat the 
-whole of OCT first line was impeded by it, the Kiaam t Horse, which had followed 
Colonel Floyd ocrott the ravine, with very good intenlioni, hat very fnjndidcmtly 
threw themstlvee in an nnwleldy maa into the fmnt of oor left wing on a piece 
of gronnd to rugged and rocky aa well at to near to the enemy • batteriei on the 
lalimd of Serlngapatim, that they oonld not act with efficacy in front, and con 
tInn*H to prevent our line of infantry fiooi advancing, by which meana an invaln 
able thoogh thort epaoe of time woj loct, which enahlnl the enemy to avail them 
aelTet of the vicinity of the batterica npon the island, and, by retreating to tbdr 
proteotkxi in the utmort coniVitlon, to nve their army from entire dcatmctksi 

Fatigoed and exhaosted os the troop* were by the badneai of the night, the 
tcdkmmeas of the march, and by their long and axtraordlnoiy exertions doting 
an txcesaira hot day and covered as the besicn enemy were by the works oo the 
Ulaxxl, and by the gnus of the fort, oothlog toore coold then 1 m attempted and 
the anny acoordlogly after the arrival of the tents from Arrokeny encamped jost 
beyond the reach of the caopon oo the Ulond tod nearly cm the ground upon 
which the action bad tennl gated. 

Throe of the enemy s gnni woro taken on the hlU that was attacked by the 
corps ondcr the mmn^nd of Ucnt^Colcoel Maxwell md one gnn with a great 
number of itnndanls and coloacs, were taken from tbeir main body Their loss 
in man tos reTj ocouldarable, bnt tho number coaid not be osccrlalned. 

It may probably appear to you and to any other persona unacquainted with 
the peculiar sltoatioci of Serlngapotom that after having defeated the cflemy's 
army I mi^t have proceeded to the attack of the place without loeing time or 
putting myself to any material iocoovenicDCe to form a jnnetion with General 
Abercromby { but even If I had Iboagbt the heavy gmu that I had brought with 
mo sufficient for the siego, I could not there, ts at Bangoloro, choose my point of 
attack, and keep my army in a cooipoct state to rcalst tho vbolo face of tho 
enemy and defend my approaches. In order to besiege the fort it would ha\o 
been necessary to lorce my passage over to the and this con only be dooe 

oo the north sUe oppodto to the Katigbaut I'agoda, where there Is a go^ ford at 
a diiiance of coore than a mile from the fort j for the ford on tho sooth tide Is not 
only very m^sed aitd difficult but Is Ukowlse commanded, within soren hnndrtd 
yoi^ by the works of SenDgapatam, and tbe bridge which Is still moling on 
that side, is itmncdUtely under the guns of the placo. 

The ground on the south side rises gnuIuaUy from the river ; and os TIppoo 
would certololy have croMcd over with bU army to that tide u soon as he saw 
my batteries In rnfficieot fonrardness to enable mo to force the lusuge of the 
DoctUcm ford, I should lia\e been exp(»cd,oD gitUng U| on the (sloDd to a ertai 
fire from the fort and from the (nruys anuy which would r>ot only hare rvn« 
defrd it unpcMlbls for me to atUmj>t the sfcgr but wvuld [ rvLubl^ Lav a obliged 
US (u alondco the bland with cocsl IcraUe Uwo. 
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It was therefore necessary, before any attempt could be made upon the island, 
that a force able to resist the attack of Tippoo’s whole army should he stationed 
on the south side of the nver, which could only he effected by my joinmg some 
of my hattahons to the corps under General Ahercromby , and I therefore deter- 
mined, after allowing the troops to recover themselves a httle from their fatigues 
by a halt of two days on the field of battle, to proceed to the Kannambaddy ford 
according to my former mtention 

' The soil of all the parts of the Mysore country that I have seen, is in geneial 
dry, and by nature unfruitful, and sustenance either for men or animals can only 
be raised upon it by a most persevering industry in its inhabitants , but the 
country adjoimng to Senngapatam is pecuharly rugged and barren The moun- 
tains are immense bare rocks, and the lower grounds are so thin m sofi, and so 
universally and closely covered with large loose stones, that no considerable pro- 
duce can be raised from them by the exertions of any degree of industry whatever 
The utmost pams had likewise been taken by the enemy dunug the two pre- 
cedmg months, to destroy all the villages and every particle of forage and provi- 
sions belonging to the mhabitants within a circmt of several miles, and to those 
cucumstances, of so much disadvantage to the operations of the army, was to be 
added the premature sett ng in of the monsoon, near a month before the usual 
penod , and by the united operation of the causes that I have stated, we had not 
only, durmg the six or eight precedmg days suffered very considerable losses 
amongst our draught and carriage cattle, but the greatest part of those which 
survived, were at this time reduced to a very weakly condition 

We were obhged to make so great a detour that we could only reach the Kan- 
nambaddy ford in two marches , and as the face of the country is exceedmgly 
imeven and hilly, mtersected with a number of deep ravines, and the road for the 
heavy guns was to be made the whole way by our own pioneers, these marches 
were found so diflBcult that, notwithstandmg the pressure for time, I was forced 
to halt one day after the firat march, by the draught cattle havmg been completely 
exhausted m accomplishmg it 

Considerable detachments of troops were ordered to attend and assist the heavy 
guns on the second day’s march , but the bullocks were so extremely reduced, 
that nven with the aid of the soldiers at the drag-ropes, their progress was so 
tedious that the body of the army was upwards of twelve hours m marchmg as 
many miles, and the rear-guaid did not reach the encampment near the ford tiU 
mue o’clock m the evenmg of the 20th of May 

It was not however till after I had received the reports from the different 
departments on the following morning, of the general wretched condition of the 
pubhc cattle of the army, that I saw the impossibihty of moving the heavy guns 
and stores from the spot where they then were, and that it became necessary for 
me to decide on relinqmshmg entirely the prosecution of the plan for the campaign, 
m which General Aberciomby had been instructed to co-operate 

I then lost no time m commumcating my determination to General Aber- 
cromby, who had advanced as far as Penapatam , and I directed him, after 
descending the" Ghaut with the troops under his command, to put them into 
cantonments on the coast of Malabar durmg the rains, and until the proper season 
should return for recommencmg our operations 

The effects of several circumstances from which we had already suffered many 
mconveniences, pressed upon us particularly bard at this juncture, and none more 
than the conduct of the Nizam’s cavalry, who were now, if possible, more inactive 
and more inattentive to my requisitions than ever 

Far from rendering the services that I had expected from so numerous and 
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powcrfil a bodj ot bona, Id faoQffatmg onr fonigtog and coredrig extenilTe tncU 
of ooontrj from ^Mdi cm foUowcn as w«U as themselres hare obtained 
conaiderabla tnpplics of prorialozis, tb^Lod, reganUasi of my Tsmocttmtem since 
the commeDoemeDt of otir maioh btim Bangalore, hardly ever sent a dataehmmt 
beyaiLd the piquets of onr inCiDtry and had pdaerered In exhaosting the mtall 
sti^ of Ibtnge and prorlaiotis vhich, In spite of the devastaticn made by the 
enemy ves generally found within the bounds of the encampmenta, and which, 
if we had not been enomnbered with them, we ocmld hare ccim.man.ded for the 
UI8 of oar own onny 

By this extraonhnary degree of obstinate snpfriaoaa, that hugs body of men, 
with thdr horses and nomerona foUowcn, abemt thli time erperumced tho 
sererest dlstroas from scaraty and the Taat mnltitnde of people belonging to oor 
army for whom it la Impossible for tho pablio to carrya stock of prorisioDS, were 
rednoed to nearly the aame situatian. Bioo become so deer in tho baxan that 
either the pressore of htmger or tho tomptatico of the eatnragant prices prorod 
too powerful agalnit all precautions that coold be taken, and occaskmod depro- 
dadoQS of the grain that had bees {rovided and hrooght with os to topply tho 
fighting men of tbs army to so alarming en extent that the apprehentioa that 
there would be a want of grain for the soldiers long befere the stores that bad been 
provided ibr oo^t to bars been expended, operated p ow e r ib lly with other 
reasoDS, to foroe ntf to tall back to Bangalore. 

Urgent, however aa oor own necessities were to inoTe nearer to oor nippUes, 
I could not leave Tippoo at liberty to employ hU wbolo force ngdn st Otiiend 
Abercromby and tboefore resolved to rrmain in my pcsidcsi uv tho ford which 
the "lain body of the eoemy's onny in check ai ^riogspotom, tmlil I iboold 
have roasoQ to beliere that General Abercromby was out of all danger of being 
intoTTUptad in bla retreat, by Tlppooa either mardung in person or ccosidorably 
telofor^g the dorps which I know he hod datsohed agabst him, which alone was 
not of snScietit strength to make me apprehend that it could giro General Abcr 
cromby any matcaiol molnstitioo. 

In the time I gave dlrectioaa to bilmt elorcn heavy guns (dght eighteen 
and three four orKhtwenty poottders) to bury and destroy tho tnHitoiy stores that 
could not be carried with os, and to dollvcr nearly the of the nee h our 
pcsscssioo to the troops which, on a calcglnlloo of cosy mardics, would hare been 
fuQldcnt to subsist them until they should srnro at Bangalore — measures which 
bad DOW become the more {n<Uspaisably oeceksary is, In iddition to tho lObcs of 
pubUo oxUla that ws had soQ&red from tho esnses that 1 have now mentioned an 
opidemlo disorder not uncommon In this country had broke out amoi^t than, 
snd hsd carried ctT sereral thousaods In o few days. 

llsTlng remained Icsig enough to give amiJe time to Goncnil Abercromby to 
£d{ back from PeHapatam, I moved from my encamjrtncnt near the ford on the 
morning of tbe 20th, with the intcntloa to proceed to Bangalore, and to cmjloy a 
few mouths In rerreshing and refitting the army and to matni erory otber ne rrs - 
sary pfeparatks for resuming oor opcmtloos against the enemy a mpJUl as soon 
as the rivers should subside nairas T)pi«o should in the mean time agree to make 
such conccs^NHis as the coufrderalcs ml^bt rtasemsUy tbtnt: they bod a right to 
exact from him. 

reaching the ground that had been fixed npen hr theBntdsy 
meat, I was told, to my great sun rise that some llaratlaineMcogcni had snitul 
to intbnn me that the two kUnUa anniea, under the cummand of Hurry Bunt 
and rurteram Bhow wire at oo gnat dhtonco from us n n^l that their advanced 
coq'S under Apia Salcb, IhirKram Bhow a son, was alcnu«t in sight 
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I had for some weeks hefore given np all hopes of being joined by the Marattas, 
\vith whose dilatory conduct I was much dissatisfied , and although I saw that 
their junction at this critical time would be attended Avith many advantages to 
the common cause, I could not help lamenting, as not only our heavy guns were 
now destroyed, but General Abercromby’s corps had actually descended the Ghauts, 
that by their tardiness in commencing their march, and from my having even 
been deprived of all knowledge of their approach by the vigilance of the enemy’s 
hght troops, and the cnmmal mactivity of the Nizam’s cavalry, an opportunity 
was lost which could not now be recalled, to diive the enemj^s whole army, that 
had so recently been humbled by a defeat, and would not have daied to keep the 
field, into the island of Senngapatam, where its distresses must soon have reduced 
Tippoo to the necessity of submitting to the terms of jieace that we might have 
presenbed to him 

I took measures, hoivever, immediately for fixing as early a day as possible 
for an interview nuth the chiefs, which by a movement of both armies took place 
three days after , and as it was of great consequence to cultivate a good under- 
standmg with them, I said very little on the just grounds which I had to complain 
of tlie lateness of their arrival, and contented myself at the first meetmg with 
obtaming a knowledge of the nature of their instructions and of their future 
mtentions 

They made the most explicit declarations that they were ordered by the 
Peshwa, and that it was equally their own mchnation, to act entirely m concert 
with me j and m the course of two or three conferences it was not only settled 
that all the confederate forces should keep the field in the Mysore country durmg 
the rams, but they also acquiesced m a general arrangement that I proposed for 
the disposition of the armies, the prmcipal objects of which were to give me an 
easy and safe communication mth the Carnatic, to enable me to draw from thence 
the supplies of artillery and stores that would be necessary for prosecuting the 
operations of the ensumg campaign, to subsist the allied armies as much as might 
bo possible at the expense of the enemy, and to endeavom to depnve him of the 
revenues and resources of all the northern parts of his domimons 

Having stated to the Maratta chiefs the danger of attempting to mamtain the 
communication with then oivn country by the route to the westward of Chittel- 
droog, by which Purseram Show had marched from Daiwai, they agreed to relin- 
quish it, and to be satisfied with that by Sera and Eoydroog, which I recom- 
mended as preferable, on condition that I would delay my march to the eastward, 
until all the detachments which Purseram Bhow had left upon his route could 
join the army or be sent back across the Tumbuddra, to which, upon their 
assurances that we should be able to purchase from the gram-dealers attached to 
them a sufiicient quantity of gram to subsist our troops and followers for some 
time to come, I consented 

In order therefore to effect those purposes, we halted frequently, and havmg, 
soon after the junction of the Marattas, sent back to the Nizam all those of his 
troops that had either from the loss or the weakness of their horses become unfit 
foi service, the confederate force moved together, gradually though slowly, ton ards 
Bangalore , and upon our arrival within about twenty miles of that place, it was 
thought advisable to acquiesce m Purseram Bhow’s wishes to move with the army 
under his own immediate command towards Sera, to secure that commumcation 
and to possess himself of the adjoining country, according to the plan that bad 
been arranged Hurry Punt, with his division and the Nizam’s cavalry, remammg 
■with our army 

After drawing from Bangaloie four heavy guns and a supply of proiasions, I 
marched liom the neighbouihood of that place on the 15th of July, towards 
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Oottora, a fortraa npan which Uppoo haa beahnred moch labour and expand 
bat which, tho ogb in a vary atat^ waa not coonpletelj dniabed Tha 

gairiaoD *>»ndnn«^ tho place on tha approach of a detachment that I had aeot 
fonrard to inrest and eummoa it, bat thejr at tha oame time ipnnig a mine 
under one of the batterlea that did oonaldexabla dnmega, and attempted, tboo^ 
unfucceaafally by a train to blow up tha powder magazine. 

Cooformable to my pUn, I plac^ the heavy gtina and the apare etarea and 
prorlaloaa in tho fort of Ooniare with a good gairiaoa ; and the damage occaakDod 
by tho ezplodoa waa ordered to be repdtedwith all pcaaibleexpcdidoD A etnmg 
eecort waa at the -ime time lent to bang a large convoy of yarlooi klmii of euppUee 
&om Amboor 

On the iBth of July the army marched to support a brigado that I had de- 
tached to eodearour to reduce tha hill forla ot^mlng to the Pahoode Faae, by iar 
the eaeieat and beat in the whole range of monntama that (hvide the Uysore 
ooontry from the Gornatio s and In a few daya we wore fortunate enough by the 
iphited behaviour of our troopa and the pudUenimlty of the ganjarma, to obtain 
poMoaloa of a lofOdent number of thoae pimH bat exceedhigly etroog plocea to 
afford oonaiderahle |ToteotuD to the march of our oonroyv, and to render it 
hozardooi and dtiBcult for the eneniy to aend btiopa into the Bmrnmanl. 

I coQcehre it to be needleae to trouble you with a detail of the preparathni 
that wiU be rnati*. Iq. the cootH of the next two montha for eniuring auoceea to 
the plan of operatiuoa for the oempalgn, which will be nearly limilar to 

thet which wae iatended for the laat and ahoold therefore content myielf with 
oMTifing ypQ that oo Qxertiane of mine ahall bo wanting to render them complete, 
and that I hare an entire conddence In zacetlng with the moat thorough rapport 
fnoiaU your Ooreruxiienta. 

It would be rain to luppow that v« aboold remain long nndUtnrbod by on 
enemy ao able and ictiro as TippeX) bat aitbougb, from the iinm<meQ exteot of 
our poaseationa and porta, U may be imporsible to prorent him from gaining rome 
om^ii advantage during the period that we are reatrained freco carrying on cffcnaiTe 
operationa, I truat it wHL not be in hia power to do anything which can either 
materially injure or impede the excoutioo of our main objecta. 

Ha haa lately aa I had long eipectod, mad» on atUmpt to diatnrb tha country 
of Colmbatoca and our aoutheni prorinoea. In which he baa bees completely foiled 
by the Bollaotry and good ocoduct of the ofBcora in that quarter ) but ba baa been 
aoccoaaful in routing a ^mall detachment of iireguloa wbkh Puraeram Bbo« ba>l 
left at a greot dtrtanea from hia army to blockade tha hiQ ibrt of Mudgbcrl, not 
far from Sera. 

I cannot aay that I waa much aurprfaed at thia accident and indeed, notwith- 
atiinding my repeated recommeudaUona to them to bo cautioui in dotochlng, and 
to avoid and dlsUnt pc»ta, they are ao apt to deri&ta from ayatem in the exa- 
cutloa of any plan, that I am afraid they muat feci the HI cooseqoencca of Is- 
prorldcnt cochluct atilimoro aercrely before 1 ahall be able cocnpletoiy to comma pd 
their attention. 

Tbe incoovcnlenoca which the expenaa of war moat to your

PermisKoa was accordfa^y granted, but as the Vakeel prefiared claims 
iqieoting the Ibrms of his poUlo reoeptieo and the mode of opening the negotiation 
which could not, without the greatest Improprle^ be complied with, and from 
which he declared his fastruotions did not authemae him to recede, It was thought 
moat adrlsahle by Hurry Punt and Ueer Alhrm (who are Invested with fhll 
powers from tiMr respective Oorernmenta) aa well os myself that he should be 
requested, after havl^ glren. him a few ^ya fre consideration, to rotum to his 
master and he accordingly proceeded to him £nxn Bangalore on the 2lth of last 
mootfa 

We have not yet received any ftirther mcjKigo frtan Tippoo, but I think It 
highly probaUe that be will aoon renew hla propoalbOD Ibr opening a nogotktioQ ; 
and should he at any time appear to be acrlously disposed to acqoleaoe fa terms of 
QOCOmmodstlQfl iridch a regard tor your honour and fateicsta, os well as tboae of 
the Alllci,will render it fnmunbentan oa to demand, the stroDgeat ooosid en ith m s, 
both puhllo and private, will iosarB my moat cordial exerttcaa to bring this contest 
to a spsedy oonolosioa. 

X must howBTor confess that althougb It may be poasTbl* that fa cojo of Ms 
other aehemes bdog tmsaccesriat, be may aee the neemity of lubmiUfag to our 
iWiTtmtls beCore the oonfederafa forces ahall be completely ready to moro again 
towards his copltal yet I ace no good reuaaQ to beliore that be has any other 
design at prescut than that of endcarooring to dlsunito tbo Coofederatei by under 
hand fatrigues amongst themt and 1 shall certainly ibtrefese not relax fa the 
arrullfst dogreo fa fonrordiog the ncceaaary prcporatico to enable mo, as sooo as 
the acaaoQ will permit, to resume the meet rigorous prosecutke of oScnslTe 
oporationa. 

Too are ao well fafanned by your own records of the chanicters and dlspoak 
iloDS of our Allies, that I neod bWly stato to you that fa transacting boslDOts 
with people dififerlng ao mneh from ourealves fa language, manners, ood custesus, 
fO unsystomatfa fa their natuie^ ao Ignorant of the military adeuce and so liable 
to be biassed from the pursuit of a gcocntl good by priToto and soldih vlewa, many 
dUhcuIties are unaroblably expciienoed | and I mhnU only assure you that ndther 
temper nor persorcranco ahall be wanting on my pert to pitscrve union • mm git 
the dlferent members of the Ooufederacy oml to draw the utmost oxerticos that 
may bo pfacticabie from them, for promoting the general ptisrcrity 

I hare tboogbt It my duty to give you tUo aboro general ktslement of the 
occurrences of the hut campaign am] of our present situation, and before I coo 
elude this letter I tnmt, fa joiUae to tboofrk^ and aohllcra both of the Kings 
and Cijcipany a Iruops who compose this ttmy glre my publJo testimony that 
during the coarse of a campaign which from a coucurrcnco of draumtanccs has 
btvn singularly arduous, they bare manlfcsleU i^tlcnce under fatigue and soudiy 
gallantry fa octloo, and a general sidrit of teal for the honour and fatcresU of 
thdr country to an extent whkh fa my oifaloa has norcr been eiccedtd by any 
inxn s whafaTcr and which gives them a ju»t claim to the warmest and most 
•ubatantial marks of your afprvhaticn,

We canoot conclude this letter without referring to the preaont 
atate of the Nabob of Aroot and Jlajah of Taqjore^ lo pdoaequeDce of tbe inter 
ferenoe you bare been obliged to aseome In their aflaha, for tbe effectual coUeO' 
tlcn and doe ndrolniatTatloa of tbeir rerenuea. Ihe groonda which lod to that 
Interference will neoenarily prerent tbe oounlHoe bolcoging edtber to the Nahob 
or tho Halah being mtorod to thar Immediate management;, imtfl tboir propor 
Uoo of tbe War oxpenaoa tboU be diacbojged, and the arroan which remained doe 
&3r the Peace contrlbutlou are completely liquidated, nnlcaa. In tho mean time, 
any arrangement ^uld be fonned oo ptlndplm atated in Lord Ccmwalliaa 
letter of 11th September 1700, to tho Nah^ for acouring a punctual payment In 
fntare, without retaining the maoagemect of the rorenuoa wivtoT tho C^j^y*a 
direcUotL. 

Thia may bo rery diflJcolt to be acootapliabed, but If any j-lan really adequate 
to tbe pUTpoao can be propoacd, both the cirannatanoei of the caae and tbe 
aiaunucea giren by lord ComwallU to tbe Nabob in tbe letter rc/erred to, 
reoder It Impoealble lo reject lucb apian.

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Las for some time auLsistcd m those countnes, and \vc are diafciicd to flatter our- 
faehes that the eKfHinencc of the good effects denM.d from the admiDihlraiion ot 
the revenue m our handi, may satibfy both the Xabob and Uie Hijdi, tliat tl-e 
continuance of the sjbtcm adopted v.ill m fact be as ad%anLagLOUs to their 
true jntercbtb as to our own. 

By the possession our servants now ha\e of the revenues of those oountnes, 
they are furnibhed wath tlic means of obtaining accurate knowledge of tl eir 
actual state and resources, we trust these advantage will be duh improve-d tor 
the puqxise of correcting past errors, and la^ ing a solid foundation for the future 
good government of those countnes. It is a cruel feeling to reflect on the sin lU 
progress to luiprovement these valuihlo countnes liavc made under the govern- 
ment of their projKir rulers Tlie llcaukiit of '1 aiijorc, Mr. Ihun, ^ i\ s that iii the 
Hajah’s country there is from 1786 a hahuice of upwards of Id lacs of ixigcd.is 
unaccounted for If, uiiou inquiry, this turns out to Iaj the fact, it is imiycssihle 
the Ilajili cm wish for the continii.uice of such a lilinistcr 

'IJic state of the troops kept up b} the Xahob deserves the jarticular atten- 
tion of tlio Governor-General, when he is on the coast Anv otlar troO| ^ than 
Sibbeiuhes, uecc^ry for the collection of his revenues, are usele..'> md hnrden-

I have now the taHafiwjtlctti to be able to Infcma yoor HononiaUe Coort 
tK«t the irar with TIj^^co Soltann la terminated by a pence with that Prince, and 
on oonditiona which I hnat will aecore solid and lasting adrantagea to the Coch' 
piny and to the Britidi nation. 

The mnltlpUdty of arrangementa which it wu n ec e a w r y to comUne for 
txanaporting oar military atortf and provlaiona, and for eecnrlng fatnre aoppUea 
of anbalatence for the vast moltitodea of aoldleia and tbUowen that belong to tbe 
oenfoderate armiea, aa well aa the embarTBaamoit of ao many heavy incambiancea 
with the army woald, eren with the moat hearty concairence of all the offleera 
who were cnimatad wUh the prindpal exccatlre parti of the plan of the cam- 
paign, bare ODavoidihlj rendered oar movaneni towards the enemy a capital 
extremely slow bat after tbe data of my Bwt letter I was furtber delayed 
beyond all my In advancing to Scringapataia, by tbe colpable coodoct 

of Paiaeraffi Bhow wbo, ta direct cootradlctSos to hli repealed promlaea, anderod 
hinudf to be tUared by tbe hopes of being able to pltti^ the rich proTinoe of 
Bednore, and with that view marched hla onuy to the westward, inat^ of ocon- 
plying with my reqnest that he woald move beck to the eastward to co-operate 
In tbe genenl plan that had been long settled amcDgat tbe confedotite powers for 
tbe inveadtnre and redaction of Serlogapalam. 

A very sococtafol erpcidiUoo, that was by a large detachment of 

TIppoo a cavalry for the porpoee of rcUevtog tbe opper fort of Garromconda, ao 
entirely deranged tbe meoaorea that tbe Kizam s lliniatcr Ateem nl Omrab had 
taken for the accurity of that qnarter that after having advanced to the eoath 
ward of Chintomeny pet, be was obliged to retara with hU whole corpe to re- 
establish order in the diatricti adjoining lo Gorramccoda, which Ukewiao gave nw 
some interraptkxL Ilia zeal, bowerer for the caoao, and hia earnest desiro to 
bring the Prince Seconder Job to the enny before it nwred forward, called forth 
hia almost oxertkna oo this and he retnmed *nd joined the other allied 

forcea on the 2Cth of Jujoary 

Aa three Bombay battalhma are attacbed to Pancrom Show’s army which U 
also QotDcroas and active, and has long been in tho practice of carrying oo aepa 
rale opcratlooa and of securing Its own aoppliea, I had pliw-d my depoMie^ 
upon (hit cerpa for crouing the Caveri to Join General Abercromby and to 
esabla him not coly to bring on hia heavy artillery from the top of the Qhaata, 
but aho to invest Sqipgapqtaro comj Ictcly on tbe aoothem sido of the river 
The dhappotntment, however that I czptricncrd from the Bhow oiHgeil mo 
to make stveraJ alterations in fflj original plan, thoogh the cheerfa! rcaiDneia 
shown b} \xctxn ol Omrah njon his jnnctloa at first eucouragol me to flatter 
myself that rw very gitat deviation Crom it wooU be neLCsaary 

Immediately upon my ascertaining that Portenun Bhow had no Intention to 
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execute the imrt of tlao general plan tliat had heen allotted for him, I despatched 
ordem to General Ahercromby to place his heavy artillery in a secure post at the 
top of the Ghauts, and to hold his corps in readiness to move, lightly equipped in 
every respect, at tlie shortest notice , and on the day of my arnval m this neigh- 
bourhood, I sent further instructions to him to march without delay, and occupy 
as strong a position as he could find on the south side of the Eratore ford, at 
the distance of between 30 and 40 miles fiom hence, and which bad been de- 
senbed as one of the best fords upon the ri\ er 

My intention then was to have availed myself of the Mmister’s disposition to 
compl} wnth my recomiliendatious, and to have sent him wnth all the Nizam’s 
troops and tlie two Madras battalions attached to them, to form a junction w’ltli 
General Ahercromby on the south bank of the river, and to have directed accord- 
ing to circumstances, eithei that the combined force should proceed ivithout 
delay to invest the south side of Senngapatani, or that the General should pie- 
viously send to the top of the Ghaut foi his heai y artillery 

More minute inquines into the internal state of the Nizam’s troops obliged 
me to relinquish that plan , for I found that the minister’s talent for securmg 
regular supplies foi the troops under his command, fell so far short of bis zeal to 
promote my w'lshes and the general interests of the Confederacy, that his corps 
could not be detached even for a few days to any considerable distance from our 
Bazars and oui northern comnuuucations, without exposmg it to suffer gieat dis- 
tress from want of piovisions , and as neither Hurry Punt’s health, noi the con- 
dition of his army, admitted of his imdertaking that service in the room of 
Azeem ul Omiuh, I was subsequently obliged to direct General Ahercromby to 
cross and join me on the north side of the river 

Although all my hopes were at an end of receiving any immediate assistance 
from Purseiam Bhow, and I concluded that oui difficulties would be greatly in- 
creased by that disappointment, I neither deviated from the execution of the 
general outlmes of the original plan of the campaign, nor felt diffident of ultimate 
success , but at the same time I stated my sentiments on his conduct in very 
strong teims, both to himself and to the Couit of Poonab And as the forces 
' under his command were peculiarly well calculated for giving essential aid either 
in boldmg the place closely invested, or m making head against any corps which 
Tippoo might keep in the field for the purpose of mterceptmg our supphes dm mg 
the siege, I requested of him to quit the pursuits in which he was engaged, and 
move (late as it was, and different from the plan that had been settled) with the 
utmost expedition by the route that he bad marched last season towards our 
army 

The Bhow had met with considerable success in his desultory expedition , 
for by the good conduct of Captain Little, and the gallantly of the thiee Bombay 
battalions under bis command, he totally defeated, in a thick woody country in 
the neighbourhood of Samoga, the corps commanded by the Nabob Eiza All, 
which Tippoo had stationed in that quarter for the protection of the Bednore 
coimtry, and m consequence of that victory he obtained possession of Samoga 
after a sbght resistance, and of all the other posts belongmg to the enemy, within 
a few miles’ distance from the town of Bednore , and it afterwards appeared that 
although he had reasonable grounds then to flatter himself that the place would 
soon have fallen into his hands, he came to a sudden resolution to return from 
thence by rapid marches to join us, which he effected two days after the prelimi- 
naries of peace were signed But whether lus determination to return to the 
southward was owing, as it was reported, to his having received peremptory 
orders to that effect from Poonah, or to the letters that I had written to him, I

do DOt know oor Iiavo I iKnr thoogbt it moth wbil« to be at much psina to 
aacertaia. 

There traa la the Trwrm time ao intermiaaioa in the exertlona that were neoea- 
ttrj to complete oar own prepaiatioaa, and to enaHa me to piooeed to attack the 
enomT’a anay and capital with the ooafedeiato foroea aader my owa immediate 
direction and aa aooa aa I ooold more bom the aelghboarhood of HooUadrcog 
I adraaord, and after a few guy mardbea, encamped oo tho 5th of Fehroar/ 
behind the French rocka, at the dlatanoe of ahoat eevea or ei^t milet firm 
Senngapatam 

Upon mj arriral there I fooad, confonnahle to infonnadoa that I had pro' 
Tloaalj receiredy that 'Uppoo, treating to the itrength of hla pcaltion appeared to 
hare determined to keep hla gronad, and aa tl» badneia of all the fords near the 
town, and indeed the aeoanty of our northera nppllea, pat it eqoallj oat of 
my power to attempt to pass the river with the main army and all ita stores 
and heavy artfUery I did not bpatiato in lesolrlng to attack bbn, his removal 
being an Indiipeosable preliminary to the commencement of the tloga of hla 
capitoL 

la order therefore to be enabled to take proper measarea for canyiag my 
determination Into execntkm, the afternoon of the 5th was empbyed In oT i Tnining 
hlrcaiTtha, who had been fVeqaaatly aeot to Tlppoo a camp to make obserrations 
opon it ; and on the folkrwiog mavnlng the whole poaitW was carefally roooa 
noltred under cover of a rtrong datadunent, from the tope of ominenoea, which 
thoogh at a ocnisklerubla distanoa, cotnumnded a view of It through ita whole 
extoat from the right to the left. 

It tbtfi dearly appeared to hare been chcacn with great judgment, and forti 
fiod with extraordinary care, on a tract of land cloae to the oerth bonk of the 
nver and nearly pmlUl to the Island with the beighla of the fLari^t Pagoda, 
almost within the diatniioe of a cannon shot, on the right, and thoso of Somarpet 
and the Eod-gah (a pi*f« of Uabomedan worship) on the left the front not 
only covered by a bound hedge and six targe redoubts well famished with 
«nnnn^ but the approach to it also rendered nncommonly dlfficnlt by a number 
of rlce-Sdda, ravinM and water-ooursea, with which It was almost in ercry psrt 
intersected i and the whole waa within reach and protected oithor by the guns of 
the fort or by batteries and lotrenchments that had been coDStructed cm the Island. 

Under thzao dreumatanoea (t was ovidont that tho event of an attack in day 
light might have been doubtful, and that the lose of a great number of our best 
soldkTs would hare boon oartoln whilst at the nme time, when bo had a 
retreat for hla army so near and ao well oorord, I could hardly have been san- 
guine enon^ to ^po that any advantage which it would havo been possihle to 
hare goiood in tho day wosld hare been deciaire. 

I therefore detcrmlnod to attack him In the night, and without loss of time ; 
and as little uta ooold be expected from our guns in the dark, and tho Dslaro of 
tho ground bctwwn ua and Ibo enemy's camp would havo rendered It extremely 
dlfllcolt to convey them, I resolvoi to march without artillery of any kind i and 
in such an enterprise ndtbor our own nor tho cavalry of tho cdlt^^ could oiEjrd 
any siiisfancf 

Ilarloo arranged the i Ian of attack in the afternoon of tho Olh, and olloltcd 
the reserra, co n slat i ng of our own cavalry and ooo Eoropcan and oew ratlvo lot 
tolioo, tho caffli>-guard of the other regiment, and tho corje of artillery ‘he 
whole onJef tho comnund of Colonel DaO; for the protretion of all our baggage, 
guns, and stores, nineteen battailous were ordered to be reedy to march u >ooo 
as it was dark, in three cnlumn* i the right eolamn, composed of two Furepfoa 
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and live native battafions, commanded by Majoi-Goueml Medovvs , the centie 
column, composed of three European and five native battahons, under my 
own immediate direction , and the left coUinin, composed of one European and 
three nativ e battahons, commanded by Lieut -Colonel Mawvdll Lieut -Colonels 
Cockeiell and N'esbitt were attached to the right, Lieut -Colonels Stuart and 
Ejio\ to the centre , and Lieut -Colonel Baird to the left coliinm A small 
detachment of the corps of artilleiy was ordered to march m the rear of each of 
the columns, to bo in readmess to make use of any of tho enemy’s guns that 
might fall into our bands 

Tho commanding nature of the ground on which the Ead-gah stands, had 
induced Tippoo to construct a redoubt upon that eminence, but though within 
the bound-hedge, as it was not less than lialf-a-milo distant from tho front of his 
army, and I had received certain information that the woik was uncommonly 
strong, and as I likewise conceived that from its advanced situation it would 
soon be evacuated if we should succeed in routing the army, it was not my 
antention that it should bo attacked 

Directions were accordingly given that the Tight column should penetrate the 
euemj’s line about half-a-milo to the eastvvaid of the Ead-gah , the centre column 
a tew hundred } ards to tho eastward of the road which leads to the ford at the 
Dovvlat Bang , and tho column under Lieut -Colonel j!Ja\w'ell was destined at 
the same time to attack the Karigaut Pagoda, and some works that the enemy had 
very lately begun to construct on an high lull that overlooks the pagoda at a 
small distance from it 

The officers leading tho advanced divisions of tho nght and centre columns 
were instmcted to endcavoui, after penetrating tho enemy’s line, to pass the 
river if possible with tho fugitives, and obtain jKissession of the battenes upon the 
island , and Lieut -Colonel Maxwell was also directed, aftei possessing himself of 
the objects of his attack, to do his utmost to enter tho island by the Elarigaut 
Eord, when he should observe that tho attacks upon tho enemy’s aiiny had been 
successful 

A considerable time was reqmred to ariangc the troops from an extensive Ime 
of encampment in the order which had been piescnbed for the respective 
columns , but the whole were ready to march forward about nme, and soon after 
eleven o’clock the centre and left columns reached the first points of their desti- 
nation, and immediately attacked wuth the most complete success 

At the centre attack, the fire of the enemy’s infantry and artillery was heavy 
for a short tune, but our loss there was not great , and the head of the column, 
according to instructions, after carrying a large redoubt near which Tippoo’s 
own tent was pitched, and upon which he pnncipally depended for the protection 
of his right wmg, mixed with the fugitives and crossed over to the island with 
them, with the greatest spmt and rapidity 

Laeut -Colonel Maxwell havmg m the mean time driven the enemy from the 
posts that he was ordered to attack with very httle loss on his side, descended 
the hill with three battahons of the left column upon observing the success of 
the centre attack , and upon findmg it impracticable to force the Kangaut Eord 
under the heavy fire of the enemy’s entrenchments on the opposite side, he 
moved with the utmost expedition to the ford at which part of the centre column 
was passing imder the command of Lieut -Colonel Stuai t, and crossed over to the 
island with him 

The European flank compames of the centre column had in the mean time 
crossed at anothei ford, and by the muted exertions of the whole we immediately 
became masters and retained possession of the Sultaun’s prmcipal garden, and 
the whole of the island to the eastward of the Pettah of Shahar Ganjam

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The right cdamo, bj a cocicarrenoe of Mreial of tboae untoward obrmn 
st&nca to which attacka in the nl^t mnat erer be liable, waa delajed and dla* 
appointed In execoting the part of tba ^i«nl imngement that bad been 
aaigned to H. 

The route of Ita intended marth waa aoroa a apace of oountry whlcb tboegh 
apparentlj open, la cut bj tereral difficult rannea, with a deep water-coorae 
runhing throngb it, the channel of wbkh vinda so much that tbe coluom waa 
obliged to pnaa It two or three timea tn endeavouring to march atralght to the 
pohit of attack and the guldei who oonducted it baring bj that rnfaua, and 
from t>iMr haring been lutrocted to avoid tbo great roads, loat the proper 
direoUoa of the march, unlookily carried tbe bead of the colunm olooe to the 
£ad-gah redoubt, *nd befewe tba miatake could be rectlded tbe ardour of those 
that led engaged them in tbe aasauU 

Great paina had out onlj been taken In oociatracting the redoubt, nod in pro* 
riding It with but Uppoo had alao intruated the defenoe of H to a large 

bodj of tbe cheioe of hii infimtry 

The atruggle wia therefore rlolent, aod &r a ahort time abnoat doubtful 
for the drat edbrta of our troopa, tboagb gallant to the utmoat degree, were not 
ancccM&il, and It wai not carried at tail without much effiuicio of blood cn both 
aldea. 

General Uedowi immedUtelr occupied the post with a atrtDg detachment 
and within the benjad hedge, roored towanii the point of the enemy s poai 
doa at which it had been origloelly lotended that be should pa&etnte but the 
firing haring long before ceaaod at the attacks of tbe other two coJumni ha 
ooodnded tl^ the defeat of the enemy bad been oocnpleted and finding great 
difficulty fium awaapa and ravlnea in morohing within the bound hedge he 
returned to the outalde of it, and marched aloog Ita front to the Karigaut Pagoda, 
where be expoetod tn bo In cocomunlcadcn with the other divikUmi 

of the army 

In the mean thne, however part of tbe cnosy'a centre and left haring a little 
recor er e d from the ponlo with ^^ch tbey had been struck by our aucceaa 
their right, made a dlspodtisn and advanced about on boor before the day be^ 
to break, with a coniiderablo degree of order and reeolutlcc, to attack the troora 
that occupied the ground at which we had flrat penetrated ; but baring luckily 
ntolned with myself near four battallooa for the security of that point, the 
en em y were bcatu and driven back after a sharp confiict ; and day approaching 
fast, and tbe ground oa which wo stood being mmTn«nriwl by the guns of the 
fort. It was necessary to more from tbcoce toon after learing a detachment In 
poaaesiion of the redoubt on the enemy a right, which bad been caniod in tha 
beginning of Iho sd k'"- 

Qreit and repeated esertiocs were made by Tlppoo during tbo socceedlng day 
to retake that redoubt which tbo ridnity of the fort, and the exctsslra fatigue of 
the troopa, rendered it difficult for us to succour | but all ctlorts jproring fruitless, 
he dcsistal from tbe attempt in tbe aflemooo and Id tbo course of the followlog 
nl^t ho eTocuated aU tbo other redoubts In bla pcasesskm on tbo north side of 
the rircr 

Our lo«B In ki ll ed and wounded, though not great In number must, from the 
ralua of the gallant officers and soldiers who fell, be estimated as rery cousidef 
abfe I that of the enemy it has been impos»ible to ascertain with ptcdahnu It 
has bowercr appeared In general, that his carslry sotTered conshkraUy onJ thst 
his Infantry either In the action or by descitioo since that day has been so 
much diminished, that he nem seemed to hate considered the rtmaJndff as 
more than suffidrat for the defence of Senngipatam And besldn other tro- 
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plues, bevouty-boven pieces of cannon, thirty-6ve of \\hicli are brass, of diflereut 
calibies, from nine to tn o-pounders, fell into our bauds 

Exliausted as tbo troops uero, nothing further could be done on the 7th than 
to take some steps for securing our posts upon the island, which I had occupied 
with eight battalions , and m order' to provide against all disaiipointment in the 
co-operatiou of the Bomba} army, as well as that it imght be as little exposed as 
possible to be harassed on the march by Tippoo’s cavalry, I despatched in the 
afternoon of that day the instructions that 1 have already mentioned to General 
Aberciomby, to cross and join me with the utmost expedition on the north side 
of the river And ha\mg two days after sent our own cavalry, a large body of 
the Nizam’s and the ilaratta horse, and one of the Company's battalions in the 
Nizam’s pay, to meet him on the march, a corps of Tip^xio’s cavalry that had 
crossed the river for the purpose, was completely foiled in an attempt to disturb 
him, and he joined us on the 15th of February, 

All the necessary measures were also taken m the mean time to quicken the 
preparations for commencing the siege, and to counterbalance a multitude of 
obstacles w’hich the bareness of the country on the north side, and many circum- 
stances in the situation of the place prescribed to us, w'c were lucky enough to 
find ample matenals for fascines and gabions in Tippoo’s extensive gardens on 
the island 

Some of the most capable ot the Frenchmen and other foreigners, who had 
long been m Tippoo’s service, came over to us in the course of a few days after 
the action, and it soon appeared from their accounts as well as from the result of 
our ow'n reconuoitiiug, that all the descriptions that we had hitherto obtamed of 
the situation and of the works ofihe fort, and even the lemarks that had been 
made upon them last season by ourseh es, were extremely incorrect and imper- 
fect Instead therefore of attacking it as I had at fiist proj osed, on the island 
side, where, besides some outw^orks, it is defended by tw o deep ditches, and two 
strong walls -with bastions and cavalieis constructed w ith great care, and well 
furnished with heavy artillery, I resolved, after the most mature consideration, 
and notwithstandmg the difficulties that were to be apprehended in estabhshmg 
commumcations to the breaches across the north branch of the nver, to carry on 
the attack against the space which mcludes the Sultan Bastion and the Western 
Cavaher , and although the weakness of the wall, the shallowness of the ditch, 
and the mcompleto state of part of the glacis in that quarter, would peihaps have 
appeared to me to afibrd sufficient grounds for that resolution, I was still further 
encouraged to adopt it, by having ascertained that it would, at this season of the 
year, be practicable to throw the greatest part of the water of the Caven out of 
the two branches that form the island of Senngapatam, by repairing and im- 
proving a dam that goes across the nver a few miles above the island, which 
seems to be an ancient work, and constructed, hke several others on the Caven, 
for the purpose of forcing part of the current into canals that have been cut with 
great skiU and labour, to furnish water for the cultivation of a long tract of land 
on both sides of the river 

Having determined upon the above plan of attack, it became necessary to 
strengthen further our posts upon the island, in order that I might be able, 
without endangenng their safety, to withdraw some part of the force that had 
hitherto been sent upon that duty, to assist m carrymg on the siege 

Strong working parties, in addition to those that w'ere constantly occupied in 
makmg fascines and gabions, were accordingly employed to render those posts 
secure , and this object being accomplished, six. battahons were allotted as a 
stationary guard of ^e island, and for fuinishing such working parlies as might be 
. necessary to afford a certain and ample supply of fascines and gabions for the w orks 
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Our amngemBaU of evury other Jdntl being litein*e coxnideted, tha tmichfl* 
were opened on the night of tlw 180i Tebnury and on the following TOrening 
General Abereromby wia (sdered to croea the river with nine battah ern e, about 
two rnfhv ahoTo the /aid, to ocoiyij an adrantageons and strong poeitlca at the 
diatanoe of about random ft«nTi/ir shot frosn the woika, and be was instructed to 
TwnVw tnimndUfn preparatiool for carrying on approaches, and for constructnig 
lyittyrHp* to ascist m deatroymg the enemy’s woxlci, and to cnfflAde the whols 
front that was to bs attacked. 

Daiwg the time t^nt the militoiy opera ttons that I hare dcstaibed wtrs 
carrying on with uniennttlng ngow llppoo, sensihle of the danger of hla atua 
tloD, hod made several overtures to treat with the Confederates ; and a few days 
after th« action, anegotlatum was opened^ depubes from ill the 'parties, whicb, 
after various term ins ted tbe contest. 

Before the rnnffA>ffliA armias moved from the neighbouxbood of Ontradroog, 
letters wore recaved from Tlppoo, in which hr repeated his request to bo per 
mitted to send Yakeels to trat bat with the worm approbation and con- 
carreoce of Huny Punt and Aaocm nl Omrah, I told him that 1 should insist 
upon his execQti^ tbe capitulation of Cdmbntocr as a preliminary to all nego* 
tiation. 

In answer to my Letter be denied that any capitulation for that gamson bad 
taken pUce between Lieut. Cbalroera and Xumarwad-dicn Xb«n and as it 'was 
lax from my wish to drive him to despair by treating so ibsmelcss an asKrtken 
in the roannor It deaerved, and by that means shutting tbe door against all 
treaty I replied, with tbe same oaoenireoce of the Ccsifederates, that U depended 
entlrdy upon himself to state this mstter in a dear and uncontrovertible light 
by coantTTufeatfng again with Kmaamd’dieo Khan upon the sutiject, and by 
a personal atnmliMrian of Ideate Chalmers and Kaah, who were stiU in his pos- 
irtosion and that if I bad been misinfonned, be could, without the kost pre- 
jodlce to his interests, as 1 sbonld engage that neither of the gcntlmnen should 
berve a^ilnst Him during tba war easily conrlnce me of it by wiruibig out 
Lkuts. Chalmers and Nash, or one of them to dcclsre the truth. 

Of this prqKwItion ho took uo notice till oRv the defeat of bis army but In 
tho afleniooQ of tho 6th he sent to camp TJmU. Chalmers and Nash and the few 
other Europeans that hod been token vilb them at Cohnlatcor accompanied with 
letters roqnmllng again that Vakeels might be received from him to open a nego- 
tiation for peace. 

Although Tlppooi flagrant hreodi of the oepitulatioo was clearly estshllshed 
bj the potional testimonj of Lleuta. dolmcxs and Noah, jei knoviog as I dkl 
how miportsnt It was for the Interests of the Company and the British natioo, 
that no thus should bo unnecessarily loot In souring a safe and bonoonble peace, 
and sedng Ukowise that a penoveronoe in ixquinng a literal compliance with my 
first demand wtpuld amount to a vlrtoal refusal to enter into any negotistloa, as 1 
had Idmt from Lieut. C h a lm ers (hat tho gairlsoo of Cdmbotoor was so moch 
dbierfccd that It was not in TIppoos power to eiccnU tbo capltalaUco ImuKy 
dialely I judged It advisable to relax upon that point, tnd accordingly oRec 
consuliing with our Allies,! cooleoted myself with saying, that, as be bad shown s 
diiporition to make otonenunt for the brtsai of the capituUtitai, I should not, on 
soemmt of the present critical state of aflain^ insist upoo iu being folly executed 
[irtTions to aR ^^got^atioo and that ho was at liberty to send Vakeels to s spot 
ihsl was pointed out, uben. deputies from tho Confederate I owers would meet 
them (o hear their pfo]<willoas. 

In cuQxqucuce tf this lenuUslun bo apj^unted ChoUm All Won, who bad 
1<vn at lie bead tf hit tu Im. <y I Cvostintlnoi Ir a&l \U Jtlia, bU \ak«ltt 
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and they arrived and encamped at the place that had been fixed upon for them 
on the afternoon of the 13th 

Conceiving it to he very improhahle that Tippoo would authorise his Vakeels 
to make any specific propositions to us, I thought it would he proper, in the event 
of their declimng to offer any terms, that our Deputies should he prepared to 
state those on which the Allies would agree to desist from further hostilities 
The Deputies having accordmgly met the Vakeels on the mornmg of the 14th, 
and the latter havmg, as I expected, declmed to make any offer, a demand was 
made on our part of the cession of country to the extent of three crores of rupees 
of revenue, and of eight crores of rupees in ready money , to which the Vakeels 
rephed hy protestmg the total mahihty of their master to comply with the demand, 
hut added that they would immediately go to the fort and lay it before him, and 
return as soon as possible with his own answer to it 

The Vakeels accordingly letumednext moinmg, and after many references to 
Tippoo upon the modified conditions that were proposed at several different 
meetings hy the Deputies of the Allies, of which it is unnecessary to trouble you 
with a detail, the preliminary articles of peace, of which I have now the honour 
to inclose a copy, were at last finally settled and agreed to hy Tippoo on the 
mght of the 23rd of February , and, at Tippoo’s earnest request, all hostihties 
ceased, without waiting for the dehvery of the hostages, on the following forenoon 
It was said that the want of punctuahty m the delivery of the hostages was 
occasioned hy some domestic ditficulties m Tippoo’s own family, as well as hy it 
requinng some time to arrange their attendants, and to settle the ceremonials of 
their reception in camp , hut on the 26th he sent out his second and third son to 
he dehvered mto my hands 

All the pomts that came under discussion m the course of the negotiation were 
regularly commumcated to Huny Punt and to Azeem ul Omrah, and their senti- 
ments requested upon them , and it will no doubt give you pleasure to hear that 
in every measure that was determmed upon respecting this important negotia- 
tion, there has umformly been the most cordial concurrence and umon m our 
opinions 

Indeed the general confidence that has been shown on the occasion in our 
good faith cannot fail of being highly gratifymg to you , for the Deputies that 
were named hy Hurry Pimt and Azeem ul Omrah came to me previous to their 
meeting with Tippoo’s Vakeels, to declare that they were mstructed to agree to 
any terms of peace that should appear to me to he suitable to the mterests of 
the three States, and no murmiu: or discontent has been expressed at the hostages 
remaining, according to the desire of then father, m my particular custody 

I did not expect that Tippoo’s nature would suddenly change, and that he 
would act with openness and candour in executing the articles of the treaty I 
was therefore in no degree surprised at findmg, when his revenue accounts u ere 
produced, an evident design to piactise every art to impose upon us, by exagge- 
rating the value of the distncts that he contiguous to the territories of the Allies, 
and underrating those in the mtenor parts of his dommions, and w hich conse- 
quently are not to be ceded 

He has however in the mean time paid above one crore of rupees, which has- 
been divided equally amongst the three Powers , and I persuade mjself that by a 
firm pcrse\ erauce m the demand that we have made of the production of ongiual 
papers for our inspection, we shall before long be able to ascertain tlie amount of 
his ro\cnue with sufficient accuracy for regulating the extent of the districts that 
are to be ceded bj him, according to the terms of the treaty , and the armies .will 
not only remain in this neighbourhood, but e\cn the guard of the treuchts will 
continue to mount icgularly, until all these arrangements ehall Ic completed

infinitely more conaeqaence to thatntercaU of the Company and the natioo than 
olmoat any aom whaterer that the orergrown power of Tlppoo, from which we 
hare at difierent trm^ sobered bo mnch, and which haa *0 long thieateoad yonr 
poaaeasktiia on both cooita with total deatrocdon, haa been reduced, by the erent 
of thla WOT witUn boonda which wfll deprlre him of the power and perhapa of 
tb* fncilnation, to diatorb na for many yeora to come whilst at the same time 
I hope that our acqouitiona by this p>eiace wQJ give ao mnch addldonal atitngth 
and oompactneti to the frontiea of oar po^caaiemt, both In the Camatlo and cd 
the coast of Halahar aa to render it extremely difilonit far any power abore the

The flrmnctt and gallantly that has been displayed by the troop* that compoae 
thii army under the uncommoo hardablp* and dIScnJtiea to whi^ they hare co 
often been expeaed daring the oonras of tUa war rcflocta the falgbeat booonr npoo 
tbenvidre* aa aoldlen, aoj gire* them the atnmgest dalrn to the applanae and 
Cirocir of the Company and the natloD and the zeal and alacrity irith which 
my frutnictiona bare bom tmiformly obeyed, aa u the peoaouid attachment 
that baa been tbown to me on aerer^ tryhog occukoa by the o£Qcen and eoldicn 
in general, will erer bo remembered by me with the warzneat gratitode. 

Althoagh drcnmitancei prereated General Abercromby from aha ring in some 
of the actire accoes In which the principal army was engaged, I am not the leas 
seoaible of hla oidoot desire to promote the pnl^ good or of hia aUUty in exe* 
enting the kerrlces that were allotted to him and no vonla can express the sense 
that I ihaU entertain thronghont life of the sHlity and refined g en erosi ty and 
friendship with which General Modovs haa inrariably giren me hla support and 
SMiitaace. 

I hare thoa„ht it neceseary as a reward to the aoldim for the chefTfrUnesa 
with which they bare perform^ so many rvious duties, aod aa some compensatloa 
to the officer* tor the extraordinary expenses to which they hare Leon exposed, to 
order a gmtnlty equal to sU montha Intta (aboot 22 lacs of rupees) to be iaincd 
from the mcoey that has been paid by TIppoc^ to all tho troop* hare been 
employed npon this servlcr wUicb I hope will meet with your approbation and 
a* General Abercrembys wlaatico wonld not Juatlfy him in following OcncraJ 
Medows and my own aiampla In declining to accept any sharo in priac-mooey or 
graloltj and from his reedring no batta, there h no rule upon that groanJ for 
regulaung his jwtion, I haro JndoCd it most cqidtahl* to direct that ho shall

Earl Cornwallis to the Court of Directors 

Honourable Sirs, Camp in Mysore, Apru 6 , 1192 

I have the honour to enclose a copy of the defimtivc treaty which has 
been concluded with Tippoo Sultaun, conformable to the tenoi and spirit of the 
preliminary articles which I transmitted to you by the last despatch, with a copy 
of the schedule which was annexed to the treaty, contammg the names of the 
districts that have been ceded by Tippoo to the Allies 

You were informed by my letter dated the 4th ultimo, that being aware that 
'I'lppoo would practise every possible art to evade a stnet execution of his engage- 
ments, I had determined to maintain the posts that wo occupied before Seiinga- 
patam, until every arrangement for carrymg the prelimmary articles of peace mto 
full efiect could be completed , and I had soon reason to believe that none of my 
precautions were superfluous 

After sendmg out by some of his revenue officers some statements of his 
revenues that were evidently fabneated and mcorrect, and which consequently 
were rejected, he at last declared that, owing to his having lost a great number of 
his papers m places that had been taken by the AUies, 01 in his camp on the 
night ot the action, it was not in his power to give a regular authenticated 
account of the revenues of the different districts of his country, though he perse- 
vered m asserting that after deductmg the expenses of collection, they did not 
much exceed two crore 

A statement therefore was formed from the best matenals m the possession of 
the Allies, which rated his dormmons at two crores and sixty lacks of net revenue, 
and upon which it was proposed that the division of his country should be 
made accordmg to the terms of the preliminary articles , but upon its bemg pro- 
duced he positively objected to its correctness, offenng however, after some dis- 
cussion, to allow the division to take place upon the ground that his net revenue 
amounted to somethmg above two crore and thirty-seven lacks, to which, with 
the entire concurrence of Hurry Punt and Azeem ul Omrah, I judged it advisable 
to give my assent 

Upon the adjustment of this mdispensable pre limin a r y point, further difll- 
culties were started, by his objecting with great warmth to cede some of the dis- 
tnets which had been mcluded by the Allies m the selection of their respective 
' portions, and above all others his repugnance to rehnqmsh the Coorga country, 
which I was determined to obtain for the Company, as being necessary to form a 
secure barner foi our new possessions on the coast of Malabar, agamst every 
power above the Ghauts, appeared at one time to be almost unsurmountable 
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At thu wtage of the negotiitioa Uie AUfai were not only m po«e*«bn of M* 
two *5 bo^laga, Imt aUo of tboTa eleven hundred thouiaod potmdi of tbo 

turn be had agreed to pey in reedy money which I thould have (Xiuddered 

u KifficieDt from any other men for the perfonnaiicfl of the -wbole of the 

preliminary article*, hut falthleae andvldant ai Tippotfi character waa known 
to be» I indged it incumbent upon me to be prepe^ to aopport by force, if it 
ibould prore neceeaaiy the righta that wo had acquirod by the preliminanea ;

the articUu of the dednitire treaty ahould be armnged and actnally ligned 

Aj any materia] intarraptiai and atilJ more a total hreaoh in the mg o tio tk ai, 
would have been attended with great tnoonvemence to oar adain, I wna rellered 
from much anxiety when Tippoo^ upon further refrectloc, withdrew all hU 
objecboni, az^ cooteuted oq t^ 16tb oltlino to algn the dednldve treaty and 
the drat payment of one crore aial five lacka of rupee* being aiao conipleted 
in a few dayi, Purierem Bhow repaaeed the river and after evacnathig the 
trenche* and our posta upan the fila^ all the Confederate force* began to move 
from Seringnpatam on tha '^th nlttma The orden for the mutual csttkai of 
forta and diatiicti oonfbmiable to the treaty having alao been prerionaly inter 
fViang-il, I trait that in the ccurae of a few week* Tippoo trill bo hr p oaaeaa fc in of 
the dcaDiul(Bia that are left to him and that the armie* of the Alliea will bare 
retained within the new boundarica of their reapeetive couatrif*. 

It moat no doubt be highly gratilying to you, that a war into which we were 
forped by every couddeiatlan of good faith and aoond poboy haa not only term! 
nated in the r^octlon of the atrength of a neighbour of great power and of the 
Qiovt inordixuue ambiUoa, bat olio In aecurtng aoqaldti^ to ourselve*, whldi, 
exdadve of tholr IncaUmohle raloe in point of dhutioo, add coniidcrably to 
your reTenucs, and pronuae to open aourcea of commerce In pepper cardemuma, 
teak sandal wood, that may be looked npon m of great 'Importonco both (o 
tha Company and to the nation. 

By the atatement of Ti|^)oof revonaca, upon which It waa finally agreed by 
all I artiea that hla country ahoold be divided ocoording to the tenna of tho pro* 
liminory artidoa, the Compony’a portion amounted to aomething above thirty- 
nine tocka and a half of rupees of net rerunoe and by an in^rctkei of the 
General Uepi, you will read fly peredv© that, although in order to reduce the 
Company ■ ihare to that sum 1 wu obliged to rellsquiah a few »m*ll (hatricta on 
the top of tho Qhauta, that propcHy belonged to the Barramanl, but which are 
net woMiry foe tho accurity of oar frontier I have araBcd myaelf of our riglit 
of fcelfction, by dananding and obtaining for tho Comiwn> a portion coantrire 
that are both etnmg In thanaclvca, and peculiarly well cdculatod to form a 
bamcr to joar ancient pouculona.

IS, from tbe ruggedness of tbo country, and from its being intersected witb a 
number of deep ravines and several considerable rivers, exceedmgly inaccessible 

Dmdigul constitutes a substantial protection to tbo southern provinces, and 
by tbe acquisition of tbe Barramaul, and of tbo country vvbicb, though composed 
of several diQercut districts, is commonly called tbo Salem coimtry, vvbicb gives 
us tbe command of all tbo passes of tbo Ghauts to tbe northward of tbo Caven, 
wo have obtained an eflcctual barrier to tbe Carnatic against all future mvasions 
of tbe westward, and exclusive of tbo principal forts of Sankeiydroog, Namcool, 
Ottoor, Kbistnagerry, and Kyacotta, which no power in India could take from us, 
and which an invadmg army could not pass without bOiSarding tbe loss of its 
supplies, there are a numbei of smaller foits in those distncts, that, ui case of a 
temixirary irruption of a corps of cavalr}*-, would be capable of affording gieat 
protection to tbe persons and property of tbo inhabitants 

Had tbe extent of our share of the cessions made by Tippoo admitted of it, 1 
should have bad great satisfaction m adding tbe coimtry of Coimbatore to tbe 
Company’s otlier possessions, principally for tbe purpose of depnvmg tbe Mysore 
power of all footing below tbe Ghauts on the Carnatic side , but tbe disappoint- 
ment 13 of tbe less consequence, as it is a defenceless open country which, in case 
of a future rupture, nothing less than Tippoo’s whole force could attempt to defend 
against us, and from which he could not, without the greatest difficulty and 
danger, venture to invade tbe Carnatic 

A pass called tbe Cavenporam Pass is marked upon some of tbo sketches of 
that part of tbe coimtry, but as it does not appear that Tippoo or bis father ever 
brought guns down that ixass, there is no good reason to suppose that it is at pre- 
sent, or that it could easily bo made practicable for an army , and having lately 
had occasion to order a detachment to ascend the Guzzlehutty Pass we have 
had an opportumty to ascertain that it is, of all the passes leadmg into the Car- 
natic, by much the most steep and difficult 

The nature therefore of the pass by which his artillery and stores must come 
fiom Mysore, would prove no inconsiderable obstacle to Tippoo m forming a 
design agamst the Carnatic from that quarter, and as I trust that he could 
neither take Dmdigul, Tnchmopoly, Tanjore, Sankeiydroog, or Namcool, which 
are our frontier forts on that side, I look upon it to be almost impossible that he 
or any of his successors will venture to pass the Coleroon with an army into the 
centre of the Cainatic, leaving their supplies and communications of all kinds ex- 
posed to be attacked and interrupted by the gamsons of the places that I hav e 
mentioned, supported by bodies of troops that might be stationed for the purpose 
under their cover and protection 

I am convmced that Sir Charles Oakeley and General Abercromby will select 
tbe most capable and trustworthy of your servants to manage tbe newly -acquired 
temtones , and General Abeicromby agreed so perfectly with me, that it was of 
the utmost importance for the national character and for the mterest of the Com- 
pany that we should commence our government of the countnes on the coast of 
Malabar upon a good plan, that it was concerted between us that it would be 
most prudent, before we divided them finally mto distncts, to appomt commis- 
sioners to make a temporary settlement with all the chiefs for this season, and 
then to proceed upon an active and earnest mvestigation of the amount of reve- 
nue that those acqmsitions are capable of paymg, the extent of the different 
articles of commerce, the natures of the tenures of the Eajahs or other chiefs, and 
the classes and numbers of the inhabitants, m order that the Supreme Govern- 
ment may be enabled from their report, and the observations and suggestions of 
the Government of Bombay, to propose a system foi the future management of 
that coimtiy, which may mclude rules foi the conduct of the revenue and com- 
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nuorJul dtfpartmeaU, al«ve all for a itrici and impcuilal ailmlrrtatratlaa d 
Joidoo and umtnj of tRe Bengal aervanta haTfl bad gnat experience in conduct 
mg the intenjal bnatneai of extenalT® iDdian ProTincef, it ii my intenticin to 
depot® tiro of tboae tn whom I can place particolar conddence, as kuo ai the 
change of the monsoon will render it pracbcobls to Joui two Cocnmimonen that 
Oenenl Abercromby will at my recommenditioa apjclnt, immediately to ooin 
menoe upon the nndertaMng that I hare deKribetL and to a mi at in coiteofang the 
oeccnaiy materiala, and in Naming the report that nill be expected fhnu them 

The llalabor ocait baa been in a atate of great dlatractioD and oonfoaioii itnee 
the time Uppoo a troopa and the officen of bis governmant were driren oot 
of it, the two great and inirpiral claaaea of the people^ the ^airs and the ITuplaa, 
being almoet at open war with meh other and great dtafnajona aboot boondaricf 
and rerired old dakna preTiUlng amongst the Kalr Rajahs tbemaelrea bat as 
General Abercromby wiH^ immediately upon descending the Qbaota, detach 
troops Into the different districts, I hope that I ibaJI toon bear that tranqailbty 
baa been restored, and the Company's aotbonty completely cstahHihed throogb 
oat all thoae cotmtriea.

contents tliat I had, a few days before it reached me, anticipated your wishes, and 
even e'lceeded your expectations, in the preliminary articles of pence which had 
been agreed upon and settled on the 23rd of February last between the Con- 
federate Pow ers and Tippoo Sultaun 

Having in my letters to the Court of Directoi-s given a detail of all the matenal 
circumstances that attended the negotiation and conclusion of the definitive treaty, 
and a description of the countiies that have been acquired by the Honourable 
Compxiny, I have nothing farther at present to add concerning Tippoo, except that 
Ins Vakeels who negotiated the treaty, and who are still in our camp, take frequent 
opportunities to give me tho strongest assurances that he is not only determined 
to execute the articles of the present treaty with tho utmost punctuality, but that 
it IS also his earnest desire to cultivate m future a close and fnendly connexion 
with the English nation , and although, fiom Tippoo's general character, I am 
not inclined to place much confidence m the sincerity ot anj’^ of his professions, it 
must be observed that no circumstance has yet occurred inconsistent ivith the 
declarations of the Vakeels, for he has readily delivered up the forts and countnes 
that he had agreed by the treaty to cede to us , and although tho difficulties that 
wo have experienced m tho removal of our stores and numerous sick have detained 
this army in the countries that are to be restored to him, probably much beyond 
the period at which he had looked for their evacuation, he has not yet discovered 
the least symptom of distrust or impatience 

It has, I believe, rarely happened in this or any other country that the ope- 
rations of war and the negotiations for peace have been conducted with more 
general cordiality and mutual confidence amongst the members of a Confederacy 
than that iihich has prevailed between us and our Allies in the late war , and it 
must prove highly gratifying to you to be mformed that even after the accom- 
plishment of the mam objects of tho Alliance (I mean obtaimng satisfaction 
to tho Com^ny for the insult and injury committed by Tippoo m the 
wanton attack which ho made upon one of its allies, and the reduction of his 
dangerous power), both Hurry Punt and Azeem ul Omrah, previous to their 
separation from this army, repeatedly expressed, m the name of their respective 
masters, the most imieserved reliance upon our good faith, and the warmest 
desire to bmd the union which subsists at present still closer, if possible, between - 
the three States 

The mutual guarantee of the newly-acquired countnes to which we already 
are all engaged by the ongmal treaties of Confederacy, but^ which must be put 
mto a much more distmct and qualified form, will, upon my return to Bengal, 
be the first and indeed pnncipal object of my attention m that line , but when 
that necessary busmess is once adjusted on clear and safe conditions, I must 
confess that, after the knowledge I have acquired of the situations and views of 
the different Powers of this country, I feel it meumbent upon me to state to you, 
that whilst on one hand our honour as well as our political interest will ever 
require great plainness and candour in all our declarations, and the most correct 
performance on oui part of whatever engagements we may contract, it fs on the 
other hand, on account of the irregulaniy and weakness of the Nizam’s Govern- 
ment, and the spirit of avarice and ambition which so frequently shows itself in 
the Maratta character, and the disjointed feudal system of the Government of 
that State, impossible for us to be too cautious m exarammg all new propositions 
that may be made to us from either of these quarters, m order that our assent may 
be given or withheld from the lesult only of a deliberate consideration how far our 
acqmescence might involve us m measures that would affect our future interests 
or safety , and m some late private conferences with Hurry Punt and Azeem ul 
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Onmli* tb© mhttaDce of which It u necflaiftry tint jroc abcnld bo floqoalntod with, 
my own oonduot has been rogolated by tho«8 principle*; 

SoTBTtl ctrcum*ttoce» had, in the ootine of the U*t *Ii or eight m on t h*, oca- 
corred to induce me to entertain fnipldooe that I f a d a gee S cln dt a waa fonning 
design* to f«V«i adrantage of onr being inrolved in an expeniiTe and dangaroni 
irar and to pnwuo aoma objacta of amWtiDn to tho prejndioe of the Peahwa or the 
Company or eren of both State*. 

I did not, boweror Judge it prudent to communioata TOoh fuipicami either to 
g.-rfnrik hinuelf oT to auy tltf other Ifemtty ; bat $000 tfter the coadatioD of 
the Horry Pont reqneated to hare a piiTate and conddential oonreraaliotx 
with me, and after a camplimantary praunble toward* myielli be acknowledged 
tbiit Kana FumaTOoe had diaoorered that Sotndla bod propoeed to the Nlxun and 
to Hoggogle Boosla, and aome other memben of the 3Iaratta Stntaa, to mute with 
in endeaTonring to teDnixcate the wan in which the Aliita were mgagiid with 
Tippoo, OEbd that be bad good grounds to believe that in other reapeot a be indulged 
himaelf in riewi rdiioh were incompatible with hi* duty to the Peahwa, adding 
that he wa* instructed by Nana to make thl* communication to me, and to reqoeat 
that I would, a* a friend, candidly dedare whether in the evtct that Sclndla 
■boold ao &r forget himaelf a* to faka an imdutlfQl part againat the Foahwa * 
anthority our onurvAriar with him wna of a nature that entitled him to expect it, 
or whether our irarlinatlon woold lead oa to afford him ruppewt. 

^ no fuch oannexion aa that to whioh Horry Pont olhulod lobxiita between 
the Company and Bolndla, and aa 1 wna at that time tmder on Imprcadcc of much 
lUitiifantinr with that ^ef for the exceptionahlo tone that l» had the 
liberty to urome. In prening the Realdent of Beoarei to mpportaoreralunroaica 
able that he bad brought forward againat aomo unfortunoto IndiTiduiU 
who, after cooping from oouotne* that be h^ lately reduced had taken refngo In 
that dty 1 should, if 1 had given way to my ptivate feelings alone, bare told 
nurry Pont that, In com of a broach between the Peahwa and Sdndla, tho Com 
pony'a Ooremment would leave the latter entirely to hi* iate butoj it would not 
be aoitable to our Intoresta that Sdndia ahould be camihed, nor proper to avow too 
much oddncia about a chief with wbocn we have been 10 long connected, I thought 
it most advisable to answer that 1 could not bnng myself to bellove that Bdn^ 
wia capable of entertaining views of tbe natn/eand to tbeeatent that Nona *ces}cd 
to apprehend, and that it would giro me the greatest cCDceni if erenta ihnuld prove 
that 1 had boen mistaken | but if unfortunately any serious didcrenco should 
arise between the Feshwa and I ahoold, on acoount of tho latter haring 

been at ona time the happy instrument of tennioatmg Loatilltics, and of beginning 
the friendly c onn exion whkh bad now npened to such maturity between the 
former and tho Oompony aa well a* fFcoa a sincere desire to promote the real 
Interests of both partie*, think It my doty to uso my utmost mdeoToan to effects 
rccooaliatioo between them i at the mma time, however anthorWog Horry Pont 
to awure tha Mi nist er that, whilst the presout cordial conooxioo suiaiit* between 
our two Qoremments, I should not interfere In those or any otiKr Internal disputes 
of the MamUa State in any manner bat by an offer of friendly mediatiom 

Hurry Punt declared bltnaelf highly a3tisfli.tl with this answer and rr<iocsted 
that os tha aobject regarding Sdndia was of a very delicate nature, 1 would 
instruct Sir QarleaMslet not to loach upon it with any porwm but the Minister 
or with himself , aftu’ his return to Pocaah, whkh I accordingly promised. 

The point oa which Aiccm ul Onuah wished to ascertain my aentiments, was 
also of coasiderahle delicacy and impoitanco] it wia to bo Informed a bather I 
woukl cn^ge to support the Niiams d»ic* of his successor according to the 
ri.hl that he poM>^is^ ly the law of the Koran, and the cnitoro of Mabometso 
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governments , and tins question appeals to me to Ila^o arisen fiom its being the 
Nizam’s intention to pass o\er his eldest son, and dcclaie Secunder Jah. the 
successor. 

I give his Highness and the Mmistei not only full credit for their late 
exertions in the common cause, hut also for their being m armly disposed to pi c- 
serve a close connexion uith the English m preference to any other power, and 
on the day before the armies separated, Secundei Jah wrote a letter to me con- 
taining the strongest assumnees of his desire to promote the Company’s mterests 
at his father’s durbar, and requesting that I would sometimes wnte to him But 
cxclusue of tlio restraints which the Legislature has wisely imposed upon the 
Supreme Govemmont respecting uev engagements with the native powers of this 
country, the indolence and want of energy of the Nizam’s character, and the pro- 
pensity which I have observed in that of the Ministei to act. hastily, and engage 
in schemes hardly plausible without previously taking any reasonable measures 
to tor ward their success, would have sufficiently deteired me from undertaking to 
interfere in the internal affairs of that Government 

3Jy reply was accordingly m very general terms, and in substance, that I 
should always feel much interested about everything that related to his High- 
ness’s pnvate comfort and satisfaction, or to the prosperity of his Government , 
but that I had so good an opinion of his prudence and good sense as to entertam 
the most saiigume holies, that with the Minister’s assistance he would bo able to 
take such effectual measures for securmg a quiet succession to the Prince of his 
owni choice, as to render suppoit or even interference in his favour from any of 
his neighbours entirely unnecessary , and although this answer in some degree 
disappomted the Mimster’s wishes, ho expressed no ill-humoui, and desisted fiom 
pressing me further on the subject 

You will readily conceive that Hurry Punt and Azeem ul Omrali would take 
particular care to withhold all knowledge from each other of what had passed 
between them and myself upon the above subjects , but upon another point which 
called for equal caution on my part, they made a joint request, though it was 
some time before either party could be prevailed ujion to speak so plam as to 
adrmt of my comprehendmg the specific object of their sohcitation 

Both Hurry Punt and the Minister at separate conferences began with 
expressmg their hopes, that from the friendship which I professed for the 
Nizam and the Peshwa, I should not dechne to promise to mterpose my good 
offices to brmg any differences that might occasionally arise between their 
respective Governments to an amicable adjustment, but seemg grounds to 
suppose that each party had some particular object m view, I told them that to 
a request m terms so general, add not coming directly from the Peshwa and 
the Nizam, I could oidy reply by assurmg them that 1 should at aU times be 
happy to show every mark of fnendship m my power towards alhes with 
whom I had so much reason to be satisfied, and that I should be particulaily 
desuous to take any step that might tend to prevent an mterruption of the har- 
mony which had so long and so happily subsisted between their respective 
Governments 

Upon the subject bemg resumed it soon appeared that my supposition had 
been well founded, and that the immediate object of both parties was a difference 
then actually existmg m regard to certam arrears of chout, which the Marattas 
claim as them right, and the Nizam has for some time withheld , but I likewise 
discovered that their expectations from me were diametrically opposite — Hurry 
Punt wishing for my friendly mterposition to persuade the Nizam to discharge 
these arrears and to pay the chout regularly m future, and Azeem ul Omrah 
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iv' pfng thtt I would ealoAVOur to prvruQ upoo tbi IfpraitM to desitt ftltogetbor

You aro cot igDonmt that tbo Uanttas oevo fill to ma^e s demand of 
tn oTery part ot Hlndoatan tha Deoceu lu which they Uuuk that they can 
enTortx it, and I therefore mad* no acniple In acknowledgiiig to Huny Punt that 
It waa neceanry for me to ho extremoly caution* not to giro an arowed ccwmto- 
nanca to a und^r fKat general descnpbcD but aa I bad undontood that In 
thU trv*t«ni«o tho hlamtta claim waa founded upon a ipecldo agreement entered 
into acme time ago by the Nlxam, I gate no encouragement to the LQnUter to 
expect that I would uao any Infloenoe to induce the Peihwa to rehnquiib the above 
claim upon bla Tnn»t^ 

I requested boverer that both partfee would take tho trouble to'gtate lu 
writing the gremnda upon wblch tln^ respectirely bopod for toy Interference in 
their &Tour which th^ preemaed, lait hare not yet executod. Should no luoh 
itatemePta make their appearance, I ahall conaider the subject as dropped and if 
they ihould be tnmimlttad to me, yon may depend upon my weighing the subetsoca 
of them very maturely before I deolare an opinion upon them 

It ia proper that you ihould know that Pnraaiam Bhow on every occasloo 
when the eul^ect rvaa agitated In hie pceaeDce, was in the practice of dcchirlog 
hU utter averrlon to all negoUatioQ with 111 poo, and ^er the cunclualoa 
of the peace ho made no oeramouy In aroving bis duappruboticin of it Thia 
was eaaQf accounted (or fhrm. tho rooted animosty which fubsiata between 
Tippoo nd the Bhow as wall ts tiozo tho Bbow^s depredations being In luzzie 
measure checked by the treaty and from hla seeing on early prospect of being 
obliged by U to rclinqaisb bli ooUoctioaa in large tracts of countries which were 
eitbtf to be restored to Uppoo, or to be annexed to the dominWes of the llaralU 
State. 

After the Bbow s Junction ooar SeriogajnUm, Tlppoo made complalnta to mo 
almost daily that his troops, notwithitandlag the treaty coothmed to ravage and 
l 4 under tho countr> and althcogb I did not chcxwe to ^knowledge It to Tlpfoo^ 

1 am afraid that revcrtl of those cocDplalnta were too well foumled andl took orojy 
means to put a stop to the caoaes of them. 

I was however in my own mind oonriDced that there would be oonstant 
ruuoos for a repetitlcm of those ropresentatlooa, until tho Varattos tLoaJ I 
coHrciy evocualo Ids country j and b^g confident that the Bhow who waa to 
return to tho 3IaraUo territories 1^ a short route, would not venture to loiter upon 
the road and ravage the country at Idsoro with his own corpe akue from an 
api- rehcr rslo n that Tlppoo niy>t send a body of cavalry to attend and retaliate 
upoQ him, I woi happy to avail myself of Ibatcrma of our treaty with thoPoouah 
Oovemment by vfai^ it was agreed that our battaUena of iutantry sltoold only 
aerve with their army during the warj and I acconhnjy JX>tlfieJ both to llarry 
Tout and I arvenuu Bhow my desiru that, prerfeua to the seporation of tlie annirs. 
Captain Lit I Uis detachment shoo U Join Gcnrral \l>.rcronibj to rotuin willi him 
to the coast of MsUlor 

rurKmm Bhow oonscotod with great reluctance to Ciptain Little $ IcavinR 
him Idt In addition to tho reasons that I have staled I was further Induced to 
IcTMure in tny ri>juckt from a lelWlhat the services of Ibrco Uttalkms would 
U> of fnjt value to Qeuffal Al<rcroniby Uther for scenring our new acquisitions 
on lie iiiUlar coast, or fur jaittlng proper garrisoni in Uw other places Leloo^og 
to the rreshkney of Bombay j and I think It aho riobt on this ocaulon to 
doeUre Unt on account of lbs frequent dlsi-utes Utween the Peshwa aixl the 
^nat chi f» that naturally arise from the form of government of ibv JIaratU 
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State, Juid the consequent uncertainty whether our battalions would always he 

employed upon services that wo should approve, I doubt much the policy of our 

ever lendmg troops to the Peshwa, unless m time of an actual war lu which he 

may bo engaged by alhance with us, aud when we can clearly see that such troops 

may act m some manner that will essentially tend to promote the success of the 

common cause t ,

Earu Cornwallis to the Secret Committee 

[Secret ] 

Honourable Sirs, Fort st. George, July a, 1792 

Being fully sensible of the detriment that the mteiests of the Honourable 
Company and the nation have suffered in this part of India by the defective 
system of the Government of the Cama'tic, I was no less prompted by inclination 
than by the recommendation contained m your lettei dated the 6th of May, 1791, 
addressed to the Governor-General in Council, to embrace the first favourable 
opportunity that offered, to endeavour to make a new arrangement between the 
Company and the Nabob of Arcot which should be calculated to remedy as 
many of the evils that have been hitherto experienced as might be found 
practicable 

There cannot be the least doubt that it would have been most desirable for 
securing both parties against external attacks, and for promotmg the internal 
prospenty of the Carnatic, that the Nabob should have agreed to invest the 
Company with the entire management of his country, reserving to himself a 
liberal portion of its revenues for the maintenance of his family and the support 
of his digmty, and allottmg the remainder for defraymg his share of the charge 
for general defence, and for the liqmdation of his pnvate debts , but as I did not 
see the most distant prospect of obtaimng his free consent to it, I did not choose 
to run the hazard of irritatmg him by making the proposition when the nego- 
tiation was opened with him soon after my return to this Presidency, and of 
rendenng it by that means more difficult to gam his acquiescence to several very 
important pomts 

I have thought it most regular to transmit a copy of the new treaty that I 
have concluded with the Nabob to the Court of Directors, with copies of all the 
correspondence m the course of the negotiation , and as all those papers will 
be laid before you, it is unnecessary for me m this letter to enlarge further 
on the subject than to express my expectation that my having mduced his 
Highness to allow the Polygars to pay their tnbute directly to the Company, to 
authorize the Government to take possession of certain distncts that are named, 
m case he shall fail m the regular payment of his Easts, and to agree that the 
Company shall take the entire management of his country m the event of a war 
with any of the neighhourmg powers, will prove acceptable to you, and be con- 
sidered as circumstances well adapted to protect the Company against pecuniary 
losses and disappomtments from the Nabob in future, and to promote m an

Tbe Board of Bereuue btTlng beea onaHe to prepare the final aettlffliienti 
of the A=**Tintn] arrangementi, owing chiefly to the •ettlemantj of aomo of the 
temlolirriM, which ha^e been nnavoidably protracted, not being yet completed, 
we are diiappointed in the expeotatlana expreoaed In our letter of the 10th of 
March laat by the Dutton, of haring It in our power to fnmlih you widi thooe 
atatementa by the preoent We hare iiaued the nerewary dlreotdona for 

the ootLcloakin of eettlsc^ta, aod troat that tha whole of the airangemeDta 
will be alKrrtly accompUahed. 

We hare the pleofuro, bowerur to forward to you, a number in the packet, 
stotementa of the rerenne of the Baigaliond Fnaady ihitilcta In the aeocEod year 
of the <i^y*pritid KttleiDCDt oompored with the revanDea of the acme distzicta In 
the year Immediately precedmg that aettlement, and ocanperatlre atatrnyinta 
of the rerenuei of tbe Bengal and FaaaUy dlatricta In the flrot and aeooad year# 
of the lieoennlal aettlement. 

From the orplanatory letter from the Board of Bereune which accompanie* 
theaa yoa will ohaerre that the deoreaae of So. Ba. 18,84,869 14 12 

appearing in the grcaa ixflectkm of the Bengal dlatricta In 1198 compared with 
the groca oollecriooi of 1190 U to be aUribnted to the ahohUoo of Um Bayer or 
internal dotiei in 1197 the anoxul reruaue aililQg from which ajmented to 
about Ha, 7 60 000 to the ■napanaiOQ of rerenue cm acocamt of droo^t and 
inundation in 1108, omountlQg to Bo.

Sayor or internal dutloa, did not take place until nearly four montha of the 
year 1107 bad elapsed, and oouaequently a proportkmate part of tbeao 
which, oa shore ap^fi^unountcdannually to about 7 60,000 rapeca,wu brought 
to account In that year A fhrtber cause of tbe drcrcaae in the gmaa coUectUmaof

It appears from tbe alatement of the coilectioni of 1107 and 1108 that the 
net colleciioaa of the latter year fell abort of tboeo of thg former In tho mm of 
Ba, 4,20110 7 0 1 only nolwitbaUnding tbe general drought piewdcd by 
atonna and tnundalioai which hopiuieJ In the port year Bat ibrthcM calamities 
the net ooUoctloaa of that year would at least Laro equalled tboeo of the pm-

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ccdmg, and had it not been for n lieavy and iinospected balance of abont 3,00,000 
of rupees which occurred in Eajeahayo, oiving to the misconduct of the late’col- 
Icctor, Mr Henckcll (the enquiry into which will, we trust, be completed by our 
next desixitch), they would have considerably exceeded them 

There is every ground to expect that a considerable part of the defaciencies 
occasioned by the abohtiou of the internal duties will be made good by the tax 
on spmtuous liquors, as hereafter noticed. By the decennial arrangements a con- 
siderable mcrease is assessed on several of the districts for the current year, winch, 
supposing no calamity of season to occur, will bo reahzcd with facihty The 
greater part of the suspensions granted on account of the drought m the past year 
are in a course of payment The suspension of 3,00,000 of rupees allowed to the 
Rajah of Burdwan on the Jumma of 1198, as noticed m our letter of the 10th of 
August last by the Swallow, is to bo discharged m the current and the tivo 
ensuing years wnth the full jumma of his zomindarry, and wo make no doubt but 
that the jumma assessed in Rajeshahy will m future bo completely realized, so 
that there is every reason to expect that the net collections m the current year, 
1792-93, "Will be at least equal to the not collections of 1789-90, the year pre- 
cedmg the decennial settlement, mcludmg the mtemal duties collected m that 
year, which have been since abohshed. 

We shaU, likewise, endeavour to effect such reductions as may be practicable 
m the charges of collection, and particularly in the Tehseeldarry establishments. 
An increase of revenue, more than adequate to the charges of these estabhshments, 
has been obtamed m the distncts in which they have been authorized But in 
proportion as the talookdars and petty zemmdars ivho have been rendered mde- 
pendont, can bo brought to pay their revenue through bankers or other channels 
immediately to the collector’s treasury, instead of paymg it to a tehseeldar or 
native collector stationed on the part of Government on the spot, these estabhsh- 
ments will become unnecessary, and every reduction of them will be so much 
addition to your net revenue 

We likewise transmit, a number m the packet, statements of the gross and 
net revenues of the provinces of Bengal, Behar, Onssa, and Benares for the two 
past years 1790-1 and 1791-2 

In our letter of the 12th of April, 1791, by the Chesterfield, we acquamted 
you that we had taken the collection of the tax on spmtuous hquors into the 
hands of Government. The receipts from this tax were mconsiderahle whilst 
it was levied by the landholders m common with the other mtemal duties 
Upon the resumption and subsequent abohtion of those duties throughout the 
provmces on the 11th June and 28th July, 1790, we resolved to contmue the 
collection of the tax on spirituous hquors for the same reasons which orig inally 
mduced us to resume it Having desired the Board of Revenue to ascertain from 
the collectors whether it would be advisable to levy the tax on stills or on hcences 
for distillmg and vending the hquor, we at the recommendation of that Board 
defemimed on the general adoption of the latter plan except m Behar Proper, 
m which district, at the suggestion of the collector, we directed a tax to be levied 
on the stills The success which has attended this arrangement in Behar Proper 
will appear from the collector’s letters of the 11th November and 15th May last, 
transmitted to you a separate number m the packet Prom the first of these 
letters you wiU observe that the amount realized by him m the first year 1198 
Fussily (which ended m September last), from the mere tax on mtoxicatmg 
hquors m his district (exclusive of the city of Patna), exceeds m the sum of 
Es 3,246 the whole of the Sayei or internal duties mcludmg this tax whilst 
mcorporated with the land-ievenue and under the management of the landholders

On the tbore statement we think it euffident to obeerre tTint whilst the 
aboUtioQ of the internal dntiu* boa ^veo a freo trade to the inbaUtiint* of this 
prorlnoe, the Immediate dltnlouUao of year resources occoalooed by granting to 
them this roluablo (mmunUy will bo nudo good by a single tax that neither 
Impede* oomiocrce nor dUcoorago* agrlcuIturQ, and which, in proportica a* it 1* 
increased and made to add to the pobllo inootno must oontrlbuto to proreot 
drunkenness and all the disorders vbicb arise from the present preralecoe of tbls 
rke amoopt the lower classes of the people. 

Tbe roedpts from the tax levied on Uccncts In the other coUcctonhlps bdng 
incccsidcntJe when compared with the prodoce of the tax oa stills, aa collected 
in Ifr 8eion a district we hare directed tbo latter plan to bo adopted fn the other 
collectoiihlps \u Bchar and throu^Jiout Bengal and your posacsskea in Orlaao, 
and shall make the Improrement of this branch of rorenue an object of our par-- 
ticular attention. 

The aoicritic* exercised by tbo laqdhoJJcn and iinnora orer thetr ryots and

urre^rs From tlie silence or uncertainty of tlie existing laws on tins pomt, many 
persons, availing themselves of tlie sanction of former usage, have recourse* to the 
most oppressive means to compel the discharge of arrears, and often employ 
the same seventies for the purposes of extortion , whilst others, doubtful what 
measures they may legally take to enforce payment from defaulters, and appre- 
hensiveof subjecting themselves to prosecution for oppression, refrain from aU 
compulsion, and are often defrauded of their just dues These defects m the 
regulations tending to screen oppression and dishonesty on the one hand, and to 
discourage moderation and good faith on the other, and it being as essential to the 
prosiierity of the country and the punctual collection of the public revemle that 
landholders and farmers of land should have the means of enforcing payment trom 
defaulters without being obliged to have recourse to the courts of justice, and 
meurnng the delay and expense necessarily attendmg a law process for the 
recovery of every arrear, as that tenants and cultivators of the soil should be 
protected from oppression and unjust demands, we have passed the regulations 
transmitted to you, a sejiarate number m the packet, which we trust ivill effect 
the important objects proposed to bo obtained by them 

MISCELLANEOUS OCCURHENOES. 

By the Eegulations for the Criminal Courts passed on the 3rd December, 
1790, the heirs of murdered persons were debarred from pardonmg the murderer 
Instances have since occurred in which the mteuded effect of the above Eegulation 
has been evaded by the heir refusing to prosecute at all , the allowing of this 
evasion would open a dooi to the most flagitious practices, as persons might 
commit murder, and, although convicted by the most undemable evidence, noight 
elude pumsliment by prevailing upon the heir by corrupt or other means to refuse 
to prosecute To give full eSect, therefore, to the ongmal Eegulation above 
mentioned, we have adopted the follo-wing Kules — 

First That m cases of murder, the refusal of the relations to prosecute shall no 
longer be considered a bar to the tnal or condemnation of the offender, but that, 
in the event of such refusal, the Courts of Circmt shall proceed m the tnal m the 
same manner as if the slam had no heir, and that when the proceedings are 
completed, they shall require their law ofBceis to declare what would have been 
their fetwah upon the case supposmg the heir had been the prosecutor and been 
present at the tnal 

Second That the rule laid down m the preceding ai-ticle shall also be apphed 
to all cases of murder wherem it shall be known that the slam has an heir who is 
legally empowered to claim kesaus or retaliation, and such heir shall neither 
appear after a reasonable tune has been allowed to elapse for him to hear of the 
murder and to repair to the station at which the pnsoner is to be tned, or com- 
municate his intention, by vakeel or otherwise, of pardoning the offender 

Third That, m either of the cases mentioned m the above Eegulations, the 
judges shall not pass any sentence, but shall forward the record of the trial 
and the fetwah of their law officers to the Nizamut Adawlut, which court, pro- 
vided they approve of the proceedmgs held on the trial, shall pass such sentence 
as they would have passed had the heir been the prosecutor and been present at 
the trial 

By the Mahomedan law no Mussulman can be capitally convicted on the 
evidence of a zimme, or infidel, imder which denomination are included aE persons 
who do not profess the Mahomedan rehgion In order that Hindoos and other 
classes of people not of the Mahomedan persuasion (who form at least mne-tenths 
of the inhabitants of your temtones), may enjoy equal security of person and 
property with the Mahomedans, we have thought proper to abohsh a distmction. 
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tiuj alwirfity of wMch U too gliring to reqnlre a commit t. We have accordingly 
pii— the following Begdlatkma — 

Fint- That tlie religloai tenets of witnet a ihoU no longer be ocmiidflred u o 
bar to the ooDriction or oondemnatian of a priaoner bat In caaea in which the 
evidence girai on a trial wonld be decmod fanxmpetent by the llahomedan law 
•olely on the ph» of the pcnon giving mch OTideuce not being of the Mahomcdan 
religKD that the law officer! of the Coarta of Oircnit do declare what wirald have 
been their fetwah in the caae, tnppoaing fodi witneaKa had been of the Maho 
medan permaakm. 

PflOTwh That in the caae ipeoded in the ptecediDg Axtide, the Ooorta of 
Ohcnlt iholl not pj— aentence, bat ahall complete the tzml and transnit a oc^ 
of proceedings and of the fetwah to the Nlaamnt Adawlnt, which coart, 
provided they approve of moh prooeedmgi, ahall paM soch aentence u they 
woald have paned had the tritnenca for the proeecntian been Ifahomndana. 

We have alao madt H a genaral Begnlation that in the above and other caaea, 
in which the Coarta of (^roait are directed not to pan any sentence, bat to 
sobmit the proceedings held on the trial to the NUamat Adairint, that the Jodges 
ahall aocOKoponj the record of the trial with their opinion on the metita of the oaao. 

The above Begalattons in the oteea of heiri refoiing to proaeonte, or of there 
being no witzMMea to oonriot a pniaoner but anch aa are not of tha tinhomcdan 
penaaikci, wUl enable the Coort of Nlatmot Adawlnt, with the old of the law 
offioera, to pass such aentenoe on the affisMien aa may be consUtent with sab* 
stantkl juitico and the peace and happlnea of aodety in tnifancfa In which the 
crime shall be clearly proved, and there aball be no obatade to tbe poniahiDeBt of 
the oHander bnt the ai^e abaord and nnjoat dtati.ncttcip of the oode. 

It la to be tmdisvtood that this legal dlacretlon is to be eiErdaed only by the 
Klsamnt Adawlot, npon a considerariao of the opfoksia of the Jadgoa of the C^rte 
of CIrcalt, and of the law offlcera of thoes o oorta , and of the Nlanmat Adawhit. 
Tbe Coarta of Clrcidt are required in oil caaea to oonform atridly to the law 

It hoa hitherto been the pinctlce to attach the pooperty of poraoca cnmmltifd 
to the criminal courta. If the p)riaoaar wua oooTictod, the pr o p er^ waa aolih If 
be was acquitted, it wua returned to him, hlany tboaca having been eommlUed 
under this rule, and it appearing tojurioua to the lamily and relationa of the 
offindoT and contmry to the prindplM of equity, we baro thought it advisable 
to aboUih it. 

We trammit to you, a number in the packet, a copy of a latter from the judges 
of tho Court of Circuit for tho diTfsicn of Calcutta, in which they state that 
dacoits, or gangs of robbers by pnoTcaiion, bad met with ccnsldijrabie chock 
amounting almost to suppretston. Tha few caaoa that baro oc cur re d in thoir 
dirisko hare happened oidy In tbe nd^bouzbood of Calcutta and the foreign 
acttlemcnta. Tbe diHIculty of sapprcaslog thcao maraudera, when there an ao 
many places in which they can take rofhge, la opparent. 

The police rcgalatiaua whldi wo hare muler cocsidcratioD, and which wUl be 
carried Into etZixt before horcmberDait,wi22 we trust annihilate that prufcatlonal 
and ayatematio maranding which &om tho earliest Hmi-^ has uisted In this 
coonliy 

We baro thoaght it advisable to ofler a reward of ten sloca rupees for overy 
dacolt that may be apprehended, to bo puld on oonvlctioa of the ofCmder 

Offenders discharged from gaol after a long impriaoumcat being Crcquently 
dfstltuU of every means of subUshnos nntll they can repair to thoir former 
of ruddcnce or find empdoyment, are often compjclled by absoluto want to revert 
to ihdr fonner malpractices. Ws have (hert/^, thought It advUabk to p<u» 
tie f Uottlog DegulaUcn, wbkh at tbo uma time that the capente that it will 
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occasion cannot be considerable, will be tbe means of pi'eventmg many offenders 
replunging into vice from tbe pressure of immediate want — 

That the magistrates bo directed to pay to all persons who shall be released 
from the foiijdarry, after havmg suffered an unpnsonment of six months or 
upwards, calculatmg from the date of their sentence, and who shall appear to be 
in actual need of such assistance, a sum sufficient to mamtain them for one 
month The sum to be paid to each individual to be regulated by his situation 
m life, but m no case to exceed five rupees, and m every instance to be confined 
as much ivithin that amount as may be consistent ivith the purposes of the 
Regulation 

We have the honour to submit to you, a separate number in the packet, a 
copy of the ITepaul Treaty, as concluded by the Resident at Benares Our 
correspondence ivith hlr Duncan during the negotiation since our last advices, is 
recorded on the proceedmgs noted in the margin 

The Resident having carefully explamed to the Rajah of Nepaul that the 
object of the treaty is solely to estabhsh a commeicial mtercourse between the 
two countries for the mutual benefit, we are m hopes that this arrangement 
wiU be adhered to by the Rajah, and that m a course of time it will be the 
means of opening an extensive mart for the productions of Bengal 

You will observe that at the recommendation of the Resident, we have 
granted a jaghire of rupees 2,573 per annum to Gujraj Misser, a person pos- 
sessmg considerable influence m the Nepaul Government, as well on account of 
the assistance winch he has given m forwardmg the negotiation, as with a 
view to ensure his good offices m favour of the merchants who may resort to 
Nepaul 

Wo have the pleasure to transmit to you, a number in the packet, a copy of 
a letter from the Resident of Benares, from which it will appear that the whole of 
the mcreased land revenue assessed upon the zemindarry of Benares for the 
year 1199 Fussily (which expires on the 15th of the ensumg month) has been 
realized under all the disadvantages of a most unfavourable season, and without 
distress to the mhabitants or cultivators of the soil A stronger proof cannot be 
afforded of the sohdity of the Resident’s arrangements, and the ijrosperous state 
of that country The amount realized from the land revenue and customs 
exceeds the fixed revenue of 40 lacs assessed on the zenundarry in the sum of 
rupees 6,692 5 9, notwithstanding that receipts from the customs have fallen 
short of the amount collected m the past year m the sum of rupees 88,311 9 9 
This branch of the revenue is particularly liable to fluctuation m Benares, as the 
duties are levied chiefly on the exports from the Deccan, the western provmces, 
and your temtones which pass through the zemmdarry of Benares, and the value 
of which must of course depend upon causes that relate solely to the state of the 
trade of those countnes It is with pleasure we avail ourselves of this oppor- 
tunity of repeatmg the approbation we have so often expressed of Mr Duncan’s 
able and successful administration of the affairs of Benares

The Government of Madras, m despatches dated the 6th of September, 
laid before us a minute from Sir Charles Oakeley on the subject of the agreement 
recommended by the Governor-General to be made with the Rajah of Tanjore 
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proriooi to tlia rMtoratioii of that ooontrj to hii managgnMct, and a copy tba 
treaty framed in ctmei^nei^ cm the aamo prinofplea aa that lately entered into 
with the Nahc}h, cocaprofaeadla^ the latest amn^ement ol yozir HoDomahle 
Conrt with respect to the Hajah'i poymmta, and thii draft of the treaty had ocr 
entire approhetian. 

Bat before oar amwer coold ha^o been recdTwJ at Fort Bt. George, we were 
adrisod the Bajah had dgrtiniVt eaecnting the treaty for Tariooa tmaaos 
stated In his letter to which we leave to refer bat of very Ipsn fflden t wol^t 
to jn diToe a departnre finen any one of ita aereial stipulatao fi a. 

"We coold not hdp notioe of the terms in which the Bajah a letter was 
expressed, altlmngh we entertained a very nniaTOOxahle opinion of his 
character we oonld hardly believe that ho would have ventured to write such 
s letter accompanied with so gross a mjsstatmrvTit of facta, If he bad not been 
fihnfmr agpal by European adrieer and as snob adrisqa nd^t ooDtfnne to 
interfere with the most mlsohlerona efifects both to the Bi^Jih s own ronl interests 
and those of the Coenpany ws thoo^t that unless bo could be hrooght to 
dleengftgo himself from them, arwi to reflect serloosly on the doty which he owed 
to you and to his own aobjeoU, it might deserring of -conslderatlcai whether 
as he had no male heirs, it mi^t not be adrlsahle as a measure of restraint upon 
his oondnet, to declare Sexfojee presnmpdve heir to the Bsje. T7e were also 
of opinion that unless the Govemment of Uadras should ace any matmlsl 
objections to it thst did not occur to us, Serfojee and the females of the late 
Hsjah $ family sbcold be remored to lladrae, not only as a means of securing 
go^ treatment to the whole fkmBy bat particularly to eoahle the Goreniment 
to tahe oare that the young moo should be properly ednoatod. 

Another letter from the of Tanjore to Bir Charics Oaholey and one to 
the Qoremor'Gennral continaing bis objeetkos to the treaty were now laid 
bafera oa. 

The neocarity of remorlog Serfe^ froin Tanjore acocrdlng to tho opinfoo sent 
to the Uadras GoTErnment, who entirely coconnrd in it, aooa became apparent, 
his person being exposed to Immediate danger from the Bejahi disposition 
Umsjiis him as you will obserre from the enclosed copies of despatches from the 
llodrsa Qcremment, and the B«t Mr Swartx, dated the 17th and 111th of lost 
month. 

To these we shall odd the copy of a fhrihsf letter dated the 20th, from the 
Goremor In CcuncQ, and of the papers that cams with It, oxhfUting the temper 
and oooduct of the ^jah of Taejore In so uniaTourahle a U^t that It became a 
doubt with the Qorernment of Fort St George bow tar it would be laie or 
prudoit at this Juncture to trust him with (he management of bis ooontiy under 
the {vorlUons oooUloed In the treaty which he had not yet oxccutcd. BitBcultses 
were also stated to arise from tb* rtm* bo to consider It, °tv 1 tin 

Qoremor tn OouncQ has glrcs us notice he should delay the exocullon of 
it and the dcUreiy of the Bajoh s oonotry to him until be should rcccire our 
farther anlhorltj for that parpose. We shall take up the questioa after tho close 
of these despatches, and acquaint you with our determlnatloa in our next letter 

Ue hare the satisfactiou (o aoquatot you that the boy Scribjco and the 
widows of the late Bajah, by the means of Mr Swartx and Ga p tflln Wallace, 
bare efllcted their rcleosa from the palace, without occaoloolog tho least 
torlance and are now probably on their way to Madras. They aro extremely 
grateful for thdr dcllr raoce from lbs najoh j aathonty nt>«i the rcxotlocs they 
kothmi under It. 

\oa wiUoJwTe in Sir Charles Maleta letter to Lord Cornwallis, dakd Uw 
~dDd SeptnoUj that he requests dlnctiocs ftr his guidance In the erent of any 
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application (bimilar to that of Nuam Ally Khan for permission to purchase arms 
<S:c , to a considerable extent at Madras) bemg made by the Maratta Government, 
and that he states the tousequcnco to ivluch the permission given to the Nizam 
IS likely to ho liable unless a similar indulgence should bo given to the Court 
at Pooiiah 

Wo are not unappnsed of the opinion uhich ^\c delivered upon this subject 
111 general in our letter to your Secret Committee, dated the 6th November, 1788, 
but uo contess oiirsehes to be now of opinion that although an export from 
England, for the express purpose, will not bo necessarj' as an article of commerce, 
Avithout a pirticular indent from hence, or jour other Presidencies, it is advisable 
for the Comiiany to furnibh the neighbouring native powers wth cei tain quan- 
titiob of (irc-arms at reasonable pnecs rather than dnvo them to the necessity of 
establishing manufactories ot their own, and, in the iiarticular instance before us, 
A\c thought that, as the ilarattas had it in their power to procure any quantity 
of arms and military stores that they a\ant from foreign nations, it was the less 
worth our while to dis.ippoiut them of a supply should they ask for it 

It was therefore meutioncd to the Itcsident at Poona that if Nana Pumavese 
should apply for permission to purchase some arms at Bombay, either in con- 
sequence of his hc.\ring that tho Nizam had obtained a similar indulgence at 
^Madras, or for anj other reasons, wo should not bo disposed to refuse it, but 
that, in order to enhance tho fa\oiir, Sir Charles Malet might agiee to refer the 
application to tho Governor-General Wg

Calcutta, Jon 23, 1193 

On my first arrival from Europe I understood that the distressed state of 
your Excellency’s finances prevented the establishment of a just system of 
Government, such as would mcreaso the cultivation of your country, give ease to 
the rjmts, restore commerce, and discourage oppression, which are so injunous to 
your revenues In consequence, from tho period of my takmg charge of tho 
government of the Company’s afiairs, I have on my part used my utmost endea- 
vours to ease your Excellency’s finances , and I did, after consultmg and advismg 
with the late Hyder Beg Khan, fix the subsidy for the support of the Company’s 
troops stationed for the defence of jour domimons, the stipend of the Nawab 
Saadel Alb Khan, the pensions of the Eohillas, and the expenses of the Sesi- 
dency at Lucknow, at fifty lacs of rupees per annum The arguments which I 
used, and the motives for the measure, were fully contamed m the letter which I 
had the honour to address to your Excellency, by Hyder Beg Khan, when he 
took leave of me In order still further to rebeve your finances, I relmqmshed 
the exemption from duties which had been heretofore enjoyed both on account of 
the goods of the Company and those of all Europeans residing or tradmg under 
the Company’s protection I put a stop also to simdry practices m the camp 
bazars belonging to the Company’s troops stationed m your dommions, which had 
tended to -the prejudice of your revenues , and I prohibited the Eesident at 
Lucknow, and all other dependents of the Company, from mterfermg m any 
manner whatever in the mtemal affairs of your Government, m order that your 
ministers might exercise, undisputed by any foreign influence, that authority 
with which they ara trusted by your Excellency in the administration of your 
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107011 ^ And finAccoi. Kaj tnflacooeii by the wne dealre for the pixapeii^ of 
jKfoj GoTcmment ae for the niooea of the Compaiiy^ ailAin, I saf;gBsted a oom 
merdal treaty to ycrti» wbloh wmi exeootod for onr mTitual benefit, whereby the 
payment of dnttea waa Ati|mlAtad In a manner moct oondadTe to the aecuiity and 
dujAteh of the oommcrce carried on between the fnbjeoti of both GoTarmnentj 
and aa the detail of all then anangementa bfl been fhlly dimmed with Hyder 
Beg who waa the r*^nflfii*T)*^°^ rntnUtm- of yonr Einellenoy entroited with 
the admimtkation of yonr afihlra, and enjoying t^ &ee and nndirided anthcnity 
of bia office, I waa tangnlne enough to hope that all the bencfiti which were 
expected from an anangement ocmoertad with the of yonr Exoellenoj’i 

Huditar and irmmed on the part of the Company in the moat itncere wlih for 
yonr pna per ity wonld hare been reaTiaed. 

On my retnm howerer from the war in tho Deccan, I had the mortification to 
find, that after a period of fire yeara, the erila whidr prenHed at the beginning 
of that time had increatad that yonr bad into a wnne atate by 

an enarmonj accnmnlated debt that the mme oppreaaroni oontinne to bo exer 
oUad by rapadona orergrown anmlla towards the ryota and that not only 
the snl^ecta and monhanta of yonr own dominiou, bnt tboae residing under 
the Oompony*! protecdoo, sofiered many araotkini, contrary to the oommoroial 
treaty from the onstom hooee officeri, end 1mm xcmlndan, arnnila. See. 

Conxidering the cloae connexion between the two slatea, which has for many 
yean prodneed a matoai proteotioa and awistance towards each other I am 
natarally lod to refiect solely on the silaadcn of yonr Goremment, and to 
aTBil myself of the privilege giren to me I 7 oor Icog and Intiinate friendship to 
open my mind to yon. 

It is not DOW to any nndne interfcROoe^ or to nnjnst d^m^ndt cn the pert of 
the Company nor from the want of erery afiirtsTKT from them, either penonally 
from mo, or from the troops rtatktaed in year tarritoriaa, that these ovils ore to 
be ottrilmtcd ( neither do I oooceire that they owe thdr rise to any defect in the 
arrangements made while the late Byder Beg IHian was in Cdouttn thdr 
■onreos are to be fonnd in the internal managameat of yonr £xoellenoy*s Gorom 
mcni ; snd while I hare no propodcion to enggest to yon, Taiying in any respect 
from the cooditiooa In force between the Company and yon, nor am I actnated by 
Qn,y dedna tA tmtetforo. bx yxxs tsMcxal afCdsa, I 1 . ibAll ba 

as poriuhig the part of a friend only in giving my advice on snoh points as, 
relating to yonr Internal goremment, do not ocone immodlately within the Kopo 
of my privilege sntborised by existing cngagemaits. 

As In a stale the evils tlat are prsetlsed by the lower of men aro to be 
attributed to the example held oat to by thdr inperion, ard to tbi^ r coo> 
nlvonce, or to their w^ gorcroment, ao am I obliged to represent that all the 
opprcaslocLS and e mc tl on s commiltod by the enmlU on the peasantry tabs thdr 
soorcD in tbo connivance and Irregularities of tho admlnlstratloo at Zmeknowj 
foe your ministers, compelled by yonr Kicelicncy to proride for the nnboumlcd 
and profuse sums peremptorily demanded of th^ for yonr own expenses, are 
under the necessity of complying with the exorbitant »Wn«nda of the bankers, 
from whoco, at the moment, they must borrow tho money at a mewt usnrioos 
interest, and ihns, from the profasioa of your own disbursements, from the eior 
Utant Intmst paid to the bankers, snj (be ultimate resource of tbo mlDlsters to 
answer thaw sccumnlallDg tJcpuMs being the revenues of your domlnionv 
v]>ring oj pri'ssloos and evictions that foil from your own bousehokl through your 
iluiUtcr through the bankers, the aamils,and nnA»r fortners, to the rjot without 
a |<^Mlty of redress t nor do your minlslera find the resources from your reve- 
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Hues sufficient, for an enormous debt has accumulated , and tbougb tbe Com- 
pany’s subsidy IS at present paid up witb regulanty, yet I cannot nsk my 
reputation, nor neglect my duty, by remainmg a silent spectator of evils -whicb 
mil in tbe end (and perhaps that end is not very remote) lender abortive even 
your Excellency’s earnest desire that the subsidy should be punctually paid thus 
I recommend economy m your own household disbursements, as the first measure 
from whence all other corrections are to take place I do not neglect the digmty 
of your station, nor am I actuated by views foi the Company’s subsidy only 
Tour digmty does not flow from a splendid retmue and unnecessary estabhsh- 
ment of household servants, elephants, sumptuous ceremomes on marriages in 
your family, and other circumstances of similar nature, but from a just and wise 
admmistration of your government and finances 

In order that the administration of your government may be conducted mth 
energy and msdom, it is expedient that certam officers should be nommated to 
conduct the detail of it These officers are now Hossem Eeza Khan, and Eajah 
Ticket Eoy , to them belong every executive measure, while your Excellency, as 
the Euler, should pursue a conduct founded m wisdom and prudence These 
Ministers, mvested mth full powers by you, are responsible for the good order 
and management of your Government , but as an act of justice they should he 
entitled to your firm support and confidence , and while by their stations they 
are enabled to see prevaihng evils, and to suggest remedies for them, it behoves 
your Excellency to give ear to their advice, and to listen to their recommenda- 
tions The present ministers are your own choice, and, convmced of the neces- 
sity that they should be supported in the execution of their duty, I have and ever 
will give them that countenance which the connexion between our Governments 
enables me to do I feel this to be a duty mcumbent on me for the credit of the 
Company, as well as your reputation, since the connexion between us, the 
employment of the Company’s troops m your domuuons, and the effect recipro- 
cally felt of a good or bad government m our respective temtones, equally affect 
us both in the eyes of all Hmdostan I have therefore further to recommend to 
your ExceEency to attend to the representations which Hossem Eeza Khan and 
Eajah Ticket Eoy (of whose zeal and attachment you can have no doubt) may , 
at all times make to you, with the view of introducing economy mto your 
household disbursements, for hqmdatmg the debts due from your Government, 
and for the abohtion of oppression and irregularities m the management of your 
revenues 

That system which exists between us to the support of your digmty, and to 
the mamtenance of the connexion between the two states, while it leaves you the 
ruler of your country, has debarred me from the means of brmgmg forward spe- 
cific mstances of oppressions committed m the mtemal part of the country , but 
the irregularities and unjust exactions committed m the department of the Cus- 
toms, which I understand is entrusted to the charge of Tehseen Ally Khan, are 
reported to me by virtue of the commercial treaty concluded between us These 
I am compelled to bsten to, and they are so numerous, and of so serious a nature, 
that I trust your Excellency ivill direct an mvestigation to bo made mto the 
charges produced against Tehseen Ally Khan, and, on conviction of his guilt, that 
you will remove him from this office For ths purpose I have desired Mr Ives 
to represent to you the repeated acts which are said to have been committed by 
Tehseen Ally Khan and his subordmate officers, contrary to the spmt and stipu- 
lations of the commercial treaty This is one branch of the mtemal management 
of your affairs which comes to my knowledge, from the inevitable effect of its 
connexion with the Company’s interests, and I request that your Excellency u ill 
consider this department of the Customs equally under the control of your 
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Mmliten u the rest of yocr rerenaes and for the good management of 

which th<t y are equally reaponiible and that joo wHl lopport them In comoting 
the erHs <trUtfng In by nomlntting another peraoo to the charge of It, In the 
event of the removal of Tehieen Ally Khan at tl^ reoominendatioo ao that he

dence of yonr preaent choice. From thU yon wlQ judge how neceaory It U that 
the Powera in India ahonld know that the minlateia of yonr choice are the e£9- 
dent miniatera of yonr Govern men t, and that thrir inf oence at yonr Court la not 
deaboyed or dlmmiahed by the iuterlmnoe of peiaonj noder no reeponalhflity in 
afain r^ardlng the oanneiloQ of yonr Excellency s Government with ibreiga 
powen. Thoae powen have long bees convinced of the Inthna^ anbaiating 
between oa, and know bow iar that iotLmaoy implioatea both in the meamrea of 
either In oonaeqoence of thla oonrlotlcni I think It necesHry olao to reqoeat 
that yoor EioeOeocy will entmat all oonoenu with foreign conita, anoh aa tha 
receptun of YakeeU axkd otheri at yoor court, the ncanlnatjon of thoee deputed to 
other atatea, even the department of mteUigenoe, which it la highly Inmnnbmt on 
jour KioePency to aes well managed, to the oondnot of yonr miniatera.

TcFor Excellency mnat be aware that aoch la onr doae ccmnaxloD, that every 
Chief In India mnat onndder the two atatei u fonnlng one power and yon have 
ao nniformly adhered to that oonnexioTi, that hitherto no political tranaactlon baa 
been concerted bat with the advice of each other and ai the Company bare

■will please to forward to Europe on the ship that is now under dispatch When- 
ever you please, I will send the freight-money of the bales and horses together 
inth the bales and horses and two horse-keepers to my fnend 
Llake me happy by a speedy answer

or relatloni. There can bo no doubt bot this regokiicin will be pr od netiv of 
tho desired e&ct in doe couiae ckf time^ as it is to be presumed that many of 
the principal landholders from motives of affectiop to their ohlldron, or with a 
viow to codfonn to tho dlototcs of tho law will divide the proper^ amongst their 
sons or heirs, or by mnldog no will, loore It to devolve to Urem in the p r o portions 
which they may be respectively entitled to Inhaiit. 

With rospoct to year suggostkin regarding waste lands, we do not hesitate to 
offer It as our opinion that any attempt to stipulate for a proportion of their 
Xiroduoe would not only be ocoisldered a broach of the engagemonU entered into 
with the lindboldera, tut that it would greatly coontoract, If not altogether damp, 
that spirit of lodnstry and improvement to excite which is the great object of 
fixing the tax upon ctudi citato 

It is nccoiaaiy to spptiso you (of what you could not hare been aware) that 
oQ waste lands form a part of tho estates of the difioent landholders, and the 
boundaries of the portions of those lands that belong to each Individtial ere os well 
defined u the limits of the cnlUvated parts of their property snd that th«y aro as 
tenacious of thdr right of poascation in the Ibiraci as the latter 

Tho woito lands may in general be casprehended under two dcacrlptiona. 
First, thou In tha level coontiy which are Intcrspersod In more or less extensive 
tracts amoDSit tho cultivated lands | and secondly the Sonderbunds (the country 
along the sewhore between the Uoogty and Megna Rivers) and the loot of the 
vast range of mountains which nearly endrde your Bengal provinces. 

The first meotiooed descriiUoo of wasto ground will be easily hsooght into 
cultiratloa when the xemlndan havo funds for pojposo, and provided they 
are certain of reaping tha profit arising from the Improvement. THm lands, 
however aro not wholly unproductive to them at ]>rcseDL They furnUh posture 
fur the gnat herds of cattle that ore uccssory fiw the plou„b and also to supply 
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tlie inhabitants with gheo (a species of butter) and milk, two of the principal 
necessaries of life m this country It is tmo that the lands m this desolate state 
far exceed what would suffice for the above purposes, but it is the expectation of 
bringmg them into cultivation, and reapmg the profit of them, that has induced 
many to agree to the decennial ]umma which has been assessed upon their lands 
It 13 this additional resource alone which can place the landholders in a state of 
affluence, and enable them to guard against inundation or drought, the two 
calamities to which this country must over be liable until the landholders are 
enabled to provide (as we are of opinion they m a great measure might) by the 
above-mentioned and other works of art To stipulate with them, therefore, for 
any part of the produce of their waste lands would not only diminish the mcite- 
ment to these great aud essential improvements in the agriculture of the country, 
but dejini e them of the means of effecting it - In addition to these weighty 
objections it would bo necessary, m order to obtain any revenue from the waste 
lands of this description, to enter into innumerable and complicated scrutmies 
and measurements m the first instance to ascertain the proportions of waste and 
cultivated lands m each individual’s estate, aud to renew them annually or occa- 
sionally to know the progress made in the cultivation of the lattei The alter- 
cations and vexatious oppressions, and the great expence which would inevitably 
result in settling what proportion of these waste lands should be liable to assess- 
ment, and the rates at which they should bo taxed, would certamly destroy all 
ideas of a fixed taxation, and prevent the mtroduction of that spint of industry 
and confidence m our good faith which is expected to result from it The land- 
holders and cultivators of the soil wonld continue (as they have hitherto been) 
httlo moie than the fanners and labourers upon a great estate, of which Govern- 
ment would bo the landlord In endeavourmg, therefore, to obtain an addition 
to the public income by reserving a portion of the produce of the waste lands. 
Government would nsk the reahzing of the very ample revenue which has been 
assessed upon the country, and landed property would contmue at the veiy 
depreciated value which it has hitherto borne 

With respect to the second descnption of waste lands (the lower parts of the 
Sunderbunders perhaps excepted) they also mclude the estates of the mdividuals 
with whom the settlement is made But supposmg these lands to be at the 
disposal of Government, as they have for the most part been covered with forest 
or underwood from time immemonal, and as the soil is m itself, compared with 
that of the open country, unproductive, and (besides the labour and expense 
which would attend the bnnging it mto cultivation) its produce would be com- 
paratively of little value, from the distance of the high roads and navigable rivers, 
and the consequent difficulty of bnngmg it to market We are of opinion, 
therefore, that whilst there is a call for all the labour not only of the present 
inhabitants, but of the greatest mcreased population that peace and prosperity 
can be expected to produce, to brmg the waste lands m the open country mto 
cultivation, the labour of any consideiable number of people would be unprofit- 
ably bestowed upon such i^d and inhospitable tracts, supposmg it could be 
directed thereto by the grant of rewards or immunities, or by any other means 
When the open country is brought mto cultivation the industry of the people will 
then of itself be directed to these desolate tracts , but as this cannot be expected 
to be the case for a long period of years, we think that any premature attention 
to these objects that might tend m any degree to mterfere with the noble system 
of which you have laid the foundation, would be mconsistent with good pohcy, 
and defeat the end which it might be expected to answer 

We tlimk this a pioper oppoitunity to observe that if at any future penod the 
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jmUio ezigendci liicmld require an addition to yonr reeocircea, 700 moat look for 
thla addidoo in tlie increaao of the geDeral vaalth and ooQuneroa of the amstiT 
and not in the angmaolation of tfaa tax opoa the land, Altbongli agncnltnre 
■n/1 ccamnoToe protnota each other jet in thij oountiy nxire than in anj otha 
a gf icuitgro mnat flonmh before iU conuneroe can beoame exteniiTe, The ros 
teriali for all the moat ralnaUe inaQafaotnres are the produce of Ita own Unde. 
It foUona tberefore that the extent of ita commerM most d^xmd npcm the en* 
oogragement given to agncoltore, and that whaterer tenda to impede the latter 
dfiftrojB the tcro great eoorcei of ita weahh. At preaent almoit the whole of 
joQT rerenne ia raleed npon the lande, and anj att^pt to partidpate with the 
landholden in the prodace of the waite landa would (aa we ^re laid) -operate to 
diaoDorage thdr b»ing brooght Into coUivatjon, and ocnieqaentlj prerait the 
angmentation of trtiolei for mann&ctnre or export. The Increaie of coltiTatksi 
(which nothing bat permittlDg the landholder! to reap the benefit of It can efieot) 
wQI be prodncdTe of the oppodte oonaeqnences. To what extent the tmde and 
mannfaotarei of thta coantrj may mcreaie ODdar the rerj Hbenl meoaores which 
hare been adopted for enabling Britub nibjeota to conrej their goodi to Rnrope 
at a moderate height, we can form no omjeoture. We are n ti ifl e d, bowerer that 
it win far exceed general expectation, a^ the dntie! on the import and export 
trade (exchiaire of any internal dnhea which It may in futtm be thought adTiaUe 
to impoaa), that may hereafter be lerled, will aJTbrd an ample inonaie to your 
reaouroea, and witUrut brndenlog the people or affecting in any shape the indnitry 
of the ooontiy 

From the proceeding! which we ahiQ fomrd to you by the next dapatdi 
you win find that we have antidpated your wiahce rarpectlng the pattahi to be 
gtuatal by the Undholdeis to the ryota. It ii with pleeiure we acquaint you 
that thxoagb<3ut the greater part of the coontry fped^ agreement* hare been 
eidianffld betweeu the landholder! and the ryuts, and that where these wrlUngi 
bare not been entered Into, the landholders have bound thenuelres to prepare and 
dellrer them by fixed periods. We ihall bore only obeerre that undW the new 
ftirangemeati to which we shall presently advert, the ryots will always bare it 
in their own power to compel an adherence to the agreement* by tn appeal to the 
courts of Justice, wheoeTer the landholders may attwpi to inlHnge thm 

We now come to the very Important part of your tnalnictfoai empcnceiing us 
to dedaro the tax asaiwd upon the lands In the provinces fixed for erec. 

From the advices which wi have forwarded to you ilnco the date of the latest 
letter aclcDowIod|;ad la yoar lostructlona, you will have percdrcd that so for 
from any ciratro stances haring occurred to defeat your roascuable expectations of 
the result of the settlanent, the Jumma of it his the estimated amount, 

and that every occoircoce has tended to coofinn and strengthen the decided 
opinions which we formerly expreiaod of the expediency of the meonre. We are 
not awarv of any material rcasoa that would roMlcr it advisable to postpone the 
dccbntlon, whereas thoro am a rorlety of consideratloas which appear to os to 
moke it hJ^y expedient that the valoabla rights and tenures which you bars 
couferred upon the landholders in these provinces should be announced to thf^ p 
without ikUy The seasons this year have been remarkably favourable, and 
abundance relgas throughout the country The puWto credit U high the paper 
In drcu Utto o bearing an interest of 8 per cent, selling at a premium of 1 per 
cent and the InUrrest of money Is pvoportlonihly bw Aa this psper Is In 
CDurae of pyment, there U every ground to expect the large capitals po*- 
Mssed by many of ihs natives (which they w iU have no means of employing when 
the public debt is discharged) will be applied ta the porchxse of property 
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as soon os tlio tenure is dcclaied to bo secure, and they are capable of estimatmg 
^vbat pvofat they will be certain of denving from it by the public tax upon it 
being unalterably fixed With respect to those landholders with whom a ten 
yearn’ sottleinent has been concluded, the announcing to them that their jumma 
lb fixed for ever, will not only incline them to pay their current revenue with 
clicei fulness, but add to their ability to discharge it by the credit which they wll 
obtain from the increased value of their tenures On the other hand the declara- 
tion will not fail to render the few landholders who have not entered into engage- 
ments, eager to seemo to themselves the same valuable rights and privileges 

For theaboie reasons we should think it impolitic to delay the declaration 
that you liavo empowered us to make, the announcing of which wall, we aio 
persuaded, bo considered as the commencement of the tera of improvement and 
prosperity in this coimtry We shall bo particularly careful that the notification 
IS drawm up m the manner you prescribe, and that the temis of it may be calcu- 
lated to impress the landholders with the value and importance of the nghts 
conferred upon them, and of your solicitude for their welfare and prosperity 
We shall likewise, to prevent any future misconception, expressly reserve to you 
the right of establishing and collecting any internal duties that you may hereafter 
think proper to impose, and also declare your determination to assess all alienated 
or rent-free lands that may hereafter revert to Government, or be proved, after a 
regular trial in a court of justice, to be held under an invalid tenure We shall 
further declare (although a clause to that efiect has been inserted in the engage- 
ments witli the landholders) that you do not mean, by fixing the public demand 
upon the lands, to debar j ourselves from the exeicise of the nght inherent in you 
as sovereigns of the country, of makmg such regulations ns you may occasionally 
think proper for the protection of the ryots and inferior londholdeis, or other 
orders of people concerned m the cultivation of the lands A desiie to give this 
notification the consideration that the impoitance of it ments, is the reason of its 
not having been transmitted to you by this despatch 

We now come to the close of your instructions, “ the watching over and 
matunng of this system, maintaining under future admimstrations the eneigy 
which has commenced it,” and to the other important points detailed in the para- 
graphs specified in the margin 

It 13 inth much satisfaction w'O acquaint you that we have endeavoured to 
provide for these important points, as well as for the administration of the laws 
and regulations m general, both civil and cnrainal The aiTangements which we 
have adopted for this purpose are contained in the accompanying copy of a 
mmute from the Governor-General recorded in our proceedings of the 11th ultimo, 
and we have resolved to carry them into execution as soon as the collections for 
the Bengal jear are brought to a close For the reasons at large which have 
induced us to adopt these arraugements, as well as for the detail of them, we 
must refer you to the mmute itself We shall here only state some observations 
respecting them, as they are immediately connected with the part of youi 
instructions above noticed 

The next object which is most essential to the prospenty of your dominions, is 
the pioviding for the due enforcement not only of the regulations respecting the 
decennial settlement, but of the laws and regulations m general which in any 
respect affect the nghts or property of your subjects Tou will observe from the 
Governor-General’s mmute that we have anticipated your remark (than which 
nothmg can be more just) that the neglect of instituted regulations has been most 
noxious to your affairs, and we have long been of opinion that no system will 
ever be earned mto effect so long as the personal quahfications of the individuals 
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may be appointed to nperintend it, fona the only accnrlty for the dno cie- 
cutioa of It In this ocRintry u tn orery otber iecnrity of property muat bo 
otabllahed by a lyitem npheld by it* Inbarent prinaplet, and not by the men who 
are to btTo the oocaiiotial oondaot of it. The body of the people mnit feel and 
be latiified of thla eecoiity before indoatiy will exert Iteelf or the moneyed men 
ffmhirk fri agn fjnlt nwLl nrtwnmfjdal ipecnlatJnnH. TbcTB are ocrlain 

powers ai^ fonctkma which can nerer be reated m the some ofBcers wlthont 
destroying all ooofldence m the protcotJan of the laws. Thu remark la partlcn- 
lariy applicable to the Tarloui fonctione veated In the prewnt coilectors. All 
cansea rela&ig to the rights of the aeroral deecrlptlons of landholders and ailti> 
Tatcffs of the aoQ, and all claims ansing between them and their secoiltlea, hato 
been exoeptod from the cognlaanco of the r^nlar courts of jnjfrce and made 
oxclasiTely cognisable by the collector of the rereone This officer hi^s of late 
years hi*en allowed a npen the collections, and at all timei the 

rcallxing of the rerenoe has been oc^dered as his meet Important duty and 
any taihire m the succeeafhl coUectioii of it has subjected him to dismisaloti 
fn^ hii office TirvLn- sooh arcmnatancea it waa naturally to be eopeoted that the 
ooUectian of the rerenne would be deemed by these officers the moat fanportant 
of their dutiei, and that all oonstderatkma of right would be made rubeerrlent to 
it. Wheue tho power to rodreea oppiealoaa, and functions that mast always hare 
a tendency to promote or screen the coflunisaion of them, are muted in the same 
person, a atnet adhexeuco bo the pnodplea of Josboe cannot be expected, and still 
lees COD it be hoped that the people will feci a cooddeoce of obtaining Ju^tica. 
Upon theae and other grounds, whi^ are folly detailed In the OoTernar-General i 
minute we resolred to abolish the M**! Adawlnls or Berenao Courts, and to 
withdraw from the Board of tho Bevenoe and the collectors all judicial perwen, 
thortiby cocuOnlog thdr datloi and fhnctkxu to tlje mero coUcotim of the poblio 
duos, and to transfer the oogukance of the causes hitherto tried in theae courts to 
tho courts of justice * 

h’or a more portkralar detail of the constitution of these courts we must refer 
you to the GoTenMr-Oeneral's minute, and we shall bore only obMrre that conris 
of justice are to bo ooutlnaed in each coUectorshJp u beretolbre^ which aro to be 
depQfninatod ZUldk or District Courta, and that the judge thereof is to hare 
cogEiixanoe orer civil causes of all desenpHooj that may arise In his juilsdictioa 
whether of the nature of tho« tenned rereouo consea, and hitherto tried in tha 
Iterenne Courts, or of the doKripUon of those which bare been cognlxable in the 
courts of Dowanny Adawlnt. We hare raolrcd, likowiic, that tho collectors of 
rerenoe and thdr officers, and Indeed oU tho officers of Oorormnent, ah*]! bo 
amenable to thocourts tor acts done in thdr official capodliaa, and thatOorenunciit 
itsdf^ In coses In which it msy be a party with Its subjects in matters ofproperty 
shall submit its rights to bo tried in these courts under the exUilng laws 
regulations. That titese courts may baro complete authority oror all porMUS 
redding in tbdr Jurisdictlotu, and that oalires may be able to procure redress 
ogoioit Europeans with tho samo fedlity as the latter can obtain It against the 
fonner wo bare dotcrmlncJ Ihit no British subject (eicrpting Kings offlccxi and 
the drll and the military coreoanted scirants of tho Compony) shall be allowed to 
redde beyond tho UmiU of Calcutta, without eutcring into a bond to makeblmsdf 
amenable to tho court of justice of the dislnct in u hich ho may bo desiroas of 
taking aphis tUde, b all dril causes that may bo instituted against him by 
nailre*. The jmlgcs of th«*o courts are also to bo ruted aith tho powers of 
mogiiirat -s to pnwTo the i<ace and toapprcbrnil and commit oflirnders to take 
their trials Ufwre tbo Courts of Circuit. 
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Wo have likewise resolved to establish foui provincial Couits of Appeal at 
the cities of Patna, Daeca, Moorshedabad, and Calcutta , each of these courts to 
be superintended by three judges an appeal to he to them m all cases what- 
soever fioiu the decisions of the Zillah or District and the City Courts ivithin their 
res^cctue jurisdictions The appellate jurisdiction of these coiuds is to extend 
o\ er the same distncts as are now comprehended m the jurisdictions of the Courts 
of Circuit, and are as follows — 

The city of Calcutta being under the jurisdiction of the Supreme Court of 
Judicature, the provincial Courts of Appeal will not have cognizance of any civil 
or criminal causes arising m it 

The decrees of the provincial Courts of Ajipeal are to be final m all causes of 
jiersoual property not exceeding m value one thousand rupees, and m suits for 
real property being malguzary, or paying revenue to Government, where the 
annual pioduce shall not exceed five hundred rupees, and m causes for lakerage 
projierty (that is, paying no revenue to Government) where the annual produce 
shall not exceed one hundred All decisions respecting personal or leal propel ty 
in causes exceeding the above amounts, are to be appealable to the Supreme Board 
as a Court of Appeal in the last lesort, m their capacity of a Com t of Sudder 
Dewanny Adawlut 

We have likewise resolved that the judges of the pixivmcial Couits of Appeal 
shall be judges of Circuit in their respective divisions In this capacity they 
Mill exercise tlie same poweis and duties as were vested in the judges of the 
Courts of Circuit on the 3id Decembei, 1790 (whose ofBces will consequently be 
abolished), and will be suboidinato to the Supreme Government in its capacity 
of a Nizamut Adawlut, or Superior Criminal Court The great additional ad- 
vantage, however, avhich will result from this arrangement is that the provincial 
Courts of Appeal will consist of three judges , the senior judge will go the circuit 
of one-half of the stations within their jurisdiction, whilst the other two perform 
the circuit of the remainder, and consequently the two annual gaol-debvenes will 
by this means be effected in one-half of the time m which they are accomplished 
at present by the two judges proceedmg together to each station As to the 
cities, we have resolved that there shall be a gaol-delivery every month, except- 
ing during the time that the judge may be upon the circuit in the distncts

Marquis Cornwallis to Sib John Kennaway, Bart 

Qjjj Calcutta, April 12, 1793 

I have received your letters of the 17th and 22nd ultimo, and I now 
enclose an answer to the last letter of his Highness on the subject of Kurnool, m 
which, agreeably to my former sentiments upon this subject, I have agam 
explicitly declared my decided opinion that he ought to withdraw from all 
mterference whatever, and leave the succession and the payment of the Pesheush 
to be settled between Tippoo and the sons of Eunmust Khan 

Nothmg appears to me moie evident than that the Nizam has in fact, though 
not m form, suffered his title of Loid Paramount of Kurnool to he superseded, 
and that he must be considered to have given it up when he ceased- to protect 
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bb teiritoiy agElnit the tumpotioiii of Hyder Ally tnd even if it wm othenrlae, 
it woald be linpouiblB to recooole the difooniant riahn/i of a demand for tribute 
by Tlppoo, with that of a poramoant ri^t in tlie N i a nm . 

Co^denng the meaanrei that bla TTlg^npi baa already adopted I suppoao 
tlxt It wHI not be '[nthout a conaideiabld degree of repngnanoe that be '(riC agree 
to follow my advice bat I coocdode that he wHI nltimately adopt that molaboo 
in cocacquenco of the explicit vhioh I have made, that be mnat not 

expect the interference of the Id aapport of hia olaim. Hia interference 
could only be warranted by a formal eatabhihment of the Nixam ■ right to the 
property of Knrnool to thia be doea not pvalend and hit title of Lord Paramount 
waa certainly as I have already nid, nrpeneded, when Hyder exacted a tribute 
from hii alleged feudatory without recUtance on the part of the Niaam. 

When you deliver my letter to hia Hi gbruwa , you wiD of ccnuie endeavonr by 
the moat coodUatory lorigTiagw to recunaile him to the advice which it containa, 
and you wfQ cnpport the aentlmenta that I have expretfed in it by ^ch argu 
menta aa may occur to youiaelf or by inch of thoao that I have made use of in 
the oourae of the carroapondence on thia anfcjeci, aa can with pmdoDce be stated to 
himaelf or to the nunJater and with the of aoftenlng their dlaappolntmcmt, 
aa well as of dlacouraging Tippoo from maUng any further attempt npoo Kumool 
than that of reaUxtng the peahcoih, you will reccanmond to them to do no more 
than merely to withdraw from all interfaimcu In the aSdra of Komool without 
agitating farther the qoeatian of ri^t or making any dcclamdon of their having 
r^oqaiabod the hiientioo of cxerebdog It. 

1 trust that by theae bta and the lOnfater will be trooghl 

to reflect with temper and coolnea upon tho improdanoe of their own ooeduei 
and tho propriety of my advioe, and oa thia dlacaurioQ has already ecstinned too 
long, and the danger ofprotrtctlng It laao eridsot, I cannot bait expreea as anxiety 
that it may now be finally doaed. I

I bare been honoured with your Highneas’a latter la reply to my oddroas 
on tho subject of KunuoL 

Xu tho commoiccmcnt of this baslncss when your ILghncea did me the honour 
to desire my opintoc, I considemi myaelf bound by tho tics of personal frieod 
ship and p^tical regard, to wd^h the drctimttapcea of the case In all their 
relations aa aflccting the rights of your UJghocss and Tippoo Soltatm, or aa 
brolring in their conaequenocs the loUrfcmice of tho AllI^ and after the moat 
mature ddiberation ou the subject in which so many important intcitsts were 
ooQcenud, I coold cot hesitate upon the ground of Jiutico and policy to rrcom 
mend to your HJ^nesa to desist OtKQ interfering in the ailairs of that dblrict 
It ippcaxul to me that your iDterfcrcoce might involro acrious couscqucnaa to 
your Highnesi s gOTcmmcnt alone aa no eogagrmenta existed ly virtne of ahich 
the Company could unite with your Jli^mns, nor any ai jar aa I was informed 
Lotwi'cn ^-gor Ulghnus and tho rcshvah that could warrant tho of the 

Mantta state in aniport of such mcaaotva. 
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Tho respect wlucli I enter tarn for your Hjglmoss’s wsdom and cbaiacter, as 
Avell as the sincere regard which I possess for your Highness and the interests of 
your Govemnient, have induced mo to reconsider what I before wrote, and to 
veigh and compare the reasons which I aflord to your consideration in support 
of my opinion, with the arguments which you have urged m reply to them , and 
I should bo wantmg m that fnendship and esteem which I profess for you if I 
did not candidly and explicitly declare, that tho more I have deliberated upon 
tho subject the more my opinion is confirmed that you should leave the is- 
cussion of tho succession to Kurnool and the demand for the Pesheush to bo 
settled Jjy tho sons of Eunmuat IQian and Tipjioo Sultaun, and that it is for your 
Highness’s dignity and mterest to withdraw your mterference 

Tho proper tune for discussmg the claims of Tippoo Sultaim to the Pesheush 
from Kurnool, was before tho conclusion of tho peace with him At the conferences 
upon this subject your Highness’s Mimsters objected to the msertion of the 
Pesheush m the schedule of Tippoo Sultaun’s revenues, and demed the existence 
of any agieement undci the signature of Eunmust Khan to pay the Pesheush 
Here the matter rested, aflirmed by one party and demed by the othei, and your 
Highness’s Mmistcr, although importuned by the sons of Eunmust Khan to 
obtain an adjustment of tho business, did not prosecute their objections and brmg 
the point in dis^iute to a final decision , thus the opportumty of deciding this 
aflair was lost, and the right of Tipiioo Sultaun to the Pesheush of Kurnool, which 
ho and his father had exercised at diflerent times for upwards of twenty years, 
was not rejected by the AEies when they had the power to reject or admit what 
they pleased I request, therefore, your Highness to consider with what justice 
this right can now be contested, or wth what equity fi’ippoo Sultaun can now 
be called upon to produce the agreement of the Nabob of Kurnool It is my 
duty and determmation, as well as that of the English nation, to adhere invio- 
lably to tho faith of their treaties and the terms of their agreements When it 
pleased the Almighty to crown the arms of the Alhes with success, they demanded 
what they thought proper from Tippoo, aud whatever they did not exact must 
be considered as his property, which they have no right to demand at this time 
It 13 certainly probable that at the penod of the negotiation for peace, if a proper 
attention had been given to the affair of Kurnool on the part of your Highness’s 
Ministers, the amount of the Pesheush or a temtonal equivalent would have been 
leqmied by the Alhes, but since from haste, madvertence, or other cause, the 
matter remained then undecided, and no claim on this account was made upon 
Tippoo Sultaun, he would have just reason to complam of an mfringement of that 
amity which has been established by the treaty of peace, if a demand were now 
made upon him 

These are the reflections which have occurred to me, and which I have already 
communicated to your Highness, who on this occasion, as in all others, will act 
agieeably to the dictates of wisdom and justice Your Highness, advertmg to the 
mode by which Hyder and Tippoo acqmred their present power, and rendered the 
Nabob of Kurnool tributary to them, seems to consider it as no foundation of 
right on their parts , but every page of history, in which your Highness is so 
well instructed, shows that th,e Almighty Disfioser of events bestows kingdoms 
and victory, and raises and depresses according to the inevitable decrees of His 
eternal Wisdom, and tbat most of the great monarchies now existing were 
founded, under the permission of His Piovidence, by tbe power of the sword , 
and m fact, nnfoitunately for the peace of mankind and for the prospenty of 
states, the rights of sovereigns are too often decided by an appeal to force lustead 
of being settled by amicable counsels and reciprocal conciliation It was by 
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adrtnfaigo of the time* tl»t Hyder All, a« yonr Hlghnesi obeerre*, 
e 5 tabli«l>ed his power and inch Is also the fonniliticn of other great powers in 
EindoetsiL By the hliiwlng of God, peace is now everywhere estshlishod, and 
my endeavDura, as well as those of snccetsors to this Goremniant, will be 
constantly exerted to render it perpetnaL 

"ionr Highnea pitipOBCS to engage for the poymant of the arrtairi of Pesheush 
to Tippoo Sultxmn, and of the Peahoosh iteelf m fhtnTO, when the smoont is 
asoerhdnod hy the prodnetion of the agreement of the Nabob of KnmooL Permit 
me to state to ytmr Hlghnem, that on this point it has oocorred to me that In 
fact It would he to TnflVw your Highnoa trihutary (o Tippoo Snltann, and I 
request that you will reflect that eren if you could submit to such degradation, 
by making a primie agreement of that natare with Tippoo, the conntry of 
Enmool cun nerer bo considered by the Allies In the same light as the other 
dominioca of yoar Highneta, for the gnamntee of which against the sttaoks of 
Tippoo Sultaun the faith of ^e Allies U mutually pledged. 

I bare compiled with the dotles of friendship in communicating without 
ree cT Te what has ocourred to me on Ibis subjeot, and I trust that yoor Highnoss 
will be persnaded that In doing ao I hare been actuated hy the most sincors 
ooQomi for the mterests of your Ooremment Tour Blghnesa, in oelling for my 
opinion, has imposed this task npon me, and 1 should hsre been hsppr if my 
aeutimeDts ou this occasion hod coincided with those of your Highnoss, ss it is 
my earnest wish to act ocnfonnably to your inolioatlQO but the ohhgaticinj of 
fnendship Indlsponsably require that I should write what, afler the most ma fairs 
coQsiierathtt, oppesre to me dictated by JasUoe and poliey The declaloD rests 
with your Highness wisdom, which xriH no doubt sugg^ what la proper and 
right.

and that no test should occur for the dtiff f mlmilfLn of *h<T P, or the rights 
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of tho contesting parties bliould still appear doubtful, aftei the fullest mquuy 
upon the principles laid down, the claims of the Eajah S'wammy as possessing 
natural rights superior to those of tho adopted son, were to he admitted in 
preference 

In conformity to these instructions. Sir Archibald Campbell proceeded to 
Tanjore, and the particulars and result of his enquiries aie detailed m the journal 
of his proceedmgs at that place, from which the folloivmg pomts aie summanly 
extracted 

That Sir A Camiihell had the most positive assurances from tho principal 
European gentlemen of tho settlement, and fiom tho most mtelhgent native 
merchants and others, who were intimately acquainted with the laws and reli- 
gious principles of tho Hindoos, that tho legal rights of Ameer Sing were certamly 
well estabhshed, and tho adoption m itself was highly irregular and deceptive. 

That tho late Eajah Tuljajeo had never once declared Ameer Sing illegitimate, 
but on the contrary treated him with tho respect and attention of a brother, on 
whom he had placed as great a degree of confidence as Hindu prmces generally 
do to their next ostensible successors 

dTiat the adoption of a distant relation without the public consent of his 
parents, of a boy of nine instead of five years old, was adverse and repugnant to 
the religious prmciples of tho Hindoos, and legally defective That the adoption 
must be imputed to an undue advantage taken of the Eajah during the mfirmi- 
ties of his approaching dissolution, when his mind was disoidered, or bo ac- 
counted for on a supposition that he had lost his senses , that it was too irregular, 
improbable, and irreconcilable ivith tho tenets and usages of his religion, to have 
proceeded from any other motive 

To ascertam still farther the validity of the nghts of the claimants, certam 
quenes were proposed to twelve pundits in the presence of Sir A Campbell, 
A Macleod, Esq , Eesident, Col James Stuart, J Cox Hippesly, Esq , the Rev 
hir Swartz, and A Montgomery Campbell The whole, with their answers, are 
consohdated mto the following recapitulation 

That the late Eajah of Tanjore considered Ameer Smg as his brother, and gave 
him apartments in the palace , two of the pundits also add that he procured him 
a wife 

That he never pubhely declared Ameer Smg illegitimate , this is very strongly 
expressed by all That by the Shaster he had no legal nght to adopt a distant 
relation to the prejudice of a brother then hvmg 

That the pundits and chief people of Tanjore consider the adoption m oppo- 
sition to the nghts of the brother to the succession, accordmg to the laws and 
rehgion of the parties, improper 

That the adoption of Serfojee is defective m form, and by three pundits is 
declared contrary to the religious opimons of the chief people of Tanjore 

That m'the general opinion of the prmcipal people of Tanjore, the natmul 
rights of Ameer Smg to the succession are greater than those of the adopted son. 

Some of the pundits express their opimons stronger than others Their 
answers were translated by Mr Swartz 

In my Mmute, dehvered on the 26th February, 1787, I declared it as my 
opmion that the determmation of this point should be referred to the Presidency 
of Madras, as it could not with propnety take jilace in Bengal, but however my 
sentiments may have mduced me to refer the mattei to the Presidency of Madras 
at that time, yet the papers before us now point out the absolute necessity that 
we should pursue every means in our power to procure the most accurate and 
awful information on the several pomts appertammg to the Hmdoo laws aud 
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oostccni, on which thU cue tppeen very materially to depend and with that 
view I did, acme tima ago dire^ two qaeetiona to be vnlxaittad to tlifl pnndlta In 
Calcutta and at Benarca. Buch inawora oa have been nceiTcd to them have been 
recorded. 

I hare however been mduced to draw np a &w more qneftkma, which have 
ocouTTe d to me on a nure dellbeiate oonaldanition of the anbject, and wiih that 
they ahoold be baniUtod into Sanaont, and inbmltted to the ponditi, both here 
and at Benaret, for theb oplniona and on learning their aentlmcDta I ahall take 
into oonalderahon the Letter received hem the widowa of the late Rajah Tnljajeo, 
relative to a mode theretu anggeated (or dectdlDg on the Impoochment of the pro- 
prle^ and reotltode of the declilocii prcstoimced in 1767, which is oontahied in 
the letter from Hr SworU.

l\o infonued you in tho Sotb pamgra(h of oar dcspatchca by the 
McIriUo Castle, that Captain Kirkpatrick had prccccdtJ to Nepnul tho 
oltttocha which hod caused a tcmjjorai) delay having been mno^ciL lie met 
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the Ihyali ami hib niinibteis at a i)laco \\hcrc they happened to ho on an occa- 
aimul excuTbion, at boino distance fiom Catmandu, in the beginning of ilarch, 
and at an lutemow which lie had with them on the 7th, tlie Eajah informed him 
tint being under tho ueccbbity of rcturmiig to his capital, he had left his uncle to 
trails ict liib bubiucbS with him m his place I’levious to Captain Kiikpatrick’s 
couimonciiig business with the Ivegcnt Bchauder Shah, the Eajah’s uncle, he had 
learned from the Gooroo, that his continuing in Ncpaul beyond tho end of March 
was a matter not wished for by tho Durbar llo also received information from 
the s 11110 quarter, that, although the llegent was perfectly sensible of tho advad- 
tagos which were lilcely to be derued to his countrj^ from cultiiating an inti- 
mate iiitcrcourbo with the English Qoaerument, and that ho avas, pcisonally, 
well disclosed to a\ail himself of thoso advantages, yet that he had at length 
been compelled to yield to tlic obstinate lesistance of a certain poweiful party, 
who could not be reconciled to tho idea of our Mmister remamin" long m 
Nepaiil This party had, originally, oiiposed tho invitation given to Captain 
Kirk\\atrick. to proceed Irom I’atua, nor could they now bo induced to consent to 
Ills st ly, tliough their chief objection to his introduction had been removed, as ho 
liad then had opiwrtuuities of observing tho weakness of the country, and this it 
was much their wish to prevent At the head of the party avas tho Deputy 
Ivegcut, together with several others who possessed much weight at tho Durbar 

Great as the credit and power of Behauder fohah were, yet they were not 
sudicieut to render him regardless of tho remonstrances of this party, and to that 
must bo added the prospect ot the Rajah’s taking the Government into his own 
hands, howeicr aierse to such a measure he might hitherto have appeared 

Under these circumstauces it might possibly have afforded matter of com- 
plaint suIBcieut to ha\ e induced the Rajah to take tho government into his own 
hands, should Bchauder Shah have attempted to deUun Captain Kirkpatnck m 
Xcpaul contrary to the advice of his coadjutors in the mmistry 

In the conference held between Captain Kirkpatrick and Behauder Shah, sub- 
sequent to the Rajah’s departure, the Regent recapitulated the chief incidents of 
the war wath China, acknowledged tho friendly advice which he hod received 
from this Government, on tho imprudence of carrying on hostihties against so 
formidable a power, and the high sense of tho obligation ho felt for oui wishes to 
bung about an accommodation with the Chinese , and he slightly aUuded to the 
disapjKiintnient felt at not havmg received the assistance which was requested 
from the English Goveniment 

To this Captain Kiikpatnck answeied, that it had been an mvanable rule 
with us to remain neuter m all disputes between the neighbourmg poweis, except 
in such cases as affected the rights or the honour of the Company , and he 
appealed to Behauder Shah, whether the conduct of this Government had not 
uniformly tended to cement the growing fnendship between the Company and 
the Rajah of Nepaul The adjustment of all questions relative to boundaries, and 
the commercial mtercourse between your teiritones and those of the Rajah, 
Captam Kirkpatrick next observed, were subjects upon which the Enghsh and 
Nepaul Governments must necessanly feel themselves much mterested, and 
which he doubted not would soon be arranged to the mutual satisfaction of both 
To this Behauder Shah gave geneial assurances of his goodwill towards the Com- 
jiany, and of his readiness to facilitate every commercial or other arrangement 
with us, on grounds equally advantageous and honourable for all parties , but 
the season was fast approaching when tho nature of the climate would obstruct 
all mtercourse between Catmandu and the surroundmg countnes, and that tho 
trade of Bontan and Thibet was at present totally suspended, owmg to the late 
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hoctilltktf, ocnid not for aome timo be rovtored to Iti fogner cbuxocU. 
O p t a fiS Kirkpatrick, knowing from the informatioo which be hod reodred from 
the Qoofoo that hlB hingpr cootinnanoe In Nepaol wmld not be tgrceable to the 
Thn-hnr and thinking it moat nutable to the digni^ of thla Goreniinent tiiat the 
propoaitiaQ ibr hia retnmlng to Bengal ahoold ariginate with himealf, availed 
biiwlf of the approach of the nnwboleaame aeaaan u a pretext for Klidtmg per 
mlialoa to deport and after Kme general expreeakeu of a deaire that be aboold 
remain longer a daj wu fixed for hla andlenoe of leave, which nccordingly took 
on the 24th of Uoroh. Bebaoder Hhah ren ew ed hij fanner profeariema of 
friendahip and attachment, and expreased aozna aoliatade leat a fiitnre EnglUh 
Ooremment ahonld not exot thsmeelrea eqiialljr with the prea ent in matnfaining 
the faendahip, newly formed, with the Oovemment of Neponh To which be 
reoehed ibr aniwer t^t, as the maintenance of the Company’s true intereata most 
alwa^'S be the object of ereiy English OoTeminent, and as the cnltiTattoQ of a 
friendlj intercome with bepanl waa bl^ded m an intimate degree with that 
ol^ect, ha mtg^t be asrired that there never ooold be a British sdministratloo in 
India who wonld so iar forget thdr dn^ sa to act upon difierant primnplet. The 
de potation left Oatnunda on the 24^ of March opd experienced the tutinost 
attention during their passage throngh the Baj&hs territoriei. Captain Kirk 
Patrick is now returned to Calcutta. 

Although ererj porpoee that could ham been wished boa noi been eficoted by 
Ihia deimtation, oWg to the state of the ixttimal Ooveanment of NepanJ, yet it 
is of no small Importanoe to us to have oommeuced an immediate Intarconne 
with that Ooremment, and to hare had an opportunity of making obKmrions 
on the manners of the pec^le and the real slhutlon of that oountry I 7 the means 
of onr own •ervuntv 

Captain Kirkpatrick • conduct upon this mlsskai met with onr entire approba- 
tion, brutig awndhln that Under the drcumstances that occurred, and the state of 
thiogs os be found them in Kepanl no one could hare acquiUed himsdf with 
more ability prudeuce, and droumspeotieo.

than from the punctoality with which your lllf,hncaa has executed your |art of 
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the stipulations llicy 'wero fouiidcd ou mutual protection aud defence against 
ill disturb nice of the general trauquilliLy, and youi Higliness must be sensible 
that, independent of the national lionom winch will rule the measmes of the 
English bio\erumout in the present siege, ngid adherence to the engagements 
which ha\e been entered uito with your Highness will also at all times induce

The measures whicli hare been adopted with this view m the appointment of 
au army to undertake the siege of Pondicheny, are already knowm to your 
Highness, aud I hare perused your Highness’s assurances of furnishing cveiy 
assiauince towards the Hiaintciiance of the aiiny during the siege, wnth additional 
lileasure, as 1 hue that confidence in jour friendship as to be convmced that you 
will heartilj co-opentc with the Goremment of Madras m such measures as may 
be thought ad\ is ible in that respect 

I lose no tune therefore on ixirusing the application from Sn C Oakcley and 
jour lliglincss’s reply to it, to suggest to jour Highness the mode by which the 
armj maj' be supplied with erery necessary article, which my own e\perience 
duniig the long and arduous wai with Tippoo Sultaun proved uot only effectual 
in regard to the object, but at the same time beneficial to the coimtrj’’ Con- 
vinced that it Is to the interest of the inhabitants to lind a profitable market for 
the sale of such articles of consumption as they might be possessed ot, where 
neither tax nor molestation of any kind prevailed, I issued dustucks for all goods 
coming for tile in luj camp, and I positively forbad the collection of any duty 
whatei er on them, cither in the country through which they passed, or m the 
baiirs where they were sold The consequence of tins measure was the ample 
supply of e\ery article necessary, while the sellers were enriched by the 
assistance which thej" furnished to the army, and were thereby enabled to 
discharge their rents to Government 1 have therefore now to request that 
your Higlmess ivill give positive orders throughout your country, such as I 
have directed may bo issued m the Northern Circars and in the Jagheer, and 
shall recommend may he enjoined to the Eajah of Tanjore, that all people 
under your Highness's authority shall not only have liberty, but even encou- 
ragement, to sell every article which they can spare, and that all goods gomg 
to the camp for the use of the anuy may pass free fiom all duties and impe- 
diments whatever Did not my own experience of the success of this measure 
authorise me to make the leconimendation of it to your Highness, I should 
have had uo doubt that the expediency of it would have had full force on your 
mind, and therefore I shall not trouble you with any further aiguments m 
its favour, than the fair prospects which it holds out of supplymg the army 
without constant application to your Highness, aud to the prospenty of the

India, that this arraagement would be postponed till my retnm to this country

in reflecting very debberately on this Important and ocsspUeated sabject ; and

8 lam not so oonffdsQt m my optolons os to that they wfll not 

admit of many matenof alteradoDS and impsorements hot I can assure yon that 
h) arranging my Ideu on a subject In whlhb tbo lolcrcsts, wishes, and prejudices 
of a groat ntunber of hKdirUaels, end (ho Interests of tho East India Company 
and of the nation at large, am so intlniately ccocamcd and blended, I havo 
endA\‘oared to direst my mhid of orory kind of partiality and jrejadlce, and 
that, in sta t ing the piiadples and regnlaUfns of this plan, it has been my 
inteoUon, according to tho best of my Judgment, to poy equal regard to tho 
present and futme Just cighu of oflloen vsTring in n distant and unhealthy 
climate, and to a constde. ration of (ho moons which 1 cooedvo will be nec osia ry 
(o give a rCQsonable prosxtcct of securing (ho ponniincnt possoMion of onr raluablo 
AsUllo territories to the British nation. 

4. Tbo Company s military arrangements have by no kept pace with 

tho gradual increase of their (Stories, ond tho consequent occoskoal oogmenta 
tions of thdr cstahlishmeots } and tho defects in tho ooDstitatka of the army aro 
DOW of a natore that, unloa remedied, they would soon render the ofDcofs In 
gLOcral DO kos discoateatod with thdr sKualiooa, than unlit for tho dhpoharge of 
tbo dalles which may bo occossary for the protection of the Brilhh intcresU in 
India. 

6 Preriooi to my proposing remedies for these defects, I shall take a general 
view of tho present ccnstitulkm, and of some of the usages in tho Company a 
anny { and after proposing tho now totablhhmcnta, and oJciJalnlug the prindflcs 
on which my rcoonimuRlariotu are founded I ahall suggot smerol regulations 
which ajpear to mo to bo Induicniably ntccsiary for carrying Ihoso jiropodtiotia

Ixird Cornwallis then proceeds to dcscribo tho existing state of tho Indian 
army The promotion was by acnlorltT regulated by tho Tacancks lo 
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Picsulcucy. There ^\e^c no generals, and only 52 fiolcl-ofScers ont of upwards of 
1000 odicers, evclusive of ca\ahy, engineers, and artillery Thus the hope of 
pioinotion, so ^xiwcrful an engine m animating the exertions of military men, 
was so slight, that few could expect to attain the rank of colonel while fit for 
acti\c service. 

No oflicer, even if comijclled from had health to solicit a shoit furlough, could 
return to Europe without resigning his commission, and if he remained in ^ 
Europe bej ond a ^ ery hunted time, he could not ho rc-admitted into the service ^ 
Should he he allowed to return to India, he was seconded, uiion greatly dimi- 
nished pxiy and allowances, until a vacancy occurred in his own lank Those 
permanently quitting the service had no retirement, except the pittance they 
could derive from Lord Clive’s Fund Under these circumstances' officers had ] 
often been forced, m order to realize independent fortunes, to have recourse to ^ 
means incompatible with the prniciplcs which should actuate military men 

( ' The native infantry differed in manj*^ points from the European , from the 

ranks of the latter, the former were supplied with Euroiiean commissioned and 
non-commisioned officers, ivho ivero generally selected with great care Hence 
. the remaining officers took but little pains mth their European soldiers, who were 
i almost universally recruited from a class far mfenor to those who filled the ranks 
I of the King’s regiments 

The artillery, having the choice of all the Company’s reenuts, was well 
comiioscd The officers of engineers generally good, hut with little experience 
The native cavalry too few in number to deserve any particulai; notice In the 
iladias Presidency the cavalry were generally, and m the Bengal Piesidency 
almost entirely, composed of Mahometans In all the Piesidencies the infantiy 
were mostly Hindoos, with a few Christians on the coast of Coromandel, and a 
few Jews on the coast of Malabar Great differences existed both in language 
and customs, but the men were in every case much attached to their respective 
countnes and kmdred. With regard to the pay of all ranks, and gratmties to 
captains and subalterns, there was little oi no difference m the several Presi- 
dencies But such was not the case as to hatta The allowances vaned from no 
hatta at all m Bombay, to double full batta at some of the Bengal stations , and 
as m many cases the allowances were smallest where the price of provisions was 
highest, there seemed to be no means of accoimtmg for these differences, except 
from the state of the finances of the respective Presidencies Such want of 
umformity m the systems, naturally produced jealousy and discontent to a very 
senous extent 

30 The climate of India, and several customs that cannot easily be altered, 
expose Euiopean officers to some articles of expense, which are not mdispensably 
requisite m other parts of the world where Bntish troops are stationed , and it 
will therefore he necessary to attend to those considerations in fixing their allow- 
ances , hut as the foUowmg propositions for new-modellmg the army, are calcu- 
lated not only for-puttmg the officers of the Indian army on an equal footing with 
those of the King’s troops servmg in different parts of the woild m their future 
prospects of promotion, but also for enabimg them to visit their native country 
occasionally during the penod of their service, and ultimately to return to spend 
the latter; part of their days nn it, with every convenience and advantage which 
13 enjoyed by the officers of the Bntaah army m general, the necessity of their 
endeavourmg to acquire mdependent fortunes m India, for the purpose of secunng 
those high giatifications, will no longer exist 

31 Fiom the nnfortimate propensity to mtemperance which is so general 
amongst all the European soldiers m India, I am clear m opinion that allouances 
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bejond what will procure for them the real oomlbrti of life in abundance (for 
which half balta in addition to thor paj In peaoe, and in tlmort any ntuatkc 
in war would be fuHy auffloient), would not only be unadmable in regard to thn 
public dnanco, but pemiuoui to the eoldlen thnnaelvef and the pay of all 
tanlca of the natire trrope ii ao ample, both in proportion to their own wnnti and 
habita of liping, and to the pay which le allowed the troope in the eerrice of the 
^fatire Poweiv, that it can seldom be nccesaary to allow any b a tt a , and never 
more th^n half batta to the troops of that descriptlaiL* 

32. Ihe foregoing general atatement of the const! tu ta on and aHowancea of 

the army will show some of the defects of the Company'# military system, which 
In sereral eeseutial points Is totally didereot from the internal conatitutioo and 
many of tbe of the King's army and as I am most decidedly of opinion 

that the Company a possescons in India cannot be secured without the assIataJKie 
of a oanstdenhle body of His Uajes^'k troops, I iball not hesitate to declare that 
I do not conodve It ponlble that any systom can be devised, which would hare a 
permanent and useful effect for the satlafsotioD of the Individuals of both services, 
and for tbe pubbo good, unleai, as a pnUmlnary measure, the whole of our force 
in India, as well ffaUre as European, shall be tmaiferred to His l£«Jesty's servloe, 
and, with a few modiSoatlouji, Im r^olatod and conducted in future according to 
the rulos whkh hare long operated in the King’s army 

33. It most however at tho some time be oleariy understood, that sU Bia 
Majesty’s troops serving In Indl* ore to he perfectly lubordinato to the Cbmpsny s 
Oovenuoents in that country and to ohoy all ordsn that they rosy recdre 
cither directly from thoae Govcmmsnta, or through ihsm freon the Court of 
Birccton. 

34 Tbo new airugEuieot that I absU psopose for the Indian army will 
therefore be founded upou the suppositloo that the above measure will be 
adopted and as I am stroogly impressed with a connctlan that it will bo of 
easentist hapcutanco to the Intoreals of Britain, that Europeans should bo dis> 
couiuged and preveoted as much as possible frocn ocIooizixLg and settling in our 
poasoadons In India, 1 look upou it to bo highly expedient that it should bo a 
fundamental prinaple In the new system, not only to reliore the corps of 
European troops fi^acntlj but also to secure tho return of all military men, 
who moy bo entitled to any provlsioo from tbo publio, to their mother country 
by rendering all penaions and oUowanoos to them after they are worn out, or may 
.havo been permitted to retire from the scrrice, payable to these only who shall 
loctoally claim them in Europe. 

33 Tho pcmldocu cOVets upou tho state of the European ro^meuts, which 
have been alroady experienced, and would ever be fdt from tbe frequent re- 
morals of ofCcers from European to Native Coqa, would alone Indoco mo to 
ncommeod that tboe two branches of the service should bo entirely Mporated, 
and no interchange of otDcers bo In folnro admitted between them but should 
frequent reliefs take place In (he Eoropcan branch an sddUkmsl objection would 
ari« to tho appotalmeal of olBcert to hatire corps from European reglmentj; In 
oj-cnJng a p*%siblo door to Ihs abuso of potroaago in a CofnmarxVT In Chief by 
patting It In his power to give an ofllcer juat arrived from h urepe, who has bad 
DO oppi^rtonity to aeqairo tha laDgi»j,e or tho least knowlcdgo of tbo manncri 
and customs of tho Datives, on advantageous sltuatloa InthoEoUve branch of 
the bcnkc which might lo atUoded with tha mewt ruinous couscquenccs to tho 
I ublio Intmst,

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36- It IS true that lu point of qualification for the duties of an Europeai 
legunent, theie could be no material objection to the removal of ofBcers from th 
Native to the European branch , but as it is proposed that the officers of th 
Native branch shall have a prospect of equal advantage m their own line -witl 
the officeis of the European branch, it would become unjust to allow the forme 
to interfere with the promotion of those who are not suffered to enjoy a leciproca 
advantage 

37 No distmction should, m my opinion, be made eitliei in the mode o 
promotion of officers, or m any other respect, between the Company’s Europeai 
troops that may be transferred to the King’s service, and those of the correspond 
mg branches which at present compose His Majesty’s aimy , but some deviation! 
from the i ules that are sufficiently suitable to the European troops will he neces 
sary in the Native branch of the service, particularly m regard to the promotioi 
of officers, which I recommend to be made (with certain exceptions that will hi 
proposed unden the head of Native Estabhshments) by regimental semonty a; 
far as the lank of Major, and afterwards by semonty in the line at each Pre^ 
sidency because I conceive it to be improbable that the indulgence of a tem- 
porary leave of absence, which the officers of the Native troops will enjoy m 
common with those of the Euiopean regiments, will afford them the sam€ 
advantage of obtammg support from then connexions at home, as the others 
may derive from a more permanent residence near them, m consequence of the 
occasional reliefs of the European coips , and I therefore thmk that the officeis 
whose services are unalterably fixed m so distant a quarter of the globe, ought tc 
he protected by established regulations, against the hazard of suffenug by the 
abuse of patronage m any Commander-m-Chief 

38 I am perfectly aware that the assistance of European non-commissioned 
officers 13 extremely convenient to the officers of the native corps , and, when 
proper non-commissioued officers can he found, that they are m several respects 
of substantial use m that branch of the service , but as I know that in an 
European legimeut it is seldom possible to find a sufficient number of sober and 
properly-qualified men to fill its own estabhshments of non-commissioned officers, 
and it would he unreasonable to expect that the European regiments would con- 
sent to derange their own mtemal economy and discipline, by parting with careful 
non-commissioned officers, I shall not propose that description of men as part of 
the Native establishment , and as I shall recommend a considerable augmentation 
of commissioned European officers to. the Native troops, I do not apprehend that 
this alteration can occasion any matenal detnment to the service 

39 It IS also proper to observe, that it is impracticable to procure, m a short 
time, a considerable number of men of proper caste, and of sufficient size and 
strength for the duties of a soldier, for the Native troops on the Madras and 
Bombay estahbshments , and that on the contrary, an unlimited number of men 
of the best quahty for Native soldiers, may at any time he mised in a very short 
period for the Bengal troops, from the populous provinces m that quarter of the 
Company’s domimons 

40 I shall therefore recommend a lower estahhshment for each of the com- 
panies of the Bengal troops during peace, than for those of the iladins and Bombay 
estabhshments, because on any emergency there can he no difficulty m augment- 
ing them at the shortest warning 

41 Consideimg the state of the other Powers of India, the great extent and 
value of our possessions, and the long period which must unavoidably elajisc 
befoio assistance can be sent from Europe, it docs not appear adiisablo tliat any 
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material rednctloa ihcrald be Jn the number of Uio men, dtber EarofuBM or 
Native*, *re jmjw emplojod in India in order bo'weTer to remedy the radicel 
defects of tbe present establishmeDts, some additional expense must be Incorred 
but I trust that the Increase viill not be found considerable and, In return, it is 
hoped that tia propoeed plan mil snfBcienlly secnre the sttaobment qf the Native*, 
afEtad an enocnrra^ng jrrospect to the desponding Bribeb ofBceri, and render the 
European foicea more naofal and efflownt for promoting and maintaining the 
intereste of thdr ooontry 

43 To effect those porpoees, it is, tn my opinion, necesory to lay down as 
fondaxaental prinafplei, that the European and NsHva branches of the serrioe 
(the I^scars exoepted) should be entirely separated, and that the Native eatab* 
Usbmenti should oontinue distinot and separate, as at present at the different 
Presldenaes in India. I shall now give my sentiments with regard to the now 
^rhioh I recommend. 

Lord Cornwallis then proceeds to recommend the following changes in tho 
different branches of the aerrice.

If a iieoteoant-coloQel should nethu on faE pay the aoulor m^Jor in tho 
brigade to succeed, but the vaosode* so mode to be filled up by rogiiDcntal 
promo tioo.

108 All officers belonging to the Company’s cavalry and infantry, under the 
rank of Colonel, who, consistently with the standmg regulations, can be re- 
admitted mto the army, and may hereaftei obtain leave from His Majesty (m 
the place of the Court of Directors) to return to India, to serve with such corps as 
the Commander-m-Chief or the Commander of the Forces at the Presidency to 
which they belong may think proper, and to receive the pay and allowances of 
their rank, untd vacancies m the Native estabbshment shall fall for them. It 
has been proposed that field-officers should have rank m the bne at each Pre- 
sidency Lieutenant-colonels and majors wiU therefore take their proper place m 
the bst at the Presidency to which they belong, upon their arrival But to do 
justice to the captains and subalterns now m Europe, who may not be able to 
avail themselves of the opportumty of bemg placed m the new corps at their first 
foundation accordmg to their standmg m the service, I propose that they shall 
be exempted from the effect of the rule which is to apply to officers who exchange 
from one regiment to another after the new arrangement shall hai e taken place , 
and that when vacancies fall for them m their respective ranks, they shall come 
mto the corps m which such vacancies may fall, accordmg to then* ongmal 
standmg m the service at the Presidency to which they belong 

111 The great promotion m all ranks of the Company’s service, which would 
immediately take place on the adoption of the proposed arrangement, e\en if the 
officers were to be confined to the Native service alone, without bemg admilad 
mto the eight European regiments which are henceforward to 1 h) incorporated

inanj griaTances in point of promotion at present to oomplaih of, aj anj part of 
the Company’s anny although I admi^ that if the existing system ms to coa 
tinue, the o*— of the latter and e^ieolalty of thoae of the Bengal estahlishment, 
would beoome moat deplorable. I am therefore clearly of oplnioD that as, ezoln* 
■ire of the protnotions that will take place In the oorps of artiUeTy and englneeri, 
an isdfHfaan will be made by the new anangememt in the Nadre line of infantry 
only of iburteen colonels to the Company^ preBent estahlishment in India, the 
preferenoe shoold be girun in the disposal of the eJ^t Buropean regiments, to the 
officers of the rank of colonel in the King’s army who eerred in the hfyaore war 
hefore thoee of the Compony’a aerrlce of an inferior rank which, at the same 
time that It must be ooosldered u an act of Jnstlca dne to offioera who filled rery 
high and importint statlona dnnng that endoal period, would afford a means of 
hitnglDg forward the senior offlcen of the sucoeading ranks, who hare in gmeial 
long serrlcea to plead, and who most eererely feel a total neglect of thdr pre> 
timsVmi, at a time that so much constdeiatlcai Is shown to the merits and clfii.ms 
of every part of the military eatahliahment In India. 

112. Upon the new estabhshmeot being oconpleted, lists of all the Company’s 
ofBoen whn h&re come into the King’s serrloe, to be trans mi tted to the 
War Offi ce, partieulariy specli^ying the dates of their Breret OfsnmisaVins of 
King’s wmV , tnd it will, in my opinion, be reoscmable and jnst that a retrospeot 
should tbea be had to thoee dat^ and that the same advanced rank by the 
breret ihouM be giren to officers abore the rank of snbalteni, which they would 
hare obtained If they had been prerlously In the Hat of the Kings army in oon> 
sequenoe of any general hrerets that hare been granted by His Uajesty slnoe 
0 th July 1783. 

113 The aome rule to bo followed with regard to the Oconptmy’s officen 
now in England, who may hereafter obtain leero ton His Majesty (In the place 
of the Court of Directors) to return to India, to be re-admitt^ into the army 
and not only the ooloosls to be In (hture promoted In their tnm to taka tho raiJE 
of General offioers, but all other officers are likewise to be cnoildered as equally 
intltled with those of the rest of His Msjesty’i troops, to be included in any 
brevet promctlan that the King may be ples^ occaalcmally to make in their 
respective ranks but, coufaimahle to the practice of His Mi^esty’k servloe, a 
colonel Is not to vacate his raiment by h(s promotion to the rank of Oenenl 
officer nor ars any other oiRcers who may obtain protuotlon by hrovet, to have a 
claim to higher pay than that of thdr re^mental rank 

114. All officers at present In the Company’s serrloe, who shall arrive at the 
rank of Ocneral officoo^ to be ellgiblo lo serve His Majesty in any port of the 
world. 

The i^t subjects entered npon, were tho roductkin of military expenses, the 
rtfonnitlon of existing abuses, and tha raukriog the milltaiy dopurtment 
dentlj subonllnaU) to tho dvil goremment. 

Coniwiillis thought it hi ghl y necessary that tho rank and authority of 
the peiaoa entrusted with the chaj^ of to large a portion of His Majesty's forces 
should be upheld u much ss ponihle t and he advlacd >h«t to him alooa fhmiM 
be given the title of Commander in>ChIfr and that commanding officers at the 
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ijubordmato settlements sliould bo styled “ Commanding Officer of tbo Forces at 
Madras," “ Bombay,” &c , they, by autbouty of the Court of Directors, bavmg 
scats as second lu Council, e\cept when the offices of Govcrnor-Geneial and 
Commander-iu-Chief Inpiicucd to bo united in the same ijcrson. 

All Coiupanj’s infantry officers uero to choose between the European and. 
Natuo branches of the service , and should there bo a larger number for either, 
than could bo at once provided for, preference to bo given to seniors in eacb 
rink, and supernuraeranes to be en second, with pay and allowances, imtil 
absorbed 

In arranging the new cavalry and infantry establishments, officers to be 
appointed according to seniority, but m future, captains and subalteins 
cscLmgiug, must enter their now regiments as juniors in their respective 
ranks . . 

120 In order to prevent abuse of the indulgence of leave of absence to 
Europe, by oQicers prolonging their stay at home upon imjiroper pretexts, or making 
use of mtriguo and private interest to obtain a renewal of their leave, it ought 
to be an established rule that the pay of all officers under the rank of colonel, 
whether of the Euro^jcan or Nativ’o branch of the service, should be stopped after 
tho expiration of the period which has been proposed for their leave of absence 
Jrom India , and, to render all solicitation meflectual for tho recover}’’ of such 
pay, it should, when stopped, become immediately the property of some chanty- 
fund m India 

121 Should the stoppage of pay prove inefficacious for inducing officers to 
return without fuithcr loss of time to their duty in India, the names of such of 
them as shall prolong their stay m Europe two years beyond the above- 
mentioned period, are, without admittmg any excuse whatever, to be struck out 
of the list of tho army as bavmg lesigned tho service, and their vacancies to be 
filled up according to tho standing regulations 

Tho following articles provided that, officers appointed to regiments m India 
(if not on the strength of the additional company) must embark within two years 
after being gazetted In consideration of the incidental expenses, Indian officers 
appointed to tho staff, are, as a general rule, to continue upon it for four years. 
Staff-officers, besides their liberal pay, to receiv'e allowances in time of peace 
for travelling expenses, camp-eqiupage, &c , with an mcrease m time of war 

Leave may he given to General officers and colonels of regiments m India, not 
required on the Staff, to reside in Europe , but neithei there nor m India -will 
they receive more than regimental pay and the profits of the off-reckomng fund 

The army to continue furnishing officers to fill the posts of mibtary auditor- 
general, judge-advocates, fort-raajors and adjutants, general commissioners of 
stores, &c &c , but all so employed to be on the strength of some European or 
Native regiment no officer, after the embarkation of his own regiment, bemg 
permitted to hold any staff office in India, excepting those of mihtary auditor- 
general or deputy, adjutant and quarter-master general or deputies, fort-major 
or adjutant, and ADO, staff officers bavmg certam mdulgences as to visiting 
Europe 

135 As the abpve propositions not only secure a competent income to the 
military officers serving in India dunng the early penods of their service, but 
also the substantial advantage and gratification of an opemng bemg made forj 
their attaining high military rank, as well as the ind-ulgence of being enabled to £ 
visit Europe occasionally without relmquishing their pay, and the satisfacbon of ( 
hanug it in their power to spend the latter part of their hves m their native 
country, either by retiring on their full pay, by sellmg their commissions, or by 
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reroaloing In semoe until tluj obtain tho ocariTnand ami emoluroants of a regl- 
mait, — aR moit bo gtron up in tlw anny of Tnohing lor peniuliitei or 

advantagos In any ibape Trbaterer beyond tha open and ayowed aHowanoea wbict 
■Kail be alloUed to the reapactira ranka and If any officer ihall be detected In 
maV4ng fuoh attempt, he ought to be tried by a Oenonl Ccmrt Uhrtial, ibr 
behar^ hi a rnannwr onbeoaning the ohaiaoter of an offioei* and a gentleman, 
and. If oonvloted, be digmlaed from the sarTice. 

136 The ooUeotioa of baxar dntlea, and the practice In Kane parts of India of 
maWng mmiione Inoju at oonntzy rtatfone, to anmRdarf, Kemindara, and other 
nadvei, being two of the meet ob}ectIanable of the mode* by which officers hare 
aoqnired emotumects In TtkRa, are to be ptuHonlaily pointed cut to them as 
being strictly prohibited and any officer who shall be conricted before a Qaaeod 
Ocort llartial of haring dlsgraoed himself and the ohflmctar of his proreaslcm, by 
haring been gnQty of either of tkae practice, ought to be dismissed from the 
■orrlce, and, If poesible, to be obliged to-refrmd the money that he may hare 
aoqnlrod by such unworthynneane. 

137 The only exception frtan the abore regnlatlaD should be made In the 
cose of an army or detachment upon actual serrloe in the field during the war 
whan the commanding officer may be permitted to levy a moderate doty upon 
spirits and Intoxicating drugs, for the purpoee of restraining the exoeesiTO nse of 
those articles, and of ml sing a fund Air defraying the expense of the oooduct and 
management of the pobho baxars of that anny or detachment. 

188 No duty ought, in any oose whoterer to be levied In mJlUsiy haaars, 
except upon spirits and tatoxloatlQg drugs 

^ Doxt articles frequent change of quarters and sUtiems was djoined, 
as to improre the dlsdpllDe of the Natire troopa, and to lessen the 

temptotiaai of oC5^ to make loans, &c. No officer under the rank of colonel 
to retam cooimorMi st any station frem whence bis oorpe Is rescoved.

Fffi 
cocioQs measures to bo token to r epress exarUtoot charges, sj^I to secure, on 
r ea s on a b le terms, passages in tho Company’s ships for officers, whether such 
p assa g es are paid frv by themselves or by tho Company 

TLo Commander La>Chiof to hare the solo pow er of grentlng leave of sbsenco 
to Eurqc, transmlUing tho particulars to the Supreme Ooremment, and 
Oorenunents of the respective FrcsUeodca. 

Tho rule requiring officers to produce certificates of haring satliflcd sU 
poUIo i lem a isi s beibrs they can rrtiro or go home on leave to coatinuo in force 

No augmentatloni or reductions of tho army la India to ho ni^iU excqit 
ly Instnicilon* from Englaad, or by expUdt onleri frerm tho Supreme Govern 
Pen t, addressed to the Commander in-Chlof and to tim Qovenunents and Com- 
mandln^-OIEcers at tho subonJinale Presidencies. Reghnents f detachments 
not to bo mortd, nor any gwKral reliefs nor movemcnls of troota to toko place, 
without tho express cooKiit of the %preme GovemmenL 
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No additions to be made to military allowances m India without the 
express consent of the Court of Directors 

Annual demands for ordnance and other stores to be transmitted as usual 
by the Company’s Government to the Court of Directors such stores to be 
furmshed by the Company, or, on the requisition of the Court of Directors, by 
the Board of Ordnance, the Company paying the freight, &c

158 In order to prevent, as far as may be practicable, the pernicious 
effects of dissensions or of want of subordination m the mditary department 
to the civil Governments, at so great a distance from the seat of Government 
of the British Empire, the Company’s Governments m India t6 be authorized to 
suspend and send home, m the most summary manner, any officer of the army, 
from the highest to the lowest rank, when they shall th in k it necessary for the 
pubhc good 

159 The charge agamst an officer so suspended, or sent home, to be exa- 
mmed m the manner that His Majesty may be pleased to direct, and the 

' respective Governments by which such measures may have been adopted, are to 
be responsible for their conduct to the Court of Directors, but every attempt 
in a mihtary officer to resist the authority of any of the Governments m India, 
to be lendered highly cnmmal 

160 The subordinate Governments are not however to proceed to the ex- 
trermty of sendmg home an officer of the army, without previously obtammg 
the approbation and sanction of the Supreme Government, unless the circum- 
stances of the case should be of so extraordinary and dangerous a nature, as 
obviously to justify the adoption of so strong a measure 

161 In new-modeUmg the army, attention must be paid to the existmg 
charitable institutions at the different Presidencies for taking care of the children 
of European officers and soldiers 

162 The numbering of the eight new regiments relative to each other, to be 
determmed by lot, by the direction of the Commander-in-Chief , and m placing 
them on the general hst of His Majesty’s army, it is to be considered whether 
they are to precede or immediately follow the four regiments that were raised a 
few years ago for the service of India 

163 As it IS proposed that the whole of the Company’s mihtary estabhsh- 
menta to the eastward of the Cape of Good Hope, should be transferred from the 
Company to the Crown, it may also be thought expedient that the small body of 
troops stationed at the island of Samt Helena should form a part of the King’s 
army, and be occasionally relieved 

164 In proposing the above regulations, I have not presumed to suggest the 
authority by which they ought to be established, but every means should bo 
taken to render such of them as it may be thought proper to adopt, efficient and
